In  these  days  when  the  cost  of  labor 
and  feed  are  going  skyward  at  a  rapid 
pace,  it  is  especially  urgent  that  poul- 
trymen  adopt  such  means  as  possible 
to  cut  these  costs.  Labor  saving  equip- 
ment makes  labor  less  costly,  and  the 
day  is  right  at  hand  when  no  poultry 
farm  of  any  considerable  size  can  hope 
to  continue  in  business  unless  it  not 
only  has  plenty  of  the  best  equipment, 
but  it  must  be  of  the  latest  design.  It 
must  be  efficient  in  every  respect.  Suc- 
cess in  modern  business  is  measured  in 
no  small  degree  by  the  kind  of  ma- 
chinery used.  If  you  do  not  believe 
this,  just  step  into  the  POUTRY 
KEEPER  composing  room  when  you 
come  to  Quincy  and  see  our  modern 
typesetting  machine.  Most  of  you  are 
familiar  with  the  old  method  of  setting 
type  by  hand,  but  it  would  take  a  large 
force  of  compositors  to  set  the  type  for 
such  a  large  magazine  as  we  are  now 
printing.  However,  with  the  modern 
linotype,  a  man  sets  before  a  keyboard 
which  looks  a  great  deal  like  a  type- 
writer keyboard,  and  if  you  watch  him 
for  a  few  moments  you  will  begin  to  re- 
alize that  here  we  have  speed  that  was 
absolutely  unthinkable  a  few  years  ago. 
So  it  is  with  other  business.  We  know 
of  a  factory  which  makes  screws  so 
small  that  the  bare  human  eye  would 
call  them  waste.  To  make  such  screws 
by  hand  was  impossible,  but  an  auto- 
matic machine  makes  these  screws  by 
the  thousands  and  they  are  all  perfect. 
All  that  is  necessary  is  for  a  man  to 
feed  in  a  small  wire,  set  the  guides  and 
push  a  button — the  machine  does  the 
rest.  Modern  business  demands  mod- 
ern machinery.  No  business  can  meet 
competition  of  the  day  without  the  most 
up-to-date  machinery. 

So  it  is  with  the  poultry  business.  We 
know  that  in  the  past  it  has  been  said 
that  it  was  possible  to  get  along  with 
almost  no  equipment.  Well,  maybe  it 
was  that  way  years  ago,  but  certainly 
the  drift  of  things  have  changed,  and 
if  you  are  going  to  meet  competition, 
you  must  have  the  tools  with  which  to 
work.  A  great  many  times  when  peo- 
ple say  that  there  is  no  money  in  the 
poultry  business,  they  do  not  mean  just 
what  they  say — they  really  mean  that 
they  are  not  willing  to  conduct  their 
business  in  such  a  way  as  to  meet  the 
competition  of  the  day,  with  the  result 
that  the  other  fellow  gets  ahead  of 
them.    While  a  very  large  number  of

poultry  farms  are  lacking  in  modern 
poultry  house  equipment,  yet  there  are 
many  who  have  equipment  which  is 
out-of-date,  and  really  it  is  some  ques- 
tion which  is  the  worse  off.  The  thing 
that  a  large  number  of  poultry  farms 
need  is  a  good  house  cleaning  and  a 
lot  of  new,  modern  equipment. 

The  first  need  is  for  a  poultry  house. 
The  poultry  press  has  given  quite  a  lot 
of  time  and  space  to  the  education  of 
the  poultrymen  to  the  need  for  good 
poultry  houses,  and  much  good  has 
come  from  it.  We  see  modern  poultry 
houses  everywhere  today,  but  still  much 
poultry  is  in  dire  need  of  new  houses 
even  today.  We  still  have  quite  a  dis- 
tance to  go  before  we  can  say  that  our 
poultry  is  housed  one  hundred  per  cent 
perfect.  A  good  house  saves  labor  and 
gives  comfort  to  the  hens.  We  may  get 
along  with  an  old  makeshift,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  modern  house  is  one 
of  the  best  investments  that  a  poultry 
keeper  can  make.  You  must  have  a 
good  poultry  house  if  you  expect  to 
keep  the  cost  of  labor  down  and  get  a 
large  egg  production. 

Poultry  house  equipment,  which  is  to 
be  discussed  in  this  article,  has  several 
requirements  which  it  is  well  to  con- 
sider collectively.    The  fiist  demand  to 


put  upon  all  equipment  is  that  it  be 
simple.  We  do  not  think  very  much  of 
the  elaborate  and  fancy  equipment, 
even  if  it  does  fill  the  needs,  which  oft- 
en it  does  not.  It  should  be  of  simple 
design  and  well  constructed.  Of  course, 
it  must  be  sanitary  and  so  made  that 
it  can  be  cleaned  and  kept  free  from  the 
possibility  of  harboring  disease  germs. 
The  poultryman  is  never  willing  and 
should  not  be  compelled  to  pay  fancy 
prices  for  what  he  buys.  He  wants  a 
reasonable  price,  and  this  demand 
makes  it  imperative  that  the  equipment 
be  simple  and  cheap  to  manufacture. 
The  ease  of  handling  should  also  be 
given  consideration.  We  have  all  seen 
equipment  which  it  was  almost  impos- 
sible for  a  man  to  move  around,  arid 
generally  such  things  are  te  be  avoided. 

One  important  feature  of  the  mod- 
ern equipment  is  that  it  can  be  quick- 
ly taken  out  of  doors  to  be  cleaned, 
thus  insuring  absolute  cleanliness.  If 
you  have  such  equipment,  it  can  be 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  left  in  the 
sun  to  get  a  good  sun  bath,  and  we  all 
know  that  the  sun  will  do  much  to  de- 
stroy germs  and  keep  everything  clean 
and  free  from  disease.  As  cleanliness  is 
so  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  fowls,  it 
seems  quite  evident  that  this  feature  of 
being  able  to  take  equipment  out  of 
doors  where  it  can  be  scrubbed,  if 
thought  necessary,  and  kept  clean,  is  a 
very  important  thing  to  consider.  All 
equipment  should  be  portable. 

Every  piece  of  equipment  should  be 
economical  of  space.  Insofar  as  possi- 
ble, it  should  be  placed  on  the  walls,  up 
off  the  floor  so  that  the  hens  will  have 
all  the  space  possible  in  which  to 
scratch.  Some  of  the  older  equipment 
is  not  very  economical  of  space,  but  the 
manufacturer  of  today  finds  that  he 
must  be  careful  to  see  that  the  article 
which  he  offers  for  sale  takes  up  just 
as  little  space  as  possible,  and  yet 
meets  the  need  for  which  it  is  used.  He 
gives  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  this 
point. 

Durability  is  the  next  need  of  every 
piece  of  equipment.  Much  of  the  sup- 
plies are  now  made  of  metal  and  in 
order  to  reduce  the  cost  it  is  a  temp- 
tation to  reduce  the  weight  of  the  ma- 
terial to  a  point  where  it  will  not  give 
the  years  of  service  which  the  buyer 
has  a  right  to  expect.  Of  course,  re-

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NATIONAL  EGG  WEEK 


The  first  week  in  the  coming  month 
of  May  has  been  set  aside  by  the  Na- 
tional Poultry  Council  to  be  known  as 
National  Egg  Week.  It  is  generally 
understood  that  this  week  is  an  annual 
event,  and  during  this  time  special  ef- 
forts are  put  forth  to  bring  about  a  bet- 
ter and  more  general  understanding  by 
the  public  of  the  value  of  eggs  as 
human  food.  The  consuming  public 
has  never  been  educated  to  the  real 
value  of  eggs  as  food,  and  it  is  hoped 
during  National  Egg  Week  to  accom- 
plish this  to  some  extent.  During  past 
years  when  a  National  Egg  Week  was 
held  much  progress  was  made,  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  present  year  will 
accomplish  much  more  definite  results. 

While  the  ultimate  consumer  of  eggs 
must  be  reached,  yet  it  appears  that  a 
large  number  of  poultrymen  need  to  be 
enlightened  upon  the  subject  of  eggs  as 
food.  It  is  a  rather  surprising  thing 
to  see  poultrymen  almost  entirely  igno- 
rant in  some  cases  as  to  the  food  value 
of  eggs.  It  appears  that  the  time  is 
ripe  when  poultrymen  should  become 
more  intelligent  regarding  this  matter, 
and  it  follsws  that  once  they  are  thor- 
oughly informed  that  they  will  become 
enthusiastic  boosters  for  the  egg.  The 
American  poultryman  could  do  more  to 
boost  the  egg  than  any  other  agency. 
If  you,  as  a  poultryman,  have  been 
careless  about  the  matter,  we  suggest 
that  you  put  your  house  in  order  at 
once.  Appoint  yourself  as  an  Egg  Mis- 
sionary and  go  out  and  preach  eggs  to 
all  your  friends  and  neighbors.  Talk 
eggs,  tell  of  their  good  qualities,  and 
never  miss  an  opportunity  to  boost 
them  for  human  consumption.  If  all  of 
our  readers  will  go  out  and  boost  eggs 
it  will  do  a  lot  of  good.  If  you  are  in- 
different to  the  matter,  you  will  suffer 
from  the  neglect  along  with  the  rest. 

Suppose  we  put  our  shoulder  to  the 
wheel  and  put  over  National  Egg  Week 
for  1928  in  a  way  which  will  long  be  re- 
membered. We  can  do  it.  We  should 
do  it.  We  must  do  it.  This  means  that 
everyone  will  do  his  or  her  share  to 
help.  The  success  of  National  Egg 
Week  will  be  governed  by  the  effort 
put  into  it.

STANDARD  BRED  POULTRY 

In  a  few  instances  we  have  heard  it 
said  of  late  that  Standard  Bred  poultry 
did  not  pay.  We  do  not  know  how  any- 
one who  dares  to  claim  the  name  of 
poultryman  can  make  such  a  statement. 
Standard  Bred  poultry  does  pay.  It  not 
only  pays  in  dollars  and  cents,  but  it 
pays  in  the  satisfaction  which  comes 
from  the  possession  of  high  grade,  prize 
winning  birds.  We  all  know  what  it 
is  to  work  hard  to  produce  winners.  We 
plan  for  months.  We  watch  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  birds,  and  then 
comes  the  testing  grounds — the  show. 
Naturally  we  are  just  a  bit  nervous  as 
the  judge  handles  our  birds,  and  when 
he  hangs  the  blue  on  our  coops — we  go 
home  whistling,  for  our  efforts  have  not 
been  in  vain.  The  judge  has  placed  his 
stamp  of  approval  on  our  skill  and 
labor  and  we  have  just  reason  to  be 
proud.  We  may  soon  forget  the  money 
we  make  out  of  the  poultry,  but  the 
first  blue  ribbon  ever  won  by  our  birds 
will  always  be  a  pleasant  memory.  The 
ribbons  represe-at  a  satisfaction  which 
money  cannot  buy. 

Much  of  the  success  of  present  day 
poultry  is  builded  upon  the  past  efforts 
to  breed  and  develop  Standard  Bred 
poultry.  Poultry  keeping  as  we  under- 
stand it  today  would  be  absolutely  out 
of  the  question  were  it  not  for  the 
earnest  breeders  of  yesterday.  We  often 
forget  the  sacrifice  made,  the  effort  put 
forth,  by  the  early  breeder  that  we 
might  have  the  various  breeds  which 
are  so  highly  developed  and  perfected.

the  spirit  of  real  fanciers  may  not 
perish  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Have 
we  become  so  money  mad  that  we  no 
longer  can  stand  before  a  pen  of  fowls 
and  enjoy  the  thrill  of  ideal  conforma- 
tion of  shape  or  the  beauty  of  colora- 
tion of  plumage?  Surely  there  must  be 
sleeping  within  the  breasts  of  thousands 
of  poultrymen  the  ambition  to  again 
give  battle  in  the  show  room.  It  is  not 
possible  that  we  are  so  money  mad,  so 
blind  to  beauty,  that  we  cannot  enjoy  a 
good  exhibition  bird. 

Standard  Bred  poultry  has  lost  many 


great  men  during  the  last  few  years. 
Let  us  hope  that  some  of  the  younger 
generation  who  read  these  words  will 
be  fired  with  the  Spirit  of  Fancy  and 
will  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  promo- 
tion of  Standard  Bred  poultry.

LEG  WEAKNESS  IN  CHICKS 


Each  spring  a  great  many  chicks  suf- 
fer from  leg  weakness,  and  the  loss 
from  this  one  ailment  reaches  a  very 
large  amount.  Of  course  leg  weakness 
may  indicate  one  of  many  diseases,  and 
it  is  quite  impossible  to  solve  the 
problem  until  the  cause  has  been  de- 


termined. We  cannot  within  the  space 
provided  go  into  details,  but  we  will  try 
to  touch  upon  a  few  causes. 

A  great  many  chicks  develop  this 
trouble  because  they  are  put  in  a 
brooder  and  allowed  to  run  on  a  bare 
floor.  If  the  floor  is  smooth  it  gives  al- 
most no  foothold  for  the  chicks.  They 
slip  and  slide,  and  sooner  or  later  they 
go  down.  The  litter  should  be  deep 
enough  so  that  the  chicks  do  not  slip 
on  the  bare  floor.  In  extreme  cases  we 
have  seen  burlap  tacked  to  the  floer 
and  the  litter  placed  on  top  of  the 
burlap.  The  results  were  satisfactory,

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Broilers  Bring  Back  the  Bacon 

By  F.  Raymond  Benson. 


The  production  of  poultry  meat  offers 
exceptional  opportunities  to  ambitious 
poultrymen.    At  the  present  time  this 
is  rather  of  a  side  line  to  the  poultry 
business,  but  eventually  poultry  meat 
will  come  to  be  used  far  more  exten- 
sively, with  the  result  that  the  demand 
will  create  a  business  of  large  propor- 
tions.   Not  only  is  the  population  of  the 
country  growing  very  rapidly,  but  the 
ranges  where  much  of  our  meat  has 
been  grown  in  the  past  is  being  broken 
up,  and  it  seems  from  reports  which 
come  to  our  hands  from  time  to  time 
that  there  will  be  less  meat  produced 
on  the  ranges.    The  smaller  farms  can- 
not produce  beef  and  mutton  at  a  price 
which  will  control  the  market.  The 
United  States  is  a  meat  eating  nation 
and  it  must  have  meat.    If  it  can  obtain 
choice  poultry  meat  at  reasonable  prices 
it  will  turn  to  this  kind  of  meat  in  very 
large  measure.    On  the  other  hand,  if 
it  does  not  get  what  it  wants,  it  will 
look  to  other  countries  to  make  up  this 
loss  in  meat  production  at  home.  It 
would  appear  that  here  was  an  oppor- 
tunity for  poultrymen  which  should  not 
be  overlooked.    Within  the  next  few 
years  there  will  be  an  ample  demand 
for  poultry  meat,  and  it  must  be  met 
or  the  opportunity  may  pass  forever. 
We  believe  that  more  poultry  meat  is 
being  consumed  in  the  United  States 
today  than  ever  before,  and  we  also  be- 
lieve that  it  is  of  better  grade.  The  great 
need  today  is  for  poultrymen  to  become 
familiar  with  the  growing  of  poultry 
meat  and  to  make  it  more  of  a  main 
business  rather  than  a  side  line.  When 
the  poultryman  becomes  expert  in  the 
production  of  high  class  poultry,  then 
the  public  will  begin  to  realize  what 
really  high  grade  poultry  meat  is,  and 
the  demand  will  increase  very  rapidly. 
In  many  parts  of  Europe  which  have 
gone  through  a  somewhat  similar  trans- 
ition the  use  of  poultry  has  increased 
until  it  is  quite  generally  recognized 
that  the  poultrymen  of  these  sections 
are  experts  in  the  process  of  fattening 
poultry  for  the  market.     We  can  do 
fully  as  well  if  we  will  set  our  minds  to 
work. 

Market  poultry,  as  it  is  generally  un- 
derstood, covers  several  different  kinds 
of  birds,  such  as  fowls,  broilers,  fryers, 
roasters  and  capons.  In  some  markets 
there  are  additional  classifications. 

Our  present  discussion  is  to  deal  with 
broilers.  Possibly  we  shall  go  into  the 
matter  of  the  other  classes  of  market 
poultry  in  other  articles  in  the  future, 
but  for  the  present  suppose  that  we  be- 
come a  little  better  acquainted  with  the 
broiler.  At  the  present  time  the  pro- 
duction of  broilers  is  very  largely  a  side 
line  for  egg  plants  and  general  farms  of 
the  country.  There  are  few  really  hon- 
est-to-goodness  broiler  plants.  In  the 
eastern  part  of  the  country  there  used 
to  be  some,  and  there  are  a  few  scat- 
tered through  the  Mid-West,  and  now 
that  the  method  of  brooding  has  been 
so  greatly  improved,  there  is  no  excuse 
to  hesitate  about  getting  into  this  busi- 
ness, and  we  look  to  see  the  number  of 
plants  increase. 

What  is  a  broiler?  The  word  broiler 
is  used  by  the  trade  to  indicate  young 
chickens,  of    either    sex,    but  usually 


cockerels,  ranging  from  8  to  15  weeks 
of  age,  of  good  size  for  their  age,  and 
well  meated  and  full  breasted.  The 
birds  must  be  grown  quickly  and  the 
quality  of  the  meat  must  be  strictly 
high  grade.  The  market  still  breaks 
the  broilers  up  into  three  classes.  There 
is  the  large  broiler,  the  medium  broiler 
and  the  small  or  squab  broiler.  A  pair 
of  large  broilers  should  weigh  three  to 
four  pounds  or  from  one  and  one-half 
to  two  pounds  each.  Large  broilers  are 
used  as  fryers,  and  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  broiler  season  there  is  a  good  de- 
mand. The  medium  broiler  should 
weigh  one  to  one  and  one-half  pounds 
each  and  is  very  popular  and  commands 
a  high  price.  Naturally  along  towards 
the  end  of  the  season  the  supply  cuts 
the  price  to  considerable  extent.  The 
small  or  squab  broiler  should  weigh 
from  three-quarters  to  one  pound  each. 
The  small  broiler  is  used  in  high  class 
hotels  and  restaurants  which  cater  to 
the  very  best  trade.  This  limits  the  de- 
mand. Generally  speaking,  the  medium 
broiler  has  the  largest  demand  and  is 
the  most  profitable  for  the  average 
poultryman  to  produce.  The  large  and 
small  broilers  are  incidental  to  the 
production  of  the  medium  broiler.  Of 
course,  various  local  markets  some- 
times make  slight  changes  in  the  size 
demands,  and  it  should  be  the  aim  of 
the  poultryman  to  try  and  meet  the  re- 
quirements insofar  as  possible.  In  some 
sections  there  is  almost  no  demand  for 
broilers,  simply  because  of  the  high 
price,  but  in  the  large  cities  the  con- 
sumption of  broilers  has  greatly  in- 
creased. 

Doubtless  some  of  you  will  want  to 
know  just  what  we  mean  when  we 
speak  of  the  season  for  broilers.  The 
season  is  determined  to  some  extent  by 
the  supply.  There  is  little  if  any  de- 
mand for  broilers  during  the  late  sum- 
mer, as  the  birds  are  growing  too  large 
to  be  called  broilers  at  that  time  of  the 
year.  The  demand  for  broilers  begins 
in  November  or  December  and  contin- 
ues until  July.  The  high  price  peak  is 
reached  in  March  or  April.  Usually 
after  March  the  supply  increases  rather 
rapidly,  with  the  result  that  the  price 
takes  a  downward  slant,  and  yet  broil- 
ers can  be  sold  at  a  profit  until  late  in 
the  season. 

There  are  many  desirable  features  in 
a  good  broiler,  and  it  is  well  that  we 
know  something  of  these  points  before 
we  start  producing  them.  A  broiler 
should  be  full  feathered,  well  filled  out, 
special  attention  being  given  to  the 
breast  and  thigh.  The  bird  should  be 
compact.  A  long,  rangy  bird  is  not  de- 
sired. The  meat  must  be  of  the  best 
quality,  tender,  juicy  and  free  from  ex- 
cessive connective  tissues.  In  part  this 
depends  upon  the  breed  and  the  method 
of  rearing.  Yellow  skin  and  shanks 
make  a  good  looking  bird  which  should 
be  white  or  light  feathered.  The  last 
requirement  is  to  avoid  dark  pin  feath- 
ers. However,  there  does  not  seem  to 
be  as  much  attention  given  to  this 
point  as  in  years  gone  by.  The  comb 
and  wattles  should  be  small.  The  shanks 
should  be  short  and  the  feet  small.  A 
quick  maturing  bird  is  very  desirable. 
Possibly  some  of  these  points  may  not 


appear  essential,  but  we  believe  that  the 
poultryman  who  gives  them  some  care- 
ful study  will  find  it  time  well  spent. 
Remember,  that  you  are  producing  a 
choice  article  and  are  expecting  a  good 
price  for  it,  and  the  buyer  is  going  to 
be  somewhat  fussy  about  what  he 
gets. 

The  next  question  you  will  ask  is 
what  breed  is  best  adapted  to  the  rais- 
ing of  broilers.    We  wish  it  were  pos- 
sible to  say  that  such  and  such  a  breed 
was  the  very  best  for  this  purpose,  but 
we  cannot  do  this.    The  perfect  breed 
for  broiler  raising  has  yet  to  be  made. 
There  are  some  bad  points  in  the  best 
breeds,  and  much  good  in  the  worse 
breeds,  so  we  do  not  feel  inclined  to  pick 
any  one  breed  as  being  ideal.    In  a  gen- 
eral way  the  American  or  utility  breeds 
fulfill  the  requirements  for  broiler  rais- 
ing.   The  Wyandottes,  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  Rhode  Island  Reds  will  make  quick 
growth  and  in  12  to  15  weeks  will  weigh 
from  1%  to  2  pounds.   They  dress  well 
and  make  a  very  good  appearance,  be- 
sides they  sure  do  make  mighty  tasty 
eating.    The  Wyandottes  seem  to  have 
a  little  the  best  of  the  argument  in  this 
matter  of  producing  broilers,  and  we  be- 
lieve that  the  White  Wyandottes  are 
the  best  variety  of  this  excellent  breeds 
We  have  raised  Plymouth  Rock  broilers 
which  could  meet  anything  the  Wyan- 
dottes could  offer,  so  we  know  it  is  not 
always  the  breed.     The  strain  has  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  the  production  of 
broilers,  and  the  care  which  the  birds 
receive  is  another  item  not  to  be  over- 
looked.   For  squab  broilers  the  White 
Leghorns  are  coming  into  wide  use,  for 
they  weigh  a  pound    at    nine    to  ten 
weeks  and  often  do  better.    Many  peo- 
ple object  to  the  Leghorn  as  a  table 
fowl,  but  if  they  have  never  eaten  a 
Leghorn  squab  broiler  they  have  yet  to 
experience  the  surprise  of  their  lives. 
They  make  mighty  good  eating.  No 
matter  what  breed    you    may  select, 
breed  for  vigor  and  quick  maturity.  We 
believe  that  it  is  possible  to  breed  the 
trait  of  quick  maturity  into  your  flock 
just  as  you  do  the  trait  to  lay  heavily. 
Quick  maturity  not  only  means  a  far 
better  bird,  but  it  means  greater  profits. 
Above  all  things,  do  not  cross  breeds. 
We  often  hear  it  said  that  it  pays  to 
cross  a  larger  fowl  on  one  of  the  small- 
er breeds  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
broiler.     This  may  appear  to  be  the 
case,  but  in  making  such  a  cross  you 
greatly  retard  the  growth  of  the  bird, 
and  when  placed  en  the  market  they 
will  not  run  uniform  in  size.   We  can- 
not endorse  the  crossing  of  breeds  un- 
der any  circumstances.  We  have  enough 
trouble  with  our  Standard  Bred  birds 
without  inviting  more  trouble  by  cross- 
ing breeds. 

While  we  have  indicated  that  the 
breed  may  play  an  important  part  in 
the  production  of  broilers,  yet  frankly 
we  think  that  the  management  given 
the  birds  will  be  most  vital  to  the 
growing  of  top  notch  broilers.  We  be- 
lieve that  there  is  a  great  deal  in  the 
man  behind  the  broilers,  the  fellow  who 
feeds  and  cares  for  the  growing  young- 
sters. This  is  the  case  with  the  grow- 
ing of  any  kind  of  chicks,  and  the  pro- 
duction of  broilers  is  very  much  the 
same  as  the  growing  of  any  poultry. 
The  management  is  much  the  same. 
The  youngsters  must  be  given  a  good 
start  and  kept  growing.  Of  course,  in 
the  production  of  pullets  the  hatching 
is  usually  done  along  towards  spring, 
while  many  broilers  are  produced  in  the

late  winter.  Naturally,  rather  more  at- 
tention must  be  given  to  see  that  they 
receive  every  care  necessary  for  quick 
growth.  The  chicks  should  be  hatched 
from  fresh  eggs.  The  breeders  should 
be  well  mated,  vigorous  and  quick  ma- 
turing. The  brooding  of  the  chicks  is 
much  the  same  as  any  chicks,  and  you 
may  well  read  the  article,  "Brooding 
Comes  Next,"  which  appeared  in  the 
February  issue  of  POULTRY  KEEPER. 
Be  sure  to  maintain  the  proper  temper- 
ature under  the  hover.  Too  much  heat 
retards  growth,  and  too  low  tempera- 
ture causes  crowding. 

We  do  not  favor  having  too  r*any 
chicks  in  one  flock.  We  like  the  idea 
of  breaking  up  the  larger  flocks  into 
smaller  ones.  We  believe  that  smaller 
flocks  mean  more  rapid  growth.  Be  sure 
to  keep  all  of  the  chicks  of  the  same 
age  and  size  together.  Better  growth  is 
assured  if  the  chicks  are  of  like  size. 

The  successful  production  of  broilers 
demands  strict  attention  to  sanitation. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  to  neglect  this  mat- 
ter, but  eventually  the  disease  germ  be- 
gins to  get  busy,  and  you  face  sickness 
and  death  among  the  chicks,  and  we  all 
know  that  there  is  plenty  of  danger  in 
the  broiler  raising  business  without  in- 
viting any  more.  Keep  the  premises 
sanitary  even  if  you  must  neglect  some 
other  work. 

Fresh  air  is  verj-  essential  to  quick 
growth  and  development.  The  little  fel- 
lows grow  rapidly  when  they  can  fill 
their  lungs  with  plenty  of  pure  air,  and 
air  is  so  cheap  we  often  overlook  its 
urgent  need.  If  the  fresh  air  is  well 
mixed  with  sunshine,  so  much  the  bet- 
ter. The  little  chicks  will  grow  like 
weeds  if  they  are  allowed  plenty  of  sun- 
shine and  fresh  air.  And  do  not  for- 
get that  sunshine  is  especially  impor- 
tant during  the  winter  months. 

Feeding  is  the  key  which  unlocks  the 
door  to  successful  broiler  raising.  A 
broiler  is  no  better  than  the  feed  which 
it  is  given.  If  we  are  to  forget  every 
other  point  which  has  been  mentioned 
in  connection  with  the  rearing  of  broil- 
ers, we  should  remember  that  food 
makes  the  broiler.  The  kind  of  broiler 
will  be  determined  very  largely  by  the 
kind  of  food.  If  the  right  kind  of  food 
is  given,  the  broiler  will  not  only  grow 
quickly,  but  will  be  in  the  best  of  con- 
dition and  will  command  a  high  price. 
The  period  of  growth  can  be  greatly 
shortened  by  proper  feeding.  We  can 
shorten  the  time  that  we  have  to  feed 
the  broiler  and  improve  the  quality  to 
the  extent  that  we  get  a  better  price, 
and  this  means  profits  at  both  ends  of 
the  game.  The  man  who  hopes  to  raise 
broilers  by  any  old  system  of  feeding 
is  doomed  to  failure.  Only  the  very 
best  feeds  should  be  used,  and  the  ra- 
tion should  be  as  nearly  perfect  as  pos- 
sible. Good  feed  may  cost  a  little  more 
but  the  results  from  good  feed  is  all  out 
of  proportion  to  the  slight  extra  cost. 
We  strongly  recommend  the  use  of  a 
high  grade  commercial  feed.  The  grow- 
ing chick  is  a  very  delicate  machine, 
and  the  feed  must  be  just  about  right, 
or  some  part  of  the  machinery  will  be 
thrown  out  of  adjustment.  You  would 
not  think  of  putting  tractor  oil  in  your 
watch  but  you  take  it  to  a  watchmaker 
who  uses  the  oil  best  fitted  for  the  pur- 
pose. You  fellows  who  run  cars  know 
that  good  oil  is  always  the  cheapest  in 
the  long  run.  In  both  cases  you  have 
machinery  which  needs  the  proper  lub- 
ricant in  order  to  function  properly.  If 
you  will  think  of  the  growing  chick  as 


a  piece  of  fine  machinery  you  will  never 
consider  it  good  business  to  buy  infer- 
ior feeds. 

Many  growers  of  broilers  find  that 
the  addition  of  milk  to  the  diet  helps  to 
promote  the  health  and  growth  of  the 
chick.  Milk  may  be  used  in  many 
forms,  but  there  is  a  growing  tendency 
to  buy  the  condensed  or  dried  milk. 
Doubtless  it  helps  promote  better 
growth,  and  as  quick  growth  is  so  very 
vital  to  the  success  of  broiler  produc- 
tion it  would  seem  that  milk  should  be 
used. 

Cod  liver  oil  is  also  used  on  many 
broiler  farms.  This  supplies  certain 
vitamins  and  other  elements  so  essen- 
tial to  growth  and  health.  Possibly  a 
word  of  warning  should  be  given  that 
you  are  sure  to  buy  cod  liver  oil  from 
reliable  firms.  There  is  some  oil  put  on 
the  market  which  does  not  contain  the 
necessary  vitamins.  Needless  to  say, 
such  oil  is  of  practically  no  value  in 
the  ration.  We  are  glad  to  say  that 
the  most  of  the  cod  liver  oil  is  reliable, 
and  purchasers  are  urged  to  use  due 
caution  to  buy  only  reliable  brands  of 
oil. 

Do  not  overlook  the  value  of  green 
food  and  its  effect  upon  the  growth  of 
broilers.  Green  food  not  only  helps  the 
digestion,  but  it  tends  to  deepen  the 
color  of  the  skin  and  shanks.  It  is  a 
valuable  aid  in  the  growing  of  chicks. 

Now  you  ask  what  it  costs  to  raise  a 
broiler.  This  will  vary  with  the  loca- 
tion, season  and  management.  Hardly 
any  two  can  raise  them  at  just  the 
same  cost.  We  dislike  to  give  prices, 
as  they  are  merely  estimates  at  best. 
We  know  of  some  plants  which  raise  a 
broiler  weighing  from  1  to  iy2  pounds 
for  25  to  30  cents,  while  others  run  as 
high  as  50  cents.  In  some  locations  the 
feed  is  higher.  Labor  is  an  item  that 
must  be  considered.  The  loss  is  some- 
times greater  one  year  than  another,  so 
that  it  seems  quite  evident  that  the 
cost  to  raise  a  broiler  must  be  more  or 
less  elastic.  Broilers  bring  from  40  to 
50  cents  a  pound  and  up,  according  to 
the  broiler,  time  of  year,  and  condi- 
tion of  the  bird.  Sometimes  the  price 
reaches  75  cents.  If  you  can  raise  a 
broiler  for  25  cents  and  sell  it  for  75 
cents,  you  will  be  making  a  fair  profit, 
but  sometimes  the  profit  will  run  from 
75  cents  to  $1.00  per  bird. 

Perhaps  you  will  not  want  to  go  into 
the  broiler  business  exclusively,  but  pos- 
sibly you  now  have  a  lot  of  young 
cockerels  that  you  wonder  what  to  do 
with,  and  here  is  your  chance  to  fatten 
them  up  and  dispose  of  them  as  broil- 
ers, and  thereby  solve  a  problem  and 
make  a  little  money  at  the  same  time. 
There  is  a  cockerel  problem  on  every 
large  farm  where  pullets  are  produced 
for  layers,  and  the  cockerels  could  be 
sold  as  broilers  and  make  a  tidy  profit. 

The  best  means  of  marketing  will  be 
determined  by  your  location.  If  you  are 
close  to  a  large  city  you  might  sell  them 
to  the  hotels,  but  if  you  have  a  private 
egg  trade  you  can  sell  the  broilers  along 
with  the  eggs  and  have  practically  no 
cost  of  marketing.  Remember  that  the 
appearance  and  condition  of  the  broilers 
will  determine  whether  you  will  get  any 
re-orders,  and  after  all  it  is  the  re- 
orders which  really  count. 
.  Broilers  can  be  made  to  bring  in  quite 
a  sum  on  the  average  farm.  Instead  of 
allowing  the  cockerels  to  grow  up,  fat- 
ten them  and  sell  them  when  they  are 
small.    In  this  way  you  will  save  feed- 
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ing  them  for  several  months.  "We  never 
could  quite  understand  why  a  farmer 
wanted  to  keep  a  cockerel  for  nine 
months  when  he  could  sell  him  at  two 
months  for  just  about  the  same  price. 
Think  this  over  and  get  your  cockerels 
off  when  they  are  young. 

Broilers  may  mean  a  little  extra  work 
but  if  you  sell  some  for  75  cents  per 
pound  it  will  make  you  wonder  if  yeu 
have  not  been  missing  a  profit.  If  you 
can  dispose  of  a  cockerel  weighing 
about  iy2  pounds  and  get  from  $1.00  to 
$1.25  for  him,  you  are  bringing  back 
the  bacon  or  we  miss  a  good  guess.  We 
consider  the  production  ef  broilers  well 
worthy  of  your  most  careful  considera- 
tion. 


QUALITY  AND  PRICE 

There  is  always  a  close  relationship 
between  the  quality  and  price.  It  is 
well  that  such  is  tVe  case,  because  if  it 
were  not  so  there  would  be  slight  incen- 
tive to  produce  high  quality.  However, 
as  things  are,  the  man  who  gets  the 
high  prices  finds  it  necessary  to  produce 
high  quality.  There  is  a  growing  tend- 
ency for  the  consuming  public  to  de- 
mand better  quality.  Time  was  when 
an  egg  was  an  egg,  but  now  days  the 
customers  are  asking  if  the  egg  is  fresh 
laid,  whether  it  is  of  a  certain  size  and 
has  a  flavor  which  will  make  it  pala- 
table. In  other  words,  they  are  estab- 
lishing certain  standards  by  which  to 
buy  eggs.  Of  course  they  must  be  will- 
ing to  pay  according  to  the  quality  they 
demand.  It  is  this  fact  that  certain 
high  quality  brings  higher  returns 
wkich  makes  the  future  of  poultry 
keeping  so  promising. 

The  higher  the  standards  of  quality 
the  less  the  competition,  and  conse- 
quently the  higher  the  price. 

Quality  does  not  come  by  accident, 
but  is  the  result  of  study  and  effort. 
Not  everyone  can  produce  high  quality 
because  they  lack  the  capacity,  the  abil- 
ity and  the  knowledge  which  is  needed. 
Quality  co:cies  because  someone  makes 
a  definite  plan  and  works  hard  to  pro- 
duce an  article  of  that  standard.  We 
see  that  quality  commands  a  price  com- 
mensurate with  the  amount  of  effort 
back  of  the  article.  Price  is  a  measure 
of  quality,  and  quality  is  a  measure  of 
brains  asd  effort. 

The  day  of  the  old  haphazard  stan- 
dards of  quality  are  rapidly  passing  into 
the  discard.  The  time  is  right  at  hand 
when  the  customer  knows  what  he 
wants  and  is  willing  to  pay  more  pro- 
vided he  gets  more.  It  seems  that  this 
attitude  of  the  consumer  should  be  en- 
couraged, and  perhaps  there  is  no  way 
in  which  it  can  be  promoted  to  better 
advantage  than  to  make  sure  that  the 
quality  meets  the  buyer's  require- 
ments. Furnish  the  consumer  what  he 
wants  when  he  is  willing  to  pay  for  it. 
This  matter  is  brought  to  our  attention 
at  this  time  because  next  month  we 
have  National  Egg  Week.

Inbreeding  Will  Harm 

1.  Will  inbreeding  cause  runts? 

2.  Will  inbreeding  hurt  fertility? 

3.  Will  inbreeding  cause  white  feathers  in 
the  wings  of  Rhode  Island  Reds?

1.  Anything  which  tends  to  lower 
the  vigor  and  vitality  of  the  birds  may 
cause  runts,  and  for  that  reason  in- 
breeding may  be  the  cause.  Inbreeding 
will  intensify  the  faults  of  both"  parents. 
Knowing  this,  it  is  very  urgent  that  the 
same  fault  in  both  male  and  female 
should  never  be  mated  together. 

2.  Often  it  will  reduce  the  fertility 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  lowers 
vitality.  Fertility  is  partly  a  matter  of 
vigor  and  abundant  health. 

3.  White  feathers  in  the  wings  of  a 
Rhode  Island  Red  may  be  due  to  a 
weakness.  This  may  come  from  close- 
ly inbreeding.  Sometimes  a  blow  on  the 
wing  will  cause  white  feathers.  If  this 
last  cause  is  the  one  which  makes  the 
feather  white  it  will  probably  come  in 
true  to  color  when  the  bird  molts.

How  much  charcoal  would  you  advise  me  to 
put  in  the  dry  mash?

The  best  plan  we  have  ever  found  to 
provide  charcoal  for  the  laying  hens  is 
to  keep  the  charcoal  in  hoppers  so  that 
the  birds  may  go  and  help  themselves 
anytime  they  wish  to.  We  never  did  like 
the  idea  of  trying  to  force  a  certain 
amount  of  charcoal  down  the  throats  of 
the  birds,  but  rather  let  them  eat  just 
what  they  feel  the  need  of.  This  idea 
has  always  worked  very  well  in  our 
experiments.  Better  buy  good  metal 
hoppers  and  be  sure  that  they  are  kept 
filled  with  good  charcoal.

Off  Colored  Leghorns 

Sometimes  you  will  find  in  White  Leghorns 
one  with  a  salmon  breast.  Will  this  color 
ever  show  in  high  bred  White  Leghorns,  or 
is  it  merely  in  the  so-called  utility  Leghorns?

In  the  book,  "The  Mating  and  Breed- 
ing of  Poultry,"  by  Lamon  and  Slocum, 
we  read,  "Occasional  females  show  a 
slight  tinge  of  buff  or  salmon  on  breast, 
on  head,  or  both.  Such  individuals 
should  be  discarded  for  breeding  pur- 
poses unless  they  are  unusually  out- 
standing in  other  respects."  This  will 
indicate  that  birds  with  salmon  on  the 
breast  should  not  be  used  in  the  breed- 
ing pen.  The  book  which  we  have  just 
mentioned  should  be  in  the  library  of 
every  one  who  is  interested  in  poultry. 
It  goes  into  details  about  the  mating  of 
the  various  standard  breeds  of  poultry 
and  is  a  source  of  much  valuable  in- 
formation. The  book  may  be  had  from 
POULTRY  KEEPER  for  $2.50.

You 
gave  no  particulars  as  to  breed  you  ex- 
pect to  keep  or  your  qualifications  to 
carry  on  the  work.  Eighty  acres  is 
large  enough,  but  if  you  have  not  al- 
ready purchased  the  place,  we  suggest 
that  you  go  over  your  plans  with  a 
great  deal  of  detail  and  make  sure  that 
you  do  not  make  mistakes  in  the  fu- 
ture. You  probably  know  that  a  man 
can  drop  a  lot  of  money  in  the  poultry 
game,  and  frankly,  we  think  you  are 
headed  that  way.  Better  go  slow  about 
rushing  into  the  poultry  venture.  There 
is  money  in  it,  but  it  is  a  lot  better  t» 
be  safe  than  sorry.

Here's  a  Side  Line 

We  consider  your  paper  a  great  help.  I 
cured  several  hens  of  bumble  foot  with  the 
treatment  you  suggested.  I  think  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  is  very  helpful,  and  I  won- 
der how  many  poultry  raisers  have  tried  milk 
goats  as  a  side  line.  I  have  three  Nubian  does 
which  I  keep  on  two  lots  and  in  the  same 
hoEse  with  50  White  Leghorns.  We  have 
plenty  of  wholesome  milk  and  cream  and  at 
no  extra  expense  or  trouble.  Goat  milk  is  of 
high  value  for  people  and  makes  chicks  grow 
fast.  If  an  over  supply  of  milk  is  obtained 
you  can  sell  it  at  a  high  figure.

Goat  milk  is  coming  into  popularity, 
because  it  is  said  to  be  free  from  dis- 
ease and  a  safe  food  for  anyone.  If  the 
poultryman  has  a  little  extra  space  we 
should  think  it  a  very  good  plan  to  keep 
two  or  three  goats  and  supply  the  fam- 
ily with  milk.  With  eggs,  chickens  and 
milk  one  has  a  very  large  part  of  liv- 
ing. Cheese  can  also  be  made  from 
goat  milk.  Each  year  we  see  more  and 
more  goats,  and  the  time  will  come 
when  they  may  supply  a  very  large 
share  of  our  supply  of  milk.  We  be- 
lieve in  goats. 

More  Infertile  Eggs 

Against  your  advice,  I  mated  an  old  cock 
bird  with  my  pen  of  good  Barred  Rocks,  and 
the  eggs  hardly  run  15  per  cent  fertile.  You 
will  remember  that  the  cock  bird  was  five 
years  old.     What  can  I  do  now?

Unless  a  male  is  very  vigorous,  he 
should  not  be  mated  at  the  age  of  five 
years,  and  certainly  not  more  than 
three  or  four  hens  should  be  placed  in 
the  pen.  The  only  way  out  of  this  is 
to  buy  a  new  male,  and  that  will  delay 
you  somewhat.

liable  manufacturers  give  this  matter 
the  most  careful  study,  and  after  many 
tests  are  satisfied  that  their  article  will 
give  long  service.  •  It  must  not  only  be 
made  of  good  material,  but  it  must  be 
carefully  made  by  painstaking  work- 
men. It  must  be  well  made.  Such  an 
article  will  last  a  long  time,  in  fact  its 
usefulness  will  long  be  remembered 
after  the  original  cost  is  forgotten. 

In  the  buying  of  all  poultry  house 
equipment  one  should  establish  a  stan- 
dard of  service  which  he  has  a  right  to 
expect,  and  buy  by  that,  and  not  by 
the  price  alone.  Naturally,  one  does 
not  want  to  invest  too  much  money, 
and  certainly  he  does  not  want  to  pay 
for  frills  and  unnecessary  attachments, 
but  he  does  want  a  certain  service. 
However,  he  must  keep  the  cost  down 
within  reason.  It  is  possibly  to  buy 
too  much  equipment.  Economy  must 
be  considered. 

When  one  enters  the  modern  poul- 
try house,  the  chances  are  that  the 
first  thing  that  meets  his  eyes  will  be 
the  roosts.  These  are  generally  placed 
in  the  warmest  part  of  the  house  and 
in  a  position  that  will  be  free  from 
drafts.  They  are  usually  put  against 
the  rear  wall,  but  of  course  much  de- 
pends upon  the  type  of  house  in  use. 
All  roosts  are  of  the  same  height  and 
from  eight  to  ten  inches  of  roosting 
space  is  allowed  each  fowl,  depending 
upon  the  breed.  Of  course,  a  Leghorn 
will  not  require  as  much  roosting  space 
as  a  Brahma.  Roosts  should  not  be 
placed  too  high  from  the  floor.  The  old 
idea  was  to  get  them  as  close  to  the 
roof  as  possible,  but  when  a  bird,  es- 
pecially a  heavy  one,  jumps  down  off 
the  roost,  it  may  injure  its  foot.  Many 
a  time  a  bruise  develops  into  bumble 
foot.  Cement  floors  or  any  hard  sub- 
stance may  cause  this,  and  for  this 
reason  we  advocate  deep  litter,  so  that 
the  birds  will  have  a  thick  cushion  on 
which  to  jump.  The  litter  can  be  a 
foot  deep.  More  attention  to  this  will 
be  profitable.  The  roosts  are  usually 
placed  about  12  inches  above  the  drop- 
ping board,  and  should  be  hinged  or  so 
made  that  they  may  be  lifted  to  make 
the  operation  of  cleaning  the  dropping 
board  as  easy  and  simple  as  possible. 
We  well  know  that  if  this  is  made 
slightly  difficult,  that  the  average  man 
will  pass  by  the  task  as  often  as  possi- 
ble, when  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  drop- 
pings should  be  removed  often.  There 
is  another  reason  why  the  roosts  should 
be  easy  to  remove,  and  that  is  so  that 
they  may  be  taken  out  of  doors  and 
thoroughly  cleaned.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment will  help  to  prevent  lice  and 
mites.  It  is  possible  to  make  the  roosts 
at  home,  but  we  look  with  favor  upon 
the  factory  made  roosts.  They  are 
made  of  good  material  which  is  not 
likely  to  crack  and  allow  a  hiding  place 
for  mites,  and  this  factor  is  a  rather 
important  one.  The  cost  of  ready  made 
roosts  is  not  high  when  the  service 
which  they  give  is  considered. 

The  dropping  boards  are  so  placed 
under  the  roosts  that  they  catch  the 
dropping's,  and  thus  keep  the  litter 
clean.  They  should  be  well  made  of 
good  material  to  facilitate  cleaning. 
Wire  netting  is  often  placed  under  the 
roosts  and  over  the  dropping  boards  to 
keep  the  hens  off  the  dropping  boards. 
Such  an  arrangement  will  prevent  the 
hens  from  getting  their  feet  dirty,  and 
then  soiling  the  eggs,  and  it  will  also

help  to  prevent  disease,  especially  the 
prevention  of  spreading  of  worms. 

The  hens  always  select  a  secluded 
spot  in  which  to  lay.  This  indicates 
that  the  nest  should  be  made  as  dark 
as  possible.  Clean  nests  mean  clean 
eggs,  and  the  nesting  material  should 
be  changed  as  often  as  is  necessary  to 
keep  it  clean.  Plenty  of  nesting  mate- 
rial also  helps  to  prevent  broken  eggs 
ana*  also  that  vice  known  as  egg  eat- 
ing. Various  poultrymen  have  different 
size  nests,  but  about  12x12  or  12x14 
inches  is  not  far  from  right.  A  little 
depends  upon  the  breed  which  is  kept. 
The  nests  should  be  removable  and  easy 
to  clean.  If  for  no  other  reason  than 
this,  we  favor  the  metal  nests  which  are 
so  frequently  found  in  modern  poultry 
houses.  They  can  be  taken  out  of  doors 
and  cleaned  just  as  clean  as  a  whistle, 
and  this  is  no  small  factor  in  the  keep- 
ing of  the  flock  in  good  health.  Of 
course,  one  can  make  an  old  wooden 
nest,  but  it  is  such  a  fine  place  for  lice 
and  mites  that  all  modern  poultry  farms 
are  doing  away  with  such  sources  of 
danger.  It  does  not  cost  much  to  put 
in  modern  metal  nests,  and  they  are 
clean,  sanitary  and  take  up  little  room. 
One  nest  to  every  three  or  four  layers 
is  about  the  right  rule  to  decide  'how 
many  nests  you  will  need,  and  let  us 
urge  you  to  place  the  nests  on  the  parti- 
tion, not  under  the  roosts.  It  has  been 
customary  to  place  nests  under  the 
roosts,  but  this  plan  is  being  done  away 
with  for  good  reasons. 

Every  house  should  have  a  broody 
coop  in  which  to  place  hens  when  they 
begin  to  show  signs  of  being  broody. 
The  coop  should  be  sufficiently  large  to 
accommodate  any  number  that  may  go 
broody  at  a  time,  and  the  .floor  of  the 
coop  should  be  made  of  slats. 

The  poultry  medicine  cabinet  is  also 
a  very  useful  part  of  the  equipment.  It 
should  be  located  handy  and  be  large 
enough  to  contain  all  the  more  com- 
mon poultry  remedies.  Often  such  a 
cabinet  will  save  many  steps  and  en- 
able the  poultryman  to  treat  his  birds 
promptly.  The  poultry  farm  which  does 
not  keep  a  supply  of  poultry  remedies 
on  hand  may  face  trouble  some  day. 
By  all  means,  keep  the  most  frequently 
used  poultry  remedies. 

We  remember  the  first  mash  hopper 
we  ever  made.  It  was  a  very  crude 
affair,  and  we  did  not  know  much  about 
making  hoppers,  and  the  mash  would 
not  feed  down  right,  and  about  every 
hour  or  two  we  would  have  to  go 
around  and  push  the  mash  down  with 
a  stick  in  order  that  the  growing  chicks 
could  have  all  the  mash  they  wanted. 
We  thought  the  hopper  was  quite  a 
piece  of  equipment  at  the  time,  but 
much  improvement  has  been  made  in 
hoppers  in  the  last  twenty  years — yes, 
in  the  last  five  years.  Today  the  old 
wooden  hoppers  are  just  about  as  rare 
as  the  teeth  of  the  hens  which  eat  the 
mash.  Metal  hoppers  have  taken  their 
places  and  the  mash  feeds  down  with- 
out fuss  or  muss,  and  no  mash  is  wast- 
ed. The  modern  hopper  is  a  wonder  for 
efficiency.  It  not  only  stops  waste,  but 
it  keeps  the  mash  clean  and  saves  much 
space  in  the  poultry  house.  Our  old 
hoppers  were  large  and  heavy,  but  the 
new  modern  hoppers  are  great  space 
savers.  Modern  hoppers  increase  egg 
production  because  they  give  the  hens 
access  to  mash  at  all  times,  and  the 
present  day  mash  is  so  built  up  that  the 
more  they  eat  the  more  eggs  they  will 
lay.     These  present  day  hoppers  are

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a  great  aid  to  poultry  keeping.  The 
great  danger  is  that  poultrymen  will 
not  buy  a  size  sufficiently  large.  A 
short  time  ago  we  stood  in  a  poultry 
house  where  the  hopper  held  just  100 
pounds  of  laying  mash.  The  poultry- 
man  said  that  he  found  it  a  great  time 
saver  and  that  he  was  mighty  glad  that 
he  bought  a  large  size  hopper.  There 
are  many  styles  of  hoppers  and  they  all 
have  mighty  fine  points  in  their  favor. 
We  cannot  say  that  any  one  style  is 
the  best.  Just  what  kind  you  should 
adopt  will  depend  a  little  upon  other 
conditions — such  as  the  size  of  house, 
breed,  number  of  birds,  etc. 

Grit  and  oyster  shell  is  now  provided 
in  separate  hoppers,  and  it  is  not  nec- 
essary to  say  that  the  metal  hoppers 
serve  best.  Years  ago  the  oyster  shell 
was  mixed  in  with  the  scratch  feed,  but 
it  was  found  that  if  the  shells  were 
provided  in  hoppers  that  the  hens 
would  eat  just  what  they  needed.  Such 
a  plan  prevented  much  loss.  The  mod- 
ern hopper  overcomes  the  trouble  of  the 
birds  picking  out  and  wasting  grit  and 
oyster  shells.  Besides  this,  a  constant 
supply  helps  in  the  matter  of  digestion 
and  prevents  soft  shelled  eggs. 

Two-thirds  of  an  egg  is  water.  When 
we  remember  this,  we  can  understand 
why  the  laying  hen  requires  such  large 
amounts  of  water.  If  you  have  ever 
watched  the  heavy  layer,  you  will  have 
noticed  that  she  was  a  heavy  drinker. 
A  hen  cannot  lay  a  large  number  of 
eggs  without  having  plenty  of  water  to 
drink.  The  drinking  fountain  has  done 
almost  as  much  to  increase  egg  produc- 
tion as  the  modern  ration.  There  are 
many  kinds  of  water  fountains  to  suit 
each  and  every  need.  There  are  foun- 
tains to  keep  the  chill  off  the  water  in 
winter,  and  also  to  keep  the  water  cool 
in  hot  weather.  There  are  flat  foun- 
tains, round  fountains,  metal  fountains, 
earthen  fountains,  and  no  poultryman 
can  say  that  he  cannot  find  a  water 
fountain  to  meet  his  need.  He  can. 
Each  and  every  need  is  supplied,  and  if 
you  are  one  of  those  poultry  keepers 
who  stick  to  the  old  dirty  pan,  we  sug- 
gest that  you  make  a  change  this 
spring  and  adopt  modern  watering  de- 
vices. Probably  you  will  find  that  the 
egg  flow  will  be  greatly  increased.  Plen- 
ty of  fresh,  clean  and  pure  water  must 
be  supplied  to  the  fowls  at  all  hours  and 
the  modern  fountain  does  this  most 
efficiently. 

Many  poultry  houses  are  now  being 
supplied  with  feed  bins.  With  such  an 
arrangement  it  is  possible  to  feed  the 
hens  without  the  bother  of  carrying  the  - 
feed  from  a  distant  feed  house.  Of 
course,  these  bins  must  be  easy  to 
clean,  rat  proof,  and  handy  to  reach. 
Some  poultry  houses  are  so  built  that  a 
small  room  is  provided  for  these  feed 
bins,  and  possibly  a  bone  mill  and  root 
cutter  can  also  be  placed  in  the  room. 
In  the  other  end  of  the  room,  space  may 
be  provided  for  egg  cases,  and  the  eggs 
put  in  cases  for  carrying  to  the  cellar 
to  pack  for  shipment.  We  never  did 
think  much  of  a  pail  for  carrying  eggs, 
because  too  often  there  was  some 
breakage.  Egg  cases  will  overcome 
this.  Possibly  a  sprayer  is  hanging  on 
the  wall,  and  just  as  likely  a  pair  of 
scales  are  on  the  table.  Scales  are  al- 
ways a  handy  thing  to  have  around  a 
poultry  house.  A  good  flash  light  is 
hanging  near  the  door  to  be  used  when 
occasion  requires.  Probably  you  will 
see  a  reliable  thermometer  on  the  out- 
side of  the  house  pear  the  door.  The

About  every  so  often  some  old  croak- 
er tells  me  that  there  is  no  money  in 
chickens — that  the  hatchery  business 
is  overcrowded-that  there  are  too  many 
chickens  anyway,  and  that  the  indus- 
try is  doomed. 

I  wish  that  all  those  pessimists  could 
have  accompanied  me  to  visit  the  Alad- 
din Hatchery  of  Kirksville,  Mo.  For 
here  is  a  mammoth  plant  that  has 
grown  from  a  very  small  beginning, 
"even  as  the  oak  from  the  tiny  acorn." 
In  the  face  of  almost  every  conceivable 
handicap:  bad  years,  lack  of  capital, 
floods  and  almost  overwhelming  local 
competition,  this  business  has  flourish- 
ed. It  has  grown  rapidly.  It  is  still 
growing  rapidly:  and  we  predict  still 
greater,  growth  for  it  under  the  able 
management  of  Mr.  A.  J.  White  and  his 
good  wife. 

Mr.  White  is  an  "old  timer"  in  the 
chicken  business.  His  father  was  one 
of  the  earliest  fanciers  in  this  part  of 
the  country.  He  brought  the  first  pen 
of  Rhode  Island  Reds  to  his  community. 
In  those  days  no  one  looked  upon  chicks 
as  a  means  of  livelihood.  Mr.  White 
became  the  Station  Agent  for  the  Q..  O. 
&  K.  C.  R.  R.  And  while  he  flagged 
trains,  sold  tickets,  etc.,  Mrs.  White  car- 
ried on  the  good  work.

As  the  demand  for 
White's  chickens  increased,  she  began 
to  have  a  good  many  calls  for  hatching 
eggs  and  baby  chicks,  so  the  Whites 
gathered  their  finances  together  and 
purchased  a  small  incubator.  The  fact 
that  they  had  found  it  necessary  to  in- 
crease their  capacity  every  season  since 
the  purchase  of  their  first  machine 
speaks  mighty  well  for  the  quality  of 
their  stock,  and  for  their  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  public. 

Mr.  White  later  quit  the  railroad,  as 
he  was  needed  at  home.  He  is  now  one 
of  the  busiest  men  I  know.  For  the 
business  of  operating  a  large  hatchery 
takes  time.  But  he  is  never  too  busy 
to  take  visitors  over  the  plant  and 
through  the  hatchery.  He  especially 
likes  to  tell  about  the  marvelous  suc- 
cess of  their  customers  and  points  with 
pardonable  pride  to  a  picture  of  four- 
teen prize  ribbons  won  by  a  pen  of  Leg- 
horns selected  from  one  shipment  of 
Aladdin  Chicks. 

When  we  think  of  the  effort,  the  time 
and  the  devotion  that  was  necessary  to 
bring  this  business  to  its  present  status, 
when  we  consider  the  thousands  of  cus- 
tomers who  depend  on  them  to  supply

A  letter  recently  came  to  the  desk  of 
the  editor  which  we  would  like  to  have 
every  reader  of  POULTRY  KEEPER 
see,  so  we  are  going  to  print  it,  leaving 
out  names  to  protect  our  friend  who 
wrote  us. 

"There  is  a  certain  store  in  this  city 
that  had  a  basket  of  eggs  in  the  win- 
dow with  a  sign  on  them — 'New  Laid 
Eggs.'  I  first  noticed  this  sign  and 
eggs  about  five  weeks  ago.  A  week  later 
I  was  in  the  same  store  and  noticed  the 
basket  of  eggs,  and  they  looked  to  be 
the  same  eggs,  so  unnoticed  to  anyone. 
I  took  a  lead  pencil  and  put  a  small 
mark  on  several  of  the  eggs  which  lay 
on  top  of  the  basket.  Then  two  or  three 
times  a  week  I  observed  those  eggs — 
same  eggs,  same  basket,  same  place, 
same  sign.  Last  Saturday  I  was  in  the 
store  and  noticed  some  of  the  eggs  had 
been  sold.  In  fact,  the  proprietor  was 
selling  them  while  I  was  there,  at  the 
same  price  that  new  laid  eggs  were  sell- 
ing for. 

"Now  in  my  mind,  eggs  five  weeks 
old  should  not  be  classed  as  'new-laid,' 
so  I  ask  you  the  question:  "When  does 
an  egg  cease  to  be  a  new-laid  egg?'  also 
'When  does  an  egg  cease  to  be  a  fresh 
egg?'  I  would  like  to  see  something 
along  this  line  in  the  POULTRY 
KEEPER  if  you  think  it  would  be  in- 
teresting and  instructive.  A  line  should 
be  drawn  somewhere.  I  am  a  city  man 
but  am  now  putting  several  thousand 
dollars  in  a  poultry  farm  and  I  want  to 
learn  all  I  can  about  eggs  and  poultry.

It  seems  to  the  editor  that  this  is 
largely  a  question  of  a  dishonest  mer- 
chant, and  the  matter  should  be  dealt 
with  by  the  local  health  officers.  How- 
ever, the  matter  is  so  important  in  a 
general  sense  that  the  question  is  just 
how  to  meet  it.  Should  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment establish  certain  rules  and 
regulations  and  insist  that  they  be  ad- 
hered to,  or  should  the  entire  matter 
be  governed  by  local  authorities.  Some 
sections  are  now  trying  to  regulate  it, 
but  after  all  should  not  the  rules  be 
uniform  so  that  a  fresh  egg  in  Michi- 
gan and  Illinois  would  mean  the  same 
thing? 

Or  do  you  readers  favor  a  general 
movement  to  educate  the  buying  public 
so  that  they  will  know  when  they  get 
a  stale  egg? 

We  would  very  much  like  to  have 
some  letters  upon  this  subject. 

It  seems  to  us  that  a  merchant  who 
will  cheat  a  man  on  eggs  will  do  so  on 
anything  else,  and  if  we  were  trading 
with  such  a  man  we  would  take  our 
business  away  from  him  and  try  to  find 
an  honest  merchant.  We  realize  that 
this  might  bring  up  a  very  serious  prob- 
lem, but  at  least  we  would  try  it.  If 
the  egg  business  is  to  grow  and  develop 
and  come  into  its  own,  an  egg  must  be 
sold  for  just  what  it  is  worth.  The 
merchant  must  co-operate  with  the  pro- 
ducers in  this  matter,  and  if  they  will 
not  do  so  willingly,  then  laws  must  be 
passed  which  will  put  drastic  regula- 
tions upon_them.  Possibly  if  they  were 
made  to  feel  the  teeth  of  the  law  it 
might  be  a  good  thing.  Please  remem- 
ber that  we  do  not  say  all  merchants 
misrepresent  the  eggs  they  sell.  We 
know  this  is  not  general,  but  those  who 
do  should  be  brought  to  time.

HER  FARM  FLOCK  PAYS 

By  the  Editor 

Hundreds  and  thousands  of  farm 
wives  all  over  the  country  are  wonder- 
ing how  they  can  add  a  few  dollars  to 
the  family  income.  The  depression 
through  which  farming  has  been  pass- 
ing has  made  it  a  real,  vital  problem 
to  know  how  to  meet  the  necessary  ex- 
penses. On  most  farms  there  has  been 
mighty  little  left  for  any  luxury.  The 
provision  for  the  most  urgent  needs 
has  called  into  the  fray  the  loyal  wives, 
and  they  have  done  much  to  solve  the 
problem.  In  many  cases  poultry  has 
proven  to  be  the  means  of  increasing 
the  income,  and  many  farmers  never 
realized  how  much  money  the  hens 
really  did  bring  in.  It  was  this  condi- 
tion on  a  Nebraska  farm  that  induced 
the  good  wife  to  keep  an  account  of 
her  flock,  and  this  story  of  her  success 
came  as  a  result. 

"I  had  my  chickens  culled  in  January 
(1927),  as  I  wanted  to  save  all  the  pul- 
lets I  could,"  said  this  Nebraska  farm- 
er's wife.  "It  left  me  with  135  hens.  I 
would  liked  to  have  had  175,  so  I  felt 
rather  short."  So  we  see  that  Mrs. 
Farmer  started  out  with  a  flock  of  good 
birds.  Possibly  it  might  be  well  to  say 
right  here  that  this  woman  did  not 
spend  all  her  time  with  her  poultry. 
She  was  very  active  in  other  duties  on 
the  farm,  and  the  poultry  was  more  of 
a  side  line.  It  is  quite  evident  that  she 
kept  one  eye  on  the  birds  a  great  deal 
of  the  time. 

We  asked  Mrs.  Farmer  to  tell  us  just 
what  her  income  from  the  flock  was, 
and  she  submitted  the  following  report: 
Income  from  market  fowls  sold  dur- 
ing 1927: 

January   $68.84

"Of  course,"  says  Mrs.  Farmer,  "I  did 
not  sell  all  of  my  eggs.  I  set  my  in- 
cubators and  sold  a  few  eggs  for  hatch- 
ing at  a  higher  price.  Then  I  began  to 
pack  eggs  in  August.  I  was  getting  40 
to  45  eggs  a  day  at  harvest  time,  but 
forgot  to  put  it  down  in  my  book.  I 
have  checks  to  show  that  I  got  six  and 
ten  dollars  from  the  store  for  eggs  at 
various  times.  At  the  beginning  of 
1928  I  have  311  hens  and  pullets,  and 
some  capons." 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  value  of 
market  poultry  which  Mrs.  Farmer  sold 
was  $251.31.  Her  income  for  eggs  sold 
was  $218.88.  The  total  income  for  eggs 
and  fowls  was  $470.19.  This  does  not 
take  into  consideration  the  eggs  and 
poultry  used  on  the  home  table,  the 
eggs  put  in  the  incubator,  nor  the  eggs 
packed  for  winter  use.  If  the  eggs  sold 
during  August,  September,  October,  No-

vember  and  December  were  taken  into 
our  estimate  there  would  be  no  doubt 
but  that  the  income  would  be  well  over 
the  ?500  mark. 

Another  point  worthy  of  notice  is  that 
Mrs.  Farmer  sold  eggs  as  low  as  16 
cents  per  dozen,  and  none  brought  over 
29  cents  the  dozen.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  due  to  her  location  she  could  not 
obtain  higher  prices.  Her  income  would 
be  much  greater  had  she  been  able  to 
sell  at  better  prices. 

The  flock  consisted  of  good  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks.  These  birds  had 
been  culled,  but  no  attempt  was  made 
to  trapnest  them  or  breed  a  superior 
laying  strain.  The  flock  is  just  a  good 
average  farm  flock  with  a  woman  back 


of  it  who  knew  how  to  handle  the  birds 
and  make  them  pay. 

Just  what  the  expenses  connected 
with  the  production  of  these  market 
fowls  and  eggs  is  wTill  be  impossible  to 
say.  Some  baby  chick  starter  was  pur- 
chased and  also  some  mash,  but  prac- 
tically all  of  the  feed  was  produced  on 
the  farm.  The  way  to  figure  this  mat- 
ter is  to  say  that  it  is  merely  a  way  in 
which  to  market  the  grain,  raised  on 
the  farm.  Grain  can  be  sold  direct  or 
fed  to  animals  and  sold  on  the  hoof. 
This  farm  simply  adopted  a  method  of 
selling  a  small  part  of  its  grain  through 
the  medium  of  poultry.  Probably  the 
hens  pick  up  half  of  their  living  in  the 
way  of  waste  grain  found  about  the 
premises.  This  would  otherwise  be  a 
total  loss.  Few  farmers  realize  how 
much  of  this  waste  is  converted  into 
eggs  by  the  hens. 

"There  are  others,"  said  Mrs.  Farm- 
er, "who  can  give  better  reports  than  I 
can.  However,  I  have  sold  $26.92  worth 
of  eggs  for  January,  1928."  This  shows 
that  she  has  a  very  good  start  for  the 
coming  year.  Possibly  she  is  right  that 
there  are  others  who  have  done  better, 
but  if  her  experience  proves  an  incen- 
tive to  some  other  farm  wife,  we  shall 
feel  that  the  good  which  comes  from 
this  article  is  not  measured  by  dollars 
and  cents. 

"We  feel  that  Mrs.  Farmer  has  made 
a  very  fine  showing.  She  has  proven 
that  farm  poultry  does  pay,  and  if  any 
of  our  readers  feel  the  need  of  a  little 
extra  money  during  the  coming  year, 
we  suggest  that  they  try  to  urge  the 
hens  to  do  a  little  of  their  share.  We 
know  they  will  make  good.

As  this  is  the  season  of  the  year  for  baby 
chicks,  and  the  different  diseases  seem  to  be 
the  topic  of  the  day.  and  most  of  all  is 
Bacillary  White  Diarrhea  heriditary?  I  have 
been  experimenting  to  a  small  extent  and  have 
advocated  for  three  years  that  it  cannot  be 
inherited.  The  B.  W.  D.  germs  are  present 
and  merely  develop  when  conditions  are  right. 
I  have  found  that  insanitary  conditions,  poor 
feed  and  unclean  water  very  bad.  Overheat- 
ing and  chilling  will  bring  it  on  in  chicks.  I 
believe  that  the  germs  are  present  i«  all  fowls. 
I  will  take  a  fowl  that  passes  the  test  and 
force  her  for  high  egg  production  for  100  days 
and  let  her  vitality  become  lowered  and  un- 
less she  has  enough  vitality  to  throw  off  the 
germs  the  bird  will  suffer  from  disease.

Place  it 
on  two  high  poles  where  the  hawks  are  likely 
to  light,  shar>  edge  down.  When  Mr.  Hawk 
lights  on  it  he  grips  tke  blade  and  cuts  his 
toes,  and  either  bleeds  to  death  or  is  never 
able  to  grab  another  chicken,  and  so  starves 
to  death.  ■ — W.  S.   S.,  Missouri.

LEG  WEAKNESS  IN  CHICKS 

(Continued  from  Page  7) 
but  personally  we  do  not  like  the  burlap 
because  the  floor  is  very  hard  to  keep 
clean. 

Another  cause  of  leg  weakness  in 
chicks  is  an  improper  diet.  If  the  ra- 
tion is  low  in  vitamin  D  there  is  a  very 
good  chance  that  rickets  will  develop, 
and  again  we  face  the  sorry  experience 
of  having  the  chicks  get  weak  in  the 
legs.  Cod  liver  oil,  which  is  rich  in 
vitamin  D,  can  be  added  to  the  ration 
and  prevent  this  form  of  leg  weakness.

THE  MEAT  SITUATION 

According  to  annual  estimates  of 
meat  production  and  consumption 
which  are  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  the  total  production 
of  meat  in  the  United  States  during 
1927  declined  373  million  pounds  in  com- 
parison with  the  preceding  year.  This 
decline  came  as  the  result  of  a  restrict- 
ed supply  of  beef.  The  beef  situation 
is  alarming.  Instead  of  getting  our 
beef  from  natural  increase  of  the  herd 
we  are  consuming  the  herd  itself.  The 
number  of  beef  cattle  in  the  country 
has  dropped  from  34,755,000  in  1921  to 
23,373,000,  the  estimate  January  1,  1928. 
The  actual  decrease  in  beef  amounted 
to  632  million  pounds,  but  pork  in- 
increased  and  helped  offset  the  matter 
to  some  extent.  When  the  normal  in- 
crease of  population  is  considered,  the 
decrease  amounted  to  about  3%  pounds 
per  capita. 

This  seems  to  indicate  that  there  is 
an  opportunity  for  poultry  meat  which 
has  not  existed  heretofore.  If  people 
cannot  buy  beef  or  get  it  at  reasonable 
prices  they  will  turn  to  other  kinds  of 
meat.  Pork  seems  to  be  gaining  in 
popularity.  Mutton  is  just  about  hold- 
ing its  own.  Poultry  faces  the  greatest 
opportunity  in  a  generation.  Producers 
of  poultry  meat  should  realize  the  situa- 
tion. 

If  the  future  prospects  of  poultry 
meat  appear  promising,  it  should  be 
kept  in  mind  that  the  meat  must  be  of 
high  quality.  The  consumer  is  going 
to  insist  that  market  poultry  be  strictly 
first  class  in  every  respect.  Anything 
but  the  best  will  have  a  tendency  to  de- 
press the  future  demand.

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Hatcheryman  Helps  Local  Farming  Conditions 


BY  A.  I.  MUfelCJK,  SPECIAL,  CORRESPONDENT 


"A  man  is  (supposed  to  be)  without 
honor  in  his  own  country." 

That's  what  I  have  always  heard,  but 
I  have  had  to  revise  my  ideas  on  the 
subject  since  my  visit  to  Wayne  N. 
Shinn  of  Greentop,  Mo.  For  here  is  a 
man  respected  by  all;  a  poultryman  of 
recognized  ability;  a  business  leader;  an 
honest,  kindly  son  of  the  soil,  with 
friends  in  every  state,  yet  we  find  his 
best  friends  right  in  his  home  town. 

When  I  want  the  inside  facts  about  a 
business,  I  usually  consult  the  bankers 
of  the  community.  I  sought  out  the 
Greentop  banker  and  here  is  the  gist 
of  our  conversation. 

"What  is  the  local  opinion  of  Mr. 
Shinn  and  his  work?" 

"Mr.  Shinn  has  done  more  in  five 
years  for  the  poultry  industry  here 
than  has  been  accomplished  in  twenty 
years  before,"  said  the  banker. 

"In  what  way?"  I  asked. 

"In  every  way.  He  has  raised  the 
standard  of  poultry  hereabouts.  He  has 
created  better  markets,  better  concep- 
tion of  what  can  be  done  with  poultry. 
He  has  supplied  the  farmers  with  mon- 
ey-making stock.  Right  now,  in  the  face 
of  adverse  farming  conditions,  I  do  not 
know  of  a  single  farmer  in  this  com- 
munity, with  two  hundred  hens  or  over, 
that  is  not  banking  money  every 
month." 

"And  do  you  credit  this  prosperity  to 
Mr.  Shinn's  work  in  the  community?" 

"Unquestionably,"  replied  the  banker. 
"Without  the  Shinn  institution,  the 
chances  are  that  the  farmers  would  still 
be  keeping  the  same  old  kind  of  chick- 
ens they  always  did.  They  probably 
would  never  have  learned  that  there  is 
real,  important  money  in  keeping  the 
right  kind  of  chickens." 


And  that,  in  a  nut  shell,  is  the  story 
of  Wayne  N.  Shinn.  When  I  first  knew 
him,  several  years  ago,  he  had  a  very 
small  hatchery  business  and  a  back- 
yard full  of  S.  C.  White  Leghorns.  He 
startled  the  community  by  paying  $30 
for  two  pedigreed  cockerels.  The  peo- 
ple thought  he  had  lost  his  mind.  They 
just  couldn't  imagine  any  chickens  be- 
ing worth  that  much  money,  and  par- 
ticularly to  Wayne  N.  Shinn.  However, 
they  wanted  to  buy  baby  chicks  from 
those  cockerels.  They  could  not  pass 
up  an  opportunity  to  buy  fifteen  dollar 
blood  at  ten  to  twelve  cents. 

The  folk  of  Greentop  and  vicinity 
found  the  pullets  they  raised  from  those 
chicks  were  the  best  they  had.  They 
laid  more  eggs  and  larger  eggs.  They 
looked  nicer  and  paid  better.  So  it  is 
not  surprising  that  Mr.  Shinn  was  soon 
swamped  with  orders.  He  bought  more 
incubators,  but  the  orders  increased.  He 
has  never  been  able  to  produce  as  many 
chicks  as  he  could  sell. 

When  we  think  of  hatching  and  ship- 
ping more  than  two  million  chicks 
every  season,  we  begin  to  realize  to 
what  an  extent  his  business  has  grown. 
Inspecting  his  flocks  alone  is  an  endless 
task.  Traying  the  eggs  requires  many 
trained  employees,  and  the  long  rows 
of  mammoth  Smith  Incubators  require 
the  attention  of  experts  day  and  night.

The  egg  is  a  perishable  food  product. 
Deterioration  starts  as  soon  as  the  egg 
is  laid.  One  of  the  great  problems  is  to 
get  this  product  to  the  consumer  in  the 
very  best  of  condition,  for  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  one  bad  egg  will  do 
more  to  destroy  good  will  and  future 
business  than  any  other  thing  over 
which  the  poultryman  has  control.  If 
you  allow  a  few  bad  eggs  to  get  into 
the  hands  of  your  customers  you  will 
tear  down  more  business  than  you  can 
build  up  in  months  of  work  and  the 
expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  in  advertising.  As  the  egg 
comes  in  a  sealed  package  the  blame 
will  be  placed  upon  the  producer.  The 
poultry  keeper  is  not  always  to  blame 
in  this  matter,  but  he  must  take  the 
blunt  of  the  blame.  Proper  care  and 
handling  will  do  much  to  overcome  dis- 
satisfaction among  consumers  of  eggs. 
Often  poultrymen  overlook  the  impor- 
tance of  this  matter,  but  when  we  tell 
you  that  it  is  estimated  that  the  loss 
due  to  improper  handling  of  eggs  causes 
a  loss  of  45  millions  every  year,  you 
may  begin  to  realize  that  perhaps  this 
is  a  far  more  important  proposition 
than  you  have  been  considering  it  to 
be.  It  is  said  that  70  per  cent  of  this 
loss  occurs  before  the  eggs  reach  the 
large  cities,  and  this  means  that  the 
producer  must  stand  about  31%  millions 
— most  of  which  could  be  prevented. 
Doubtless  you  think  you  have  been  try- 
ing to  handle  your  eggs  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  they  will  reach  your  custom- 
ers in  the  very  best  of  condition,  but 
perhaps  there  are  a  few  points  which 
you  have  overlooked,  and  if  this  is  the 
case,  you  are  not  getting  as  much  as 
you  should  from  those  eggs  which  your 
hens  are  laying. 

Possibly  it  would  be  well  to  enumer- 
ate some  of  the  sources  of  loss  so  that 
we  can  check  up  and  see  if  we  are  fac- 
ing any  of  them. 

A  very  large  share  of  the  loss  comes 
during  the  hot  weather,  and  one  cause 
which  has  been  pointed  out  in  the  col- 
umns of  POULTRY  KEEPER  quite 
frequently  is  the  matter  of  fertile  eggs. 
Did  you  know  that  the  production  of 
fertile  eggs  causes  the  poultrymen  of 
this  country  a  loss  of  over  15  millions 
of  dollars  every  year?  The  male  birds 
do  not  help  the  hens  to  lay.  They  mere- 
ly fertilize  the  germ  in  the  egg.  If  the

egg  has  a  fertile  germ  and  the  weather 
becomes  real  warm  this  germ  will  start 
to  develop.  Heat  always  starts  incuba- 
tion, if  the  germ  is  present.  Just  sup- 
pose you  put  your  eggs  in  an  egg  case 
and  hitch  up  and  drive  to  town,  taking 
the  eggs  with  you,  and  this  case  of  eggs 
is  allowed  to  be  in  the  hot  sun  on  the 
way  to  town.  The  heat  will  cause  the 
process  of  incubation,  and  the  result 
will  be  a  loss  in  the  value  of  the  eggs. 
If  the  eggs  are  allowed  to  remain  in 
the  nests  for  long  periods  during  ex- 
tremely hot  weather  the  germs  may 
start  to  develop  and  result  in  inferior 
eggs.  The  cock  birds  are  not  needed 
after  the  hatching  season,  and  all  males 
not  needed  for  the  coming  year  should 
be  disposed  of.  Those  males  which  you 
wish  to  keep  over  should  be  placed  in 
pens  away  from  the  layers.  This  will 
prevent  chick  development  in  the  mar- 
ket eggs  and  overcome  blood  rings  in 
eggs.  The  eggs  will  keep  better  and 
will  bring  a  better  price.  If  you  are 
running  an  egg  farm,  by  all  means  pro- 
duce infertile  eggs.  We  know  of  many 
such  farms  which  never  have  a  breed- 
ing male  bird  on  the  place.  They  buy 
their  chicks  and  sell  the  young  cockerels 
as  broilers  just  as  soon  as  possible.  Such 


a  plan  means  you  work  your  plant  to- 
full  capacity  and  do  not  have  a  lot  of 
useless  males  hanging  around  to  eat 
feed  and  cause  fertile  eggs  with  the  re- 
sultant troubles. 

Another  source  of  loss  is  the  sending 
of  dirty  eggs  to  market.  A  dirty  egg 
always  gets  a  lower  price.  We  always 
think  that  a  dirty  egg  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  poultry  keeper.  It  shows  that  he 
is  lazy,  shiftless  or  indifferent.  It  may 
take  a  little  more  time  to  produce  a  nice 
clean  egg,  but  it  means  more  money, 
and  it  also  means  satisfaction  to  the- 
buyer,  which  is  no  small  item. 

Most  dirty  eggs  are  soiled  by  manure- 
in  the  nests.  This  can  be  prevented  by 
changing  the  nesting  material  fre- 
quently. Sometimes  the  hens  wilB 
get  up  on  the  roosts  and  scratch  around 
on  the  dropping  boards,  getting  their 
feet  dirty.  This  can  be  prevented  by 
placing  poultry  netting  under  the 
roosts  and  over  the  dropping  boards  in 
such  a  way  that  the  hens  cannot  come 
in  contact  with  the  droppings.  More 
frequent  cleaning  of  the  dropping, 
boards  would  also  be  advisable.  Stained 
eggs  are  caused  by  dirty  nesting  mate- 
rial. Sometimes  eggs  will  become 
smeared  by  the  contents  of  broken  eggs. 
This  occurs  in  the  nests  and  can  be 
overcome  by  preventing  the  eggs  from 
being  broken,  and  changing  the  straw 
in  the  nest. 

Broken  eggs  are  another  source  of 
loss.  Sometimes  we  do  not  realize  that, 
the  shells  are  thin  and  the  eggs  are- 
handled  rather  roughly,  with  the  result 
that  the  shells  are  broken  or  possibly 
cracked,  and  as  every  egg  is  looked 
over  by  an  expert,  it  is  quite  evident 
that  he  will  see  the  broken  ones,  and. 
the  result  will  be  that  we  will  get  a 
lower  price.  Sometimes  broken  eggs 
can  be  prevented  by  giving  proper  at- 
tention to  the  ration.  The  shells  can.- 
be  made  strong  enough  if  sufficient  oys- 
ter shells  are  provided.  Proper  pack- 
ing of  the  eggs  will  tend  to  carry  them 
to  their  destination  without  undue- 
breakage. 

Sometimes  we  get  complaints  that  the 
eggs  seem  to  have  a  bad  flavor  when, 
we  know  that  we  have  given  absolutely 
every  care  that  we  know  how  to  give 
them.  If  the  eggs  are  stored  in  close 
contact  with  kerosene,  fish  or  onions 
they  will  absorb  odors  which  may  cause 
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complaints.  Eggs,  butter  and  milk  are 
all  very  easily  spoiled  in  this  manner. 
We  remember  a  few  years  ago  that  a 
reader  of  POULTRY  KEEPER  wrote  to 
us  saying  that  he  was  having'  a  num- 
ber of  complaints  about  his  eggs.  He 
went  into  details  as  to  how  and  what 
he  fed.  We  offered  some  suggestisns 
and  he  went  out  hunting  for  the  trou- 
ble and  found  that  the  grocer  was 
keeping  the  eggs  close  to  a  barrel  of 
kerosene.  This  matter  was  easily  rem- 
edied, but  it  caused  the  poultryman  con- 
siderable worry  for  awhile.  We  cannot 
be  too  careful  about  the  place  in  which 
we  store  the  eggs.  They  are  very  sen- 
sitive about  absorbing'  odors.  The  room 
in  which  they  are  kept  should  be  dry, 
cool  and  clean. 

Frequent  gathering  of  eggs  should  be 
the  rule,  especially  during-  the  summer 
months. 

The  grading  of  eggs  has  become  a 
most  urgent  need.  To  send  all  shapes 
and  sizes  of  eggs  to  market  in  the  same 
case  is  to  invite  low  returns.  No  mat- 
ter what  plan  of  marketing  you  may 
adopt  you  should  grade  all  eggs.  Eggs 
of  the  same  size,  shape,  color  and  shell 
texture  should  be  placed  in  the  same 
case.  Nowdays  it  is  getting  so  that  the 
matter  of  weight  is  coming  to  the  front 
and  we  advocate  the  weighing  of  eggs. 
They  should  weigh  24  ounces  to  the 
dozen.  This  is  a  good  sized  egg  and 
no  one  has  any  cause  to  complain  if  the 
egg  weighs  that  much,  but  if  you  place 
small  and  large  eggs  together  you  will 
find  the  price  will  be  governed  by  the 
smaller  eggs.  The  big  idea  is  to  try 
and  cull  the  flock  so  that  no  eggs  will 
be  produced  but  those  which  can  be 
marketed  at  top  price.  If  a  few  smaller 
ones  are  produced  they  should  be  used 
at  home.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  use 
all  odd  eggs  at  home,  and  thus  keep  up 
your  reputation  for  a  high  quality 
product. 

Now  -we  will  assume  that  we  have  a 
good  egg  and  the  question  is  just  how 
to  market  it  to  the  best  advantage. 
There  are  three  ways  in  which  you  can 
■dispose  of  the  eggs.  Of  course  the 
reader  will  remember  that  we  are 
speaking  of  an  infertile  table  egg. 

Perhaps  the  oldest  and  best  known 
way  of  marketing  the  egg  is  to  gather 
them  and  keep  them  until  a  basket  or 
small  case  have  been  saved  up,  and 


then  possibly  on  Saturday  to  take 
them  to  a  nearby  town  and  either  sell 
them  to  the  grocer  or  trade  them  to 
him  for  groceries  which  are  needed  in 
the  home.  In  some  cases  the  grocer 
may  have  a  buyer  who  goes  through 
the  country  and  collects  the  eggs.  The 
grocer  ships  the  eggs  to  a  commission 
merchant  in  the  big  city,  and  they  are 
either  sold  to  retail  dealers  who  in  turn 
sell  them  to  the  consumer,  or  they  may 
be  put  in  storage  until  needed.  This 
system  requires  considerable  handling 
and  of  course  each  one  who  handles  the 
eggs  must  make  a  profit,  so  the  eggs 
cost  the  ultimate  consumer  more  than 
they  should. 

The  next  system  of  selling  is  for  the 
producer  to  ship  direct  to  the  commis- 
sion merchant  in  the  city.  Really  all 
the  difference  in  this  plan  and  the  first 
one  is  that  the  country  store  has  been 
left  out.  The  commission  man  requires 
you  to  pay  the  transportation  charges 
and  also  expects  you  to  pay  him  a  cer- 
tain commission  for  his  services  in  dis- 
posing of  the  eggs  for  you. 

The  last  plan  which  we  will  discuss  at 
the  present  time  is  what  we  call  the 
direct  plan,  or  the  one  where  the  pro- 
ducer sells  the  eggs  direct  to  the  con- 
sumer. Under  this  scheme  the  produc- 
er gets  a  far  larger  return  for  his  eggs 
but  he  also  finds  it  necessary  to  go  to 
considerable  expense  in  order  to  secure 
his  trade.  This  idea  is  growing  more 
popular  with  the  producer  and  consum- 
er. The  producer  likes  the  plan  be- 
cause he  makes  more  money  and  has 
a  permanent  business  built  up,  and  the 
consumer  takes  to  the  idea  of  buying 
his  eggs  direct  from  the  producer  be- 
cause he  gets  strictly  fresh  eggs. 

It  seems  quite  evident  that  eggs 
which  are  to  be  sold  direct  to  the  con- 
sumer should  not  be  shipped  more  than 
150  miles.  Of  course  they  can  be  sent 
farther,  but  the  cost  of  transportation 
mounts  rapidly.  Eggs  can  be  sent  by 
parcel  post  to  the  second  zone.  A  dozen 
eggs  packed  in  proper  container  can  be 
sent  to  the  buyer  within  the  first  or 
second  zone  for  about  nine  cents.  Two 
dozen  will  cost  about  twelve  cents.  A 
twelve  dozen  case  can  be  sent  for  about 
thirty-two  cents  and  the  case  returned 
for  fourteen  cents.  This  makes  the  cost 
for  transportation  and  return  of  case 
less  than  four  cents  per  dozen.     It  is 


evident  that  it  is  cheaper  to  send  sev- 
eral dozen  at  a  time  rather  than  to  ship 
in  one  dozen  lots.  -It  is  very  essential 
that  a  good  shipping  box  or  case  be 
selected.  It  must  be  strong  enough  to 
withstand  hard  usage  in  the  mails  and 
yet  it  must  be  light  enough  so  that 
the  cost  of  transportation  will  not  be 
excessive.  It  should  also  be  neat  ap- 
pearing to  make  a  good  impression 
upon  the  purchaser.  Do  not  forget  that 
the  appearance  counts  when  you  are 
dealing  with  city  people.  We  think  it 
a  very  good  idea  to  have  an  attractive 
farm  name  and  use  this  name  as  a  sort 
of  a  trade  mark.  Let  it  appear  on  all 
printed  matter  which  you  use,  and  be 
especially  sure  that  it  shows  up  well 
on  the  label  which  you  use  on  the  case 
of  eggs.  We  would  also  put  a  guaran- 
tee on  every  case  of  eggs.  In  writing 
the  guarantee  remember  that  if  you  do 
not  have  enough  faith  to  back  the  eggs 
to  the  limit  that  the  buyer  will  have  no 
more  faith  than  you  have.  Make  your 
guarantee  strong  and  be  sure  that  the 
product  is  well  worthy  of  the  guarantee. 
We  like  the  idea  of  dating  every  egg 
the  day  it  is  laid.  While  it  may  be 
cheaper  to  ship  a  large  case  of  eggs  at 
one  time,  yet  do  not  overload  the  cus- 
tomer. Keep  in  mind  that  he  wants 
fresh  eggs  and  it  is  better  to  ship  more 
frequently  and  not  so  many  at  a  time. 

Now  how  would  one  go  about  the  se- 
curing of  customers?  Nothing  conies  to 
the  fellow  who  sits  down  and  dreams. 
One  must  go  out  after  business.  Suc- 
cess in  building  up  a  private  egg  trade 
is  largely  determined  by  the  energy  and 
foresight  of  the  poultryman.  One  may 
place  a  small  ad  in  the  daily  news- 
papers and  secure  customers.  This  is  a 
little  expensive.  One  of  the  most  satis- 
factory means  of  securing  trade  is  to 
place  an  attractive  sign  on  the  high- 
way near  your  place.  A  large,  neatly 
painted  sign  will  sell  anything  which 
you  wish  to  dispose  of.  If  signs  were 
not  effective  there  would  not  be  so 
many  of  them.  Another  plan  which 
has  worked  is  to  send  a  couple  dozen 
eggs  to  some  of  your  friends  in  the  city 
and  write  them  a  letter  asking  them  to 
try  the  eggs.  Tell  them  the  sample 
eggs  will  cost  them  nothing,  but  that 
you  would  like  them  for  regular  cus- 
tomers. If  you  live  close  to  a  city  you

YOUNGSTERS 

To  go  to  the  bother  and  expense  of 
securing  the  best  chicks,  and  then  to 
neglect  them  is  absolute  folly.  We  re- 
alize that  on  many  farms  there  is  a  lot 
of  work  which  comes  along  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  but  one  should  not  attempt 
to  rear  any  more  chicks  than  he  can 
care  for  properly.  You  simply  cannot 
half  care  for  growing  youngsters  and 
get  any  kind  of  results.  It  takes  a  lot 
of  work  to  raise  good  birds. 

After  the  chicks  have  passed  through 
the  first  few  weeks  of  life  and  are  large 
enough  to  put  out  on  range  there  is  a 
big  temptation  to  let  them  shift  for 
themselves.  In  a  way  this  is  possible, 
but  when  one  actually  neglects  them, 
then  the  trouble  begins.  In  a  great  ma- 
jority of  cases  the  neglect  is  found  in 
small  duties.  Perhaps  the  supply  of 
fresh  water  is  overlooked,  or  the  mash 
hoppers  are  allowed  to  become  empty. 
Serious  consequences  always  follow 
such  neglect.  Growing  birds  must  have 
plenty  of  pure  water  and  an  abundance 
of  growing  mash.  Neglect  can  only 
mean  stunted  birds.  Grit,  green  food, 
exercise,  sunlight,  fresh  air,  in  fact  al- 
most an  endless  list  of  essentials  might 
be  named. 

Remember  that  a  chick  is  no  better 
than  its  raising.  Breeding,  hatching 
and  brooding  are  important,  but  they 
can  be  made  worthless  by  neglect  of 
the  chick  during  the  growing  period  of 
life. 

If  the  vital  importance  of  care  can 
be  made  evident,  we  believe  that  the 
majority  of  poultry  keepers  will  make 
an  effort  to  treat  the  birds  right,  and 
we  urge  each  and  every  one  of  our 
readers  to  adopt  the  plan  for  the  pres- 
ent year  and  see  if  the  results  do  not 
favor  its  continuance.  We  feel  sure  that 
you  will  find  that  the  results  will  justify 
the  extra  care  and  labor.  If  a  chick  is 
worth  raising  it  is  worth  raising  well. 
Neglect  can  be  the  most  expensive  prop- 
osition in  the  poultry  business.  It  can 
render  useless  the  best  skill  and  most 
extensive  knowledge.  What  one  saves 
in  time  he  pays  dearly  for  in  some  oth- 
er way.  Please  remember  that  if  you 
are  going  to  raise  good  birds  that  you 
must  not  neglect  them  while  they  are 
growing. 


During  the  past  winter  our  attention 
was  called  to  several  cases  of  conflict- 
ing show  dates.  It  seems  perfectly  evi- 
dent that  when  two  shows  cover  much 
the  same  territory,  that  for  both  shows 
to  be  held  during  the  same  week  can 
only  mean  that  one  show  is  sure  to  miss 
out  on  an  entry.  In  some  cases  the 
exhibitor  may  be  so  confused  as  to  fail 
to  make  either  show. 

The  remedy  would  appear  for  the  sec- 
retary of  each  show  to  try  and  meet  the 
secretary  of  other  nearby  shows  and 
try  to  arrange  dates  which  will  not  con- 
flict. Such  a  plan  would  tend  to  en- 
courage breeders  to  make  just  as  many 
shows  as  possible.  Instead  of  this  mu- 
tual arrangement  we  have  each  secre- 
tary trying  to  grab  the  week  best  suited 
to  his  association,  regardless  of  whether 
it  conflicts  with  a  nearby  show  or  not. 

One  show  secretary  with  whom  the 
writer  has  talked  about  the  matter  re- 
cently wrote  to  two  nearby  shows  and 
suggested  a  sort  of  "get  together"  meet- 
ing in  which  dates  might  be  selected 
which  would  be  mutually  satisfactory. 
Up  to  the  time  of  this  writing  neither 
secretary  has  even  answered  the  re- 
quest. 

It  seems  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  an  Association  of  Show  Secretar- 
ies is  needed  with  authority  to  select 
dates  for  the  shows.  Personally  we  dis- 
like the  growing  tendency  to  centralize 
authority,  but  perhaps  it  may  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  shows.  At 
least  the  present  arrangement  is  very 
unsatisfactory,  and  some  sort  of  a 
movement  should  be  started  to  stop  the 
abuse  of  conflicting  show  dates. 

The  writer  visited  several  shows  dur- 
ing the  past  season,  and  it  seems  that 
the  various  shows  have  plenty  to  con- 
tend with  without  facing  the  contention 
of  two  or  more  shows  on  the  same  week. 
The  number  of  entries  is  small  enough 
without  further  adding  to  the  troubles.

is  hovering-  down  around  the  zero  mark, 
the  hens  will  appreciate  a  nice,  crisp 
cabbage.  Some  feel  that  cabbages  are 
rather  expensive  to  buy,  but  they  can 
be  raised  on  a  small  plot  of  ground. 
Carrots  are  also  used  on  many  small 
poultry  farms.  Perhaps  mangels  or 
beets  find  the  largest  use  because  they 
are  so  easy  to  raise  and  give  such  a 
large  yield.  Mangels  can  be  used  during 
the  fall  and  kept  into  the  winter,  and 
the  birds  will  greatly  enjoy  a  half 
mangel  hung  on  a  nail  on  the  wall  of 
the  poultry  house. 

This  is  the  season  of  the  year  to  plan 
for  root  crops  for  next  winter's  use.  No 
matter  how  small  a  space  you  may 
have,  plant  some  mangels  or  other  form 
of  root  crops  which  will  give  your  hens 
a  treat  next  winter.  Many  a  poultry 
keeper  will  try  out  this  plan  for  the 
first  time  this  year,  and  we  hope  that 
they  will  find  it  so  useful  that  they  will 
plan  to  have  a  few  vegetables  every 
year.  Hens  will  lay  better  because  they 
will  be  in  better  health,  and  therefore  it 
is  a  real  money  making  proposition. 
Perhaps  we  overlook  this  matter  of 
vegetables  because  they  are  so  easy  to 
produce.  But  remember  that  if  you 
want  a  lot  of  eggs  next  winter  that  it 
is  a  wise  thing  to  plan  the  root  crop 
now.

BREAK  UP  BROODY  HENS 


One  reason  many  people  quit  breeding 
the  so-called -general  purpose  breeds  is 
because  they  spend  considerable  time 
being  broody,  while  the  smaller  hens 
keep  right  on  laying.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  this  matter  could  easily  be 
solved,  but  the  poultryman  is  either  ig- 
norant or  indifferent.  In  either  case  the 
result  is  the  same.  Almost  every  hen 
will  show  signs  of  being  broody.  The 
difference  in  them  is  that  some  are 
more  difficult  to  break  up  than  others. 
Some  hens  get  the  broody  idea  into 
their  heads  and  it  seems  to  stick  there. 
The  older  the  hen  the  more  likely  she 
is  to  be  broody.  There  is  also  a  differ- 
ence in  breeds.  With  some  of  the 
smaller  breeds,  such  as  the  Leghorns, 
the  desire  to  set  is  not  so  pronounced. 
It  is  easy  to  break  them  up  if  they  get 
broody,  but  they  are  not  inclined  to  be 
broody.  Some  of  the  larger  breeds  have 
this  instinct  rather  well  developed.  If 
you  have  never  had  a  hen  which  was 
really  determined  to  set,  you  have 
missed  a  really  interesting  experience. 
Just  the  other  day  we  saw  an  old  Ger- 
man lady  who  had  ducked  a  broody  hen 
in  the  rain  barrel,  and  what  she  was 
saying  to  that  hen  would  discouarge 
anything  but  a  broody  hen. 

The  great  secret  in  breaking  up  a 
broody  hen  is  to  start  before  she  gets 
the  idea  really  established  in  her  mind. 
If  you  wait  until  she  has  fully  made  up 
her  mind,  you  have  a  real  job  on  hand. 

The  main  idea  of  the  broody  hen  is  to 
keep  the  eggs  warm  so  that  the  germ 
will  develop.  If  she  realizes  that  the 
eggs  are  not  warm — then  she  becomes 
discouraged.  Some  hens  do  not  appear 
to  know  whether  there  are  eggs  in  the 
nest  or  not.  Just  as  long  as  they  can 
keep  the  nest  warm — the  game  is  on.  If, 
at  the  very  first  signs  of  being  broody, 
the  hen  is  placed  in  a  box  with  a  floor 
of  slats,  she  will  find  out  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  keep  anything  warm.  The  re- 
sult is  that  in  two  or  three  days  she  is

How  to  Sprout  Oats 

I  am  unable  to  get  any  kind  of  green  food 
and  have  decided  to  try  and  use  sprouted 
oats.  Any  suggestions  you  can  give  in  the 
use  of  an  old  oat  sprouter  which  I  have  pur- 
chased second  hand  will  be  appreciated  by  a 
faithful  reader  of  your  valuable  paper.

In  buying  an  oat  sprouter  you  usually 
get  a  book  of  instructions,  but  doubt- 
less these  have  been  lost  in  the  present 
case.  We  usually  put  six  quarts  of  oats 
in  a  ten  quart  pail  and  cover  with  water 
at  100  degrees  temperature.  If  there  is 
any  tendency  to  mold  this  can  be  pre- 
vented by  adding  ten  drops  of  formalin 
to  the  water  when  put  on  the  oats.  Let 
the  oats  soak  24  hours,  and  often  48 
hours  will  be  all  the  better.  Now  spread 
out  on  trays  and  keep  the  temperature 
at  about  60  degrees.  We  have  run  it  up 
to  70  degrees  with  no  bad  effects.  Keep 
the  oats  warm  and  moist.  That  is  about 
all  that  is  needed.  In  a  few  days  the 
sprouts  will  begin  to  grow,  and  you  will 
have  a  tender,  juicy  green  food  which

makes  excellent  food  for  poultry.  With 
little  chicks  it  is  usually  best  not  to  feed 
the  entire  mass,  but  to  just  clip  the 
sprouts  and  feed  them,  giving  the  oats 
to  the  older  hens.  Some  poultry  keep- 
ers let  the  sprouts  get  fairly  long,  but 
we  always  thought  it  best  to  give  them 
when  the  sprouts  were  short  and  ten- 
der. Anyway  it  makes  a  very  fine  feed.

Often  the  forcing  of  hens  for  heavy 
production  will  appear  to  weaken  the 
organs  of  reproduction,  and  sometimes 
it  causes  infertile  eggs,  and  then  again 
the  shells  do  not  appear  to  be  regular. 
If  the  hens  persist  in  laying  such  eggs 
under  normal  circumstances  we  would 
dispose  of  them.  Such  eggs  seldom 
hatch  and  are  not  considered  good  mar- 
ket eggs,  therefore  the  hen  that  lays 
such  an  egg  better  be  sent  to  market.

Let  us  hear  how 
you  feel  about  this  matter.

We  have  always  made  it  a  rule  to  kill 


every  chick  which  appeared  to  be  a 
weakling.  We  never  could  see  any  ex- 
cuse to  try  and  raise  such  a  chick. 
Usually  they  died  anyway,  and  even  if 
they  did  not  they  often  became  the  vic- 
tim of  disease  later.  We  feel  that  the 
fellow  who  tries  to  raise  weak  chicks 
along  with  the  good  ones  is  inviting 
trouble  for  himself.  Goodness  knows 
one  has  enough  trouble  with  the  strong 
ones,  and  why  make  more  trouble  for 
yourself?  Let  us  begin  to  cull  just  as 
soon  as  we  take  the  chicks  from  the 
incubator,  and  let  us  continue  to  cull 
throughout  the  lifetime  of  the  chicks. 
We  believe  that    half    of    the  disease

Cull  and  cull  hard,  right 
from  the  start. 


In  a  Mess 

I  am  in  an  awful  mess  and  must  have  your 
help.  I  sold  some  Ancona  eggs  to  a  neighbor 
for  hatching,  and  some  of  the  chicks  are  quite 
white,  and  he  is  raising  a  row  about  it.  What 
can  I  do?  — R.  G.  S.,  Indiana. 

Ancona  chicks  often  show  consider- 
able white,  and  as  they  get  older  they 
molt  out  the  light  colored  feathers  and 
come  in  dark.  We  do  not  think  that 
there  is  any  cause  to  worry  about  the 
matter.  If  the  parent  stock  was  good 
stock  we  think  the  young  birds  will  be 
alright  when  they  mature.  We  had  just 
this  same  experience  when  we  first 
started  to  raise  Anconas,  and  we  spent 
several  nights  worrying,  but  found  out 
that  it  was  without  cause.  Everything 
turned  out  alright. 

A  Beginner 

I  am  just  a  beginner  and  have  some  ques- 
tions to  ask  you  which  I  presume  will  appear 
foolish,  but  they  are  real  to  me  just  the 
same.

Tou  will  greatly  oblige  by  answering  the 
above  questions,  and  I  will  say  that  I  think 
your  paper  is  a  great  help  to  we  fellows  who 
are  mere  greenhorns  in  the  poultry  business. 
What  would  we  do  without  it?  I  fear  to  think 
of  it.  — Mrs.  K.   L..  Kentucky. 

1.  After  the  first  two  weeks  geese 
are  not  very  much  care.  Of  course, 
they  do  require  some  extra  attention  at 
the  start. 

2.  No. 

3.  We  think  so.  Tou  have  never 
heard  of  any  exceptional  records  being 
made  by  mongrels.  If  mongrels  paid 
best,  all  the  big  egg  farms  would  be 
using  them  instead  of  Standard  Bred 
stock. 

4.  A  hen  that  lays  ten  or  twelve  doz- 
en eggs  a  year  is  doing  quite  well.  Per- 
haps she  may  do  better,  but  there  is  a 
profit  to  be  made  when  a  hen  lays  120 
eggs  in  a  year. 

5.  Sour  milk  is  a  very  good  food  for 
poultry  and  is  used  quite  extensively. 
Always  feed  it  in  earthen  dishes. 

6.  Leghorns  are  great  layers  and 
therefore  very  popular  on  all  egg  farms.

TURKEYS  PAY  UNDER  FAVOR 
•     ABLE  CONDITIONS 


There  is  a  good  profit  in  raising  tur- 
keys if  the  right  kind  of  breeders  are 
used  and  the  young  are  properly  cared 
for.  The  parent  stock  should  be  select- 
ed from  flocks  which  can  be  traced  back 
to  healthy,  well  formed,  choice  birds. 

Turkeys  by  nature  are  wild  and  the 
more  freedom  they  have  the  better  for 
healthy  development.  The  farm  is  the 
place  for  the  turkeys,  and  no  where  else 
should  we  attempt  to  raise  them  to  any 
extent.  A  very  few  may  be  grown  on  a 
small  area.  A  stump  lot  or  several  acres 
of  high  and  dry  land,  with  scattering 
trees  on  it,  is  an  ideal  place  for  growing 
stock. 

Young  turkeys  are  exceedingly  deli- 
cate, and  the  caretaker  must  under- 
stand their  requirements  and  needs  if 
he  is  successful  in  carrying  them 
through  the  first  few  weeks  of  their  ex- 
istence. But  when  they  are  past  this 
period  they  are  extremely  hard,  disease 
rarely  attacking  them  after  the  red 
spots  begin  to  appear  upon  the  heads. 

An  ideal  and  safe  food  for  the  very 
young  turkeys  is  scalded  curd  or  the 
ordinary  cottage  cheese.  It  never  has 
any  bad  effect  on  the  bowels  and  they 
will  grow  and  thrive  on  it  better  than 
on  any  other  food  we  have  ever  used. 
Hard  boiled  eggs  are  good,  and  with 
hens  eggs  at  the  low  price  they  are  this 
spring,  are  about  as  cheap  as  anything. 
Dry  bread  and  milk  is  the  next  in  order, 
and  this  should  be  squeezed  dry  as  pos- 
sible before  feeding.  A  sprinkling  of 
pepper  is  advisable  on  this  food.  Sloppy 
foods  of  all  kinds  should  be  avoided. 
Wheat  screenings  or  coarsely  cracked 
wheat  make  a  safe  feed  for  them  as 
soon  as  they  are  old  enough  to  eat  it, 
but  raw  corn  meal  wet  with  milk  or 
water  should  be  avoided. 

Turkeys  should  be  fed  three  times  a 
day,  and  as  near  as  possible,  just  what 
they  will  clean  up  in  a  few  minutes.  A 
few  dandelion  leaves  cut  up  fine  for  a 
morning  feed,  and  chopped  onions  at 
night,  makes  an  excellent  addition  to 
the  other  feeds. 

Turkeys,  both  old  and  young,  should 
be  kept  as  free  as  possible  of  lice  and 
mites.  These  insects  will  congregate  on 
the  wings  between  the  quills,  where 
they  will  start  breeding,  multiply  very 
fast,  and  lice  will  crawl  all  over  the 
body  of  a  turkey,  sucking  their  blood 
and  scattering  over  the  young  turkeys. 
The  most  effective  remedy  that  we  have 
ever  used  is  lard  and  kerosene,  greas- 
ing the  heads,  necks  and  vents.  Only  a 
little  is  required,  but  should  be  well 
rubbed  in.  Lice,  filth  and  exposure  to 
rain  storms  and  wet  grass  will  make 
short  lives  for  turkeys.  — V.  M.  C.

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chicks  that  come  from  a  given  turning 
tray  exactly  fill  a  hatching  tray,  en- 
ables the  hatcheryman  to  handle  cus- 
tom hatching  most  effectively. 

Observation  of  the  incubator  shows 
that  the  electric  heating  elements  are 
very  simple  in  construction  and  ex- 
tremely sturdy  so  as  to  stand  up  under 
long  service.  They  are  located  in  the 
top  of  the  incubator.  The  Buckeye  offi- 
cials point  out  that  because  of  this  loca- 
tion in  the  top  of  the  incubator,  the 
heating  elements  cannot  become  fouled 
with  dirt  from  the  hatching  trays.  This 
eliminates  the  necessity  for  cleaning  the 
electric  elements,  and  also  guards 
against  their  becoming  fouled  and  short 
circuited  because  of  dirt  collecting  on 
them. 

The  electric  fans  which  provide  the 
circulation  of  air  throughout  the  incu- 
bator are  located  just  above  the  heat- 
ing elements.  Fresh  air  is  drawn  into 
the  incubator  from  the  top,  and  the  fans 
force  it  down  over  the  heating  elements 
and  over  the  moisture  pans,  and  the  air 
then  circulates  gently  to  every  corner 
of  the  incubator.  This  system  guards 
against  hot  spots  and  cool  spots  in  var- 
ious parts  of  the  incubating  chamber. 
It  also  makes  sure  that  the  supply  of 
fresh  air  is  continuous  and  abundant, 
regardless  of  outside  weather  conditions; 
the  circulation  of  air  being  just  the 
same,  regardless  of  whether  the  outside 
weather  is  hot  or  cold.  This  system  of 
ventilation,  it  is  claimed,  also  makes  it 
unnecessary  to  remove  the  hatching 
chicks  from  the  incubator  to  give  them 
a  sufficient  amount  of  fresh  air.  All  the 
chicks  that  are  hatching  in  a  Buckeye 
All-Electric  Incubator  are  assured  plen- 
ty of  fresh  air  without  being  removed. 

The  design  of  the  electric  incubator 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  electric  heat- 
ing elements  and  the  system  of  ventila- 
tion result  in  bigger  hatches  and  a  finer 
quality  of  chicks,  according  to  those 
who  have  seen  the  incubator  in  opera- 
tion. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  on  the  new 
Buckeye  All-Electric  that  as  a  check  on 
the  amount  of  moisture  in  the  incubat- 
ing chamber,  a  wet  bulb  thermometer 
has  been  included  as  regular  equipment. 
This  new  wet  bulb  thermometer  brought 
out  by  the  Buckeye  Experimental  De- 
partment tells  the  hatcheryman  the 
exact  amount  of  moisture  in  the  cham- 
ber so  that  he  can  control  the  moisture 
content  in  the  air.  This,  as  is  claimed, 
is  the  first  time  that  an  accurate  check 
on  moisture  has  been  provided,  and  is 
an  extremely  important  feature  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Buckeye  officials.  By 
maintaining  air  of  just  the  proper  hu- 
midity, better  hatches  are  certain  with 
bigger  and  healthier  chicks  resulting. 

As  we  previously  mentioned,  the  new 
Buckeye  All-Electric  Mammoth  Incuba- 
tor has  only  one  regulator  which  is  on 
the  outside  of  the  machine.  In  connec- 
tion with  it  there  is  a  double  type  of 
switch  to  control  the  current.  The  ther- 
mostat operates  a  specially  designed 
primary  switch  which  is  very  sensitive 
in  its  operation,  because  it  carries  only 
a  small  amount  of  the  current.  It  is 
also  noted  that  because  of  the  small 
amount  of  current  that  it  carries,  it 
doesn't  burn  out,  the  contact  points 
don't  stick  or  fuse,  and  that  the  switch 
can  be  depended  upon  for  many  years 
of  service.

FREE  RANGE  AND  YARDED 
FOWLS 


If  the  farmer  with  fifty  to  one  hun- 
dred acres,  who  allows  his  hens  unlim- 
ited range,  has  advantages  as  a  poultry 
keeper,  he  has  also  some  disadvantages, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  with  the  re- 
ported results  of  past  research  to  guide 
him,  the  small  farmer  also  has  advan- 
tages. And  the  latter  will  find  himself 
on  as  safe  ground  with  only  a  few  acres 
devoted  to  intensive  poultry  culture  as 
if  he  had  a  ranch  stocked  at  the  rate 
of  only  a  few  birds  to  the  acre. 

One  disadvantage  in  free  range  for 
laying  stock  is  that  many  of  the  eggs 
laid  are  lost,  it  is  further  contended  by 
those  who  have  given  a  fair  trial  to  both 
systems  of  keeping  hens,  that  much  of 
the  energy  necessary  for  the  conversion 
of  food  into  eggs  is  expended  by  the  un- 
limited-range hen  in  tramping  over  the 
farm  looking  for  insects  and  grain. 

An  excellent  plan  for  yarding  and  one 
that  has  given  good  results  with  me,  is 
to  have  two  runs  for  each  flock,  one 
yard  or  run  being  left  idle  while  the 
other  is  in  use.  It  is  not  practicable  in 
all  cases  to  arrange  the  run  in  this 
way,  but  where  it  is  possible  to  do  so, 
have  a  run  at  the  back  of  the  house  to 
correspond  exactly  with  those  at  the 
front.  Where  this  arrangement  is 
adopted,  the  partition  fences  should  be 
portable  as  far  as  possible,  then  they 
may  be  easily  removed  to  the  other 
yards  at  the  opposite  side  of  the  house. 
This  plan  entails  some  extra  labor,  but 
in  most  cases  it  will  pay  better  than 
having  two  sets  of  partition  fences,  for 
in  order  to  cultivate  the  land  to  advan- 
tage it  would  be  necessary  to  take  up 
the  division  fences  anyway.  It  will  be 
found  advisable  to  give  the  birds  a 
period  of  at  least  four  months  at  either 
side  of  the  house  in  rotation,  possibly  a 
year,  but  the  exact  time  must  depend 
upon  the  nature  and  growth  of  the  crop 
which  is  being  grown  on  the  untenated 
half  of  the  ground. 

The  yard  which  is  not  occupied  must 
of  course  be  sown  to  some  green  crop 
in  order  to  purify  the  soil  and  utilize 
the  deposit  of  manure  which  has  been 
left  upon  the  surface  by  the  closely 
yarded  fowls.  It  is  difficult  to  advise 
as  to  the  best  crop  to  grow,  so  much 
must  depend  upon  the  season  as  well  as 
upon  the  nature  of  the  ground,  but  the 
poultry  farmer  should  grow  such  crops 
as  will  best  help  to  pay  for  the  use  of 
the  ground  and  provide  grain,  roots  or 
green  foods  for  the  fowls.  Of  green 
foods  the  most  profitable  are  clover  and 
alfalfa,  both  being  first  class  egg  pro- 
ducers and  will  fully  utilize  the  manure 
in  the  soil,  and  makes  an  excellent  pas- 
ture for  the  fowls  when  they  are  re- 
turned to  the  yards.  — V.  M.  Couch. 


CHINESE  EGGS 


The  Poultry  Keeper, 
Quincy,  Illinois. 

In  your  February  issue  you  published 
a  very  plain  statement  of  the  matter 
of  a  protective  tariff  on  eggs.  Allow  me 
to  give  a  few  facts  which  have  come  to 
my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Some  forty-five  years  ago,  when  I  was 
a  little  girl,  I  well  remember  a  talk  I 
heard  at  a  Missionary  convention,  when 
Dr.  Mary  Scott,  a  Baptist  medical  mis- 
sionary to  China,  told  of  the  need  of  a 
flock  of  good  American  chickens,  for 
the  use  of  the  misisonaries  and  Chinese 


women  and  infants  in  the  missionary 
hospital  under  her  direction.  She  told 
of  the  awful  diseases  prevalent  in  China 
— especially  leprosy — and  said  that 
when  you  break  an.  egg  in  China,  you 
can  smell  the  leprosy;  that  the  fowls  eat 
the  putrid  flesh  dropped  by  lepers.  I 
remember  how  happy  I  was  that  my 
pennies  bought  three  eggs  for  hatching 
as  per  her  plan  for  the  hospital. 

I  have  in  recent  years  read  of  the  un- 
sanitary conditions  under  which  chick- 
ens, ducks  and  geese  are  handled  in 
China,  of  the  native  method  of  dispos- 
ing of  nightsoil,  and  how  the  fowls 
forage  for  a  living'.  Missionaries  and 
others  who  have  traveled  in  China  have 
confirmed  the  facts  as  given. 

Again,  while  at  the  World's  Poultry 
Congress  at  Ottawa,  the  writer  heard 
Mrs.  A.  K.  Fawkes,  of  Lucknow,  India, 
in  her  address  on  the  Poultry  of  India, 
say  as  follows:  "Our  eggs  can  be  ex- 
ported and  used  for  manufacturing  and 
other  purposes.  China  has  shown  us 
what  can  be  done  by  the  poorest  peas- 
ant, and  we  hope  to  share  in  some  of 
the  future  markets  of  the  world  with 
her." 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  it  was 
brought  out  that  chicken  pox,  spero- 
chaetosis  and  fowl  cholera  are  the  most 
common  poultry  diseases  in  India,  and 
that  there  is  very  little  coccidiosis  and 
Bacillary  Diarrhea,  also  that  fowl  chol- 
era is  a  filth  disease,  effected  by  the  cli- 
mate, and  most  common  in  spring  when 
there  is  much  rank  vegetation. 

Surely  we  ought  to  keep  away  from 
the  Chinese  and  Indian  egg.  If  they 
could  be  used  only  for  manufacturing 
purposes,  such  as  dressing  leather,  it 
might  be  safe  to  allow  them  to  enter 
under  a  proper  tariff.  That  would  save 
good  American  eggs  for  table  use.  If  a 
tariff  is  good  to  protect  other  industries, 
why  not  let  it  also  protect  the  interests 
of  the  poultrymen. — R.  B.  Comstock.

POULTRY  RAISING 


Every  poultryman  should,  figurative- 
ly, place  his  business  on  scales,  on  the 
turning  of  which  depends  the  success 
or  failure  of  his  enterprise.  On  the  plus 
side  of  the  balance  are  clean  housing,  a 
balanced  ration,  plenty  of  air  and  sun- 
light, sufficient  exercise,  and  timely  cull- 
ing.

Some- 
thing, therefore,  must  be  used  to  "turn 
the  scales"  from  losses  to  profits.  There 
is  one  method  which,  used  consistently, 
will  perform  this  function  in  an  effec- 
tive manner.  This  is  the  use  of  crushed 
oyster  shell. 

Crushed  oyster  shell,  a  food  of  near- 
ly 100%  calcium  carbonate  content, 
builds  the  bones  of  the  chickens,  doing 
away  with  frailty,  and  making  them 
less  susceptible  to  disease.  Its  most  im- 
portant work,  however,  is  supplying 
eggshell  material  which  comes  from  the 
calcium  carbonate  contained  in  the  oys- 
ter shell.  This  mineral  not  only  assures 
hard-shelled  eggs,  but  increases  the 
number  of  eggs  produced. 

These  facts  show  clearly  that  the  use 
of  crushed  oyster  shell  is  the  ideal 
method  of  "turning  the  scales."

THE  LIGHT  BRAHMA 

By  B.  K.  Frank 

When  but  a  boy,  we  went  to  visit  a 
neighbor  who  kept  the  Light  Brahma, 
and  the  impression  upon  the  boyish 
mind  has  not  yet  been  removed  by  the 
hand  of  time.  Standing,  seemingly  as 
high  as  we  did,  one  of  the  majestic  old 
cock  bird  came  over  to  us  to  get  ac- 
quainted, and  it  is  needless  to  say  that 
we  have  been  a  booster  for  this  breed 
ever  since.  Tame,  gentle  and  kindly  in 
every  way,  we  soon  came  to  feel  that 
the  Light  Brahma  cock  bird  was  a  real 
friend.  Future  observation  proved  that 
the  breed  had  much  of  merit  besides  its 
temperment. 

The  Brahma  is  one  of  the  largest  of 
standard  varieties  of  chickens.  In  type 
the  Light  and  Dark  Brahma  are  the 
same,  but  in  size  the  Light  Brahma  is 
about  one  pound  heavier  than  the  Dark. 
The  Light  Brahma  is  massive  in  ap- 
pearance, well  feathered  and  well  pro- 
portioned, and  presents  an  imposing 
appearance.  While  the  feathering  is 
heavy,  it  is  quite  compact  and  shows 
none  of  the  excessive  fluffiness  of  the 
Cochin.  The  feathering  should  be  tight 
enough  to  render  the  bird  deceptive  as 
to  weight. 

One  characteristic  of  this  breed  is  its 
pea  comb.  This  comb  is  ideal  for  cold 
climates. 

The  weights  of  the  Light  Brahma  are 
always  a  surprise  to  the  uninformed. 
They  do  not  look  their  weight.  The  cock 
should  weigh  12  pounds,  while  the  cock- 
erel tips  the  scales  at  10  pounds,  the 
hen  at  9%  pounds,  and  the  pullet  at  8 
pounds. 

The  plumage  of  the  Light  Brahma  in 
general  is  white  in  color,  the  hackle 
feathers  are  black  with  a  narrow  edging 
of  white,  the  main  tail  feathers  black 
and  the  tail  coverts  black  with  white 
lacing.  There  is  also  some  black  in  the 
wings.  The  feathers  on  the  shanks  and 
the  middle  and  outer  toes  are  white  and 
black,  the  black  feathers  on  the  outer 
toes  being  laced  with  white.  The  under- 
color in  all  sections  is  light  bluish  slate. 
The  beak,  shanks  and  toes  are  yellow 
and  the  eyes  are  reddish  bay. 

Try  and  form  a  mental  picture  of  a 
fowl  of  this  kind  and  you  will  begin  to 
realize  that  every  desire  for  beauty  of 
feather  and  shapliness  of  form  has  been 
condensed  into  the  fowl  known  as  the 
Light  Brahma.  No  one  can  pass  a  flock 
of  these  grand  birds  and  not  be  favor- 
ably impressed.  They  meet  every  re- 
quirement for  beauty. 

If  the  Light  Brahma  was  known  only 
for  its  beauty  it  would  possess  sufficient 
merit  to  make  it  a  distinctive  fowl. 
However,  as  a  utility  bird  it  is  second 
to  none.  The  hens  lay  large  eggs  which 
often  weigh  30  ounces  to  the  dozen  and 
more.  These  eggs  always  command  a 
high  price  on  a  select  market.  The  egg 
is  medium  to  dark  brown  in  color.  Be- 
ing rather  large  the  birds  do  not  mature 
as  fast  as  some  of  the  smaller  breeds, 
but  when  once  matured  you  have  a  fine, 
large  market  fowl.  The  "soft  roaster" 
of  the  eastern  coast  has  been  made  fa- 
mous because  of  the  Light  Brahma.  As 
capons  they  are  without  competition.  As 
a  general  market  fowl  they  have  made 
an  excellent  reputation  which  will  long 
endure. 

The  Light  Brahma  is  one  of  our  best 
breeds  and  we  believe  that  it  is  worthy 
of  far  more  consideration  than  it  is

receiving  at  the  present  time.  It  seems 
to  us  that  some  of  the  younger  genera- 
tion who  wish  to  pick  up  a  real  breed 
and  develop  it  will  find  a  wonderful  op- 
portunity in  this  breed.  And  mark  this 
statement:  As  the  market  poultry  situ- 
ation improves,  more  and  more  atten- 
tion is  going  to  be  given  to  the  produc- 
tion of  poultry  meat,  and  that  means 
that  the  Light  Brahma  will  receive  the 
most  careful  consideration.

How  to  Store  Feed  and  Avoid  Damage 


Sick  cows,  hogs,  horses,  steers  or 
poultry  are  often  the  result  of  spoiled 
or  bad  feed,  and  spoiled  feed  is  often 
the  direct  result  of  improper  storage  of 
the  feed  somewhere  along  the  line  from 
the  mill  to  the  animal.  Each  year  feed 
dealers  and  consumers  all  over  the 
country  pay  heavy  toll  in  dwindled 
profits  caused  by  just  this  one  thing.  A 
knowledge  of  how  to  store  feed  so  it 
will  keep  in  good  condition  will  prove 
valuable  to  any  farmer  or  feeder. 

Thousands  upon  thousands  of  farm- 
ers, dairymen  and  poultrymen,  all  over 
the  country,  have  learned  the  way  of 
taking  certain  precautions  to  insure 
safe  keeping  of  their  feed.  They  have 
learned  where  to  store  it  and  how  to  pile 
it  to  prevent  burying  a  few  bags  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pile  for  the  entire  season. 
Here  are  some  of  the  methods  they  are 
using. 

Before  leaving  the  mill,  feed  stuffs  are 
fresh  and  sweet.  In  transit  the  roof 
of  the  freight  car  might  leak  and 
rain  may  drift  in  on  the  bags.  Any* 
grain  product  will  become  musty  or 
moldy  when  it  gets  damp  or  wet,  and 
then  it  becomes  unfit  for  feed.  Musty 
or  moldy  feed  can  easily  be  detected  by 
its  odor,  and  all  such  bags  of  feed 
should  be  examined  carefully  at  the  car 
door. 

Where  to  Store 

Feed  should  be  stored  in  a  dry  place 
and  it  should  not  be  piled  on  a  dirt  or 
cement  floor  where  the  moisture  can  be 
absorbed.  It  should  never  be  piled  in  a 
place  where  rain  may  leak  on  it. 

Allow  Air  Circulation 

Many  feeders  who  store  a  winter  sup- 
ply of  feed  use  a  simple  rack  which  is 
placed  on  the  floor.  The  feed  is  then 
piled  on  the  rack  in  such  a  way  that 
air  is  allowed  to  circulate  around  the 
bags.  A  rack  of  that  sort  may  be  made 
by  placing  boards  on  two-by-fours  laid 
on  the  floor.  Then,  in  piling  the  bags, 
leave  a  space  of  three  or  four  inches  be- 
tween each  row.  Poultrymen  and  others 
who  must  store  their  feed  during  the 
warm  summer  months,  when  "heating" 
and  other  damage  is  msst  likely  to  oc- 
cur as  a  result  of  weather  conditions, 
will  do  much  to  reduce  this  natural  risk 
by  allowing  ventilation  around  the  bags. 

Kats 

Rats  will  do  considerable  damage  in 
cutting  bags  and  wasting  feed,  and  a 
cat  will  do  more  to  prevent  the  ravages 
of  rats  than  anything  else.  Keep  a  good 
cat.  When  a  space  is  left  between  the 
rows  of  bags,  puss  can  maneuver  from 
aisle  to  aisle  and  make  short  work  of 
marauding  rats. 

Always  use  the  older  feed  first.  When 
you  receive  a  fresh  supply,  don't  pile  it 
on  top  or  in  front  of  the  old  feed.  Bags 
left  on  the  bottom  may  stay  there  much 
longer  than  you  think,  and  then  some 
spoilage  may  occur  unless  the  storage 
conditions    are    perfect.    By  watching

which  bags  are  removed  when  sales  are 
made,  you  can  always  be  sure  of  a  fresh 
supply  in  your  warehouse. 

Second-Hand  Bags  Valuable 

Save  your  bags.  Don't  cut  bags  when 
you  open  them.  If  the  thread  only  is 
cut  when  opening,  no  damage  is  done 
to  the  bag.  Don't  cut  the  thread  on  the 
side  which  shows  a  double  stitch.  Turn 
to  the  single  stitch  side  and  cut  on  the 
right-hand  end,  so  that  the  threads  will 
rip  out  easily. 

When  you  pile  the  empty  bags,  sort 
them  out  carefully  for  the  different  siz- 
es, separating  the  ones  that  are  torn 
from  the  good  ones.  Tou  can  usually 
get  better  prices  for  empty  bags  when 
they  are  sorted  as  to  condition,  than 
if  you  simply  sell  them  as  they  come. 
When  you  have  accumulated  a  reason- 
able number,  see  your  feed  dealer.  He 
may  be  able  to  handle  them  for  you,  but 
if  he  cannot,  write  the  nearest  Purina 
Mills  and  they  will  send  you  the  names 
of  second-hand  bag  companies  that  will 
handle  them  for  you. 


POULTRY  NOTES 


A  diary  or  poultry  memorandum  book 
will  be  found  of  much  use  to  the  poul- 
tryman  during  the  following  year  or 
two.  To  know  just  what  you  did  the 
present  month  last  year  or  year  before, 
in  the  way  of  feeding  and  caring  for 
the  flock,  may  be  of  much  benefit  to 
you  now.  Such  a  memorandum  gives 
an  idea  of  the  work  that  is  necessary 
now  and  the  time  required  to  perform 
it.  Referring  to  this  book  also  gives 
you  an  idea  of  your  progress.  Keeping 
a  diary  is  largely  a  matter  of  habit  and 
a  very  easy  and  good  one  to  get  into. 

Dirty  eggs  sent  to  market  will  not 
find  as  ready  a  sale  as  clean  ones,  for 
the  buyer  not  only  dislikes  the  looks  of 
them,  but  there  is  doubt  in  his  mind 
about  their  freshness.  The  eggs  should 
be  kept  clean  if  possible,  but  if  some 
get  soiled  they  should  be  cleaned  before 
being  sent  to  market.  If  proper  care  is 
taken  there  is  no  necessity  of  their  be- 
ing soiled  very  much,  except  in  muddy 
weather.  Provide  plenty  of  nests,  one 
to  every  four  hens,  and  change  the 
straw  in  them  before  it  becomes  dirty. 
Eggs  should  be  gathered  two  or  three 
times  a  day,  both  summer  and  winter. 
In  mild  weather  when  hens  run  out  and  get 
dirty  feet  they  will  soil  the  eggs  when  they  go 
on  the  nest.  To  avoid  this,  have  plenty  of  dry 
straw  on  the  floor  and  nests  placed  where  the 
hens  will  have  to  walk  over  it  when  they  come 
in;  this  will  practically  clean  their  feet  before 
entering  the  nests. 

There  are  several  kinds  of  amateurs  in  the 
poultry  business  and  it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind 
that  those  who  are  generally  most  successful 
are  not  the  ones  who  are  so  enthusiastic  and 
carried  away  with  the  idea  of  raising  poultry 
that  they  rush  into  the  work  on  a  large  scale 
the  first  year.  They  are  not  the  kind  who  buy 
incubators  and  brooders  with  a  view  of  turn- 
ing out  a  couple  of  thousand  chicks  within  two 
or  three  months.  The  ones  who  succeed  best 
are  those  who  are  content  to  set  a  few  hens 
the  first  season.  They  staTt  in  a  modest  way. 
go  slow,  study  and  read  understanding^,  and 
by  using  common  sense  freely,  make  a  fair 
success  of  it  the  first  year  in  a  small  way. 
Such  persons  begin  the  second  year  with  the 
experience  of  the  first  to  assist  them,  and 
gradually  work  into  a  paying  business.  Poul- 
try keeping  is  an  occupation  that  is  worthy 
of  being  studied,  and  the  more  we  learn  from 
papers  and  books  the  better  able  we  will  be  to 
follow  it  successfully,  but  it  is  found  that  book 
knowledge  does  not  go  very  far  unless  there  is 
something  to  practice  on.      — V.  M.  Couch.

BREAK  UP  BROODY  HENS 

(Continued  from  Page  7) 
ready  to  go  back  to  the  laying  pen.  The 
broody  hen  should  be  provided  with  food 
and  water.  Keep  her  in  good  health.  Do 
not  starve  her.  Oive  her  feed,  but  do 
not  allow  her  to  keep  anything  warm. 

The  average  broody  hen  can  be  brok- 
en up  very  easily  if  the  above  plan  is 
followed.  The  great  trouble  is  that  they 
are  allowed  to  set  for  several  days,  and 
naturally  they  have  a  very  good  start. 
Prompt  attention  at  the  very  first  signs 
will  prevent  much  loss  and  bother.  Pos.- 
sibly  you  never  thought  of  the  loss  that 
broody  hens  may  cause,  but  it  is  a  con- 
siderable amount.  If  a  hen  is  absent 
from  the  laying  pen  for  two  or  three 
weeks  she  will  materially  lower  her  egg 
record.  If  she  is  simply  off  for  a  short 
time  and  gets  back  to  work  without 
much  delay,  the  totals  for  the  year  will 
not  be  so  greatly  affected.  Not  only  this, 
but  a  hen  which  gets  real  broody  takes 
some  time  of  the  poultryman.  Time  is 
money,  and  should  not  be  wasted  by 
having  to  fuss  around  with  broody  hens. 
However,  it  is  useless  to  get  angry  with 
such  hens.  Treat  them  right  and  keep 
them  in  good  flesh  and  get  them  back 
to  laying  just  as  soon  as  possible.

of  this  raw  material  as  possible.  If  this 
be  true,  then  the  future  greatness  of  the 
hen  in  the  Mid-West  is  assured. 

It  has  been  said  that  one  can  judge 
the  future  by  the  past.

can  go  to  some  of  your  friends  in  person 
and  give  them  some  eggs  to  try  and  in 
most  cases  they  will  be  glad  to  buy  of 
you.  Remember  that  one  satisfied  cus- 
tomer leads  to  others. 

Well,  what  of  the  profit  which  one 
may  secure  in  this  direct-to-the-custom- 
er  method  of  selling?  Will  it  pay  for  the 
extra  bother?  If  you  have  150  hens  and 
they  lay  12  dozen  eggs  apiece  each  year 
and  you  get  an  average  of  five  cents 
more  per  dozen  for  the  eggs  you  will 
have  received  a  total  of  $90  more  for 
the  eggs.  If  you  only  get  two  cents  a 
dozen  more  for  the  eggs  you  will  have 
received  $36  more.  We  know  any  num- 
ber of  poultry  keepers  who  say  they 
receive  from  five  to  ten  cents  per  dozen 
extra.  Of  course  there  will  be  some 
extra  expense,  such  as  broken  cases, 
poor  accounts,  etc.,  but  if  you  are  a 
good  business  man  you  can  reduce  these 
to  a  minimum.  This  direct-to-customer 
method  looks  like  a  winner.  We  do  not 
think  that  the  average  city  man  objects 
to  paying  a  little  extra  for  an  absolute- 
ly fresh  egg.  He  wants  to  be  sure  that 
the  egg  is  fresh,  is  produced  under  san- 
itary conditions,  and  that  the  hens  have 
been  fed  on  sound,  clean  grain.  Know- 
ing how  the  city  man  thinks  the  pro- 
ducer will  know  what  appeal  to  make 
to  him,  an  appeal  which  will  make  him 
a  steady  customer. 

The  most  urgent  need  at  the  present 
is  for  better  quality  eggs.  We  must  im- 
prove and  standardize  the  quality  in 
such  a  way  that  the  public  can  be  sold 
on  a  product  which  will  run  uniform  in 
high  quality.  Every  time  that  a  man 
eats  a  good  egg  he  becomes  a  booster 
for  eggs.  We,  as  poultrymen,  must  do 
everything  possible  to  see  that  there 
can  be  no  possibility  of  serving  inferior 
eggs.  Our  first  effort  should  be  at 
home.  Do  not  make  the  mistake  of 
thinking  that  after  you  get  a  fellow  for 
a  customer  that  you  can  begin  shipping 
him  inferior  eggs.  If  you  try  to  put  over 
some  slick  deals  you  will  be  caught 
red-handed  and  it  may  go  rather  hard 
with  you.  In  some  states  the  laws  are 
rather  strict.  Even  if  the  hand  of  the 
law  does  not  get  you,  there  is  a  certain- 
ty that  you  will  kill  the  goose  that  laid 
the  golden  egg.  This  is  emphasized  by 
the  experience  of  a  man  whom  we  have 
known  for  years.  He  had  a  good  con- 
tract with  a  large  city  hotel  and  was 
making  money  shipping  them  eggs. 
Eventually  another  hotel  came  to  him 
and  he  signed  the  second  contract.  Not 
having  enough  eggs  to  supply  both  con- 
tracts, he  went  to  nearby  farmers  and 
bought  a  sufficient  number  of  eggs  to 
fill  the  orders.  In  almost  no  time  one 
contract  was  cancelled,  and  before  long 
he  lost  the  other  hotel.  In  his  greed  he 
saw  only  the  dollar  mark,  with  the  re- 
sult that  today  his  large  poultry  house 
is  fast  becoming  a  prey  to  decay  and 
rot,  and  what  might  have  been  a  large 
and  prosperous  poultry  farm  has  be- 
come an  example  of  what  an  utter  fail- 
ure may  be.  You  may  fool  yourself  in- 
to thinking  that  you  can  fool  the  cus- 
tomers, but  be  sure  that  sooner  or  later 
you  will  be  found  out,  and  in  the  end 
you  will  fail.  Give  the  customer  full 
value  for  his  money.  Give  him  more 
than  he  expects,  and  he  will  be  a  boost- 
er for  you  and  your  eggs,  and  you  will 
soon  have  a  large  trade  which  will 
bring  you  ample  returns.  Honesty  pays. 


There  has  never  been  a  time  when 
there  was  a  better  opportunity  to  build 
up  a  large  direct-to-the-customer  trade 
in  table  eggs.  Our  large  cities  are  using 
more  eggs  every  year,  and  with  the 
rapid  growth  of  these  large  centers  of 
trade  it  becomes  very  evident  that  they 
will  want  an  increasingly  large  number 
of  eggs.  If  you  can  produce  a  choice 
egg  and  have  the  insight  of  salesman- 
ship to  develop  a  trade  you  will  reap 
the  profits.  The  demand  is  growing  and 
what  is  needed  is  a  choice  article  and 
good  salesmanship.

We  know  that  on  many  farms  a  great 
deal  of  care  is  given  to  the  growing 
chicks,  but  just  as  soon  as  they  are 
able  to  shift  for  themselves  the  respon- 
sibility seems  to  be  lifted  and  the  grow- 
ing birds  are  allowed  to  drift  along. 
Quite  needless  to  say  they  do  not  de- 
velop into  great  layers,  in  fact  a  great 
many  of  them  do  not  appear  to  grow 
at  all,  and  many  actually  die  of  neglect. 
We  always  consider  it  a  peculiar  thing 
that  a  man  would  be  willing  to  sit  up 
nights  to  get  the  chicks  through  the  so- 
called  dangerous  period  and  then  sim- 
ply let  them  take  care  of  themselves. 
If  the  firm  building  the  foundation  for 
one  of  our  great  office  buildings  were 
to  take  every  care  possible  to  build  a 
good  foundation  until  they  got  within 
ten  or  twenty  feet  of  the  surface  of  the 
ground  and  then  decided  to  build  it  any 
old  way,  we  would  call  them  foolish.  If 
it  is  essential  to  build  part  of  the  foun- 
dation in  the  best  way  possible,  then 
it  seems  quite  evident  that  all  of  the 
foundation  should  be  built  in  the  same 
way.  So  it  is  with  our  birds.  We  not 
only  need  to  use  a  great  deal  of  care  to 
see  that  they  get  by  their  chickhood 
days,  but  we  need  to  keep  an  eye  on 
them  and  see  that  they  keep  growing 
and  developing  in  the  right  way. 

The  first  requirement  of  a  good  layer

is  that  the  baby  chick  be  well  hatched 
from  good  parent  stock.  In  the  build- 
ing of  a  flock  of  layers  the  best  plan  is 
to  start  with  the  generation  before. 
You  cannot  expect  to  raise  good  layers 
from  poor  chicks,  and  you  cannot  raise 
good  chicks  from  poor  parent  stock. 
Any  sickness,  overcrowding,  improper 
feeding,  poor  care  either  in  chicks  or 
parent  stock  will  show  up  in  the  grow- 
ing pullets.  The  better  the  parent  stock, 
the  better  the  chicks,  and  good  chicks 
are  a  big  start  in  the  effort  to  grow  a 
flock  of  good  laying  pullets.  We  have 
heard  it  said  that  there  was  more  in  the 
raising  than  in  the  parent  stock.  We 
do  not  know  this  to  be  a  fact.  If  it  is 
inferred  that  the  parentage  is  not  con- 
cerned we  wish  to  emphatically  say 
that  we  consider  good  breeding  the 
basic  need  of  good  layers.  If  this  is  not 
the  case,  why  give  any  attention  to  the 
parent  stock.  Right  on  the  face  of  the 
matter  it  appears  reasonable  and  logical 
to  insist  on  good  breeding  stock.  Rear- 
ing is  a  big  factor  but  not  all. 

Separate  the  sexes  as  soon  as  they 
can  be  distinguished.  The  pullets  will 
do  better  if  not  bothered  by  the  cock- 
erels. The  cockerels  can  be  fattened 
and  sent  to  market,  and  the  income  in- 
creased, besides  you  will  save  feeding 
them  for  many  months. 

In  the  past  years  we  have  noted  that 
pullets  were  rather  slow  in  development 
but  of  late  there  seems  to  be  a  tendency 
to  crowd  for  early  growth  and  matur- 
ity. In  a  way  this  is  alright,  but  re- 
member that  if  the  pullets  are  forced 
too  fast  and  begin  laying  too  early  that 


they  may  go  into  a  fall  molt.  We  have 
had  poultry  keepers  brag  that  their 
pullets  were  laying  by  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember. Later  these  same  fellows  will 
be  writing  to  us  and  asking  what  can 
be  done  about  their  birds  going  into  the 
fall  molt.  We  never  like  to  get  pullets 
laying  much  before  the  middle  of  Oc- 
tober. If  they  get  busy  by  this  time 
they  stand  a  good  chance  to  keep  it  up 
most  of  the  winter.  However,  if  they 
are  slow  about  getting  into  laying  con- 
dition the  cold  weather  is  likely  to 
catch  them,  and  the  result  will  be 
mighty  few  winter  eggs.  It  is  a  very 
happy  condition  when  the  birds  begin 
laying  at  nearly  the  same  time.  This 
means  that  uniform  development  is  de- 
sirable. 

The  food  which  the  birds  eat  is  an 
important  factor  in  their  growth  and 
development.  We  always  rely  in  a  very 
large  measure  upon  the  mash  for  de- 
velopment. That  being  the  case,  we 
figure  that  the  more  mash  the  birds 
consume  the  quicker  will  be  their  ma- 
turity. Therefore,  never  stint  mash 
consumption.  We  believe  that  the 
mash  should  be  kept  in  hoppers  before 
the  birds  at  all  times.  Last  summer  we 
saw  a  fellow  who  was  giving  the  birds 
just  so  much  mash  at  a  feeding.  We  in- 
quired as  to  the  reasons,  and  he  said 
that  the  birds  wasted  too  much  if  they 
were  given  free  access  to  it.  His  birds 
did  not  begin  to  lay  until  February.  If 
you  think  the  pullets  are  developing  too 
fast,  you  might  reduce  the  mash  or  per- 
haps make  it  more  bulky.  If  the  birds 
are  rather  slow  in  development  be  sure 
to  try  and  urge  them  to  consume  more 
mash.  Sometimes  we  have  gone  to  the 
extent  of  giving  one  feed  of  moist  mash 
each  day.  Such  a  plan  need  not  be 
adopted  if  the  birds  have  been  properly 
cared  for  during  their  entire  life. 

We  have  always  considered  grain  as 
secondary  to  mash  in  the  growth  and 
development  of  pullets.  We  think  of  it 
as  a  supplementary  feed.  A  large  num- 
ber of  folk  write  in  and  ask  how  much 
grain  to  give  the  birds.  This  is  a  very 
difficult  question  to  answer,  as  much 
depends  upon  the  section  of  the  coun- 
try, the  breed  and  size  of  the  birds. 
Roughly  speaking,  we  might  say  that

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Baby  Chick  Campaign  Now  Definitely  Under  Way 


Whole  hearted  approval  of  the  plans 
of  the  National  Advertising  Committee 
has  been  expressed  by  hatcherymen 
throughout  the  country,  according  to 
first  reports  coming  from  Campaign 
Headquarters,  following  three  weeks 
spent  in  carrying  the  story  of  the  cam- 
paign to  hatcherymen.  During  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  campaign,  177 
hatcherymen  invested  their  fair  share 
in  the  campaign,  according  to  Dudley 
H.  Brattin,  business  manager  and  chair- 
man of  the  Fund  Raising  Committee. 

Using  Ohio  as  a  training  ground  to 
■discover  how  sincere  hatcherymen  are 
in  their  desire  for  improvement  of  the 
situation  in  the  industry,  representa- 
tives of  the  Fund  Raising  Committee 
received  the  investments  of  127  Ohio 
hatcherymen  within  the  first  two  weeks. 
The  enthusiasm  with  which  hatchery- 
men have  greeted  the  advertising  idea 
indicate  there  certainly  is  a  real  need 


for  concerted  action  to  stimulate  sales. 

Sixteen  field  men  are  carrying  the 
story  of  the  campaign  to  the  hatchery- 
men. They  have  been  carefully  trained 
for  this  work,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Brattin.  Hatcherymen  visited  will 
have  the  campaign  carefully  explained, 
and  will  be  called  upon  to  invest  their 
share  of  the  campaign  at  the  time  the 
field  representatives  calls.  Each  hateh- 
eryman  in  the  country  will  be  visited. 

The  raising  of  the  advertising  fund 
will  extend  through  four  months,  field 
representatives  returning  to  headquar- 
ters in  Dayton  at  the  end  of  July.  Three 
men  are  working  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
with  the  rest  of  the  field  organization 
visiting  the  entire  country  on  the  east- 
ern side  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Before  the  campaign  got  under  way, 
thirty  manufacturers,  poultry  journals, 
and  other  allied  interests,  subscribed 
$200,000  to  the  advertising  fund  volun-

tarily.  Meetings  have  been  held  in  St. 
Louis,  Chicago  and  New  York  where  the 
allied  businesses  have  expressed  a  will- 
ingness to  back  the  campaign. 

The  International  Baby  Chick  Asso- 
ciation has  sponsored  this  advertising 
campaign,  although  participation  has 
not  been  limited  to  members  of  that 
organization.  H.  H.  Knapp  has  been 
named  chairman  of  the  National  Adver- 
tising Committee.  Other  members  are 
C.  I.  Bashore,  Dr.  L.  E.  Heasley,  C.  L. 
Sawyer  and  A.  A.  Brown. 

The  Ideas  and  Plan  Committee  is 
headed  by  A.  B.  Conkey,  with  George 
Cugley  as  associate  chairman.  There 
are  300  members  on  this  committee, 
including  representatives  of  every 
phase  of  the  hatchery  business  and  the 
allied  industries. 

The  National  Fund  Raising  Commit- 
tee, headed  by  Mr.  Brattin,  includes:  J. 
L.  Boyd,  C.  A.  Norman.  H.  H.  Knapp, 
Geo.  Cugley,  C.  I.  Bashore,  and  H.  R.

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STICK  TO  POULTRY 


The  poultry  business  appears  to  have 
had  more  than  its  share  of  fellows  who 
become  discouraged  every  spring  when 
the  price  of  eggs  go  down.  In  many 
cases  they  quit  the  business.  This  has 
been  of  untold  harm  to  the  business  for 
these  fellows  who  have  always  been 
rather  loud  mouthed  in  their  state- 
ments that  poultry  does  not  pay.  It  is 
peculiar  that  well  meaning  and  other- 
wise well  informed  men  will  listen  to 
the  apparent  failures  in  the  business. 
In  any  other  lines  of  business  they  go 
to  successful  men  for  advice,  but  in  the 
poultry  business  they  have  an  attentive 
ear  to  the  man  who  has  made  a  failure. 

For  years  the  poultry  business  has 
had  its  ups  and  downs.  It  will  prob- 
ably be  this  way  until  the  end  of  time. 
Perhaps  it  is  just  as  well  that  it  is  this 
way.  Who  can  say?  Any  business 
which  rides  on  the  crest  of  prosperity 
for  too  long  a  time  face  a  real  fall  some 
day,  and  it  usually  falls  mighty  hard. 
Every  winter  the  price  of  eggs  climb  up 
and  every  spring  they  slide  down  again. 
The  price  is  governed  by  many  things, 
but  quite  largely  by  the  supply  and  de- 
mand. The  wise  poultryman  does  not 
cuss  the  poultry  business,  but  he  plans 
to  make  his  hens  lay  when  the  price  is 
high  and  he  lets  them  loaf  when  prices 
are  low.  In  other  words  he  uses  his 
head,  and  the  more  he  uses  his  head 
the  more  successful  he  will  be.  When 
a  man  starts  making  a  yell  against 
poultry  you  may  be  sure  that  he  never 
used  much  brain  matter  in  his  poultry 
business.  The  fellow  who  does  not  say 
much,  but  goes  to  the  bank  every  day  or 
two,  is  the  man  who  uses  his  head.  It 
would  be  well  for  all  of  us  to  watch  this 
man  and  to  try  and  adopt  his  plans  in- 
so-far  as  possible. 

Poultry  pays.  If  you  will  stick  to  the 
business  and  run  it  right,  you  will  be- 
come one  of  the  quiet  fellows  who  say 
little  and  think  a  lot.  We  have  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  future  prospects  of 
the  poultry  business  and  the  wise  fel- 
lows are  going  to  stick.

CAPONS  ARE  PROFITABLE 


Each  year  as  the  hot  summer  months 
appear,  we  are  reminded  that  an  oppor- 


tunity is  presented  to  make  a  little 
extra  money  on  a  side  line.  Possibly 
some  of  you  expect  us  to  describe  a  new 
and  distinct  source  of  income,  but  in  that 
you  must  be  disappointed.  The  side 
line  to  which  we  refer  is  that  of  capon- 
izing  the  surplus  cockerels.  On  many 
places  the  surplus  cockerel  problem  is 
very  preplexing,  but  if  they  are  capon- 
ized  the  problem  will  be  solved,  and  be- 
sides the  income  will  be  highly  satis- 
factory. 

Not  all  cockerels  should  be  caponized. 
It  hardly  pays  to  caponize  Leghorn 
cockerels.  While  the  quality  of  the 
meat  will  be  greatly  improved,  yet  the 
larger  breeds  are  usually  considered  as 
making  the  best  capons.  The  Lang- 
shans.  Black  Giants,  Cochins  and 
Brahmas  all  make  excellent  capons,  but 
we  should  not  overlook  the  Plymouth 
Rock,  Wyandottes,  Orpingtons  and 
Reds. 

Only  the  very  strong  cockerels  should 
be  caponized.  The  birds  should  weigh 
from  one  to  two  pounds  and  be  from 
eight  to  twelve  weeks  of  age.  Of  course 
a  great  deal  depends  upon  the  breed. 
Sexual  development  should  determine 
the  time  to  perform  the  operation. 

If  you  do  not  have  the  necessary  in- 
struments, we  suggest  that  you  pur- 
chase a  good  reliable  set.  The  cost  is 
small,  and  if  properly  taken  care  of  they 
will  last  a  life  time.  Possibly  a  good  set 
will  cost  more,  but  they  will  be  worth 
every  cent  that  you  pay  for  them. 

If  you  find  that  you  are  rather  suc- 
cessful in  performing  the  operation  you 
can  buy  surplus  cockerels  of  your  neigh- 
bors and  caponize  them.  In  this  way 
you  can  make  a  tidy  sum  each  year.  If 
you'd  rather  caponize  the  cockerels  for 
your  neighbors  and  friends  you  can 
■charge  so  much  per  head  and  make 
some  extra  money  in  that  way. 

Capons  are  becoming  more  popular 
every  year,  and  we  feel  that  you  will 
not  go  wrong  to  have  some  this  year. 
Try  a  few  anyway.

GATHER  EGGS  OFTEN 

The  loss  from  bad  eggs  occurs  mainly 
during  the  hot  weather.  This  has  been 
known  for  years,  but  due  to  neglect  the 
loss  continues.  The  time  has  now  ar- 
rived when  no  man  has  cause  for  com- 
plaint at  the  income  he  derives  from 
his  poultry  unless  he  uses  every  care 
to  prevent  every  loss.  It  is  the  small 
leaks  that  undermine  the  large  dam, 
and  it  is  the  small  losses  that  bring  on 
bankruptcy. 

During  the  hot  weather  fertile  eggs 
may  start  to  develop,  when  exposed  to 
the  extreme  heat.  As  the  night  comes 
on  and  the  cool  atmosphere  of  the  eve- 
ning chills  the  egg,  the  germ  ceases  to 
develop.  Dead  germs  in  eggs  often 
come  about  because  a  broody  hen  has 
been  allowed  to  sit  on  the  eggs.  It 
would  be  a  far  better  plan  to  provide 
china  nest  eggs  if  you  feel  that  the 
hen  must  have  something  in  the  form 
of  an  egg.  Dirty  eggs  also  cause  loss 
for  which  there  is  no  excuse.  Stale 
eggs,  cracked  and  broken  eggs  also  cut 
into  the  income. 

It  seems  to  us  that  almost  all  of  the 
loss  could  be  prevented  if  the  poultry 
keeper  is  really  awake  and  on  the  job. 

A  poultryman  whom  we  know  to  be 
very  successful  has  said  that  frequent 
gathering  of  the  eggs,  especially  in  the 
summer,  will  add  enough  more  to  the 
income  to  more  than  pay  for  the  extra 


labor,  and  we  believe  from  actual  ex- 
perience that  he  has  made  a  conserva- 
tive statement.  We  believe  that  one  can 
make  good  money  by  collecting  the  eggs 
often  during  the  hot  weather.  And  do 
not  forget  to  keep  them  in  a  cool,  dry, 
well  ventilated  place  away  from  foul 
odors  of  all  kinds.

LATE  HATCHES  PAY 


In  this  day  and  age  of  hurry  and 
hustle  when  everything  must  be  done 
without  delay,  we  are  quite  likely  to 
over-emphasize  early  hatches.  We  all 
know  that  one  must  hatch  early  if  the 
pullets  are  to  lay  early  in  the  fall,  but 
what  about  the  pullets  which  are  to 
come  into  full  lay  late  in  the  season? 
Many  times  we  overlook  the  fact  that 
pullets  which  begin  laying  along  about 
Christmas  time  will  hit  a  rather  high- 
priced  period.  Sometimes  the  early  lay- 
er gets  into  a  winter  molt  and  misses  a 
large  share  of  the  highest  winter  egg 
prices.  If  one  has  some  late  pullets 
rounding  into  laying  form  at  about  this 
time  he  can  consider  himself  very  for- 
tunate. 

If  one  expects  to  exhibit  some  of  his 
birds  he  must  take  the  date  of  the 
show  into  consideration  when  planning 
his  hatches.  If  a  pullets  gets  "over 
ripe"  her  chances  of  winning  the  blue 
are  not  nearly  as  good  as  had  she  just 
rounded  out  at  show  time.  Many  a  pul- 
lett  misses  the  blue  because  she  is  over- 
mature. Experienced  poultrymen  keep 
one  eye  on  the  show  date  and  the  other 
on  the  hatching  date. 

We  do  not  advocate  the  hatching  of 
chicks  so  that  they  will  have  to  face 
the  extreme  heat  of  the  summer,  but 
they  should  be  hatched  and  given  a 
good  start  before  hot  weather  comes 
along.  Some  of  the  best  birds  that  the 
writer  ever  raised  were  hatched  in 
June.  We  know  poultry  keepers  who 
hold  up  their  hands  in  disgust  at  the 
suggestion  of  June  hatches,  but  per- 
sonal experience  convinces  us  that  these 
late  chicks  can  be  made  profitable  when 
properly  managed.  Late  chicks  pay  if 
the  man  behind  them  knows  how  to 
make  them  pay,  and  after  all,  success 
in  raising  any  chicks  depends  upon  the 
care  they  receive.

Some  poultrymen  favor  a  dirt  floor 
because  it  brings  the  birds  in  contact 
with  the  earth,  but  we  have  always 
thought  that  the  fowls  would  be  out-of- 
doors  a  big  part  of  the  year  and  would 
come  in  contact  with  the  ground  in  that 
way.  Beside,  a  dirt  floor  is  just  about 
the  most  unsanitary  thing  one  can 
think  of.  We  like  a  board  floor  because 
it  is  dry,  easy  to  keep  clean,  and  after 
having  used  such  a  floor  for  a  number 
of  years,  we  find  the  results  so. good 
that  we  do  not  see  any  reason  to  go 
back  to  the  old  dirt  floor.

Were  They  Mature? 

I  hatched  some  chicks  in  February,  but  they 
have  not  done  "well.  The  breeders  were  last 
April  hatched  birds,  and  I  wonder  if  you 
think  such  young  birds  can  produce  good 
chicks.  — E.   M.   E.,  Illinois. 

Generally  speaking,  we  do  not  favor 
pullets  for  breeders.  This  is  especially 
true  if  the  birds  are  not  well  matured. 
Of  course,  we  cannot  say  that  the  birds 
were  immature,  but  it  certainly  looks 
that  way.  It  would  be  a  great  help  if 
poultry  keepers  would  give  more  atten- 
tion to  the  use  of  strong,  vigorous,  well 

matured  breeders.

Later  in  the  season  I  read  in  your 
paper  where  milk  was  supposed  to  be  an  aid 
in  the  prevention  of  this  disease.  This  year 
I  used  milk,  and  the  results  have  been  very 
good.  I  believe  that  you  should  tell  your 
readers  about  it  again.

We  have  been  having  many  very  fine 
reports  regarding  the  use  of  buttermilk 
in  the  control  of  this  disease.  We  feel 
that  it  should  be  used  to  prevent  the 
disease.  We  understand  that  the  Ex- 
periment Station  at  the  University  of 
California  have  experimented  with  but- 
termilk in  the  control  of  this  disease, 
and  recommend  it  very  highly.  All 
these  reports  seem  to  bear  out  our  con- 
tention that  milk  has  a  real  place  in  the 
feeding  of  poultry.

a  rupture  of  a  small  blood  vessel  which 
allows  the  blood  to  get  into  the  egg  be- 
fore the  shell  is  deposited  on  the  com- 
pleted egg.  This  may  be  due  to  strain- 
ing to  lay  a  very  large  egg,  to  feeding 
a  forcing  ration,  a  too  fat  condition,  or 
several  other  causes.  This  condition  re- 
quires some  study  to  locate  the  exact 
cause,  and  once  it  is  found  the  remov- 
al is  not  so  difficult.  Sometimes  a  hen 
appears  to  be  chronic  in  this  respect 
and  not  much  can  be  done  but  to  dis- 
pose of  the  bird.

CARE  OF  FUTURE  LAYERS 

(Continued  from  Page  3) 
the  smaller  breeds,  such  as  the  Leg- 
horns, should  have  about  12  pounds  of 
grain  per  day  to  each  100  birds.  We 
divide  this  up  into  two  feedings,  giving 
4  pounds  in  the  morning  and  8  pounds 
along  towards  night.  With  the  larger 
breeds,  such  as  the  Plymouth  Rocks,  we 
suggest  about  15  pounds  of  grain  daily 
to  each  100  birds.  Give  5  pounds  in  the 
morning  and  about  10  pounds  along 
late  in  the  afternoon.  You  should  real- 
ize that  these  figures  are  mere  esti- 
mates. No  absolute  figure  can  be  set 
down  as  being  exactly  right.  A  great 
deal  depends  upon  the  judgment  of  the 
keeper  of  the  pullets. 

Milk  has  been  coming  to  the  front 
as  a  poultry  feed,  and  perhaps  there  is 
no  place  where  it  can  be  y.sed  to  better 
advantage  than  in  the  ration  of  the 
growing  pullets.  Many  commercial 
mashes  contain  milk  nowdays,  but  if 
the  mash  you  are  using  does  not,  we 
suggest  that  you  add  about  ten  per 
cent  of  dried  buttermilk.  It  might  be 
well  for  you  to  ascertain  the  exact 
amount  of  milk  in  the  mash  before  buy- 
ing it.  Many  concerns  say  it  contains 
milk  when  really  it  contains  such  a 
small  amount  that  it  has  slight  value. 
It  is  almost  a  safe  bet  to  add  ten  per 
cent  of  dried  buttermilk  to  almost  any 
mash.  Milk  promotes  health,  builds  up 
vigor  and  stimulates  the  body  to  rapid 
growth  and  aids  in  the  prevention  of 
disease.  Just  a  short  time  ago  we  were 
talking  with  a  poultryman  who  said 
that  he  had  not  only  greatly  reduced 
losses  among  his  growing  birds,  but 
that  he  had  obtained  better  and  more 
uniform  growth  by  the  use  of  milk  in 
the  ration. 

Green  food  is  another  item  which 
should  not  be  overlooked.  Green  food 
supplies  some  of  the  minerals  needed, 
it  aids  digestion  and  keeps  the  bowels 
active.  It  has  been  said  there  should 
be  a  wide  variety  of  green  food.  We 
recall  one  year  that  we  raised  a  very 
large  amount  of  lettuce,  and  having 
more  than  we  knew  what  to  do  with 
we  began  giving  it  to  the  birds.  They 
got  almost  no  other  kind  of  green  food 
but  they  did  have  all  the  lettuce  they 
could  consume.  The  birds  grew  like 
weeds.  The  very  next  year  we  were 
rather  short  on  green  food,  so  we  gave 
the  youngsters  all  the  weeds  from  the 
home  garden.  The  year  seemed  to  be 
a  good  one  for  weeds  and  the  birds  got 
all  that  they  could  eat.  They  grew  fully 
as  well  as  the  lot  of  birds  the  previous 
;-ear.  In  fact,  we  could  see  no  special 
difference.  We  have  given  everything 
from  lettuce  to  mangels  and  the  birds 
seemed  to  do  well  on  almost  anything. 

A  couple  of  years  ago  a  friend  and 
his  family  and  the  writer  and  his  wife 


went  for  an  auto  ride.     The  day  was 
quite  warm,  very  hot  to  be  exact,  and 
just  about  the  time  that  we  were  a 
mile  from  any  tree  or  a  sign  of  shade — 
Bang,  went  a  tire.     Now  we  had  al 
ready  had  one  puncture  that  day,  soS 
we  had  no  spare  tire.    The  tire  had  toi 
be  mended  and  the  sun  was  boiling  hot. 
As  we  sat  by  the  side    of    the  roadl 
patching  that  tube  on  that  hot  summer 
day,  we  began  to  appreciate  just  how 
the  chicks  must  feel  when  compelled  to 
run  in  the  hot  sun  all  day  long  with 
no  shade.    We  were  in  the  hot  sun  for 
just  a  short  time,  but  suppose  we  had' 
been  forced  to  stay  in  the  sun  day  after; 
day,  as  perhaps  you  compel  your  chick- 
ens to  do.    What  do  you  suppose  would 
happen?    Yes.  we  might  get  used  to  it, 
and  again  someone  else  might  be  wrrH 
ing  this  article.    We  often  wonder  thaB 
some  birds  survive.    While  sunshine  is! 
a  great  aid  in  promoting  health  in  itiM 
flock,  yet  there  is  such  a  thing  as  car5 
rying  it  too  far.    One  poultryman  whom 
we  know  has  planted  plum  trees  on  the 
range  where  his  growing  stock  runs, 
and  this  gives  the  needed  shade.  Some 
find   that   the   colony   houses   may  be 
placed   near  a  corn  field    and    if  the 
youngsters  want  to  get  into  the  shade 
they  may  find  a  cool  retreat  in  among 
the  growing  corn.    V  no  other  kind  of 
shade  can  be  provided,  one  may  put  up 
a  sort   of   platform    under   which  the 
birds  may  go.     Or  burlap  bags  placed 
on  a  framework  will  help  wonderfully. 
Almost  any  kind  of  device  may  be  used 
to  provide  shade.    One  year  we  used 
rhubarb  leaves  in  an  emergency.  Sun- 
flowers may  be  planted  and  serve  to 
some  extent.     Shade  should  be  provid- 
ed.   The  birds  may  not  use  it  much  if 
the  summer  is  a  cool  one,  but  if  the  sun 
gets  good  and  hot  you  will  find  the 
birds  will  enjoy  a  few  moments  awaja 
from  the  burning  heat.  Anything  which 
adds  to  their  comfort  tends  to  promote 
better  birds. 

The  day  we  were  out  by  the  side  of 
the  road  patching  the  tire,  our  friend 
suddenly  decided  he  was  thirsty.  The 
longer  we  had  to  fuss  with  the  tire  the 
more  certain  it  became  that  we  all  were 
becoming  thirsty,  and  before  long  it  be- 
came a  fact  that  we  all  wanted  water 
and  wanted  it  badly.  A  hot  sun  makes 
the  need  of  cool  water  more  urgent. 
We  have  a  bird  bath  in  our  garden  and 
on  hot  days  the  birds  hang  around  that 
dish  of  water  the  entire  day.  Water 
seems  more  essential  to  them  than 
food.  Growing  pullets  require  lots  of 
water  in  the  hot  weather.  The  water 
should  be  cool  and  pure. 


More  milk  is  being  used  this  yearj 
than    usual.    We    have    visited  some 
flocks  which  showed  wonderful  growth 
and  development,  and  we  give  milk  al 
great  deal  of  the  credit.

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Let's  Talk  Turkey 


The  turkey  has  the  size,  beauty  and  general 
appearance  which  makes  it  the  king-  of  poul- 
trydom.  Without  a  doubt,  a  big  turkey  torn 
strutting  about  the  yard  gives  one  the  im- 
pression of  majesty  to  a  degree  not  even 
approached  by  any  other  of  our  domestic 
fowls.  America  can  well  be  proud  of  the 
turkey  because  the  bird  is  a  native  of  North 
America.  The  name  might  suggest  Asiatic 
origin,  but  it  is  said  that  the  name  came  about 
in  a  rather  peculiar  manner.  In  the  early 
days  great  numbers  of  these  birds  were  taken 
to  Spain  from  America,  and  most  of  them 
were  handled  by  Hebrew  merchants  who  called 
them  "tukki,"  which  was  their  word  for 
peacock.  The  name  came  into  common  use 
and  today  we  have  the  word  turkey.  Our 
modern  well  bred  turkey  descended  from  the 
wild  turkey  which  at  one  time  was  to  be  found 
in  most  sections  of  the  United  States. 

The  turkey  is  raised  in  all  sections  of  the  country  today, 
but  the  large  share  of  them  come  from  the  Mid-West,  the 
South-West  and  the  North-West.  Some  years  ago  large 
numbers  were  raised  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country,  but 
disease  and  other  reasons  have  caused  a  rapid  decline  in  the 
number  of  turkeys  produced  in  that  section.  It  seems  that 
the  turkey  cannot  be  raised  successfully  on  ground  which 
is  contaminated.  Fresh  ground  is  absolutely  essential.  Dis- 
ease follows  contamination,  and  this  proves  discouraging  to 
the  poultryman.  Another  feature  of  the  turkey  is  its  roam- 
ing disposition.  This  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in 
the  past,  and  many  a  neighborhood  row  has  started  over  a 
bunch  of  roaming  turkeys.  Nowdays  we  are  learning  that 
turkeys  can  be  reared  in  confinement,  a  thing  which  was 
thought  impossible  a  few  years  ago.  Possibly  one  of  the 
outstanding  reasons  why  many  have  given  up  turkey  raising 
was  that  the  natural 
methods  of  incubation 
and

seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  turkey  rais- 
ing will  take  on  new  life,  which  we  believe  it 
will  do. 

If  one  was  to  start  in  with  turkeys  what 
variety  would  you  suggest?  That  question  is 
asked  us  real  often.  The  Bronze  turkey  is  the 
largest  variety  and  the  most  popular  one 
which  we  have  today.  The  Narragansett  is 
very  much  like  the  Bronze  in  appearance  but 
is  smaller.  The  White  Holland  is  popular  and 
a  good  variety.  The  Bourbon  Red  has  many 
strong  advocates  and  will  give  a  good  account 
of  itself.  The  Black  and  the  Slate  are  our 
smallest  varieties  and  not  bred  extensively. 
Those  desiring  more  information  upon  the 
varieties  may  obtain  same  from  the  Standard 
of  Perfection.  A  careful  study  will  give  you 
such  information  as  will  enable  you  to  decide 
just  what  variety  will  best  suit  your  needs. 
In  selecting  breeding  stock  make  sure  that  it  is  healthy, 
of  good  quality,  well  matured  and  of  good  size.  Remember 
that  you  are  breeding  for  meat  and  not  for  eggs.  You  do 
not  want  an  egg  machine  in  this  case,  but  you  want  a  fowl 
which  is  capable  of  putting  on  flesh  and  able  to  reproduce 
itself.  Some  make  the  mistake  of  using  a  torn  which  is  too 
heavy.    Often  such  a  plan  results  in  injury  to  the  females. 

On  many  farms  the  idea  of  giving  the  turkeys  free  range 
is  still  used.  In  a  way  this  is  alright,  but  the  danger  is  that 
the  turkeys  will  run  with  the  chickens,  and  we  think  this  is 
a  very  bad  plan.  We  advocate  keeping  the  turkeys  away 
from  the  chickens.  If  it  is  necessary  to  provide  a  yard  for 
the  turkeys,  do  so.  Fresh  ground  is  a  big  item  in  keeping 
the  turkeys  in  good  health.  Sod  is  very  good,  or  sweet  clover 
or  alfalfa  make  a  good  field  for  them  to  range  in.  Some  claim 
that  an  orchard  is  a  very  satisfactory  place,  but  whatever 
place  you  select  make  sure  that  the  ground  is  sweet  and  free 

from  contamination. 

Here  in  the  North- 
ern states  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  mate  turkeys 
in  February.  Some 
mate  earlier  to  good 
advantage.  The  tur- 
key begins  to  lay 
rather  early  in  the 
season,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  gather 
eggs  frequently  which 
are  to  be  used  for 
hatching.  Store  these 
eggs  in  a  cool  place 
of  around  50  or  60 
degrees  Fahrenheit — 
Use  lots  of  soft  nest- 
ing material  such  as 
straw,  leaves  or  hay.

Reports  coming  to  our  desk  indicate 
that  many  are  having  trouble  with 
chicken  thieves.  Each  year  the  losses 
mount  upward.  We  are  quite  likely  to 
pass  the  matter  by  as  a  problem  which 
cannot  be  solved.  Possibly  due  to  much 
unemployment  at  present,  the  losses  are 
larger  than  usual,  but  the  writer  feels 
that  a  chicken  thief  is  usually  an  old, 
experienced  and  hardened  type  of  man 
who  follows  it  as  a  business.  He  is  the 
meanest  kind  of  a  criminal.  He  is  so 
low  that  there  is  no  appeal  which  can 
be  made  to  his  decency.  He  has  no  self 
respect  or  regard  for  law  and  order. 
The  only  power  he  recognizes  is  force. 
The  only  remedy  for  such  a  criminal  is 
force  which  takes  him  away  from  his 
field  of  operation  and  places  him  in  a 
cell  where  he  becomes  harmless. 

The  ordinary  poultry  keeper  does  not 
know  how  to  cope  with  the  chicken 
thief.  Today  there  are  many  electrical 
devices  which  will  cause  an  alarm  to 
ring  in  the  house  when  the  poultry 
house  is  entered.  They  are  a  real  help. 
A  good  dog  or  two  on  the  place  will  also 
tend  to  discourage  the  would-be  thief. 
Some  of  our  readers  tell  us  that  they 
have  a  good  gun,  but  of  course  we  could 
hardly  be  expected  to  advise  you  to 
shoot  to  kill  a  chicken  thief.  Possibly 
he  deserves  just  that  kind  of  treatment. 
As  to  that  we  cannot  say,  but  we  would 
feel  inclined  to  let  the  judge  pass  judg- 
ment upon  even  a  chicken  thief.  Any 
legal  means  which  will  catch  the  thief 
and  help  bring  him  to  justice  should  be 
used.  The  judge  as  a  rule  is  not  much 
inclined  to  look  with  sympathy  upon  a 
common  chicken  thief.  He  has  no  pa- 
tience with  a  criminal  who  is  so  low 
that  he  will  steal  chickens. 

Everyone  owes  to  his  community  and 
to  himself  the  effort  to  catch  every 
chicken  thief.  Put  him  out  of  business. 
Put  him  in  jail.  Make  your  section  a 
safe  place  in  which  to  raise  poultry. 


HALF  GROWN  PULLETS 


During  the  past  few  years  the  trade 
in  partly  grown  pullets  has  grown  very 
rapidly,  and  today  one  can  buy  pullets 
of  almost  any  size  and  age  at  prices 


which  prove  very  attractive.  Years  ago 
everyone  raised  his  own  pullets,  but  to- 
day some  find  that  because  of  location 
that  it  is  better  to  buy  their  pullets. 
There  appears  to  be  a  growing  market 
for  half  grown  pullets,  and  this  fact  has 
opened  up  new  opportunities  for  the 
man  who  has  facilities  to  produce  these 
birds.  It  looks  like  just  another  step  in 
the  general  plan  of  specialization  under 
which  scheme  a  man  does  that  which 
he  can  do  better  or  cheaper. 

If  the  poultry  business  is  to  advance 
as  it  should  we  all  must  learn  one  truth, 
and  that  is  to  do  the  thing  which  we 
can  do  best.  Years  ago  the  writer 
thought  he  was  going  to  breed  exhibi- 
tion birds.  We  won  our  share  of  the 
ribbons,  but  soon  found  out  that  we  had 
the  ability  to  so  feed  and  care  for  our 
birds  that  they  laid  heavily.  We  could 
get  high  production.  Needless  to  say 
we  changed  over  to  the  production  of 
eggs.  If  you  have  the  facilities  to  grow 
pullets  and  can  do  it  better  than  your 
neighbors,  we  advise  you  to  do  it.  If 
you  have  limited  space  and  seem  to  do 
better  in  the  feeding  for  egg  production, 
follow  that  plan.  Let  some  other  fellow 
grow  the  pullets.  Do  the  thing  which 
you  can  do  best. 

The  demand  for  half  grown  pullets 
makes  this  end  of  the  business  very  at- 
tractive, and  the  income  is  usually  suf- 
ficient to  make  it  a  paying  proposition. 
Perhaps  one  thing  very  much  needed  is 
more  attention  to  the  advertising  of 
these  ready  to  lay  birds.  If  you  have 
some  which  will  be  ready  to  ship  soon, 
it  will  pay  you  to  use  some  advertising 
space.  An  ad  in  POULTRY  KEEPER 
will  not  cost  much,  and  it  may  bring 
you  a  large  number  of  orders.  We  have 
given  considerable  space  to  building  up 
a  demand  for  these  half  grown  and 
larger  pullets,  and  the  demand  is  here: 
If  you  do  not  get  the  orders  it  is  your 
own  fault.  Each  year  we  have  calls 
for  such  pullets,  and  our  advertisers  are 
usually  sold  out  early.  Opportunity  is 
trying  to  break  in  your-  door  again. 


PLAN  FOR  LAYING 
CONTESTS 


Each  year  we  find  it  a  pleasure  as 
well  as  a  duty  to  remind  our  readers 
that  one  must  plan  for  the  laying  con- 
tests some  months  in  advance.  The 
winner  in  these  contests  is  not  a  bird 
which  was  picked  at  random  and  sent 
to  the  contest  with  no  thought  or  prep- 
aration. To  win  at  a  contest  today 
means  something.    It  is  not  an  accident. 

In  order  to  win  one  must  begin  to 
plan  months  ahead.  Some  time  ago  we 
made  the  statement  that  one  must  be- 
gin with  the  grandparents.  Breeding 
counts.  Rearing  is  vital.  The  best  of 
breeding  can  be  ruined  by  improper  rais- 
ing. We  do  not  wish  to  say  that  you 
must  pamper  the  birds  which  you  plan 
to  enter  in  the  laying  contests.  We  do 
mean  that  you  must  rear  them  in  such 
a  way  that  they  will  store  away  every 
ounce  of  vigor,  that  they  will  pack  away 
into  their  bodies  enough  health  and  en- 
ergy so  that  when  the  strain  of  heavy 
laying  comes  that  they  can  stand  up 
under  this  stress  and  not  break  down 
Vigor  is  the  backbone  of  heavy  laying. 
Without  it  high  records  are  absolutely 
impossible. 

Not  alone  should  health  have  the  most 
painstaking  consideration,  but  the  birds 
should  be  matured  at  the  proper  time  to

enter  the  contest.  The  management  of 
the  various  laying  contests  frown  upon 
underdeveloped  pullets.  The  birds 
should  be  of  the  proper  size  and  devel- 
opment. A  bird  is  said  to  be  "ripe"  at 
the  time  she  will  start  to  lay.  If  you 
watch  the  development  of  your  pullets 
and  see  that  they  mature  or  become 
"ripe"  at  the  proper  time,  they  will  be- 
gin laying  the  minute  they  pass  the 
line.  Otherwise  they  may  be  delayed 
days  and  possibly  weeks. 

If  you  expect  to  win  at  a  laying  con- 
test it  is  none  too  early  to  begin  to 
make  your  plans.  Should  you  wait  un- 
til the  last  moment  your  chances  will 
be  very  slim.  Better  start  now.  Make 
your  plans.  Work  hard.  Do  not  be 
discouraged.  If  you  do  not  happen  to 
win  this  time,  try  again.  A  winner  re- 
flects much  credit  upon  the  owner.  He 
has  shown  that  he  has  brains  and 
knows  how  to  use  them. 


COMPETITION  DEMANDS 
BETTER  METHODS 


Competition  in  any  business  tends  to 
sharpen  the  wits  and  develop  new  ideas. 
Some  of  our  larger  corporations  are  try- 
ing to  remove  competition,  and  there  is 
no  more  certain  way  to  commit  suicide. 
Competition  is  the  parent  of  new  ideas, 
plans  and  schemes  by  which  advances 
are  made.  When  competition  is  lacking 
in  any  line  of  business  you  will  find  a 
business  which  strives  to  hold  its  own 
but  thinks  very  little  of  making  prog- 
ress.

True  it  is  that  we  may  find  it  neces- 
sary to  adopt  some  new  ideas,  but  the 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that  some  of  our 
old  ideas  are  pretty  much  shopworn 
anyway.  We  need  something  new. 

In  the  future  there  will  be  a  strong 
demand  for  better  birds.  The  doom  of 
the  mongrel  is  at  hand.  We  must  have 
the  best  stock,  well  bred  and  capable  of 
producing  more. 

,We  will  find  it  necessary  to  feed  bet- 
ter than  we  have  in  the  past.  High  pro- 
duction demands  scientific  feeding.  We 
must  give  more  thought  to  the  problem 
of  feeds  and  feeding.  Some  of  our  large 
feed  concerns  are  giving  the  matter  of 
food  composition  their  most  careful 
study  ,and  many  of  the  leading  poultry 
farms  are  relying  upon  commercial 
feeds.  Without  a  doubt,  more  commer- 
cial feeds  will  be  used  in  the  future. 

The  proposition  of  marketing  has  had 
slight  consideration  in  the  past,  but  as 
competition  becomes  stronger  we  will 
find  it  necessary  to  study  our  methods 
of  marketing  and  bring  them  down  to 
date. 

Thought  upon  these  subjects  are  of 
the  utmost  importance.  It  is  useless  to 
try  and  run  away  from  competition  or 
to  try  and  crush  it.  Our  plan  should  be 
to  meet  it  and  be  ready  to  do  battle  in 
the  most  effective  style.

They 
are  part  of  the  screenings 
from  the  remainder  of  the 
Sock  of  1500  chicks  after 
1200  had  died  from  intes- 
tinal worms. 


IN  THE  fall  of  1927  a  northern 
Ohio  poultryman  reported  to  us 
that  he  had  lost  1200  out  of  his 
flock  of  1500  chicks.

Oats  for  Chicks. 

A  neighbor  told  me  that  oats  was  good  to 
grow  bone,  so  I  fed  some  to  my  chicks,  and 
now  they  die.  I  cut  one  open  and  found  the 
crop  full  of  oats.  What  is  your  opinion  of 
this  matter?  — P.  B.  F. ,  Illinois. 

For  small  chicks  whole  oats  are  out 
of  the  question.  The  oat  is  covered 
with  a  husk  which  is  very  sharp.  As 
a  rule  it  packs  into  the  crop  and  punc- 
tures the  wall  of  the  crop,  and  of  course 
death  results.  We  think  that  it  would 
be  a  safe  rule  to  use  a  good  commercial 
growing  ration  and  not  experiment. 
Chicks  are  too  expensive  to  kill  by  new 
schemes  of  feeding.  Next  winter  when 
egg  prices  soar  sky  high  you  will  wish 
that  you  had  these  pullets  to  lay  eggs. 
Better  adopt  a  plan  of  feeding  which 
excludes  experiments.

Several  Questions. 

1.  I  have  had  rather  good  luck  this  year 
with  my  chickens,  and  so  plan  to  get  into  the 
game  on  a  large  scale  next  year.  What  size 
brooder  house  do  you  think  is  a  good  one? 

2.  I  find  quite  a  few  eggs  with  blood  on  the 
shells.  What  causes  this  condition?  The 
birds  are  nice  and  fat. 

3.  Do  you  think  that  broilers  pay  well  in 
the  fall  and  early  winter,? 

4.  What  would  you  suggest  for  worms  in 
poultry?  — K.  B.,  Iowa. 

1.  We  presume  that  you  refer  to  the 
colony  type  of  brooder  house.  We  con- 
sider a  house  10x12  feet  about  the  right 
size.  We  realize  that  owing  to  the  cost 
of  the  material  that  there  is  a  tempta- 
tion to  make  it  as  small  as  possible,  but 
the  size  mentioned  will  be  about  right. 

2.  Doubtless  the  very  fact  that  your 
hens  are  fat  causes  them  to  strain  to

The  hens  need 
a  little  rest  now  anyway. 

3.  Broilers  can  be  raised  in  the  fall, 
but  we  do  not  think  they  are  as  profit- 
able as  the  spring  raised  ones. 

4.  Use  a  good  commercial  worm  rem- 
edy and  follow  directions.  It  does  not 
pay  to  experiment  with  a  home  mixed 
remedy  when  you  can  buy  a  good  com- 
mercial remedy.

Lends  a  Hand 

I  have  500  Anconas  hatched  in  March.  When 
about  three  weeks  old  the  biggest  ones  weigh- 
ed 6  to  8  ounces.  They  began  to  have  weak 
legs.  I  took  fine  charcoal  and  soaked  it  over 
night  in  cod  liver  oil.  I  fed  this  on  top  of 
the  mash,  and  the  chicks  appeared  to  be  wild 
for  it.  In  two  or  three  days  the  leg  weak- 
ness disappeared  and  have  not  seen  it  since. 
I  hope  this  will  help  some  of  your  readers.

This  is  another  way  in  which  cod  liver 
oil  may  be  given  to  the  chicks.  It  ap- 
pears that  its  use  is  growing  each  year, 
and  the  wise  poultryman  does  not  try 
to  raise  chicks  these  days  without  a 
good  reliable  brand  of  cod  liver  oil.  We 
certainly  are  greatly  obliged  to  Mrs.  L. 
for  her  kind  suggestions. 

Reds  Off  Color 

I  have  been  raising  Rhode  Island  Reds  the 
past  year  and  it  seems  to  me  that  they  are 
not  the  right  color.  Some  look  faded  out, 
while  others  appear  almost  brown.  What 
should  the  color  be? 

— H.  S.  M. .  Missouri. 
We  think  your  foundation  stock  must 
be  rather  poor  stuff,  or  perhaps  you 
have  not  made  your  matings  right.  The 
Reds  should  be  RED.  The  light,  faded 
out  red  which  was  so  common  a  few 
years  back  is  fast  going,  and  a  dark, 
brilliant  red  has  taken  its  place.  We 
suggest  that  you  visit  the  poultry  yards 
of  some  breeder  and  have  him  explain 
the  matter  to  you  in  detail.  Or  better 
still,  go  to  a  poultry  show  next  winter 
and  talk  with  the  breeders  about  your 
birds.  You  will  find  most  of  the  fellows 
are  always  glad  to  give  you  such  help 
as  they  can.  If  you  can  do  no  better 
send  us  some  feathers  from  the  differ- 
ent sections  of  your  bird  and  we  will  try 
and  help  you.  We  are  at  a  disadvan- 
tage because  of  distance.

Are  You  Sure? 

My  six  week  old  chicks  have  white  diarrhea 
and  I  want  to  know  what  to  do. 

— S.  B.  M. ,  Ohio. 

White  diarrhea  usually  ends  about 
the  second  week,  but  coccidiosis  may  be 
the  cause  of  the  trouble.  In  the  treat- 
ment of  coccidiosis  we  suggest  that  you 
disinfect  the  house  and  premises.  Put 
lime  on  the  ground.  Give  all  the  but- 
termilk that  the  birds  will  consume.  You 
can  use  dried  buttermilk  in  the  mash 
if  you  wish,  but  be  sure  that  they  get 
milk  and  lots  of  it.

In  this  case  we  might  have 
been  of  untold  value,  but  the  writer  did 
noc  give  his  name. 

Feeding  Questions 

1.  What  do  you  think  of  mixing  dried  but- 
termilk and  mash  equal  parts  for  laying 
hens? 

2.  Would  you  feed  laying  mash  to  baby 
chicks?  — W.  T.  R..  Colorado. 
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1.  Dried  buttermilk  makes  an  excel- 
lent feed  for  laying  hens,  but  a  mash  of 
50  per  cent  milk  would  be  overdoing-  a 
good  thing.  Usually  about  10  per  cent 
of  dried  buttermilk  is  added  to  the  lay- 
ing mash.  Of  course,  a  little  depends 
upon  the  composition  of  the  mash.  By 
all  means  use  dried  buttermilk.  It  gives 
excellent  results. 

2.  We  would  not  give  a  laying  mash 
to  baby  chicks.  We  like  a  special  start- 
ing mash   for   little   chicks   and  then 

change  them  over  to  a  growing  mash.

Breed  Questions 

1.  I  would  like  to  know  if  the  Light 
Brahma  will  lay  as  well  as  the  White  Wyan- 
dotte. 

2.  Are  the  Light  Brahmas  as  hard  to  raise 
as  the  Wyandottes?  — A.  G.  S.,  Ohio. 

1.  The  Light  Brahma  is  not  consid- 
ered an  egg  machine,  but  lays  well  in 
cold  weather  when  egg  prices  are  high, 
so  they  are  good  profit  makers.  It  is 
difficult  to  compare  them  with  other 
breeds. 

2.  Evidently  you  feel  that  White 
Wyandottes  are  difficult  to  raise.  We 
feel  that  you  are  mistaken  in  this  point. 
The  Light  Brahma  is  rather  slow  to 
mature  and  will  take  some  time  to  fully 
round  out.

I  have  an  incubator  and.  have  hatched  my 
own  chicks,  and  I  have  also  purchased  chicks 
of  a  hatchery,  and  I  wonder  which  plan  you 
think  is  the  best,  taking  everything  into  con- 
sideration.

This  is  a  problem  which  should  be  de- 
cided upon  the  conditions  of  each  indi- 
vidual case,  but  generally  speaking  it 
appears  the  best  plan  to  buy  chicks  of  a 
reliable  commercial  hatchery.  We  pre- 
dict that  in  the  future  more  and  more 
chicks  will  be  purchased.  This  is  be- 
cause it  is  a  cheaper  and  more  efficient 
method  of  handling  the  matter.  One 
cannot  afford  to  do  that  which  someone 
else  can  do  cheaper,  and  the  large 
hatcheries  are  certainly  becoming  effi- 
cient to  the  last  degree.  We  believe  that 
it  is  best  to  buy  chicks,  generally  speak- 
ing.

LET'S  TALK  TURKEY 

(Continued  from  Page  3) 
number  of  poults,  which  by  the  way  is 
the  word  applied  to  young  turkeys,  arti- 
ficial incubation  makes  a  very  strong 
appeal.  In  the  past  it  was  thought  that 
poults  hatched  in  incubators  were  not 
as  strong  and  did  not  develop  into  as 
good  birds  as  those  hatched  by  natural 
means.  However,  this  theory  seems  to 
be  exploded.  With  a  good  modern  in- 
cubator it  is  possible  to  hatch  turkey 
eggs  just  as  well  as  any  eggs.  The  fact 
that  more  and  more  turkey  eggs  are 
placed  in  incubators  indicates  that  the 
plan  is  meeting  with  a  great  deal  of 
success.  It  solves  one  of  the  problems 
of  turkey  raising.  If  you  are  going  to 
purchase  an  incubator,  be  sure  that  it 
is  a  good  one.  You  don't  buy  an  incu- 
bator every  day,  and  it  pays  to  buy  one 
that  is  well  made  and  will  give  satis- 
factory results.  It  takes  about  28  days 
for  the  turkey  egg  to  incubate. 

We  can  see  a  question  on  the  faces  of 
some  of  you  readers.  You  do  not  seem 
able  to  figure  out  how  we  are  going  to 
brood  these  poults  which  are  hatched 
in  an  incubator.  Well,  we  are  going  to 
use  artificial  means  just  as  we  do  with 
chickens.  You  say  it  cannot  be  done. 
It  is  meeting  with  a  great  deal  of  suc- 
cess. It  will  be  the  most  popular  meth- 
od of  brooding  poults  within  a  very 
short  time.  You  would  not  think  of  try- 
ing to  brood  large  numbers  of  chicks  by 
the  natural  method.  "Yes,"  you  reply, 
"but  chicks  are  different."  We  do  not 
believe  they  are  different  in  respect  to 
the  method  used.  We  remember  when 
the  majority  of  poultrymen  made  all 
manner  of  fun  of  the  incubator  and 
brooder.  They  said  it  was  not  practical 
and  would  never  become  of  much  use. 
But  look  at  them  today.  Artificial 
brooding  of  poults  will  follow  the  same 
course.  It  will  become  popular  very 
quickly.  A  house  12x16,  with  a  shed 
type  roof,  6  foot  high  in  the  rear  and 
8  foot  in  front  will  make  a  satisfactory 
house  in  which  to  brood  poults.  There

should  be  at  least  a  couple  of  windows 
in  the  south,  the  house  facing  south. 
The  floor  should  be  of  boards,  matched 
and  well  braced.  It  is  best  to  build  the 
house  in  such  a  manner  that  it  can  be 
moved  to  new  ground  each  year.  It  can 
be  made  on  skids  and  easily  hauled 
around  as  occasion  requires.  Such  a 
house  can  be  used  to  start  from  200  to 
250  poults.  They  grow  fast  and  one 
must  watch  and  not  crowd  them.  Crowd- 
ing, chilling  or  overheating  are  all  de- 
cidedly bad  for  the  young  poults.  For 
litter  you  will  find  clover  or  alfalfa 
leaves  very  good.  If  it  gets  dusty  re- 
move it.    Dust  is  bad  for  the  birds. 

The  brooder  house  should  be  placed  in 
the  middle  of  a  plot  of  ground  contain- 
ing about  two  acres.  Divide  this  plot 
into  quarters  and  fence  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  the  poults  can  be  run  in  one 
yard  containing  about  one-half  acre  for 
a  week,  and  then  the  next  week  a  new 
yard  used.  When  such  a  plan  is  fol- 
lowed the  ground  will  be  fresh  and  clean 
and  the  youngsters  will  grow  and 
thrive.  One  week  out  of  four  the  poults 
will  be  in  a  yard.  The  rest  of  the 
month  the  yard  will  remain  vacant  and 
may  grow  a  crop  of  green  food.  When 
the  poults  get  along  to  ten  cr  twelve 
weeks  of  age  they  may  be  given  more 
range.    The  more  range  the  better. 

The  feeding  of  turkeys  is  one  which 
has  never  been  given  the  attention  it 
deserves.  We  are  finding  that  it  is 
time  well  spent  to  go  into  the  matter 
to  some  extent.  Take  the  matter  of 
feeding  the  breeders  for  an  example. 
They  require  some  grain,  and  a  very 
good  grain  ration  is  provided  by  giving 
equal  parts  of  wheat,  oats  and  corn.  A_ 
good  laying  mash  can  be  given,  and  we 
think  that  at  least  10  per  cent  of  dried 
buttermilk  should  be  added  to  the  mash. 
Some  do  not  believe  in  feeding  mash 
except  during  the  breeding  season.  Cer- 
tain it  is  that  they  should  not  be  over- 
fed during  the  hot  summer  months  and 
the  amount  of  corn  should  be  reduced. 
Oyster  shell,  grit  and  charcoal  should  be 
provided.  Oyster  shell  contains  certain 
elements  which  are  not  only  needed  in 
the  making  of  the  shells  of  the  eggs, 
but  the  body  requirements  demand 
them.  Green  food,  which  is  one  of  the 
cheapest  items  available,  is  often  over- 
looked. It  should  be  provided  in  abun- 
dance. A  turkey  consumes  a  very  large 
amount  of  green  food. 

The  feeding  of  poults  has  always  been 
surrounded  by  a  sort  of  mystery,  but 
it  is  not  nearly  so  difficult  as  some 
would  make  you  believe.  The  first  feed 
may  well  consist  of  hard  boiled  eggs 
and  cornbread  well  mixed.  Some  prefer 
to  bake  cornbread  and  let  it  stand  a  day 
or  two  until  it  is  well  dried  out,  and 
then  soak  it  in  milk  and  squeeze  fairly 
dry  and  give  to  the  youngsters.  Either 
method  is  very  good.  There  are  two 
rules  to  remember  in  the  feeding  of 
poults.  Do  not  feed  too  quickly  after 
hatching  and  feed  little  and  often.  If 
you  will  remember  these  simple  rules  it 
will  save  you  a  lot  of  grief  later  in  the 
game.  After  a  few  days  the  poults  can 
be  given  a  good  chick  ration,  but  it 
should  contain  20  to  25  per  cent  protein. 
If  it  does  not,  we  suggest  that  you  add 
dried  buttermilk  to  the  mash.  Growing 
poults  require  lots  of  green  food.  Some- 
one has  said  that  fully  one-third  of  the 
food  consumed  should  be  green  food. 
This  is  easy  to  arrange  for  and  also 
helps  the  growing  youngsters  to  develop

and  build  vigor  into  their  bodies.  Milk 
is  often  used  instead  of  water  for  a 
drink  to  begin  with. 

Lice  sometimes  make  a  lot  of  trouble 
for  growing  poults.  When  the  natural 
method  of  brooding  is  used  this  problem 
is  very  perplexing,  but  with  the  artifi- 
cial method  it  should  not  be  much  of  a 
job  to  keep  down  lice.  Lard  or  olive 
oil  will  get  rid  of  head  lice.  The  roost 
should  be  well  disinfected  and  kept 
clean  and  free  from  vermin.  This  is  a 
little  work,  but  if  the  poults  are  worth 
raising  they  are  worth  raising  right. 

For  several  reason  one  may  wish  to 
be  able  to  distinguish  the  sex  of  the 
poults.  At  about  the  age  of  three 
months  there  appears  a  small  fleshy  pro- 
tuberance on  the  breast  of  the  males. 
About  two  weeks  later  the  hair  starts 
to  grow  on  this,  which  is  called  the 
beard  or  tassel.  The  female  does  not  be- 
gin to  grow  a  beard  until  about  a  year 
old.  The  beard  of  the  male  is  coarser 
than  that  of  the  female. 

Poults  will  sometimes  start  to  roost 
at  six  weeks  of  age.  One  should  make 
sure  that  the  roosts  will  satisy  them 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  protection. 
In  the  southwest,  where  the  weather  is 
mild,  roosts  are  often  provided  in  the 
open.  Various  animals  will  steal  and 
kill  the  poults  unless  the  roosts  are 
high  enough  to  protect  them. 

The  turkey  is  raised  solely  as  a  mar- 
ket proposition.  That  being  the  case 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  bet- 
ter the  !oird  the  higher  the  price  which 
it  will  bring.  This  is  exactly  the  case. 
Therefore,  one  should  fatten  his  tur- 
keys and  get  them  in  prime  condition 
and  ship  to  the  best  markets.  New 
York,  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Chicago 
are  all  good  markets,  but  the  best  birds 
will  always  bring  the  highest  prices,  no 
matter  what  market  it  is  sent  to.  Some 
plan  to  start  the  period  of  fattening 
about  November  1st.  This  system  means 
that  one  must  crowd  the  birds  rather 
more  than  we  believe  is  good  for  them. 
We  feel  that  it  is  far  better  to  begin 
to  fatten  them  early  in  October  and  not 
crowd  them  quite  so  hard. 

Most  markets  prefer  a  dry  picked 
bird,  and  it  would  be  advisable  to  as- 
certain just  the  demands  of  the  market 
and  to  try  and  meet  the  requirements 
insofar  as  possible.  Almost  every  mar- 
ket has  some  little  peculiarities  which 
it  seems  willing  to  pay  for,  and  the  wise 
poultryman  sees  to  it  that  the  buyer 
gets  what  he  is  willing  to  pay  for. 

There  is  no  more  certain  way  to  kill 
the  demand  for  turkeys  than  to  put  un- 
finished birds  on  the  market.  If  you 
do  not  know  how  to  produce  a  good 
market  bird,  then  you  should  learn 
without  delay.  The  market  for  turkeys 
is  growing  more  and  more  to  be  a  year 
'round  affair.  Many  hotels  and  restau- 
rants now  supply  turkey  dinners  the 
best  part  of  the  year.  This  growing 
demand  is  made  possible  because  of  the 
fact  that  a  higher  grade  turkey  is  being 
produced.  As  the  quality  improves  the 
demand  will  increase.  We  must  keep 
improving  the  quality.  In  some  sec- 
tions there  is  a  fear  that  the  imported 
turkey  will  injure  the  local  business. 
True  it  is  that  some  turkeys  are  being 
imported  to  our  market,  but  the  remedy 
for  this  is  to  work  for  a  higher  tariff 
and  also  try  to  produce  a  quality  which 
will  far  outdistance  the  foreign  bird.  It 
would  appear  that  those  in  authority 
would  be  quick  to  see  the  advantage  to

WOMEN  AND  POULTRY 


Women  play  a  very  important  part  in 
the  poultry  business.  On  many  of  the 
farms  of  the  country  we  find  that  the 
real  poultry  keeper  is  a  woman.  Men 
do  not  have  a  monopoly  of  poultry,  but 
woman  has  taken  her  place  along  side 
of  her  companion,  and  made  good. 
Therefore  it  seems  fitting  that  we 
should  give  some  thought  to  her  efforts 
and  devote  some  space  to  her  accom- 
plishments. 

Women  are  particularly  fitted  for  the 
poultry  business.  In  the  first  place  they 
have  the  mental  capacity  to  assume  the 
right  attitude  towards  the  business  of 
caring  for  poultry.  It  seems  that  they 
are  so  constituted  that  they  know  what 
needs  to  be  done.  They  naturally  have 
the  right  relation  to  poultry.  Possibly 
this  is  due  in  a  measure  to  their  sex. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  generally  speaking 
they  are  willing  to  learn  of  any  new 
idea  which  makes  for  better  poultry, 
and  quite  naturally  this  keeps  them 
right  up  to  date.  There  is  no  business 
in  which  this  willingness  to  accept  new 
ideas  is  of  more  value  than  in  the  poul- 
try business.  In  this  day  and  age  we 
are  learning  so  much  that  is  new  about 
poultry  that  anyone  who  wishes  to  keep 
anywhere  near  up  to  date  must  be. will- 
ing to  give  a  great  deal  of  thought  and 
study  to  new  problems  and  their  solu- 
tion. Along  with  these  excellent  traits 
women  are  easily  adaptable  to  new  con- 
ditions. This  trait  is  of  much  real  value 
to  them  in  their  efforts  in  the  poultry 
business. 

Poultry  keeping  as  it  is  now  conduct- 
ed does  not  require  great  physical 
strength,  and  therefore  women  find  that 
they  can  do  the  necessary  work  without 
undue  taxation  upon  their  physical 
strength.  Possibly  some  of  the  work 
should  be  done  by  a  man  or  boy  just 
as  a  matter  of  conserving  her  strength, 
but  in  a  general  way  the  demands  upon 
her  strength  are  not  great,  and  in  many 
cases  this  has  been  the  turning  point 
which  has  made  many  a  successful 
poultry  venture.  Women  are  glad  to  do 
their  part  if  physically  able,  and  the 
poultry  business  has  given  them  an 
opportunity  to  prove  themselves. 

Women  are  generally  prompt  in  at- 
tending to  their  duties.  Perhaps  it  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  their  domestic  dut- 
ies require  this  that  has  had  much  to 
do  with  their  promptness,  but  whatever 
the  cause,  this  virtue  has  much  value

in  the  poultry  game.  Regularity  and 
thoroughness  are  almost  a  religious 
duty  if  one  is  to  make  a  success  of  poul- 
try. To  do  a  thing  when  it  needs  to  be 
done,  anel  do  it  as  it  should  be  done,  is 
almost  a  guarantee  of  success. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  women  possess 
several  traits  which  have  been  the 
foundation  upon  which  she  has  builded 
success  in  this  business  of  breeding  and 
feeding  of  poultry.  But  that  is  not  all. 
She  has  in  no  small  measure  contrib- 
uted to  the  success  of  her  companion 
by  her  encouragement  and  good  words 
of  counsel.  When  a  man  has  a  wife 
who  appreciates  what  he  is  trying  to 
do,  and  by  her  timely  advice  and  help, 
encourages  him,  his  success  is  assured. 
Men  need  encouragement  more  than 
anything  else,  and  women  can  lend  this 
help,  and  in  most  cases  they  live  up 
to  their  opportunities.  Man  is  so  con- 
tituted  that  if  he  can  have  the  right 
kind  of  encouragement  at  the  critical 
time,  that  he  can  solve  almost  all  prob- 
lems. Women  by  their  keen  insight 
and  tact  know  just  how  and  when  to 
offer  this  help.  So  women  play  a 
rather  important  part  in  the  poultry 
business.  They  write  much  of  the  his- 
tory of  American  poultry,  and  in  many 
cases  their  hands  are  not  seen.  They 
are  silent  partners,  invisible  to  the  pub- 
lic, but  their  efforts  have  done  much 
to  solve  many  problems  in  the  poultry 
world. 


While  women  appear  to  have  so  much 
in  their  favor,  yet  it  seems  to  us  that 
they  are  lacking  in  business  acumen. 
Often  they  appear  devoid  of  business 
judgment.  We  realize  that  many  are 
outstanding  in  their  respective  lines, 
but  possibly  due  to  a  lack  of  experience 
in  the  matter  of  barter  and  exchange 
through  past  generations  they  have  not 
made  as  rapid  progress  in  the  science 
of  business  as  has  man.  Business  judg- 
ment is  usually  acquired  by  experience. 
We  believe  that  women  realize  the  need 
and  will  strive  to  perfect  themselves  in 
this  matter. 

Women  have  been  very  successful  in 
making  poultry  pay.  We  have  had  ac- 
cess to  many  reports,  and  we  believe 
that  they  are  fully  as  successful  as  the 
men,  possibly  more  so.  You  may  ask 
if  we  have  evidence  to  back  up  our 
statements.  We  have.  In  order  to  pre- 
sent to  you  concrete  evidence  to  prove 
our  contention,  we  wish  to  submit  in 
brief  the  results  that  several  women 
have  had.  They  are  not  astonishing. 
We  do  not  consider  them  unusual.  We 
merely  submit  them  as  being  results 
which  may  be  obtained  by  the  average 
woman.  We  believe  that  they  are  whol- 
ly reasonable  claims. 

Mrs.  Mary  D.  was  left  a  widow  early 
in  life.  Her  income  was  very  limited, 
and  having  a  child  to  support  and  edu- 
cate, she  came  face  to  face  with  the 
problem  of  increasing  her  income.  Her 
husband  had  always  been  a  booster  of 
poultry,  and  naturally  she  thought  seri- 
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ously  of  this  as  a  solution  to  her  prob- 
lem. She  had  been  sewing  for  a  liv- 
ing, but  her  eyes  began  to  fail  her  and 
she  realized  that  something  else  must 
furnish  the  bulk  of  her  income.  Grasp- 
ing at  the  straw  of  hope  that  poultry 
would  help,  she  started  in  with  a  small 
flock.  The  neighbors,  realizing  her 
urgent  need,  were  glad  to  buy  eggs  of 
her,  and  gradually  she  increased  the 
flock  until  she  had  about  200  hens. 
These  hens  averaged  12  dozen  eggs  per 
hen  last  year.  That  gave  her  a  total 
of  2400  dozen  eggs  for  the  year.  The 
average  price  was  50  cents  per  dozen, 
which  may  be  considered  very  good  in- 
deed. Her  total  income  for  eggs  was 
§1,200.  Feed  and  other  expenses  took 
about  $600,  which  left  her  about  $600 
for  net  income.  She  does  not  raise  any 
pullets.  She  buys  ready-to-lay  pullets 
in  the  fall,  and  being  deeply  interested 
she  finds  much  enjoyment  aside  from 
the  fact  that  she  is  able  to  provide  for 
the  needs  of  her  small  family  and  is 
independent.  The  word  independent  is 
a  big  word  to  such  a  woman. 

Mrs.  Edith  C  is  a  farmer's  wife.  She 
has  to  cook  or  sew  for  a  family  of 
six,  but  being  ambitious  she  raises 
•quite  a  bit  of  poultry.  She  says  her 
poultry  pays,  with  emphasis  on  the 
word  her.  Her  business  venture  brintcs 
in  between  $300  and  $500  each  year.  She 
has  a  small  flock  of  well  bred  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  and  also  raises  some 
geese  each  year.  She  seldom  receives 
more  than  40  cents  a  dozen  for  eggs, 
and  often  they  get  down  as  low  as  20 
cents  during  the  summer.  Poorly  situ- 
ated as  to  market,  yet  she  makes  the 
best  of  the  situation,  and  anyway  who 
would  not  be  glad  to  receive  $300  extra 
pin  money? 

Miss  Olive  J  is  a  school  girl  in  her 
teens.  Being  the  daughter  of  a  thrifty 
mother,  she  has  been  taught  to  help 
about  the  house,  and  as  a  result  finds 
rather  limited  time  to  devote  to  her 
poultry.  But  she  is  so  deeply  interested 
in  poultry  that  she  has  a  back  yard 
flock  of  75  hens,  and  her  books  show 
that  she  makes  from  $150  to  $200  each 
year.  This  amount  is  being  placed  in 
the  bank,  and  the  day  will  come  when 
it  will  be  spent  to  further  her  education. 
She  says  that  she  enjoys  the  work  with 
Tier  Ttirds,  is  making  money — which  is 
the  real  incentive,  and  at  the  same  time 
is  building  up  her  health. 

Speaking  of  the  health  idea  of  the 
■question,  we  might  mention  the  case  of 
Mrs.  Martha  W.  She  was  in  poor 
Tiealth.  Her  doctor  ordered  fresh  eggs, 
milk  and  sunshine.  Finding  it  some- 
what of  a  problem  to  get  absolutely 
rfresh  eggs,  she  decided  to  keep  a  small 
flock  herself.  In  a  short  time  she  found 
that  the  work  agreed  with  her,  and 
she  began  to  build  up  physically.  Be- 
-coming  interested,  she  began  to  talk  a 
chicken  farm,  and  we  rather  expect  to 
see  them  leave  the  city,  and  who  can 
say  but  that  perhaps  poultry  may  have 
saved  a  life  in  this  case  and  prolonged 
the  happy  family  life  for  many  years? 

Space  is  limited,  and  we  must  hurry 
along  to  the  case  of  Mrs.  Ida  B,  who 
devotes  most  of  her  efforts  to  geese. 
She  finds  them  easy  to  raise  after  the 
first  couple  of  weeks.  She  fattens  them 
and  sells  them  every  fall,  carrying  over 
•only  a  few  breeders.  Geese  may  be  kept 
as  breeders  for  a  number  of  years.  She 
usually  plans  to  have  a  nice  fat  check 


just  before  Christmas,  and  she  laugh- 
ingly calls  this  her  Christmas  Earnings 
Fund. 

Miss  Irene  D  thinks,  breathes  and 
lives  beauty.  To  conceive  of  her  being 
interested  in  the  production  of  market 
eggs  is  out  of  the  question.  She  breeds 
several  varieties  of  poultry,  but  she 
breeds  for  beauty  of  color  and  shapli- 
ness  of  form.  She  exhibits  and  wins 
her  share  of  the  ribbons.  She  makes 
money,  but  the  big  thing  is  the  satis- 
faction of  being  able  to  produce  beauty. 
That  is  the  compeling  force  back  of  her 
efforts. 

The  evidence  could  be  continued,  but 
space  will  not  permit.  Poultry  pays  in 
dollars  and  cents,  in  health  and  satis- 
faction. We  get  out  of  anything  just 
about  what  we  put  into  it.  Our  success 
is  measured  in  a  large  measure  by  our 
enthusiasm.  If  we  invest  our  heart, 
head  and  hands  we  will  receive  health 
and  happiness. 

Women  have  played  an  important 
part  in  the  poultry  business.  They  will 
play  a  far  larger  part  in  the  future-  We 
have  unbounded  faith  in  the  women  of 
America,  and  we  feel  certain  that  no 
matter  what  duties  may  be  their  lot, 
that  they  will  prove  themselves  worthy 
and  well  qualified  to  discharge  that 
trust.

RAIN  STORM  LOSSES 


With  chicks  on  the  range  you  will 
have  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  to  see  that 
the  chicks  get  inside  on  showery  days. 
Sometimes  a  group  of  chicks  that  are 
well  feathered  out  will  be  so  interested 
in  ranging  that  they  will  get  caught  by 
sudden  showers,  drown,  or  else  get  wet 
and  so  badly  chilled  that  you  will  have 
heavy  losses. 

Shelters  can  be  provided  over  the 
range,  at  convenient  places.  While  the 
chicks  are  still  small,  it  is  well  to  keep 
them  confined  close  enough  to  the  house 
to  be  able  to  drive  them  in  if  necessary, 
or  until  they  learn  to  care  for  them- 
selves. 

Sheds  on  the  range  can  be  made  of 
rough  boards  or  building  paper,  and 
need  not  have  any  sides. 

When  cold  showery  days  come,  it  is 
well  to  start  up  the  brooder  stove,  but 
by  all  means,  do  start  up  the  brooder 
stove  on  cold,  damp,  chilly  nights. 
Chicks,  even  though  feathered  out,  will 
do  better  if  brooder  stoves  are  run  at 
night  to  dry  out  the  house  and  remove 
the  chill  air.

A  hen  depends  upon  the  food  she  con- 
sumes to  a  far  larger  extent  than  many 
realize,  judging  by  the  attention  they 
.give  the  matter.  The  hen  is  merely  a 
machine  which  takes  corn,  wheat,  oats, 
bran,  bugs,  greens  and  water,  and  con- 
verts them  into  eggs  and  flesh.  It  seems 
■a  very  simple  scheme  of  reasoning  to 
say  that  the  product  will  be  governed 
by  the  kind  and  quantity  of  feed  given. 
Such  is  the  case,  but  the  hen  herself  is 
a.  factor  which  must  be  considered. 

First,  the  food  must  provide  for  the 
requirements  of  the  body  of  the  hen.  It 
must  enable  her  to  repair  the  wastes  of 
the  body,  to  develop  energy  and  to  keep 
the  various  organs  of  the  body  func- 
tioning and  doing  their  duty.  Any  sur- 
plus food  is  converted  into  eggs  or 
flesh,  depending  upon  the  breed  and 
kind  of  feed.  The  larger,  lazy  breeds 
put  on  flesh  and  develop  into  good  table 
fowls.  The  small  nervous  breeds  turn 
the  surplus  into  eggs,  but  do  not  put 
•on  much  fat. 

The  kind  of  feed  which  the  hen  con- 
sumes governs  in  no  small  way  the  re- 
sults which  will  be  produced.  While 
the  breed  plays  a  vital  factor,  yet  the 
feed  also  has  a  part,  which  must  be 
taken  into  consideration.  The  more 
nearly  perfect  the  ration  the  better  the 
results  will  be.  The  average  poultry- 
man  lacks  the  knowledge  of  rations  and 
•does  not  have  the  machinery  to  econ- 
omically or  efficiently  mix  rations  at 
home.  Our  large  commercial  feed  mills 
realize  the  problems  which  confront  the 
poultryman,  and  they  are  looking  into 
the  future  and  building  better  rations 
■every  year.  If  the  results  of  the  future 
keep  pace  with  those  of  the  immediate 
past,  it  will  be  because  the  feed  mills 
use  scientific  knowledge,  and  their  large 
resources  to  meet  and  solve  the  prob- 
lems of  feeding. 

Better  feeds  are  essential  to  contin- 
ued progress.  While  breeding  problems 
play  a  large  part,  yet  the  ordinary  poul- 
tryman is  going  to  feel  the  urgent  need 
of  better  rations  in  the  future.  The 
commercial  mills  stand  ready  to  face  the 
problems  for  you,  provided  they  receive 
the  necessary  support  from  you.  They 
•cannot  go  ahead  and  spend  money  with 
reckless  regard  for  the  future.  They 
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must  get  results  for  you,  but  they  must 
also  get  results  for  themselves.  When 
you  buy  a  good  commercial  poultry  feed 
you  help  and  encourage  future  develop- 
ment in  the  production  of  better  feeds, 
and  we  believe  that  you  get  a  better 
feed  than  you  can  mix  at  home.  If  we 
are  to  have  better  results  we  must 
have  better  feed.  If  we  get  better  feeds 
it  will  be  because  we  help  the  commer- 
cial mills  to  build  them. 


WORMS  AND  PROFIT 


In  many  cases  when  the  profits  ap- 
pear to  be  shrinking  and  one  begins  to 
wonder  whether  his  system  of  book- 
keeping is  not  a  fake,  a  few  cents  spent 
for  a  good  commercial  worm  remedy 
would  help  solve  the  problem.  In  many 
cases  where  poultry  does  not  pay  there 
is  a  cause,  and  often  it  is  located  in 
what  has  aptly  been  termed  small  leaks. 
Because  of  the  loss  being  small,  it  is 
overlooked,  or  the  matter  given  no  seri- 
ous consideration. 

Worms  cause  a  big  loss  in  poultry. 
We  are  all  on  the  loekout  for  roup, 
tuberculosis  and  other  well  advertised 
poultry  diseases.  For  some  reason,  the 
problem  of  worms  is  overlooked.  We 
believe  that  more  birds  suffer  from 
worms  than  from  tuberculosis.  Tuber- 
culosis is  a  serious  disease.  Once  es- 
tablished in  a  flock  the  poultry  keeper 
faces  a  real  problem.  However,  not  all 
birds  which  appear  unthrifty  and  go 
light  have  tuberculosis.  The  fact  is  that 
the  symptoms  of  worms  is  often  mis- 
taken for  certain  signs  of  tuberculosis. 
One  should  be  sure  that  the  birds  have 
tuberculosis  before  giving  up  hope. 
Doubtless  in  a  great  many  cases  a  good 
worm  remedy  would  be  all  that  would 
be  needed. 

Worms  may  cause  a  very  large  loss 
if  the  matter  is  neglected.  Modern 
science  has  brought  about  remedies 
which  are  efficient  and  prove  most  use- 
ful in  the  matter  of  exterminating  the 
worms  and  bringing  the  birds  back  to  a 
healthy  condition.  In  these  days  of  in- 
tense methods  one  must  be  constantly 
on  the  alert  to  check  every  loss  and  to 
use  every  avenue  to  increase  profits.  If 
your  chickens  are  wormy,  act  at  once. 
It  means  money  to  you.  Worms  and 
profits  do  not  get  along  well  together. 
Do  not  blame  your  luck,  but  get  rid  of 
the  worms. 


WHEN  TO  CULL 


The  word  cull  has  come  to  be  one  of 
the  most  used  words  in  the  vocabulary 
of  the  average  poultryman.  Perhaps  we 
should  say  one  of  the  most  abused.  A 
great  many  who  use  the  word  do  not 
understand  its  real  meaning.  Perhaps 
the  word  is  misleading.  The  writer 
much  prefers  the  word  select.  What 
one  really  does  is  to  select  his  best  birds 
and  retain  them,  selling  the  culls  or 
birds  which  do  not  meet  his  require- 
ments. By  such  a  process  of  elimina- 
tion one  is  able  to  have  a  definite  meth- 
od of  improvement.  When  such  a 
system  is  used  the  progress  will  be 
certain. 

One  problem  which  appears  to  puzzle 
many  is  just  what  time  of  the  year  is 
best  suited  to  this  matter  of  selecting. 
Some  claim  that  the  spring  best  suits 
their  plans,  while  others  favor  the  fall 
or  perhaps  the  early  summer.  Possibly 
due  to  peculiar  conditions,  some  farms 


will  find  one  particular  season  as  best 
suited,  but  on  the  majority  of  places 
we  advocate  a  sort  of  continual  process 
of  selection.  If  one  finds  that  a  hen 
does  not  meet  his  requirements,  dispose 
of  her.  Why  wait  three  or  six  months? 
Dispose  of  any  bird  the  moment  it  is 
found  that  the  bird  no  longer  is  useful 
in  your  plans.  We  have  advocated  this 
year  'round  system  of  selection  for  some 
time,  and  those  of  our  readers  who  have 
put  it  in  practice  are  very  much 
pleased. 

We  can  see  no  reason  to  retain  a 
non-producer  or  star  boarder  just  to  fit 
a  plan.  Feed  costs  money  these  days 
and  we  cannot  afford  to  keep  a  single 
bird  about  which  there  is  any  question. 
It  not  only  costs  money  to  feed  a  bird, 
but  it  costs  money  to  house  one.  Did 
you  ever  stop  to  think  that  housing 
costs  are  just  as  important  as  the  feed- 
ing costs?  Many  good  poultrymen  nev- 
er figure  that  housing  is  much  of  an 
expense.  We  believe  that  in  this  they 
are  making  a  mistake.  Nothing  gets 
free  rent  these  days.  Why  should  the 
hens?  It  costs  you  money  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  poultry  house. 

Efficient  management  demands  that 
we  use  every  means  to  retain  only 
those  birds  which  are  able  to  make  a 
profit  for  us.  Any  other  plan  is  costly 
and  unsatisfactory.  If  you  prefer  the 
word  cull,  use  it,  but  be  sure  that  you 
practice  what  you  preach.  If  you  like 
the  word  select,  make  use  of  it.  Actions 
speak  louder  than  words. 


REGULATE  PULLET 
MATURITY 


It  is  a  very  desirable  thing  to  have 
pullets  mature  at  the  proper  time.  We 
all  know  how  provoking  it  is  to  have 
them  start  laying  too  early  in  the  sea- 
son. A  fall  molt  often  follows  early 
laying.  Perhaps  it  is  just  about  as  dis- 
gusting to  want  them  to  begin  laying 
and  to  find  that  they  are  loafing  on  the 
job.  The  ideal  arrangement  is  to  so 
regulate  maturity  so  that  they  will  start 
laying  when  we  want  eggs. 

To  begin  with  one  must  decide  upon 
the  time  when  it  appears  desirable  to 
have  them  begin  laying.  Some  may 
want  the  pullets  to  start  laying  by  the 
middle  of  October,  while  others  want 
them  to  wait  until  into  November. 

Of  course,  age  is  one  of  the  principal 
factors  in  maturity.  Some  breeds  ma- 
ture more  quickly  than  others.  Per- 
haps the  manner  in  which  the  pullets 
are  reared  and  the  kind  and  quantity 
of  feed  given  is  as  vital  a  factor.  We 
have  had  Anconas  laying  at  four 
months  and  ten  days  of  age,  while  we 
have  seen  other  flocks  of  five  and  even 
six  months  old,  and  still  no  eggs.  The 
matter  of  feeding  is  an  important  mat- 
ter. We  always  advocate  a  good  grow- 
ing mash  for  the  young  chicks.  As  they 
approach  maturity,  the  amount  of  meat 
scraps  and  milk  may  be  increased.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  they  appear  to  be 
maturing  too  rapidly,  the  animal  pro- 
tein in  the  ration  may  be  reduced.  In 
this  case  the  amount  of  vegetable  green 
food  is  largely  increased.  Moving  to 
another  house  also  tends  to  check  ma- 
turity and  tends  to  retard  early  laying. 

Maturity  is  largely  a  matter  over 
which  you  have  control.  Instead  of  plac- 
ing the  blame  ou  your  luck  it  would  be 
well  to  realize  that  you  can  regulate  it 
in  a  very  large  measure. 


A  VACATION  NECESSARY 


Rest  is  a  very  necessary  part  of  the 
process  of  living.  The  average  man  is 
said  to  spend  one-third  of  each  twenty- 
four  hours  in  rest  and  sleep.  When 
such  a  plan  is  followed  one  is  supposed 
to  be  able  to  do  a  day's  work  and  not 
become  over-weary.  However,  in  our 
modern  way  of  life  we  seldom  find  suf- 
ficient time  to  give  to  the  rebuilding 
of  our  tired  and  worn  bodies.  It  ap- 
pears that  a  special  period  of  rest  is 
necessary  during  which  time  we  can 
get  back  into  good  physical  and  mental 
condition.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  mental  strain  is  perhaps  great- 
er than  the  physical  stress. 

Possibly  you  feel  that  you  cannot  af- 
ford to  leave  your  business  and  get 
away  for  a  week  or  two,  but  we  have 
observed  that  as  a  rule  when  such  a 
fellow  breaks  down,  as  he  usually  does, 
that  his  business  must  get  along  as  best 
it  can.  It  might  be  better  to  get  away 
from  your  works  for  a  short  vacation 
each  year  rather  than  to  face  a  perma- 
nent vacation  later. 

Another  class  of  fellows  say  they  do 
not  need  a  vacation.  They  claim  to  be 
so  constituted  that  they  do  not  require 
a  special  period  of  rest.  If  they  will 
•only  keep  on  with  this  idea  they  will 
face  a  big  physical  and  perhaps  mental 
smash.  It  will  be  too  late  then  to  real- 
ize that  every  one  needs  a  rest. 

The  wife  and  children  will  also  ap- 
preciate a  real  vacation.  A  change  will 
do  them  good. 

If  the  family  enjoys  camping  and  out- 
of-doors,  fill  up  the  gas  tank  of  the  old 
car  and  take  a  trip.  Camp  along  the 
way.  The  editor  plans  to  do  this  every 
summer  and  we  have  a  lot  of  fun  and 
enjoy  every  minute  we  are  on  the  road. 
There  are  good  camp  grounds  now  so 
that  one  can  find  plenty  of  company. 
Get  out  of  doors.  Forget  your  work  and 
worries.  Get  back  to  Nature  and  see 
how  fine  you  feel  when  you  get  back 
home.  You  can  add  years  to  your  life 
by  taking  a  vacation.  You  need  it.  You 
deserve  it  and  should  have  it.  Plan  to 
spend  a  real  vacation  this  year.

A  Bock  of  wormy  pullets  before  treatment

The  words  Plymouth  Rocks  indicates 
the  breed  as  a  whole,  which  includes 
several  varieties,  of  which  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  are  one.  The  word 
Plymouth  is  often  dropped  when  speak- 
ing of  the  Barred  variety,  but  it  is  gen- 
erally understood  that  the  breed  is  the 
Plymouth  Rocks.  We  might  compare 
this  to  the  word  Leghorns,  which  in- 
cludes many  varieties,  but  the  words 
Single  Comb  White  Leghorn  indicates 
a  certain  variety.

Soft  Shelled  Eggs 

We  are  having  a  lot  of  trouble  with  soft 
shells  on  the  eggs,  and  come  to  you  for  help. 
Would  cloudy  weather  cause  it?  This  may 
seem  like  a  foolish  question,  but  I  know  you 
can  help  me.  — Mrs.  P.  U..  Wisconsin. 

Soft  shelled  eggs  may  come  because 
of  a  lack  of  lime.  The  hens  cannot 
make  shells  unless  they  have  the  mate- 
rials out  of  which  to  make  them.  Oys- 
ter shells  supply  the  lime,  but  make 
sure  that  you  purchase  a  good  reliable 
brand  of  them.  The  egg  organs  may  be 
•  iseased  and  not  function  properly,  and 
this  would  cause  a  defective  shell. 
Sometimes  when  the  hens  have  been 
forced  for  heavy  production  and  given 
stimulants  this  condition  comes  about. 
The  cause  suggests  a  remedy.  Less 
stimulating  food,  rest  and  quiet  may 
bring  about  a  better  condition.  If  the 
case  is  one  of  long  duration,  there  may 
be  no  remedy.  You  ask  if  cloudy  weath- 
er may  cause  soft  shells.  It  has  not 
been  supposed  that  it  would,  but  dur- 
ing the  last  couple  of  years  we  have 
watched  the  matter  and  have  been  sur- 
prised to  find  that  real  often  the  soft 
shells  came  during  a  period  of  cloudy 
weather.  We  also  have  several  reports 
on  file  which  seem  to  indicate  that  in 
some  cases  at  least  cod  liver  oil  appears 
to  help  correct  the  difficulty.  It  would 
seem  that  this  is  a  matter  worthy  of 
investigation.  Try  giving  some  cod  liver 
oil  and  see  if  it  helps.

We  presume  that  you  have  already 
cleaned  off  the  dropping  boards,  and  if 
you  spray  them  with  a  good  disinfec- 
tant it  would  be  very  good.  We  do  not 
think  your  hens  will  get  sick,  but  of 
course  they  should  never  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  eating  such  filth.  Do 
you  keep  charcoal  before  them  all  the 
time?  This  will  help  keep  them  in 
health.

During  rainy  weather  one  must  be 
very  careful  to  see  that  the  poultry 
house  is  kept  very  clean.  If  the  drop- 
pings are  allowed  to  accumulate  this 
will  cause  a  foul  o.'or.  Clean  them  off 
every  day.  Scrub  the  dropping  boards 
with  soap  and  water  and  then  wash  off 
with  a  good  disinfectant.  When  dry 
put  dust,  gypsum  or  even  sand  on  the 
boards  to  absorb  the  moisture  of  the 
droppings.  Another  point  to  remember 
is  that  the  litter  needs  changing  fre- 
quently. We  believe  that  if  you  keep 
the  poultry  house  clean  that  there  will 
be  no  trouble  from  that  source.  Watch 
the  yards,  if  you  have  any.  They  are 
likely  to  become  sour,  foul,  and  cause 
a  lot  of  trouble.  Lime  them  frequently. 
Would  it  not  be  best  to  do  away  with 
the  runs?  Be  sure  to  watch  the  pile 
of  accumulated  droppings.  This  is  an- 
other source  of  trouble.  We  hope  that 
we  have  given  you  a  few  hints  which 
will  enable  you  to  make  peace  with  your

this,  the  successful  turkey  raiser  makes 
it  a  habit  to  feed  his  birds  close  to  the 
homestead  every  day.  This  brings  the 
flock  home  at  every  feeding  time. 

But  modern  turkey  raising,  however, 
provides  yarding  the  turkeys  during  the 
breeding  season,  keeping  them  entirely 
away  from  other  poultry,  hatching  in 
an  incubator,  brooding  in  brooders  and, 
most  important  of  all,  keeping  turkey 
profits  under  control  through  a  proper 
feeding  program  that  includes  milk  in 
the  ration. 

To  get  the  right  start  the  breeding 
stock  should  be  selected  from  disease- 
free  foundation  stock.  Where  the  breed- 
er does  not  have  an  extensive  range 
then  probably  the  White  Hollands, 
Buffs,  Narragansetts  or  the  Blacks  will 
prove  more  satisfactory  than  the 
Bronze,  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
Bronze  has  a  wandering  and  restless 
nature. 

It  is  a  good  plan  never  to  keep  and 
breed  any  turkey  which  has  been  seri- 
ously sick  even  if  it  seems  to  be  en- 
tirely cured.  For  this  reason  none  but 
healthy  birds  should  be  selected  for  the 
next  Spring's  breeding.  The  best  meth- 
od of  determining  which  turkeys  to 
keep  and  which  to  eliminate,  which  to 
buy  and  which  not  to  buy,  is  to  know 
whether  they  have  made  a  steady,  vig- 
orous growth  from  the  shell  upward. 
These  that  do  grow  vigorously  are  very 
likely  to  be  healthy.  Those  that  are  a 
little  larger  than  the  average  size  for 
their  breed  are  also  apt  to  be  stronger 
than  the  smaller  birds. 

A  good  turkey  man  can  tell  from  the 
appearance  and  action  of  the  birds 
whether  they  are  well  and  strong  or 
not.  For  this  reason  a  good  turkey  man 
should  be  employed  to  start  those  who 
are  just  entering  the  turkey  raising 
business. 

At  least  15%  dried  buttermilk  should 
be  added  to  the  feed  of  the  turkey.  An 
excellent  product  is  that  made  by  the 
Collis  Products  Company,  of  Clinton, 
Iowa.

MORE  ABOUT  LIGHT  BRAHMA 


Editor  Poultry  Keeper: 

I  was  certainly  pleased  to  see  the  arti- 
cle, "The  Light  Brahma,"  in  the  current 
number.  Mr.  Frank  tells  the  truth  about 
this  remarkable  but  greatly  neglected 
breed.  He  could  have  added  much  more 
and  still  been  within  bounds  of  strict 
varacity.  I  have  at  different  times  tried 
out  a  number  of  breeds,  but  must  say 
that,  considering  meat  value  and  winter 
laying  ability,  the  Light  Brahma  beats 
them  all,  and  this  includes  several 
strains  of  Leghorns,  as  well  as  the  Wy- 
andottes,  White  and  Barred  Rocks,  and 
others.  One  year  I  tried  an  experiment 
with  a  pen  of  ten  Brahma  hens,  giving 
them  plenty  of  feed,  bone  and  shell,  but 
no  green  food,  and  they  layed  an  aver- 
age of  42  eggs  per  week  during  the 
months  of  January,  February  and 
March,  and  this  in  a  northern  state. 
They  are  heavily  feathered  and  thus 
stand  the  cold  well,  and  are  compara- 
tively free  from  roup  caused  by  drafts. 
Admittedly  they  do  not  do  so  well  in 
hot  weather,  as  they  suffer  more  or"  less 
from  the  heat,  and  must  have  shady 
dusting  grounds  in  summer,  as  well  as 
plenty  of  cool  water  and  a  little  red 
pepper  in  meal  mash.  I  presume  this  is 
why  their  reputation  has  suffered-they 
are  not  good  summer  layers  as  a  rule. 
But  give  them  comforts  and  plenty  of 
good  solid  food  and  they  will  astonish 
you  in  the  Fall  and  Winter  when  other 
flocks  are  taking  a  vacation  and  the 
price  of  eggs  is  high. 

And  then  as  roasters — oh,  my,  did  you 
ever  set  your  teeth  into  a  nine  pound 
White  Brahma  hen,  or  a  twelve  pound

My  attention  was  first  attracted 
the  odd  name,  Gizzard  Capsule.  I 


by 
no- 


ticed it  was  a  "new  invention,"  and  was 
for  "worms  in  poultry." 

That  interested  me.  Like  most  poul- 
try raisers,  I  know  that  when  my  hens 
are  lazy  or  my  young  birds  are  not  put- 
ting on  size  and  weight,  I  can  find  the 
trouble  nearly  always  in  the  intestines. 
I  know,  too,  that  it's  not  an  easy  matter 
to  get  rid  of  intestinal  worms. 

It  said  this  new  invention  is  an  in- 
soluble capsule.  All  the  more  interest- 
ing. Ordinarily,  a  capsule  is  intended 
to  dissolve  readily.  This  Gizzard  Cap- 
sule does  not  dissolve  at  all.  I  had  to 
find  out  about  it.

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BUILD  A  BETTER  POULTRY  HOUSE 


Supplying  poultry  with  suitable  en- 
vironment is  one  of  the  most  essential 
factors  of  good  poultry  management. 
We  believe  that  suitable  environment 
begins  with  the  right  kind  of  a  poultry 
house.  Then  the  question  naturally 
arises  as  to  just  what  a  good  poultry 
house  really  is. 

Different  sections  of  the  country  re- 
quire slight  changes  in  poultry  house 
construction.  It  seems  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  a  house  suitable  for  Min- 
nesota would  be  rather  warmer  than 
necessary  for  Alabama.  However,  some 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  poultry 
house  construction  are  the  same,  no 
matter  where  the  house  may  be  erected. 
Suppose  we  investigate  this  matter  and 
find  out  what  some  of  the  requirements 
are,  and  perhaps  draw  a  word  picture 
of  what  we  are  pleased  to  call  the 
standard  poultry  house.  If  we  were  an 
artist  and  could  make  a  drawing  it 
might  appear  more  vivid,  but  let  us  see 
if  a  word  picture  will  not  serve  just  as 
well. 

There  are  two  general  types  of  poul- 
try houses.  The  colony  house,  which 
is  an  individual    house    in    itself  and

which  houses  a  flock  and  has  no  con- 
nection with  any  other  house.  Often  this 
type  of  house  is  moved  about  the  farm 
from  place  to  place.  Such  houses  are 
quite  popular  in  the  rearing  of  chicks, 
but  their  cost  has  made  them  some- 
what impractical  as  laying  houses  for 
large  flocks.  Then  there  is  the  long 
house  which  may  house  from  one  hun- 
dred to  one  thousand  hesns.  This  house 
is  cheaper  to  build  than  the  colony 
type,  is  more  economical  of  ground,  and 


on  stormy  days  one  can  do  all  the  nec- 
essary work  of  caring  for  the  flock 
without  getting  out  into  the  storm. 
Almost  all  of  the  commercial  egg  farms 
have  adopted  the  long  house  as  being 
best  suited  to  their  needs.  However, 
the  house  which  we  plan  to  describe  to 
you  will  be  a  single  unit.  It  may  be 
used  as  a  colony  house,  although  it  is 
a  little  large  for  that  purpose,  or  if  it 
seems  necessary  to  add  another  unit  or 
more  to  it,  this  may  be  done  at  any 
future  period.  It  may  be  lengthened 
out  to  as  long  a  house  as  seems  desir- 
able. 

But  before  we  launch  into  the  de- 
scription of  the  house  we  should  know 
what  some  of  the  basic  needs  of  a  good 
house  are.  Possibly  the  first  considera- 
tion should  be  the  size  of  the  house. 
One  does  not  want  to  go  to  the  expense 
of  building  a  larger  house  than  is  need- 
ed, and  yet  it  must  be  sufficiently 
large  to  accomodate  the  flock  with  ease. 
Exercise  is  very  essential  to  the  health 
of  the  birds.  The  best  way  for  them 
to  have  exercise  is  to  have  a  house 
large  enough  to  provide  plenty  of  litter 
for  them  to  scratch  in.    The  tendency

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of  the  amateur  is  to  crowd  his  birds. 
This  is  a  mistake  and  can  only  result 
in  disaster.  The  amount  of  floor  space 
will  depend  upon  the  location  and  the 
breed.  The  smaller  breeds  should  have 
about  four  square  feet  of  floor  space, 
and  the  medium  sized  birds  will  get 
along  best  with  four  and  one-half 
square  feet.  We  realize  that  this  is 
more  than  is  often  recommended,  but 
we  believe  that  time  will  bear  us  out. 

Economy  is  our  next  consideration. 
The  average  poultryman  does  not  have 
enough  money  that  he  can  waste  it  on 
an  unnecessary  building  program.  Only 
good  lumber  should  be  used.  Cheap 
lumber  is  often  rather  costly  in  the  end. 
The  walls  should  be  tight  for  warmth 
and  the  roof  should  be  well  made  so 
that  it  will  stand  the  weather  for  many 
years.  Cracks  may  harbor  lice,  and 
therefore  inferior  lumber  may  cause  a 
lot  of  labor.  Frills  are  to  be  avoided. 
They  add  nothing  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  house  and  they  will  add  considerable 
to  the  house. 

A  convenient  house  is  very  essential. 
You  should  plan  a  house  that  will  pre- 
vent every  waste  motion.  Double  swing- 
ing doors  between  the  pens,  self-feeding 
hoppers,  easily  cleaned  dropping  boards, 
convenience  of  removing  litter,  collect- 
ing eggs  and  cleaning  the  nests  are  all 
factors  well  worth  consideration.  Labor 
is  an  expensive  factor  in  the  poultry 
game,  and  if  you' can  build  a  house  so 
that  it  will  cut  down  on  the  labor  costs 
you  will  find  it  greatly  to  your  advan- 
tage. 

The  poultry  house  should  admit 
plenty  of  sunlight.  Sunshine  is  a  great 
germ  destroyer,  and  yet  it  is  probably 
overlooked  more  frequently  than  any 
other  such  effective  agent.  Possibly  if 
we  had  to  pay  dearly  for  it  we  might 
appreciate  it  more.  Make  sure  we  do 
pay  if  we  fail  to  provide  for  plenty  of 
sunshine.  It  gives  warmth.  It  makes 
the  surroundings  congenial.  It  acts  as 
a  tonic.  Poultrymen  are  coming  to  re- 
alize the  value  of  direct  sunshine,  and 
the  new  poultry  houses  are  being  so 
constructed  that  this  very  valuable 
agent  is  admitted  in  abundance. 

A  good  poultry  house  should  be  dry. 
There  are  three  kinds  of  moisture  in  a 
poultry  house.  The  first  kind  is  often 
called  atmospheric  and  is  caused  by 
moisture  in  the  air.  Lack  of  ventilation 
in  the  poultry  house  may  accentuate 
trouble  from  this  source.  The  next  kind 
of  moisture  is  what  may  be  called  con- 
densation from  the  fact  that  it  gathers 
on  the  walls  and  rafters.  This  may  be 
due  to  a  lack  of  head  room  in  the  poul- 
try house,  or  too  little  ventilation.  The 
last  kind  of  moisture  is  sometimes 
called  soil  moisture  and  comes  up 
through  the  walls  and  floors.  Improper 
construction,  or  poor  location,  may  be 
the  cause  of  this  kind  of  moisture.  The 
cause  suggests  the  remedy.  We  shall 
suggest  one  remedy  under  the  subject 
of  floors  later  on  in  this  article. 

We  have  already  suggested  the  need 
of  ventilation.  Plenty  of  air  is  vitally 
essential,  but  there  must  be  no  direct 
drafts.  If  the  organs  of  the  bird  are 
to  function  properly  they  must  have 
plenty  of  oxygen.  There  are  two  com- 
mon ways  by  which  to  obtain  fresh  air. 
The  muslin  or  open  front  and  a  regular 
ventilating  system. 

We  must  plan  to  avoid  excessive  heat 
or  cold  in  the  poultry  house.  With 
proper  ventilation  this  matter  can  be 


handled  to  some  extent,  but  good  con- 
struction also  helps  a  great  deal.  The 
combs  should  not  freeze  while  the  birds 
are  on  the  roosts.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  birds  should  not  be  suffocated  with 
the  heat  of  summer. 

The  question  of  sanitation  may  not 
be  considered  as  a  building  factor,  but 
we  believe  it  should  be.  All  internal  fix- 
tures should  be  removable.  It  does  any 
poultry  house  good  to  have  a  thorough 
cleaning  once  in  a  while.  Labor  is 
saved  if  this  may  be  done  easily. 

Well,  what  of  the  materials  which  we 
are  to  use  in  this  poultry  house?  Wood 
is  doubtless  the  cheapest  and  most  pop- 
ular. Almost  anyone  who  is  handy  with 
a  hammer  and  saw  can  build  a  fairly 
respectable  poultry  house.  Hollow  tile 
is  used  in  some  cases  and  makes  a  sat- 
isfactory house,  but  this  material  can- 
not be  obtained  in  all  sections.  It  is 
somewhat  more  expensive  than  lumber. 
Concrete  blocks  have  a  tendency  to 
make  a  damp  house,  and  for  that  rea- 
son are  not  as  popular. 

Well,  friend  reader,  thus  far  you 
have  not  had  a  definite  picture  of  your 
next  poultry  house,  but  doubtless  you 
have  been  getting  a  dim  impression  of 
what  a  good  poultry  house  should  be. 
Now  let  us  take  our  pencil  and  darken 
up  the  lines  and  bring  out  the  details 
of  the  picture. 

The  shape  of  the  house  is  always  one 
which  is  a  problem  to  the  novice.  Re- 
member this,  the  nearer  square  the 
house  the  less  lumber  it  will  require. 
Here  is  something  else  to  put  in  your 
note  book.  The  deeper  the  house  the 
cheaper  the  building  costs  per  bird.  A 
house  20  feet  deep  is  about  as  deep  as 
seems  practical  for  a  simple  shed  roof. 
A  deeper  house  requires  a  semi-Monitor 


type  roof.  Let  us  confine  ourselves  to 
the  shed  roof  at  this  time.  Therefore 
the  most  economical  unit  is  a  house 
20x20  feet.  If  we  allow  four  square  feet 
of  floor  space  to  each  bird,  this  will 
give  us  a  house  which  will  house  100 
birds.  If  you  desire  a  house  to  hold 
more  birds,  build  more  units.  Suppose 
you  build  five  units.  This  will  make  a 
house  20x100  feet.  Such  a  house  will 
have  a  capacity  of  500  birds.  The  back 
walls  will  be  five  feet  high.  The  front 
walls  will  be  eight  feet  high.  Such  a 
house  will  admit  sunshine  to  the  back 
of  the  house,  a  very  desirable  feature. 
Two  windows  are  placed  in  the  front, 
one  at  either  end,  and  these  are  two 
feet  and  six  inches  by  five  feet  and  six 
inches.  An  opening  in  the  middle  of 
the  front  is  four  feet  by  ten  feet,  and 
this  is  covered  with  wire  and  has  a 
muslin  curtain  which  may  be  let  down 
on  stormy  days.  This  curtain  can  be 
hinged  at  the  top  and  fastened  on  the 
ceiling  when  not  in  use.  If  the  storms 
are  severe  in  your  section,  a  weather 
shield  may  be  placed  on  the  front  of 
the  house.  This  shield  is  from  2V2  to 
3  feet  wide  and  extends  downward  like 
an  awning  over  the  windows  at  an 
angle  of  45  degrees. 

Small  windows  are  often  placed  in  the 
rear  of  the  house  under  the  dropping 
board.  Such  windows  provide  consid- 
erable light  and  help  to  keep  the  litter 
distributed.  Hens  have  a  tendency  to 
scratch  litter  away  from  the  light. 

The  roosts  are  placed  at  the  back  of 
the  house,  assuming  that  it  faces  south. 
These  roosts  are  made  of  2x4  lumber 
with  the  edges  rounded  a  trifle.  The 
rear  roosts  should  be  about  ten  inches 
from  the  back  wall  and  the  front  roost

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MILK  PROVES  USEFUL 

We  are  quite  likely  to  go  about  the 
task  of  feeding  our  flock,  and  overlook 
many  of  the  most  vital  facts  connected 
with  the  problem.  If  we  buy  a  ready- 
mixed  feed  we  may  pass  the  responsibl- 
ity  on  to  the  maker,  and  if  the  feed 
is  made  by  a  reliable  concern  this  is 
perfectly  alright.  If  one  mixes  his  own 
feed  the  case  assumes  a  different 
aspect.  We  are  responsible  for  what 
goes  into  such  a  feed.  The  question  is 
whether  we  know  enough  to  properly 
proportion  a  good  feed. 

No  matter  what  kind  of  feed  is  used, 
we  know  that  some  feed  stuffs  make 
excellent  additions  to  the  ration.  Milk 
is  such  a  food.  The  writer  never  had 
much  success  trying  to  feed  sweet  milk. 
In  hot  weather  it  became  sour  very 
quickly.  One  rule,  which  is  a  good 
one,  is  never  to  feed  sweet  and  sour 
milk  alternately.  We  learned  that  sour 
milk  was  much  more  desirable  than  to 
alternate  between  sweet  and  sour. 

Dried  buttermilk  has  come  to  play  a 
very  important  part  in  poultry  feeding. 
The  results  have  been  satisfactory;  it  is 
easily  handled,  and  the  amount  con- 
sumed can  be  controlled.  In  feeding 
sour  milk  one  can  never  be  sure  just 
how  much  they  will  eat.  Dried  butter- 
milk is  in  powder  form  and  can  be 
mixed  into  the  mash.  As  you  control 
the  amount  of  mash  consumed,  so  you 
can  regulate  the  amount  of  dried  butter- 
milk eaten. 

Dried  buttermilk  tends  to  aid  diges- 
tion, build  vigor,  promote  health,  and 
thus  prevent  disease.  The  natural  re- 
sult is  greater  profits.  As  only  about 
10  per  cent  of  dried  buttermilk  is  added 
to  the  usual  dry  mash,  the  cost  is  not 
heavy.  We  must  not  measure  the  re- 
sults entirely  by  the  cost.  Higher  pro- 
duction, better  health,  and  rapid  and 
more  uniform  growth  of  youngsters  will 
greatly  outweigh  the  slight  increase  in 
cost  of  feeding.  In  many  cases  we  do 
not  want  to  look  too  much  at  the  cost 
but  at  the  ultimate  results. 

Milk  is  coming  to  be  recognized  as  an 
essential  in  poultry  feeding.  If  you 
have  not  tried  it,  we  suggest  that  you 
give  it  a  trial.  Six  montVs  trial  will 
make  you  a  booster  for  milk. 


BUY  THAT  NEW  COCKEREL 
NOW 

One  of  the  unbroken  rules  on  some 
farms  is  to  introduce  new  blood  each 
year.  Many  feel  that  a  good  cockerel 
is  about  the  best  way  in  which  to  ac- 
complish this.  By  the  last  of  this 
month  the  early  cockerels  will  begin 
to  show  up  well,  and  it  is  a  very  good 
time  to  buy  future  breeders.  We  pre- 
fer to  make  the  purchase  now  rather 
than  to  wait  until  cold  weather  comes 
along,  and  perhaps  a  frosted  comb  be 
the  result.  Then  we  like  to  see  the 
cockerel  have  a  few  weeks  to  become 
accustomed  to  his  new  home  before  cold 
weather  sets  in.  Of  course,  we  would 
not  recommend  the  purchase  of  . a  small 
or  immature  bird.  He  should  be  large, 
well  rounded  out,  and  vigorous  to  the 
last  degree.  You  are  buying  the  cock- 
erel to  inject  new  vigor  into  your  flock, 
so  the  very  first  requirement  should  be 
that  he  possess  an  abundance  of  vigor. 

On  many  farms  it  seems  necessary  to 
purchase  several  cockerels.  While  the 
amount  thus  invested  is  not  a  large 
sum,  yet  if  one  can  save  a  little  on  each 
one  it  will  be  worth  while.  By  making 
the  purchase  early  in  the  season  one 
usually  is  able  to  save  quite  a  little 
money.  If  a  cockerel  is  kept  over  the 
winter  months  and  then  sold  as  a 
breeder,  the  price  will  be  considerably 
higher.  It  is  to  the  advantage  of  the 
purchaser  to  buy  early  and  save  the 
difference  between  the  fall  and  spring 
price. 

If  you  require  say  a  dozen  cockerels  it 
is  a  good  plan  to  buy  one  or  two  extra, 
so  if  one  does  not  turn  out  as  good  as 
expected  or  is  injured,  you  will  still  have 


the  desired  number. 

The  longer  you  wait  the  more  you 
will  pay.  Prompt  attention  to  this  mat- 
ter means  money  in  your  pocket.  Our 
advertisers  can  serve  you  well  at  this 
particular  time,  but  if  you  have  any 
difficulty  in  obtaining  just  what  you 
want,  a  letter  to  the  editor  will  enable 
him  to  put  you  in  touch  with  the  de- 
sired stock.

Why  a  Mash? 

I  have  been  reading  what  you  write,  and 
find  it  very  good,  but  why  you  advocate  a 
mash  is  something  I  wish  you  would  explain. 
I  presume  there  are  many  other  readers  who 
would  like  to  know  why  a  mash  is  better 
than  the  whole  grain.

A  mash  is  very  useful  because  it 
saves  energy  of  the  bird.  You  use  ma- 
chinery to  grind  the  mash  and  save 
just  that  much  energy  for  the  hen  to 
devote  to  other  purposes,  laying  eggs 
for  example.  The  ground  feed  is  more 
quickly  digested  than  whole  grain, 
therefore  the  hen  can  eat  more  of  it. 
Remember  this,  if  the  hen  be  properly 
bred,  she  will  turn  all  surplus  feed  into 
eggs.  We  mean  by  surplus  feed,  that 
above  which  she  must  have  for  body 
requirements.  A  hen  should  have  some 
grain  and  some  mash.

We  like  to  use  mature  hens  for  the 
breeding  pen.  Pullets  are  often  unsat- 
isfactory. They  are  not  as  reliable  and 
we  do  not  feel  that  they  give  as  good 
results.  Personally,  we  would  rather 
sell  less  eggs  and  sell  from  hens  only. 
We  poultrymen  have  got  to  breed  more 
vigor  into  our  flocks,  and  one  way  to 
do  it  is  to  use  better  birds  in  the 
breeding  pen.  The  use  of  immature 
birds  as  breeders  is  one  way  to  break 
down  the  vigor.  Some  of  our  readers 
say  this  is  a  hobby  with  the  writer,  but 
we  claim  it  is  a  good  hobby,  anyway. 


It  Is 

Do  you  thiv.k  that  pasture  is  necessary  if 
one  is  to  raise  geese?

We  think  that  an  abundant  pasture 
is  the  basis  of  raising  geese.  After  they 
get  a  good  start  they  can  be  turned  out 
on  the  grass  and  they  will  grow  like 
weeds. 


Cooked  Feed 

I  have  quite  a  lot  of  vegetables  which  I  can 
cook  and  give  to  my  birds,  and  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  you  think  a  cooked  feed  equal  to  the 
food  in  the  natural  state.

In  very  cold  weather  it  may  be  al- 
right to  give  the  birds  a  warm  moist 
mash,  but  we  rather  feed  the  vegetables 
in  the  raw  state.  The  process  of  cook- 
ing is  likely  to  cause  a  loss  of  some  of 
the  vitamins  which  are  very  valuable. 
A  cooked  or  partly  cooked  feed  might 
be  given  to  the  layers,  but  we  would 
hardly  want  to  give  it  to  breeding  stock.

FEEDING  POULTRY  FOR  PROFIT 
AT  GRANDVIEW  FARM 


By  Robert  Osborn 

Perhaps  one  of  the  easiest  ways  to 
get  into  an  argument  is  to  discuss  the 
subject  of  poultry  raising  for  profit. 
There  are  the  usual  number  of  "know 
it  alls"  who  will  emphatically  tell  you 
that  "there  is  no  money  to  be  made  in 
poultry  raising."  On  the  other  hand, 
one  needs  only  to  look  around  and  see 
the  vast  number  of  poultry  shippers, 
together  with  the  indisputable  evi- 
dence of  average  poultry  prices  on  any 
live  stock  exchange. 

Somebody  is  making  money  in  poul- 
try— yet  we  will  have  to  admit  that  a 
great  many  people  are  not  only  losing 
money  but  making  a  hopeless  failure 
of  what  otherwise  could  be  a  profitable 
venture. 

The  writer  believes  that  the  out- 
standing and  glaring  mistake  that  is 
being  made  today  in  poultry  raising  is 
"false  economy."  The  farmer  who  is 
attempting  to  raise  poultry  on  any 
kind  of  an  extensive  scale  and  at  the 
same  time  economize  on  his  investment 
is  in  the  same  category  as  the  farmer 
who  attempts  to  raise  swine  or  cattle 
with  "scrub"  stock. 

It  was  my  pleasure  some  time  ago 
to  visit  the  Grandview  Farm  at  Aurora, 
New  York.  Mr.  Ef.  L.  Wyckoff,  owner 
and  manager,  is  an  outstanding  exam- 
ple of  a  successful  poultryman.  To  be- 
gin with,  the  basic  stock  of  this  farm 
is  carefully  selected  and  scientifically 
culled.  The  breeding  farm  is  operated 
on  a  carefully  worked  out  principle  of 
scientific  feeding  and  a  rigid  adherence 
to  an  approved  system  of  sanitation. 
Mr.  Wyckoff  claims  that  these  two  fac- 
tors alone  have  been  largely  responsi- 
ble for  the  banishment  and  practically 
entire  elimination  of  the  many  poultry 
diseases  that  are  ordinarily  "bugbears" 
to  a  large  percentage  of  poultrymen. 
Mr.  Wyckoff,  in  my  conversation  with 
him,  was  of  the  opinion  that  his  care- 
ful and  scientific  feeding  is,  to  a  great 
degree,  largely  responsible  for  the  suc- 
cess that  he  has  obtained. 

At  the  Grandview  Farm  dried  butter- 
milk is  fed  in  sufficient  quantity  to  ac- 
tually prove  advantageous.  Some  poul- 
trymen who  have  attempted  to  use 
dried  buttermilk  claim  that  they  do  not 
find  any  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  their  flock.  The  failure  to  see  im- 
provement is,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  fact 
that  such  a  small  perceentage  of  dried 
buttermilk  is  fed  as  to  make  the  im- 
provement scarcely  noticeable.

PREPARE  FOR  HIGH  WINTER 
PRODUCTION 


When  the  big  laying  season  is  on,  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  your  hens  are 
producing  eggs  in  quantity.  The  trou- 
ble is  that  everybody  else's  hens  are 
doing  exactly  the  same  thing.  And  that 
keeps  the  price  down.  In  the  early  win- 
ter, however,  prices  are  practically 
double,  due  to  the  shortage  of  eggs.  De- 
veloping your  hens  for  all  year  'round 
laying  is  an  important  point  in  poultry 
raising.  Hens  that  produce  during  the 
off  season  are  your  best  profit  makers. 
It's  the  old  law  of  supply  and  demand 
working  all  over  again. 

Xow  is  the  time  to  get  your  hens  into 
condition  for  high  winter  production. 
You  can  do  this  only  through  proper 
feeding.  Get  enough  feed  into  your 
birds — feed  of  the  proper  kind. 

Pullets  entering  their  first  egg  produc- 
tion period  should  be  matured  during 
the  six  weeks  following  October  1.  Ma- 
ture your  pullets  on  growing  feed  be- 
fore forcing  them  for  egg  production. 
"Wrong  feeding  methods  will  retard  ma- 
turity. Correct  feeding  will  develop  the 
pullets  completely  as  to  every  function 
and  will  bring  them  to  early  laying  with 
a  nominal  body  weight.  This  is  essen- 
tial to  maximum  egg  production. 

The  early  hatched  pullets  will  prob- 
ably be  the  most  profitable.  This  means 
those  hatched  not  later  than  April,  for 
the  light  breeds,  and  those  hatched  in 
February  or  March  for  heavy  breeds. 

Egg  production  is  always  reduced  by 
moving  pullets  after  they  have  begun 
to  lay.  This  trouble  can  be  eliminated 
by  moving  the  birds  to  their  winter 
quarters  several  weeks  before  laying. 

In  the  dark  winter  month  sunshine 
is  at  a  premium.  The  work  of  the  sun, 
therefore,  must  be  supplemented  by 
feeding  a  good  grade  of  cod  liver  oil. 
Due  to  its  high  content  of  Vitamins  A 
and  D,  cod  liver  oil  keeps  the  birds  in  a 
healthy,  rugged  condition.  It  also  ma- 
terially increases  the  lay. 

To  get  the  persistent  laying  habit 
fixed,  feed  liberally.  Don't  forget  oys- 
ter shell,  for  a  hen  cannot  function 
properly  without  the  shell  material  to 
cover  her  eggs.  Oyster  shell  is  quite 
frequently  confused  with  grit.  Both 
are  essential,  but  both  perform  different 
functions.  The  grit  grinds  the  food;  the 
oyster  shell,  which  is  softened  almost 
as  soon  as  it  gets  into  the  crop,  goes 
into  the  digestive  organs,  and  is  ab- 
sorbed in  a  solution  to  make  new  egg 
shells.  . 


511  Rats  Killed 

At  One  Baiting  —  Not  a  Poison 

"First  night  I  put  out  the  new  Rat 
Killer,  I  counted  282  dead  rats,"  writes 
Pat  Sneed  of  Oklahoma.  "In  three 
days'  time  I  had  picked  up  511  dead

(Continued  from  Page  4) 
Should  be  12  to  15  inches  from  the  front 
■edge  of  the  dropping  board.  The  roosts 
should  be  about  13  inches  apart  for 
Leghorns  or  small  breeds,  but  if  you 
have  Rocks  or  other  large  birds  you 
should  allow  about  15  inches  between 
the  roosts.  The  roosts  should  be  eight 
inches  from  the  dropping  board,  and  if 
they  can  be  hinged  at  the  back  so  as  to 
swing  up  it  will  make  the  task  of  clean- 
ing the  dropping  board  a  simple  one. 
The  roost  being  about  20  feet  long,  you 
will  need  four  roosts  in  order  to  provide 
sufficient  roost  room.  Generally,  we 
allow  about  eight  inches  of  roost  space 
for  a  Leghorn  and  ten  inches  for  a- 
Rock.  By  all  means  place  poultry  wire 
netting  directly  under  the  roosts.  This 
will  prevent  the  birds  from  scratching 
in  the  droppings  and  may  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease,  not  to  mention  the 
help  it  will  give  in  keeping  the  eggs 
clean. 

If  your  pencil  has  been  following  the 
suggestions  you  must  have  the  house 
nearly  drawn  by  this  time. 

If  the  house  is  composed  of  more 
than  one  unit  it  would  be  well  to  put 
a  partition  between  the  units.  This 
wall  should  be  solid  from  the  back  of 
the  house  to  within  about  six  feet  of 
the  front.  This  arrangement  will  pre- 
vent drafts. 

The  floor  can  be  made  of  either  wood 
or  concrete.  In  cold  climates  it  is  a 
usual  practice  to  make  the  wood  floor 
double  with  tar  paper  in  between.  This 
prevents  much  cold  and  dampness.  It 
is  well  to  build  a  wood  floor  at  least  lVz 
to  2  feet  up  off  the  ground.  If  one  is 
going  to  build  a  concrete  floor  a  thick 
layer  of  cinders  should  be  used  first. 
Tamp  these  down  well.  Then  place 
about  four  inches  of  rough  concrete 
over  the  cinders.  Now  place  a  layer  of 
tarred  building  paper  over  the  concrete. 
Cement  every  joint  with  roofing  cement. 
This  will  prevent  moisture  coming  up 
through  the  floor.  Now  lay  a  coating 
of  cement  trowelled  smooth.  Such  a 
floor  should  be  almost  moisture  proof. 

For  the  walls  the  use  of  drop  siding 
is  quite  popular.  In  cold  climates  the 
house  is  sometimes  sheated  up,  paper 
applied,  and  then  siding  placed  over 
the  paper.    This  makes  a  warm  house. 

A  roof  as  long  and  flat  as  you  will 
have  on  this  house  makes  the  use  of 
shingles  almost  out  of  the  question. 
Roofing  is  used  and  every  joint  is  ce- 
mented. Nail  the  roofing  well.  Having 
a  northern  exposure,  such  a  roof  should 
last  for  many  years. 

Now  it  will  be  necessary  to  paint  the 
house  in  order  to  preserve  the  wood  and 
improve  the  appearance.  Use  good  paint 
and  brush  it  in  well.  Do  not  apply  the 
priming  coat  too  thick.

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Let  Lights  Increase  Production 


The  natural  period  of  heavy  egg  pro- 
duction is  in  the  spring  and  summer. 
The  average  hen  lays  two-thirds  of  her 
yearly  eggs  during  the  six  months  be- 
ginning in  March.  One-third  of  the 
eggs  are  laid  in  the  remaining  six 
months.  In  some  cases  practically  all 
of  the  eggs  are  laid  in  the  first  six 
months. 

There  is  a  reason  why  most  of  the 
eggs  are  produced  at  a  certain  time  of 
the  year.  Spring  is  the  natural  breed- 
ing season,  and  egg  production  is  an  at- 
tempt on  the  part  of  the  hen  to  repro- 
duce her  kind.  Thus  we  see  that  spring 
and  summer  production  have  a  natural 
cause.  Back  of  this  there  is  another 
factor  which  has  long  been  overlooked. 
In  the  spring  and  summer  we  find  that 
the  hens  have  14  to  15  hours  of  day- 
light, with  not  over  8  hours  of  dark- 
ness. With  so  many  hours  of  daylight 
it  is  but  natural  for  the  hen  to  work 
longer  and  consume  more  food.  In  the 
winter  we  find  just  the  reverse  to  be 
the  case.  The  hen  has  but  a  few  hours 
to  scratch  and  find  grain.  Suppose,  for 
the  sake  of  illustration,  that  we  laid 
abed  for  15  hours  each  day,  or  had  we

better  say  night.  How  much  would  we 
accomplish?  Modern  ways  of  living  de- 
mand that  we  do  just  a  certain  amount 
of  labor  in  a  day.  In  order  to  do  this 
we  find  we  have  found  it  necessary  to 
lengthen  the  day.  Artificial  light  has 
made  it  possible  to  lengthen  the  day. 
Thus  we  see  that  we  are  able  to  do  our 
daily  tasks  because  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  made  the  day  longer.  Who  of  us 
would  consider  trying  to  get  along  with- 
out some  kind  of  artificial  lights?  As 
we  write  these  lines  the  soft  glow  of  an 
electric  light  shines  down  on  our  desk 
and  doubtless  many  of  you  who  read 
these  lines  will  do  so  with  the  aid  of 
artificial  illumination  of  some  kind.  We 
lengthen  our  days  by  artificial  lights. 
Why  not  give  the  hen  the  same  oppor- 
tunity? Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that 
if  we  give  the  hen  longer  days  in  the 
winter  that  she  will  work  longer  hours 
and  consume  more  food,  two  factors 
which  mean  more  eggs?  If  the  ration 
is  balanced,  the  more  the  hen  eats  the 
more  eggs  she  will  lay.  Artificial  light- 
ing simply  gives  the  hen  this  opportun- 


ity. The  exercise  is  a  means  of  keeping 
the  organs  of  the  body  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition. This  is  the  secret  of  artificial 
lighting,  if  you  care  to  think  of  it  as  a 
secret.  We  prefer  to  think  of  it  as  com- 
mon sense  applied  to  the  problem  of 
feeding.  In  and  out,  up  and  down,  no 
matter  how  you  view  the  problem  it  is 
one  of  feeding. 

Under  the  old  order  of  things  it  is 
customary  to  give  the  hens  their  last 
meal  of  the  day  along  about  4  o'clock 
m  the  afternoon.  The  crop  of  the  aver- 
age hen  fed  at  this  time  will  be  nearly 
empty  by  midnight.  From  midnight 
until  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  the 
digestive  machinery  of  the  hen  is  idle. 
As  a  result,  the  egg  producing  machin- 
ery also  comes  to  a  stop.  For  six  or 
seven  hours  the  plant  is  closed  down. 
Try  and  picture  any  manufacturing 
plant  closing  down  with  prices  going  up 
every  day,  and  orders  without  limit. 
And  yet  we  allow  our  egg  manufactur- 
ing plant  to  close  down  during  the  high- 
est price  period  of  the  entire  year. 

In  addition  to  this  we  find  that  the 
wear  and  tear  on  the  body  of  the  hen 
is    always    heaviest    during    the  cold 
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weather.  The  demands  of  the  body  are 
met  first.  If  there  is  any  surplus  it 
goes  into  eggs  or  fat.  During  the  win- 
ter, because  of  short  hours,  the  surplus 
is  greatly  reduced.  Hence  we  get  few 
eggs  in  the  very  cold  winter  months. 
Can  you  begin  to  picture  the  reason  egg 
prices  go  skyward  just  when  you  have 
few  to  sell?  When  the  demand  increas- 
es we  work  harder.  Why  not  apply  the 
same  rule  to  our  hens?  Longer  hours 
will  enable  them  to  consume  more  feed 
and  more  feed  means  a  surplus  which 
is  converted  into  eggs. 

Objections  have  been  made  to  the  use 
of  artificial  lights  because  it  appeared 
to  force  the  hens  and  cause  them  to 
break  down.  No  doubt  this  has  been 
true  in  some  cases,  but  it  has  been  due 
to  the  abuse  rather  than  the  use  of 
lights.  We  do  not  condemn  all  auto- 
mobile drivers  simply  because  a  few 
abuse  their  rights  and  drive  at  exces- 
sive speed.  We  should  hesitate  to 
make  charges  which  cannot  be  substan- 
tiated. Artificial  lighting  has  been 
abused,  but  when  properly  used  it  be- 
comes a  real  help  in  winter  egg  produc- 
tion. 

Then  the  question  is  just  how  to  use 
it.  To  begin  with,  many  poultrymen  used 
morning  lights.  They  turned  on  the 
lights  before  daybreak  and  made  the 
hens  get  up  and  go  to  work.  Some  fel- 
lows reasoned  that  evening  lights  were 
the  best,  so  they  turned  them  on  in  the 
late  afternoon  and  kept  the  hens 
scratching  for  an  hour  or  two  after 
their  usual  bedtime.  Others,  more  en- 
thusiastic than  wise,  used  both  morn- 
ing and  evening  lights.  Out  of  this  ex- 
perimentation it  was  found  that  the  use 
of  lights  could  be  overdone.  We  be- 
lieve in  a  moderate  use  of  lights.  We 
think  the  so-called  evening  lunch  plan 
will  prove  the  best,  when  all  things  are 
considered.  This  plan  calls  for  the  turn- 
ing on  of  the  lights  at  eight  or  nine 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  hens  are 
allowed  to  come  down  off  the  roosts  and 
have  a  lunch  lasting  about  one  hour. 
Plenty  of  grain  should  be  scattered 
about  so  that  they  can  get  a  good  crop 
full.  The  lights  are  then  dimmed  and 
they  go  back  to  roost,,  happy,  contented 
and  with  a  full  crop.  If  their  crops  are 
not  well  filled,  give  them  a  little  longer 
time  next  evening.  Under  such  a  plan 
the  hens  have  enough  grain  in  their 
crops  to  last  until  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  di- 
gestive machinery  and  therefore  the 
egg  producing  machinery  is  not  closed 
down  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
night.  Such  a  plan  can  be  used  to  get 
the  hens  to  lay  50  to  60  per  cent  and 
even  more.  The  profits  will  be  satis- 
factory. 

Almost  any  sort  of  illumination  will 
answer  the  purpose.  Whatever  means 
is  used  it  should  be  easy  to  control,  safe 
in  operation  and  economical  in  installa- 
tion and  operation.  Gasoline  mantle 
lanterns  are  very  useful.  In  many  cases 
their  use  is  essential.  When  given  the 
proper  care  they  will  serve  very  well. 
Where  possible  the  use  of  electric  lights 
seems  the  best  form  of  light.  Two  40 
watt  lights  should  be  enough  for  a  house 
20x20  feet.  The  lights  should  be  fast- 
ened on  the  rafters,  and  not  hung  from 
a  cord.  These  lights  equipped  with 
ample  reflectors  and  placed  a  little  for- 
ward of  the  center  of  the  house  will 
provide  plenty  of  light. 


In  considering  the  use  of  artificial 
lights  we  should  remember  not  to  use 
them  on  breeding  stock.  Heavy  winter 
laying  is  not  required  of  breeders. 

Do  not  use  lights  irregularly.  Once 
started  they  should  be  continued.  A  hen 
is  a  victim  of  habit,  and  anything  which 
breaks  the  habit  tends  to  upset  her  reg- 
ularity of  laying.  If  any  changes  in 
lighting  are  required,  make  these 
changes  gradually.  The  hen  does  not 
like  sudden  changes. 

It  is  well  to  have  all  the  birds  under 
lights  of  the  same  breed  and  age.  Pul- 
lets can  stand  more  lights  than  old 
hens.  The  fact  is  that  there  is  some 
question  whether  it  pays  to  use  arti- 
ficial lighting  on  birds  after  their  first 
pullet  year.  It  appears  that  lights  may 
be  used  on  pullets,  but  old  hens  may 
not  be  able  to  stand  up  under  the 
strain.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  there 
is  moce  or  less  of  a  strain  on  the  birds 
when  lights  are  used.  Old  birds  which 
have  been  weakened  by  heavy  summer 
production  should  not  be  put  under 
lights.  With  the  use  of  lights  you  can 
get  eggs  when  the  price  is  high,  and 
after  all  there  is  a  growing  tendency  to 
treat  the  hen  as  a  machine.  She  must 
work  when  you  want  her  to  work.  Keep 
her  just  as  long  as  she  returns  a  profit, 
and  no  longer. 

When  birds  are  put  under  lights  one 
should  be  careful  to  provide  plenty  of 
drinking  water.  The  egg  is  two-thirds 
water,  and  if  the  hen  lays  more  eggs 
she  must  drink  more  water. 


It  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  to  see 
a  flock  increased  from  20  to  30  per  cent 
in  egg  production  when  put  under 
lights.  The  cost  of  supplyiag  the  lights 
is  small,  and  with  the  price  of  eggs 
hitting  a  high  point  in  December  and 
January,  it  would  seem  quite  evident 
that  it  was  a  good  plan  to  get  as  many 
eggs  at  that  time  as  possible.  Person- 
ally we  would  rather  crowd  the  hens  a 
little  for  production  when  prices  are 
high,  and  if  you  feel  they  must  loaf  let 
this  be  when  egg  prices  are  down.  It 
may  require  a  little  head  work  to  get 
this  plan  in  operation,  but  other  poultry- 
men  are  following  it,  and  there  is  no 
reason  in  the  world  why  you  should  be 
content  with  spring  and  summer  eggs.

And  finally,  after  presenting  these 
facts,  we  would  commend  to  your  seri- 
ous consideration  the  advisability  of 
installing  artificial  lights  at  the  time. 
Test  them  out  for  a  year  and  satisfy 
yourself  that  they  hold  possibilities  of 
increased  profits.  Success  and  profits 
do  not  come  by  holding  on  to  old  ideas. 
While  this  idea  of  lights  may  seem 
somewhat  new  to  you,  yet  it  has  been 
used  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to 
warrant  recommending  it  to  you.  Arti- 
ficial lighting  has  come  to  stay,  because 
it  helps  solves  a  problem.  It  increases 
egg  production  when  egg  prices  are 
highest.

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WELL,  HOW  ABOUT  WINTER 
VENTILATION? 


Why  dq  we  use  the  word  winter  in 
connection  with  ventilation?  Is  winter 
ventilation  any  different  from  summer 
ventilation? 

Poultrymen  have  not  given  the  prob- 
lem of  ventilation  the  attention  it  de- 
serves. It  is  one  of  the  problems  which 
must  be  solved  in  the  next  ten  years. 
True  it  is  that  we  have  made  an  effort 
at  it,  but  we  have  not  yet  mastered  the 
fundamental  principles  and  put  them 
into  practice.  Until  the  time  comes 
when  we  do,  there  is  still  a  problem 
for  us. 

Winter  ventilation  does  not  differ 
from  summer  ventilation  only  in  the 
more  urgent  need  of  it.  In  the  summer 
time  our  birds  are  out  of  doors  much  of 
the  time,  and  the  doors  and  windows 
are  open.  When  winter  comes  we  shut 
the  windows  and  crowd  the  birds  into 
the  poultry  house,  and  the  wonder  is 
that  they  keep  as  healthy  as  they  do. 
We  venture  the  guess  that  the  average 
poultryman  has  more  birds  in  his  poul- 
try house  today  than  he  had  last  sum- 
mer. Now  the  house  is  shut  up,  while 
last  summer  it  was  largely  open.  It 
seems  quite  evident  that  we  need  ven- 
tilation in  the  winter  as  much  as  we  do 
in  the  summer. 

There  are  two  general  types  of  ven- 
tilation. The  open  front  or  a  modified 
form  of  it  where  a  muslin  curtain  is 
used  is  the  most  popular  and  perhaps 
the  cheapest.  The  other  system  is  to 
install  a  pipe  or  tube  which  extends 
from  the  floor  of  the  poultry  house 
through  the  roof  and  acts  as  a  chimney 
— carrying  a  certain  amount  of  air  out 
of  the  hov.se.  Of  course,  it  is  necessary 
to  provide  an  inlet  for  fresh  air.  This 
system  has  been  gaining  favor  and 
gives  very  satisfactory  results. 

As  to  the  particular  method  of  pro- 
viding ventilation  we  do  not  offer  sug- 
gestions. We  do  urge  you  to  make 
some  kind  of  a  provision  to  change  the 
air  frequently.  When  you  go  in  the 
house  at  night  there  should  be  no  odor. 
The  air  should  smell  fresh  and  clean. 
If  yeur  experience  is  otherwise,  then 
you  have  a  ventilation  problem,  and  the 
sooner  you  tackle  it  the  better. 


WINTER  ON  THE  WAY 

Along  about  this  time  of  the  year  we 
begin  to  plan  for  the  winter  months, 
which  are  well  on  the  way.  Some  may 
feel  that  there  is  no  immediate  hurry 
about  this  preparation  for  the  cold 
months  of  the  year,  but  take  our  ad- 
vice and  get  ready.  If  you  live  in 
Florida  or  California,  you  may  play  safe 
in  this  waiting  game,  but  the  rest  of  us 
are  not  going  to  take  too  many  chances. 
Here  in  the  Mid-West  where  the  editor 
hangs  his  hat  and  calls  home,  one  can 
never  be  sure  just  when  the  weather 
man  is  going  to  decide  in  favor  of  the 
coal  man,  and  bring  down  a  real  chunk 
of  winter  on  our  heads.  It  is  a  good 
rule  to  play  safe  in  most  sections  of  the 
country. 

There  are  always  a  lot  of  little  odd 
jobs  to  attend  to  before  winter  sets  in. 
Possibly  some  glass  needs  to  be  re- 
placed in  the  large  laying  house.  Per- 
haps you  are  going  to  use  glass  substi- 
tute in  place  of  the  glass,  and  the 
chances  are  that  you  will  be  very  much 
pleased  with  the  change.  Or  maybe  a 
hinge  needs  replacing  on  one  of  the 
doors.  Above  all  things,  the  door  wants 
to  fit  tight  and  work  easily.  We  hope 
you  have  not  neglected  the  roof  until 
the  last  moment.  One  can  put  a  top 
dressing  over  most  roofs  and  make  them 
give  longer  service. 

And  of  course  the  litter  needs  chang- 
ing, and  new  nesting  material  should  re- 
place the  old. 

Well,  to  the  observing  person,  it  is 
evident  that  there  are  many,  many  odd 
jobs  to  be  done  before  winter,  and  it 
really  looks  as  if  we  had  better  get  at 
these  jobs  if  we  expect  to  get  them 
done. 

One  of  the  best  plans  we  have  ever 
followed  was  to  make  a  list  of  the  jobs 
to  be  done.  As  they  were  completed 
they  were  checked  off  the  list.  To  look 
over  such  a  list  shows  us  that  we  still 
have  plenty  to  do  before  winter  comes 
along  and  slams  the  door  in  our  face. 


TREAT  COLDS  AT  ONCE 


At  this  season  of  the  year,  when  fre- 
quent changes  in  the  weather  may  be 
expected,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  have 
birds  show  signs  of  a  cold.  When  given 
prompt  attention,  these  colds  run  their 
course  of  a  few  days  and  disappear. 
No  apparent  harm  has  been  done.  How- 
ever, if  we  neglect  them,  the  simple  cold 
may  develop  into  something  serious,  and 
possibly  we  may  wake  up  some  morning 
to  find  an  epidemic  of  roup  or  a  similar 
disease.  It  is  not  our  desire  to  scare 
you  by  telling  you  that  every  cold  will 
develop  into  roup.  We  all  know  that 
this  is  not  true.  However,  it  is  a  fact 
that  a  cold  may  provide  a  very  satisfac- 
tory place  in  which  the  germs  of  roup 
may  develop.  Knowing  this,  it  would 
appear  a  good  plan  to  treat  colds  imme- 
diately, and  thereby  prevent  the  devel- 
opment of  anything  more  serious. 

Possibly  we  should  go  a  step  further 
and  suggest  that  you  try  and  prevent 
colds.  This  can  be  done.  Colds  often 
come  because  we  are  careless  about  the 
matter  of  drafts  in  the  poultry  house.  In 
some  cases  this  is  a  broken  or  open  win- 
dow. In  other  cases  it  is  due  to  open- 
ings in  the  house  itself.  In  long  houses 
a  draft  on  the  roost  may  be  prevented 
by  placing  partitions  every  20  feet.  Dust 
is  another  cause  of  colds.    Dusty  litter 


has  always  been  a  danger.  The  litter 
should  be  replaced  frequently  enough  to 
overcome  this  danger,  and  the  ventila- 
tion should  be  sufficient  to  provide 
clean,  fresh  air. 

Colds  are  on  the  way  to  pay  you  a 
visit,  and  it  is  up  to  you  whether  they 
make  a  hit  or  strike  out.  Neglect  will 
be  costly.  Prompt  attention  will  pre- 
vent them  from  doing  any  damage.  The 
best  plan  is  to  try  and  keep  them  away 
from  your  houses.  Just  the  other  day 
we  had  a  line  from  a  reader  who  said 
that  they  had  not  had  a  single  cold  in 
their  flock  for  six  years,  and  they  con- 
sidered prevention  through  the  medium 
of  ventilation  as  the  most  satisfactory 
means  of  handling  colds.  Certainly  it  is 
well  worth  thinking  about.

It  seems  a  strange  thing  to  be  talking 
about  chicks  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  Yet 
we  all  realize  how  quickly  time  will  pass 
and  almost  before  we  are  aware  of  it 
the  time  will  be  here  to  place  orders  for 
baby  chicks.  The  fact  is  that  a  number 
are  placing  their  orders  right  now. 

Each  year  there  is  a  growing  demand 
for  better  baby  chicks,  and  the  com* 
mercial  hatcheries  are  using  every 
means  at  their  command  to  meet  this 
demand.  We  know  we  are  absolutely 
within  the  truth  when  we  say  that  the 
chicks  which  will  be  offered  during  the 
season  of  1929  will  be  the  best  chicks 
ever  hatched  and  sold.  The  incubator 
manufacturers,  the  breeding  farms,  the 
commercial  hatcheries,  and  the  poultry 
press  are  all  working  together  to  see 
that  the  buyer  gets  better  baby  chicks 
next  spring. 

In  this  day  and  age  of  specialization 
we  are  buying  our  chicks  already  hatch- 
ed. We  do  this  because  we  get  better 
chicks  for  less  money,  and  we  get  them 
when  we  want  them.

We  pre- 
dict that  the  hatcheries  are  going  to  fee 
swamped  with  orders  next  season.  If 
we  are  right  in  this  assumption,  then 
it  would  be  well  to  place  your  order 
early  to  insure  prompt  delivery.  A  great 
many  of  our  readers  have  already  book- 
ed their  orders  for  spring  delivery.  Usu- 
ally only  a  small  deposit  is  required  to 
insure  such  a  booking,  and  unless  we 
miss  a  mighty  good  guess,  some  of  you 
are  going  to  miss  out  on  getting  chicks 
next  spring,  unless  yeu  order  them 
ahead.

A  Seven  Months'  Test  from  Chicks  to  Layers 


ONE  thousand  White  Leghorn  chicks  were  used 
in  an  experiment  conducted  on  our  Research 
Farm  to  find  out  the  value  of  Dr.  Hess  Poultry

GLASS  SUBSTITUTE  MAKES 
HOUSES  WARMER 


One  can  have  too  much  glass  in  a 
poultry  house.  Years  ago  it  was  said 
that  one  must  have  plenty  of  glass  in 
the  front  of  the  poultry  house  if  the 
hens  were  to  lay  in  the  winter.  A  neigh- 
bor of  ours  reasoned  that  if  this  was  so 
then  the  more  glass  he  had  the  more 
eggs  he  would  get.  So  he  built  a  poul- 
try house  almost  the  entire  south 
side  of  glass.  Much  to  his  surprise,  he 
got  almost  no  eggs.  A  certain  amount 
of  glass  is  alright,  but  when  we  get  too 
much  it  tends  to  make  the  house  cold. 
Glass  brings  cold  into  the  house.  Put 
your  hand  close  to  a  glass  window  on  a 
real  cold  day  in  winter,  and  you  can 
feel  the  cold.  When  you  get  beyond  a 
certain  amount  of  glass  you  are  bring- 
ing too  much  cold  into  the  house. 

We  believe  that  a  good  many  cold 
poultry  houses  could  be  made  warmer 
by  using  glass  substitute  for  at  least 
some  of  the  glass.  This  material  does 
not  bring  in  the  cold  like  glass,  in  fact 
it  seems  to  stop  the  cold.  That  being 
the  case,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  poul- 
try house  will  be  a  whole  lot  warmer 
than  when  there  is  so  much  glass. 

If  your  poultry  house  has  been  cold 
during  the  past  years  and  you  have  a 
lot  of  glass,  try  replacing  some  of  this 
glass  with  glass  substitute,  and  see  if 
the  house  is  not  warmer.  It  will  not 
cost  you  much  to  make  the  experiment 
and  we  feel  certain  that  you  will  be 
pleased  with  the  results. 

Remember,  that  if  you  are  trying  to 
get  winter  eggs  in  a  cold  poultry  house 
that  you  have  a  real  job  on  your  hands. 
The  hens  just  naturally  don't  want  to 
lay  when  it  is  so  cold.  It  is  not  natural 
for  them  to  lay  in  cold  weather.  Tou 
have  to  fool  them  and  make  them  think 
that  spring  is  here.  This  does  not  mean 
that  they  have  got  to  be  kept  over- 
warm,  but  you  have  got  to  have  a  rea- 
sonably warm  poultry  house.  Maybe 
you  can  fool  yourself  in  this  matter  by 
not  trying  glass  substitute.  Others  are 
finding  it  as  a  useful  means  of  making 
the  house  warmer,  and  we  know  it 
would  be  the  same  with  you. 


BUT  BOTTLED  SUNSHINE 


The  sun  is  the  source  of  heat,  and 
life,  which  is  so  dependent  upon  heat, 
could  not  exist  without  the  sun.  How 
long  do  you  suppose  life  could  continue 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth  if  the  sun 
were  so  suddenly  shut  off?  The  time 
would  be  too  short  to  consider. 

The  medical  profession  have  come  to 
realize  the  extremely  usefulness  of  the 
ultra  violet  ray.  Sick  folk,  ailing 
babies  and  all  who  suffer  from  certain 
diseases  are  given  sun  baths  or  treat- 
ment with  the  ultra  violet  light.  The 
results  have  been  wonderful.  The  sun 
appears  to  be  playing  a  more  impor- 
tant part  in  the  treating  of  the  sick 
than  ever  before. 

"Well,"  you  ask,  "what  has  this  to 
do  with  my  buying  bottled  sunshine  for 
my  birds?"  It  affects  you  in  just  this 
way.  Poultry,  like  the  human  body, 
cannot  be  kept  healthy  without  sun- 
shine, directly  or  indirectly.  You  have 
no  doubt  noticed  that  during  a  damp 
spell,  when  the  sun  did  not  shine,  that 
the  birds  did  not  do  as  well.  If  you  had 
fed  them  bottled  sunshine,  the  lack  of 
direct  sunshine  would  not  have  been 


noticed.  We  call  cod  liver  oil  bottled 
sunshine  because  the  cod  fish  stores  up 
certain  elements  in  the  liver.  When 
the  oil  is  pressed  out  of  the  liver  these 
elements  are  carried  in  the  oil.  When 
this  oil  is  given  to  the  fowls,  the  results 
are  much  the  same  as  exposing  the  bird 
to  direct  sunshine.  When  direct  sun- 
shine cannot  be  as  easily  obtained  as 
during  the  winter  cod  liver  oil  takes  its 
place  to  a  marked  degree. 

The  best  plan  to  follow  is  to  use  cod 
liver  oil  all  the  time  and  thus  play  safe 
in  the  matter.  The  little  extra  that  it 
will  cost  to  use  this  oil  is  nothing  com- 
pared with  the  results  it  may  give.  We 
have  heard  so  much  in  favor  of  the  use 
of  cod  liver  oil  that  we  feel  it  has  be- 
come a  fixture  in  the  poultry  ration. 
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LICE 

Don't  say  it's  up  to  the  hens 
to  fight  the  torturing,  blood- 
sucking pests.  Lice  come  in 
hordes  —  it's  an  unequal 
battle.

1.  There  is  nothing  to  the  theory 
that  a  white  bird  is  weaker  than  one 
which  is  colored.  "We  would  not  worry 
about  this  at  all.  Breed  all  the  vigor 
you  can  into  your  birds  and  forget 
about  their  being  naturally  weak. 

2.  The  Wyandotte  should  have  a 
rose  comb.  Sometimes  the  White 
Wyandotte  will  throw  a  few  single 
combs,  but  not  often. 

3.  Yes.  It  is  as  good  as  any.  We 
always  feel  that  there  is  as  much  in 
the  man  behind  the  birds  as  there  is  in 
the  birds  themselves.  The  White 
Wyandotte  is  a  mighty  fine  breed. 

4.  This  is  a  rather  big  question  to 
answer.  We  set  a  mark  of  twelve 
dozen  eggs  a  year  for  each  hen.  Some 
do  better  and  some  do  not  reach  it. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  proposition  to 
set  a  certain  mark  for  egg  production 
and  make  all  the  birds  reach  it. 

5.  The  profit  one  will  make  depends 
upon  the  breeding  of  the  birds  and 
their  care.  When  well  managed  the 
flock  should  make  you  from  $1.00  to 
$2.00   per   head   clear.    Sometimes  we 

.  hear  of  fellows  who  make  $5.00  and 
$6.00  per  head,  but  that  is  rather  out 
•of  the  ordinary.

Can  You  Help? 

The  neighbors  object  to  my  roosters  crow- 
ing and  I  wonder  if  the  vocal  cords  can  be 
cut  to  prevent  this.  I  have  some  valuable 
birds  and  hate  to  part  with  them.

We  have  heard  it  said  that  the  vocal 
cords  could  be  cut  to  prevent  the  cock 
birds  from  crowing  but  we  have  never 
seen  it  done  and  would  hardly  want  to 
recommend  anything  that  we  did  not 
know  much  abut.  We  have  heard  that 
a  flat  board  could  be  placed  over  the 
males  when  on  the  roosts  in  such  a 
position  that  they  could  not  raise  their 
head.  You  will  notice  that  a  male  al- 
ways has  to  stretch  its  neck  in  order 
to  crow.  This  might  be  tried.  It 
would  not  injure  the  birds  even  if  it 
did  not  work. 

Some  of  our  cities  are  certainly  get- 
ting over  nice.  They  don't  want  crow- 
ing roosters,  crying  babies  or  loud  radio 


speakers.  So  far  our  town  has  not 
put  a  ban  on  a  squeaky  fountain  pen 
the  editor  has,  but  his  typewriter  is 
getting  mighty  noisy  and  will  probably 
bring  a  protest  before  long.

3.  We  have  hatched  them  in  late 
February,  but  March  or  April  hatched 
birds  seem  to  do  as  well  and  they  did 
not  require  as  much  bother  in  caring 
for  them.

And  I 
have  to  operate  it  in  a  basement  which  is 
not  too  well  ventilated.  I  have  bought  good 
eggs  for  hatching  and  paid  as  high  as  ten 
cents  each  but  the  chicks  never  seem  to  have 
the  vigor  which  you  say  is  so  essential.  Un- 
der these  circumstances  just  what  would  you 
think  I  had  better  do?

It  rather  seems  to  us  that  you  would 
be  better  off  to  buy  the  chicks.  At 
least  try  it  for  a  year  or  two  and  see 
how  you  come  out.  When  you  pay  ten 
cents  for  an  egg,  hatch  it  out  and 
count  your  infertiles  and  bad  hatches, 
we  believe  you  are  out  money.  Now 
days  it  hardly  pays  anyone  to  hatch 
chicks.  The  big  commercial  hatcher- 
ies are  certainly  meeting  the  needs  of 

poultrymen  in  fine  shape.

If  there  is  a  tendency  away  from 
the  exhibition  side  of  the  poultry  busi- 
ness it  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the 
fanciers  themselves.  They  have  been 
neglecting  to  advertise  their  stock  with 
the  result  that  the  other  fellow  has 
come  in  and  "sold"  the  market.  No

If 
this  were  not  the  fact  then  why  all 
the  effort  to  improve  production  by 
breeding.  We  claim  that  better  breed- 
ing increases  production  and  we  be- 
lieve that  the  poultrymen  of  the  coun- 
try have  better  birds  in  their  breeding 
yards  than  ever  before  in  the  history 
of  poultry  in  America.  We  are  opto-

HEALTH  IN  THE  HENNERY. 


By  R.  L.  Mundhenk,  P.  D.,  D.  V.  M. 
Barrington,  Illinois. 


Just  outside  the  city  limits  of  Bar- 
rington,  Illinois,  is  a  practical  example 
of  the  application  of  the  Chinese  medi- 
cal system.  In  China,  it  is  reported, 
physicians  get  their  pay  so  long  as 
their  patients  keep  well;  when  they  be- 
come ill  the  pay  stops,  as  a  penalty. 

In  the  Barrington  case  the  patients 
are  poultry,  and  the  proprietor  has 
found  that  they  pay  good  returns  so 
long  as  they  keep  well;  but  as  soon  as 
disease  affects  them  these  returns  im- 
mediately decrease  and  perhaps  stop. 

Consequently,  the  standard  practice 
now  followed  at  this  poultry  plant  is 
to  maintain  a  system  of  sanitation  and 
disease  prevention  so  that  profits  will 
not  stop  because  of  sickness. 

Barrington,  though  thirty-five  miles 
out  from  Chicago,  is  really  a  suburb  of 
the  big  city.  Nearly  forty  per  cent  of 
home  owners  in  the  town  are  commut- 
ers, who  have  moved  out  to  Barrington 
to  enjoy  the  good  home  advantages  to 
be  found  there.  The  owner  of  this  par- 
ticular poultry  farm  is  such  a  com- 
muter. He  is  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Haggen- 
jos, a  prominent  Chicago  lawyer.  The 
farm  is  just  a  small  one,  five  acres  in 
extent,  but  it  is  plenty  large  enough 
to  hold  a  cozy  cottage  among  the  many 
trees  which  cover  most  of  the  farm. 
The  poultry  establishment,  of  course, 
occupies  the  major  portion  of  the  tract. 

Upwards  of  a  thousand  birds  are 
raised  here  every  year.  The  plant  is 
not  what  one  would  call  a  commercial 
plant  by  any  means,  but  it  is  operated 
on  a  business  basis  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  eggs  and  good  table  meat, 
not  only  for  the  personal  use  of  the 
owner's  family,  but  also  for  sale.  Mal- 
lard ducks  are  also  raised,  as  well  as 
quite  a  few  geese.  The  plant  is  under 
the  direct  control  of  Mr.  Peter  N. 
Schlott,  who  practically  lives  with  the 
birds  and  who  takes  the  deepest  inter- 
est in  their  welfare. 

Naturally,  the  flock  is  expected  to 
pay  its  way,  but  three  years  ago  an 
outbreak  of  disease  occurred  and  the

Within  a 
day  or  two  the  condition  of  the  flock 
became  noticeably  better.  The  death 
rate  fell  off  remarkably.

The  rest  of  the 
birds  recovered  and  thrived.  The  out- 
break had  occurred  in  the  late  fall,  but 
from  the  time  the  vaccination  was 
started  the  flock  was  kept  in  a  healthy 
condition  all  through  the  rest  of  the 
winter. 

"I  tell  you  it  looked  pretty  serious 
for  a  while,"  said  Mr.  Schlott.  "It 
looked  as  if  all  our  birds  were  going  to 
go  and  nothing  that  we  did  seemed  to 
do  any  good.  It  was  mighty  discourag- 
ing to  have  to  lose  so  many  birds,  but 
now  we  don't  need  to  worry  any  more. 
Every  fall  we  vaccinate  all  our  birds 
with  this  bacterin  and  we  don't  have 
any  trouble — haven't  had  any  the  last 
two  winters  at  all." 

Mr.  Haggenjos  fully  corrobates  this 
opinion.  He  has  figured  it  out  on  a 
dollars  and  cents  basis  and  finds  that 
the  expense  of  vaccination  against  the 
occurrence  of  respiratory  diseases  is 
the  cheapest  form  of  fowl  health  insur- 
ance that  he  can  possibly  get.

BOOK  REVIEW. 


For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been 
the  pleasure  of  the  editor  to  review  the 
Year  Book  of  the  American  Bantam 
Association  but  we  are  frank  to  say 
that  the  1928  Year  Book  is  far  ahead 
of  any  such  book  which  has  ever  come 
to  our  desk.  We  have  come  to  expect 
fine  Year  Books  from  this  Association 
and  certainly  the  one  just  received  will 
do  much  to  stimulate  interest  in  Ban- 
tams. It  contains  many  helpful  ar- 
ticles and  much  information  which  will 
be  of  real  value.  Mr.  George  Fitterer, 
P.  O.  Box  464,  Chicago,  Illinois,  is  the 
secretary  and  will  be  glad  to  hear 
from  anyone  who  is  interested  in  the 
Club.  If  all  specialty  clubs  had  as 
efficient  secretaries  as  Mr.  Fitterer  we 
would  hear  less  of  this  cry  about  the 
decline  of  the  fancy. 


IN  THE  fall  of  1927  a  northern 
Ohio  poultryman  reported  to  us 
that  he  had  lost  1200  out  of  his 
flock  of  1500  chicks.

The  first  slight  expense  will  soon 
be  more  than  taken  care  of  by  increas- 
ed profits — and  then  these  profits  keep 
on  keeping  on.  Hens  fed  on  "Mann" 
cut  bone  pay  their  winter  board  bill 
and  a  great  deal  more  besides.

WHAT  IS  A  CULL? 


"We  have  received  considerable  cor- 
respondence and  suggestions  from  those 
who  object  to  the  use  of  the  word 
"Cull"  as  applied  to  the  birds  rejected 
in  a  flock.  We  find  that  among  hatch- 
ery people,  in  particular,  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  criticism  on  the  using  of  the 
word  "Cull,"  and  for  that  reason  believe 
the  letter  just  sent  to  the  Seymour 
Packing  Company  by  Purina  Mills  will 
be  of  particular  interest  to  our  readers. 
It  is  as  follows:

Gentlemen: 

I  have  read  with  interest  the  August  issue 
of  "The  Poultry  and  Erg  Messenger."  The 
problem  of  "What  Is  a  Cull"  is  receiving  a 
great  deal  of  discussion  now. 

Culling  really  means  "taking  out,"  and 
might  refer  either  to  a  layer,  a  market  bird, 
or  a  reject. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  sick  or  crippled  bird 
should  be  called  a  reject,  because  it  should 
be  rejected  by  the  farmer  before  taking  any 
birds  to  market  which  he  sells.  If  he  sells  it 
to  a  produce  man,  the  produce  man  should  re- 
ject it  before  offering  it  for  sale  to  the  poultry 
consuming  public. 

A  market  bird  is  a>  bird  which  is  not  cap- 
able of  laying  enough  eggs  to  pay  her  feed 
bill  and  show  the  owner  a  profit,  due  to  physi- 
cal characteristics  or  age  (not  due  to  the  fact 
that  she  is  sick  or  crippled). 

A  layer  is  a  bird  which  will  show  her  owner 
a  profit  for  her  keep. 

If  the  terms  "layer,"  "market  bird"  and 
"reject"  were  adopted  by  the  poultry  industry 
to  designate  these  three  classes  of  birds,  I  be- 
lieve it  would  eliminate  all  confusion.

PROPERTY 


Everyone  who  has  a  flock  of  chick- 
ens should  have  an  oat  sprouter. 
Sprouted  oats  are  very  beneficial  to 
poultry  and  have  had  a  part  in  the  suc- 
cess of  many  a  poultry  farm.  Often 
when  the  hens  lay  better  than  usual 
and  go  through  the  winter  in  good 
health,  we  forget  to  give  the  sprouted 
oats  the  credit. 

Perhaps  the  most  simple  way  to  pro- 
vide a  sprouter  is  to  buy  a  factory 
made  machine.  These  have  been  per- 
fected and  are  simple  to  operate.  They 
are  efficient  and  make  the  oats  sprout 
with  little  or  no  trouble.  The  cost  is 
within  the  reach  of  all.  Some  enterpris- 
ing manufacturers  have  built  their 
sprouters  in  sections,  making  it  possible 
to  add  to  the  capacity  should  occasion 
require.  No  matter  what  kind  of  a 
sprouter  you  may  buy,  be  sure  that  it 
is  large  enough  for  future  require- 
ments. The  tendency  is  to  buy  too  small 
a  machine. 

To  those  who  have  the  time  and  in- 
clination, it  is  possible  to  make  a 
sprouter  at  home.  It  may  not  be  quite 
as  fancy  as  the  factory-made  machine, 
but  it  will  give  very  good  results  if  well 
made. 

The  farmer  can  use  the  sprouter  in 
the  spring  to  test  his  seed  corn,  and  in 
this  way  be  his  own  seedman.  This 
saving  is  rather  important,  especially 
with  the  prospect  of  seed  corn  being 
very  high  in  price  and  hard  to  get. 

Sprouted  oats  are  very  useful  in  the 
poultry  ration  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  but  the  winter  time  seems  to 
make  the  most  urgent  demands  for 
green  food.  Sprouted  oats  are  very  sat- 
isfactory feed  and  if  you  have  not  made 
arrangements  to  have  a  sprouter,  we 
suggest  that  you  act  on  the  impluse  to- 
day.

JUST  WORMS 


Intestinal  worms  cause  a  large  per- 
cent of  poultry  disease. 

A  few  worms  in  a  chicken  does  not 
make  it  "show"  sick. 

But,  the  worms  abrade  the  intestines, 
permitting  the  entrance  of  disease  germ; 
then 

Disease  appears;  you  decide  to  worm 
them;  in  many  cases  it  is  then  too  late. 
Doubly  too  late;  because  sick  birds  can- 
not safely  be  wormed. 

Worms  are  far  more  dangerous  to 
chickens  and  turkeys  than  are  lice. 

Lice  cause  oaly  discamfort  and  some 
food  loss.  Worms  bring  on  disease  just 
as  your  cut  finger,  bathed  in  virulent 
germs,  brings  on  tetanus  or  lockjaw. 

The  only  safe  way  is  to  worm  twice  a 
year,  before  disease  gains  an  entrance. 

Authorities  announce  that  85  per  cent 
of  poultry  diseases  are  of  intestinal 
origin. 

Hence,  healthy,  sound,  intestinal 
membrane  means  better  poultry  health 
and  fewer  losses  from  disease. 

Conversely,  better  health  means  bet- 
ter growth,  productiveness  and  profit.

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EGGS  BY  WEIGHT 


From  time  to  time  there  is  talk  that 
eggs  should  be  sold  by  the  pound.  In 
other  words,  the  large  eggs  will  be  sold 
for  more  than  the  small  eggs.  It  ap- 
pears that  this  plan  has  much  to  com- 
mend it.  An  egg  which  weighs  two 
ounces  must  contain  more  than  one 
which  weighsj  but  one  and  one-half 
ounces.  "VVhy  should  it  not  cost  the 
consumer  more?  If  he  pays  more  for 
a  large  egg  and  gets  more  it  would  work 
no  hardship  upon  him.  The  honest  mer- 
chant charges  a  certain  per  cent  for  his 
services,  so  he  would  not  complain.  The 
poultry  keeper  whose  hens  lay  a  small 
egg  might  feel  that  he  is  not  receiving 
his  just  due.  We  believe  that  a  hen 
has  to  eat  more  to  lay  a  large  egg.  If 
that  is  the  case  it  costs  more  to  produce 
a  large  egg. 

Just  about  everything  is  being  sold  by 
grade  and  weight  nowdays,  and  who  can 
say  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  sell  eggs 
in  a  like  manner.  We  realize  there  are 
arguments  on  both  sides  of  the  question, 
but  the  fellow  who  is  going  to  make  the 
most  noise  about  it  is  the  fellow  who 
has  been  breeding  for  more  eggs  and 
not  giving  much  consideration  to  the 
size  of  the  eggs.  There  is  a  tendency 
among  poultrymen  to  breed  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  egg.  We  be- 
lieve that  this  condition  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  average  buyer  is  willing 
to  pay  a  little  more  provided  he  gets  a 
large  egg.  Poultrymen  are  merely  try- 
ing to  meet  a  demand.  In  order  to 
classify  the  eggs  it  seems  that  the  time 
will  come  when  a  small  egg  must  be 
sold  at  a  lower  price. 

Breeding  will  increase  the  size  of  the 
egg.  We  also  have  a  number  of  reports 
on  file  when  the  size  of  the  eggs  were 
apparently  increased  in  size  by  the 
feeding  of  cod  liver  oil,  milk  or  minerals. 
This  indicates  that  proper  feeding  will 
insure  larger  eggs. 

We  would  very  much  like  to  hear 
what  our  readers  think  of  this  matter.

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"THE  ROMANCE  OF  YEAST" 

Our  readers  have  been  getting  very 
familiar  with  the  wonderful  benefits  de- 
rived from  feeding  yeast.  The  manu- 
facturers have  made  some  claims  that 
were  perhaps  doubted.  One  of  them 
was  that  fermentation  increased  the 
vitamin  content  of  a  feed,  that  it  re- 
leased more  of  the  mineral  salts,  devel- 
oped lactic  acid,  etc.  In  reading  some 
books  on  vitamins,  published  by  Eugene 
Christian,  we  ran  across  a  short  chapter 
of  great  interest,  entitled,  "The  Ro- 
mance of  Yeast."

We  have  stated  that  certain  kinds  of  yeast 
were  rich  in  vitamins.  Let  us  take  the  yeast 
plaint  as  an  example  of  plant  growth,  and  the 
role  that  vitamin  plays  in  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  plant  life. 

Yeasts,  like  bacteria,  are  everywhere.  They 
are  found  on  grains,  fruits,  vegetables,  flow- 
ers and  grasses,  in  the  sap  of  trees  and  in 
soils.  There  are  several  hundred  kinds  of 
yeasts;  some  must  have  air  to  grow  in;  some 
grow  away  from  the  air;  some  prefer  the  dark, 
and  some  thrive  best  in  sunshine.  Wine  yeasts 
differ  from  brewer's  yeast,  and  brewer's  yeast 
is  different  from  baker's  yeast. 

Yeast  is  a  single  cell  plant,  growing,  cell  on 
cell,  by  rapid  division  of  one  cell  into  two, 
each  of  these  into  two  more,  until  a  whole 
mavss  of  yeast  is  formed.  Growth  means  flow 
of  energy.  The  more  rapid  the  growth,  the 
greater  the  energy  required.  The  growth  pow- 
er of  yeast  is  enormous.  Growing  yeast  cells 
imprisoned  in  a  steel  tube,  like  a  gun  barrel, 
did  not  cease  growing  until  they  were  exerting 
a  pressure  of  6,000  pounds  per  square  inch  of 
the  imprisoned  surface. 

If  a  gallon  stone  jar,  such  as  our  mothers 
set  their  pancake  batter  in,  were  strong 
enough,  with  the  aTea  of  its  top  about  120 
square  inches,  one  would  have  to  put  the 
weight  of  a  railway  train,  engine  and  all,  on 
the  cover  to  keep  it  down.  Pew  people  appre- 
ciate the  power  and  force  of  such  rapid  grow- 
ing, though  itself  a  microscopic,  living  plant. 
A  single  teaspoonful  of  bread  dough  will  con- 
tain 90  million  yeast  ceils. 

Yeast  has  a  wonderful  function  to  perform 
in  nutrition.  It  builds  nitrogen  into  protein. 
Our  bodies  must  have  nitrogen,  our  tissues  are 
built  on  a  foundation  of  nitrogen.  Yet  the 
body  cannot  assimilate  or  build  into  itself 
pure  nitrogen.  This  natural  element  must  be 
built  up  in  the  form  of  protein  first.  The  yeast 
absorbs  the  nitrogen  from  the  media  in  which 
it  lives,  builds  it  up  into  prstein  and  makes  it 
available  to  us  in  that  form.

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GET  PULLETS  INTO  WINTER 
QUARTERS 


Along  the  last  of  September  or  early 
in  October  the  pullets  should  be  moved 
into  winter  quarters.  It  seems  to  be  a 
very  easy  matter  to  neglect  this,  and 
then  later  the  pullets  must  be  hurried 
into  the  house  just  a  few  days  before 
winter  sets  in.  Naturally  the  pullets 
take  some  time  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  new  surroundings.  It  takes  time 
for  them  to  adjust  themselves.  Moving 
pullets  is  considered  one  way  to  retard 
egg  production.  They  should,  therefore, 
be  moved  some  weeks  before  eggs  are 
expected.  Then  when  they  start  laying 
they  will  keep  busy  most  of  the  winter. 

Some  people  ask  what  time  of  the  fall 
is  best  for  the  pullets  to  start  laying. 
Different  conditions  require  special  con- 
sideration. Too  early  laying  may  re- 
sult in  a  fall  or  winter  molt.  Too  late 
laying  means  missing  the  high  priced 
eggs.  In  our  section,  Northern  Illinois, 
from  the  middle  of  October  to  the  first 
of  November  is  about  the  right  time. 
This  means  that  the  pullets  should  be 
in  winter  quarters  by  the  first  of  Oc- 
tober. 

We  would  not  consider  moving  them 
to  the  laying  house  until  we  had  given 
it  a  good  cleaning.  Go  after  the  job 
and  thoroughly  clean  it  from  end  to 
end.  Use  plenty  of  elbow  grease.  The 
nests,  walls,  ventilator,  windows,  in 
fact  everything  should  be  cleaned. 
Make  the  old  house  shine.  Paint  the 
outside.  Make  the  roof  weatherproof. 
The  birds  will  want  a  comfortable  and 
pleasant  winter  home. 

Good  pullets  properly  housed  and 
well  handled  will  make  you  some  mon- 
ey this  winter.  Improperly  managed, 
even  the  best  bred  birds  can  be  wreck- 
ed. It  is  a  far  better  plan  to  keep  one 
hundred  good  birds  and  give  them  the 
best  of  care  and  housing  than  to  have 
say  five  hundred  and  not  half  care  for 
them. 

If  you  expect  to  get  results  you  must 
get  the  pullets  settled  in  their  new  win- 
ter home.

it  was  well  conditioned  and  prepared.  After  all,  poultry  is 
judged  by  its  appearance,  and  if  a  bird  can  be  made  to  look 
its  best,  then  it  stands  a  better  chance  of  winning.  Many  of 
our  most  successful  exhibitors  say  that  success 
or  failure  of  a  bird  lies  in  its  preparation  for  the 
show.  Therefore  it  appears  proper  that  we  study 
ways  and  means  of  preparing  our  birds  so  that 
they  will  make  their  best  appearance  when  they 
pose  before  the  judge.  Knowing  this,  it  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at  that  the  birds  at  the  show  are 
just  a  little  haughty  and  self  concerned.  They 
are  trained  to  be  living  style  models. 

The  actual  selection  of  birds  which  are  to  be 
exhibited  should  start  soon  after  the  chicks  are 
hatched.   A  sort  of  process  of  elimination  is  prac- 
ticed,   and    any    growing  chick  which  fails  to 
mature  into  a  typical  representative  of  the  breed 
is  cast  aside.    Quite  natura-ily.  proper  manage- 
ment has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  birds.  Many 
excellent  birds  are  i  siss^  by  poor  feeding  and 
housing.    It  is  a  very  easy  matter  to  blame  the 
parent  stock  for  inferior  quality,  but  in  many 
cases  poor  rearing  is  the  real  cause.    Disappointment  at  the 
show  can  often  be  traced  to  ignorance  or  shif tlessness  during 
the  rearing  season. 

The  actual  preliminary  selection  of  the  birds  should  begin 
at  least  a  month  or  so  before  the  time  of  the  show.  Observe 
them  as  they  appear  on  the  range.  Note  the  type,  color  and 
vigor  as  indicated  under  normal  surroundings.  Attention 
will  be  directed  to  certain  individuals  because  of  their  extra- 
ordinary quality.  Such  birds  are  to  be  considered  candidates. 
Every  bird  should  be  examined  carefully.  Birds  selected 
must  be  free  from  serious  imperfections  in  shape  of  body  or 

color  and  pattern  of 
plumage.  Disqualifi- 
cations as  defined 
by  the  Standard  of 
Perfection  eliminate 
the  possibility  of 
winning  a  prize. 

Therefore,  this 
first  selection  must 
be  thorough.  Study 
the  head.  A  defect 
in  eye,  comb  or  wat- 
tles is  easily  seen. 
Split  combs,  side 
sprigs,  foreign  color 
in  the  face  or  ear- 
lobes  is  to  be  guard- 
ed against.  See  that 
the  comb  is  as  near- 
ly ideal  as  possible. 

A  deformed  back 
eliminates  any  bird. 
Clipped  flight  feath- 
ers, squirrel  or  wry 
tail,  or  absence  of 
main    tail  feathers

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mean  disqualification.  Stubs  on  the 
shanks  should  be  watched,  as  should 
the  proper  number  of  toes. 

The  conformation  of  the  body,  indi- 
cating whether  the  bird  is  of  typical 
shape,  is  highly  important.  More  birds 
of  poor  type  are  exhibited  than  of  any 
other  defect.  In  the  past  we  have  not 
given  sufficient  attention  to  the  shape 
of  our  birds,  but  more  and  more  the 
poultry  judges  are  giving  the  matter 
due  consideration.  Do  not  try  to  win 
•with  a  bird  lacking  good  shape.  Size 
and  weight  are  vitally  important.  Un- 
dersized birds  never  make  a  very  good 
impression  upon  the  judge. 

The  color  marking  both  of  the  surface 
and  undercolor  should  be  studied.  It  is 
impossible  to  win  in  these  days  unless 
the  bird  has  good  color  of  plumage. 
Much  of  the  pleasing  appearance  de- 
pends upon  the  color,  and  therefore  the 
Standard  requirements  of  color  should 
be  considered. 

Before  we  go  any  further,  we  wish  to 
say  that  any  attempt  to  deceive  the 
judge  by  faking  will  disqualify  the  fowl. 
We  cannot  consider  that  faking  comes 
within  the  range  of  good  sportsman- 
ship. 

Having  selected  the  birds,  they  should 
be  placed  in  training  coops  and  taught 
to  pose  in  the  desired  position.  A  small, 
round  stick  is  very  useful  for  this  pur- 
pose. Nervous  birds  require  more  train- 
ing, but  the  more  frequently  they  are 
handled  the  more  quickly  they  will  sub- 
mit. In  no  case  should  a  wild  bird  be 
sent  to  a  show,  as  it  cannot  possibly 
make  a  good  impression  upon  the 
judge.  If  the  birds  do  not  stand  the 
confinement  they  may  be  allowed  to 
range  every  other  day.  Such  a  plan 
keeps  them  in  excellent  health.  This 
can  be  continued  up  to  within  a  few 
days  of  the  show.  They  should  then  be 
confined  to  the  coops  for  final  training 
and  conditioning. 

In  order  that  the  birds  may  appear 
before  the  judge  and  look  their  best,  it 
is  customary  to  wash  almost  all  birds 
intended  for  exhibition.  Some  breeds, 
such  as  the  Rhode  Island  Reds,  the 
Partridge  varieties,  and  those  having 
dark  colored  plumage,  do  not  need  to  be 
washed  unless  they  are  soiled.  But  the 
light  colored  birds,  especially  those  hav- 
ing white  plumage,  need  washing. 

The  washing  is  not  such  a  simple  mat- 
ter as  it  may  seem.  Improper  temper- 
ature, drafts  or  faulty  practice,  may 
result  in  colds,  sickness  or  a  very  un- 
desirable looking  specimen.  If  you  have 
never  washed  fowls,  it  is  suggested  that 
you  practice  on  a  few  before  washing 
those  that  are  to  be  shown.  The  room 
in  which  the  washing  is  done  should  be 
fairly  warm,  at  least  70  degrees.  There 
should  be  no  drafts,  but  make  sure  of 
plenty  of  light.  When  possible,  the 
washing  should  be  done  in  the  morning 
so  that  the  birds  will  have  ample  time 
to  dry  off  before  night.  Before  starting 
to  wash  the  birds,  place  the  coops  a 
short  distance  from  the  stove  or  radia- 
tor, so  that  they  will  dry  quickly  after 
being  washed.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  put 
clean  shavings  in  the  coops  and  to  cover 
the  tops,  backs  and  sides  with  paper  or 
cloth  to  prevent  drafts.  The  open  front 
is  toward  the  stove. 

Now  you  are  ready  to  wash  the  birds. 
Provide  four  tubs,  arrange  in  a  row  on  a 
bench  of  convenient  height.  The  first 
tub  is  the  wash  tub,  the  bird  being 
thoroughly  immersed  and  scrubbed  with

Ivory  or  Castile  soap.  The  soap  should 
be  rubbed  down  into  the  base  of  the 
feathers.  The  water  in  this  tub  is  heat- 
ed to  a  temperature  that  will  be  com- 
fortable to  the  hand.  The  bird  is  next 
rinsed  in  tub  number  two.  The  water 
in  this  tub  is  warm,  but  not  quite  so 
warm  as  the  water  in  the  first  tub. 
Next  the  bird  is  rinsed  in  tub  number 
three,  and  all  traces  of  soap  should  be 
removed.  Tub  number  four  contains  a 
solution  of  bluing.  Herein  lies  a  dan- 
ger. Most  beginners  use  too  much 
bluing.  Just  a  slight  trace  of  the  blue 
should  be  used.  There  is  a  danger  of 
coloring  the  plumage  or  leaving  a  blue 
stain  on  white  ear  lobes,  which  would 
ruin  the  bird  for  showing.  Picture  a 
bird  with  a  blue  ear  lobe,  blue  tail,  and 
the  rest  of  the  body  white,  and  then 
just  guess  what  the  judge  would  say 
if  he  ever  picked  up  such  a  bird.  The 
bluing  water  should  be  cool. 

The  bird  is  now  wiped  dry  with  a 
towel.  A  sort  of  blooting  movement  is 
best.  Never  rub  against  the  feathers. 
Sometimes  a  few  minutes  spent  in  fan- 
ning will  hasten  the  drying  process.  A 
temperature  of  80  or  85  degrees  will  be 
about  right  for  the  room.  Too  higli 
temperature  may  make  the  feathers 
curl.  As  the  feathers  begin  to  dry.  move 
the  coop  away  from  the  stove.  Keep 
the  birds  free  from  drafts  until  you  are 
absolutely  sure  that  they  are  dry. 

Examine  the  shanks  and  see  that  they 
are  clean.  If  dirt  is  found  under  the 
scales,  take  a  toothpick  and  clean  it  out. 
A  toothbrush  and  some  soap  and  water 
will  help  you  complete  the  job.  Then 
take  a  soft  rag  and  moisten  with  a  very 
little  sweet  oil  and  rub  the  shanks.  In 
fact,  the  wattles,  ear  lobes,  face,  comb, 
and  beak  can  be  rubbed  with  the  sweet 
oil,  and  it  will  brighten  them  up  and 
bring  out  the  true  color.  It  is  well  to 
repeat  this  sweet  oil  rub  after  the  birds 
reach  the  show.  Do  not  apply  too  muc  h 
oil  or  it  will  soil  the  plumage.  Just  a 
few  drops  will  be  sufficient. 

If  a  bird  is  worth  all  this  bother  to 
get  ready  for  the  show,  certainly  it  do- 


serves  a  good  shipping  coop.  Many  a 
fine  specimen  is  rendered  unfit  for  the 
show  because  the  owner  did  not  have 
a  coop  of  the  proper  size  and  shape. 
Coops  can  be  purchased  so  cheaply  now 
days  that  there  is  no  excuse  for  ship- 
ping in  poor  coops. 

Ship  all  birds  by  express  unless  you 
can  deliver  them  in  person.  Follow  the 
instructions  of  the  show  management 
and  there  will  be  no  misunderstandings. 

If  you  can  be  present  during  the  show 
you  will  find  it  to  your  advantage  in  a 
business  way,  but  it  is  not  necessary  to 
attend  the  show  to  win  prizes.  In  fact, 
the  judge  works  in  a  perfectly  inde- 
pendent manner,  and  if  you  are  a  real 
sport  you  will  be  willing  to  win  or  lose 
by  his  decisions.  If  you  win,  and  that 
is  altogether  possible,  there  should  be 
considerable  business  coming  your  way. 
The  demand  for  hatching  eggs  is  the 
main  source  of  income.  If  a  man  pass- 
ing down  the  aisles  sees  that  you  have 
the  quality  which  he  needs,  he  will 
probably  give  you  an  order  for  hatching 
eggs  to  be  delivered  in  the  spring. 
Breeding  stock  often  commands  high 
prices,  but  depends  upon  your  reputa- 
tion in  a  large  measure.  As  your  repu- 
tation grows  and  you  prove  to  be  a  con- 
sistent winner  there  will  be  considerable 
demand  for  breeding  stock  at  profitable 
prices. 

If  you  have  good  quality,  take  a  few 
birds  to  the  show  and  try  to  make  them 
win.  If  you  fail,  try  and  learn  where 
you  fell  short,  and  come  back  next  year 
with  better  stock.  If  you  win — just 
smile  and  accept  the  congratulations 
cheerfully.  Do  not  get  all  puffed  up 
over  one  win,  for  remember  that  the 
other  fellow  may  beat  you  next  time. 
Whether  you  win  or  lose,  be  a  real 
sportsman,  and  above  all  things  do  not 
get  angry  if  the  other  fellow  goes  home 
with  the  ribbons.  Remember  that 
everyone  cannot  win.  and  also  remem- 
ber that  the  best  birds  win.  Next  year 
it  may  be  your  lot  to  take  home  the 
ribbons. 

If  you  think  you  have  some  good 
birds,  take  them  to  the  show,  but  be 
sure  they  are  well  conditioned,  so  that 
they  will  appear  in  tip  top  shape.

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HOUSING  AND  SANITATION 


By  V.  M.  Couch 

Building  material  and  labor  are  ex- 
pensive, and  for  this  reason,  if  for  no 
other,  many  farmers  are  inclined  to 
overlook  the  poultry  houses.  Some  try 
to  economize  by  putting  up  a  small 
house,  others  build  a  good  sized  house, 
and  then  yield  to  the  temptation  to 
crowd  more  into  it  than  it  will  accom- 
modate and  produce  any  'profits.  Some 
beginners  get  about  the  right  number 
of  hens  in  the  first  year,  but  the  second 
fall  is  when  they  are  apt  to  crowd  them, 
reasoning  that  since  they  kept  a  certain 
number  last  year  and  made  a  profit, 
that  by  keeping  one-half  as  many  more 
they  can  make  that  much  more  profit. 
This  is  all  right  if  the  house  and  yard 
room  is  enlarged  along  with  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  fowls,  otherwise 
the  plan  is  wrong  and  will  surely  bring 
disappointment.  A  flock  of  hens  that  is 
crowded  requires  closer  attention  and 
better  care  in  every  way  than  one  that 
has  plenty  of  room.  The  crowded  house 
needs  to  be  cleaned  much  more  often, 
is  more  difficult  to  ventilate  properly, 
and  always  contains  more  debilitated  or 
diseased  fowls  than  the  house  that  is 
always  in  a  sanitary  condition. 


The  most  successful  poultrymen  and 
those  who  aim  to  have  good,  strong, 
rugged  stock  for  breeders,  insist  upon 
having  five  to  six  square  feet  of  floor 
space  per  fowl  in  flocks  of  twelve  to  fif- 
teen head.  For  smaller  flocks  the  space 
per  head  as  the  number  of  hens  de- 
crease; practically  as  large  a  pen  is  re- 
quired for  ten  hens  as  for  fifteen,  for 
the  reason  that  with  the  large  flock 
each  hen  has  access  to  the  entire  floor 
space,  even  though  her  individual  share 
is  no  greater  than  in  the  smaller  flock. 
Hens  that  are  kept  merely  to  produce 
a  large  number  of  eggs,  regardless  of 
their  hatching  qualities,  can  be  suc- 
cessfully kept  in  space  at  the  rate  of 
one  bird  to  every  two  to  three  square 
feet  of  floor  space.  A  desirable  area  for 
birds  under  close  confinement  during 
the  winter  months,  when  a  heavy  egg 
yield  is  the  object  in  view,  is  approxi- 
mately four  square  feet  per  hen. 

A  sanitary  cleanliness  in  the  poultry 
house  is  closely  associated  with  the 
matter  of  ventilation.  It  is  not  prac- 
tical to  remove  the  manure  from  places 
occupied  by  poultry  as  frequently  and 
thoroughly  as  from  the  quarters  of 
large  animals.  The  character  of  the 
droppings  of  fowls,  however,  is  such 
that  the  normal  droppings  of  healthy 


birds,  where  they  are  not  accumulated 
in  masses,  may  remain  for  quite  a  lit- 
tle time  without  becoming  offensive,  or 
in  any  way  being  injurious  to  the 
birds.  Poor  ventilation  keeps  the  drop- 
pings saturated  with  moisture,  making 
the  presence  of  even  small  quantities 
objectionable,  while  good  ventilation 
dries  out  the  droppings  quickly,  making 
them  inoffensive  until  the  regular  time 
of  removal. 


COD  LIVER  OIL  IN  DEFICIENCY

Each  year  we  learn  more  and  more 
about  the  problem  of  feeding  poultry.

If  you  could 
examine  the  formation  of  the  bones  and 
joints  of  young  chicks  suffering  with 
leg  weakness  you  would  be  surprised  to 
find  that  there  was  a  difference  between 
the  healthy  and  sick  chicks.  What  is 
true  of  leg  weakness  is  true  in  some  de- 
gree of  other  such  diseases. 

The  average  poultryman  does  not 
have  the  technical  knowledge  or  the 
time  necessary  to  check  all  of  these  de- 
tails. He  wants  results.  If  he  can  cor- 
rect a  difficulty  by  merely  changing  his 
feeding,  this  is  the  plan  he  will  follow. 
It  is  no  wonder  that  the  use  of  cod 
liver  oil  has  become  so  wide  when  it  is 
understood  that  it  brings  about  such 
excellent  results  in  these  so-called  de- 
ficiency diseases. 

Perhaps  you  have  been  running  up 
against  snags  and  have  been  unable  to 
dodge  them  or  solve  them.  If  this  has 
been  the  case,  we  suggest  that  you  give 
cod  liver  oil  a  good  trial  and  see  if  it 
does  not  help  in  the  solution  of  the 
problem.

NEW  LAYING  MASH  SOLVES  THE 
POULTRY  FEED  PROBLEM 

"How  am  I  going  to  feed  home  grown 
grains  to  my  flock  of  hens  and  yet  get 
the  egg  production  that  comes  from 
feeding  a  balanced  ration?"  is  the  ques- 
tion the  average  farmer  asks  himself 
over  and  over.  The  question  has  gone 
unanswered  for  years,  but  the  news

ESSENTIAL 


DRAFTS  MEAN  DANGER 


No  poultry  farm  can  be  successful 
unless  it  has  the  right  kind  of  equip- 
ment. Much  has  been  said  about  the 
value  of  good  stock  and  proper  care, 
but  too  often  we  overlook  the  equipment 
of  the  plant. 

In  rather  rare  cases  we  meet  men 
who  say  that  equipment  is  a  useless  ex- 
pense. Certainly  such  a  statement  can 
only  be  made  by  one  lacking  informa- 
tion. Equipment  is  the  tools  by  which 
the  poultryman  can  give  his  birds  bet- 
ter care  or  perhaps  care  for  more  birds. 
Equipment  is  not  a  useless  expense.  It 
is  an  investment  in  tools,  and  if  prop- 
erly considered  it  is  a  means  to  greater 
profits.  "We  have  heard  fellows  say  that 
a  mash  hopper  was  useless.  Such  fel- 
lows usually  put  the  mash  in  pans,  box- 
es or  any  makeshift.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  the  waste  of  mash  is  such  as  to 
cause  complaint.  A  well  made  factory 
hopper  will  prevent  this  waste  of  mash. 
We  believe  that  a  good  hopper  will  save 
enough  mash  to  pay  for  itself.  Thus 
we  see  that  the  hopper  becomes  a  source 
of  profit.  We  might  go  on  and  illus- 
trate other  pieces  of  equipment,  but 
space  will  not  permit. 

If  you  are  short  on  certain  pieces  of 
equipment  we  urge  you  to  purchase  the 
needed  items  now.  One  cannot  be  a  suc- 
cessful poultryman  without  good  equip- 
ment any  more  than  he  can  be  a  good 
hand  repairing  automobiles  without 
tools.  You  would  not  think  of  trying 
to  repair  your  car  with  a  hammer  and 
screw  driver.  Then  why  should  you  try 
to  run  a  poultry  business  without 
proper  equipment?  Good  equipment 
and  plenty  of  it  tends  to  make  the 
work  easy,  enables  the  poultryman  to 
provide  for  every  need  of  his  flock,  and 
quite  naturally  this  means  more  profit. 

The  writer  has  given  much  attention 
to  this  matter  of  equipment,  and  no 
poultry  venture  is  successful  unless 
there  is  sufficient  equipment  of  the 
right  kind.  So  much  good  equip- 
ment is  now  offered  for  sale  through  the 
pages  of  POULTRY  KEEPER  that 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  every- 
one should  not  have  a  well  equipped 
poultry  farm. 


If  you  want  an  epidemic  of  roup, 
canker  and  like  diseases  to  pay  your 
tlock  a  visit,  one  of  the  best  ways  to  be 
successful  is  to  be  sure  that  your  birds 
roost  in  a  draft.  Of  course,  most  of  us 
are  not  foolish  enough  to  want  roup  to 
get  started  in  our  flock. 

How  then  can  you  prevent  drafts  if 
that  is  one  way  to  prevent  roup? 

Many  poultry  houses  are  not  deep 
enough  to  make  the  open  front  a  suc- 
cess. One  prominent  writer  claims  that 
a  poultry  house  must  be  at  least  four- 
teen feet  deep  in  order  to  make  the  open 
front  practical.  Of  course,  muslin  may 
be  used  on  houses  which  are  not  so 
deep,  but  we  believe  that  in  many  cases 
the  muslin  does  not  prevent  the  draft 
and  colds,  and  roup  may  develop.  If 
the  house  is  built  16  to  20  feet  deep 
the  danger  of  drafts  is  greatly  lowered. 

In  building  long  poultry  houses  one 
should  build  a  partition  at  least  every 
twenty  feet.  The  air  gets  a  fine  sweep 
down  the  roosts  in  long  houses  and  a 
few  partitions  are  absolutely  demanded. 
Such  partitions  may  not  extend  to  the 
front  of  the  house,  but  a  doorway  six  to 
eight  feet  wide  may  be  left. 

When  a  flue  ventilator  is  used,  care 
should  be  exercised  to  see  that  it  does 
not  create  a  direct  draft  on  the  birds, 
especially  when  they  are  on  the  roosts. 
The  intake  should  be  near  the  front  of 
the  house.  If  the  outlet  is  within 
eighteen  inches  of  the  floor  it  will  also 
help  to  prevent  a  draft.  Many  are  using 
a  metal  flue,  but  this  is  cold,  and  we  do 
not  think  the  air  moves  as  freely  as 
when  wood  is  used. 

It  should  be  needless  for  us  to  caution 
you  to  see  that  all  broken  glass  is  re- 
placed. The  doors  should  fit  tight.  If 
there  are  any  openings  where  air  can 
drive  in,  this  is  the  time  to  see  that 
they  are  closed.  Remember  that  drafts 
are  the  result  of  carelessness,  and  if 
you  neglect  so  important  a  matter  and 
your  birds  become  victims  of  roup,  you 
have  no  one  to  blame  but  yourself.

During  the  winter  months  the  price  of 
eggs  reach  the  peak.  While  it  is  true 
that  it  costs  more  to  produce  winter 
eggs,  yet  in  a  great  many  cases  the 
profit  is  greatly  cut  because  the  birds 
get  sick.

tion.

Vaccination 

adds  dollars  to  poultry  prolils 
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Control  of  Tuberculosis  in  Poultry

The  systematic  use  of  tuberculin  of  high  efficiency  is  a  desirable  practice  in  erad- 
icating avian  tuberculosis.  This  photograph  "was  taken  on  the  Spring  Grove,  Illinois,  poultry 
farm,  operated  by  A.  C.  Parfrey.  who  finds  tuberculosis-free  poultry  brings  higher  prices  on 
the  market. 


A  great  deal  of  discussion  has  been 
going  on  in  recent  years  among  poultry 
owners  regarding  avian  tuberculosis,  its 
dangers,  and  its  control.  Many  unsup- 
ported statements  are  presented  as  facts 
— which  cause  undue  alarm.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  are  those  who  are  dis- 
posed to  minimize  the  dangers. 

In  the  first  place,  we  should  recognize 
that  avian  tuberculois  is  a  separate  and 
distinct  disease  somewhat  similar  to 
bovine  and  human  forms  of  the  disease, 


but  possessing  different  characteristics. 
It  is  caused  by  a  specific  bacterium  and 
can  be  produced  from  no  other  source. 
Investigations  indicate  that  avian  tuber- 
culosis is  not  likely  to  be  transmitted  to 
humans  except  in  rare  cases,  if  at  all.  It 
apparently  can  be  readily  transmitted  to 
hogs,  however,  and  where  hogs  are  kept 
on  the  same  farm  with  infected  poultry, 
infection  of  the  hogs  is  almost  certain 
to  occur.

avian  tuberculosis  possesses  certain 
characteristics  which  should  be  under- 
stood in  order  to  develop  methods  of 
controlling  the  disease.  It  finds  poultry 
a  very  welcome  host,  and  its  develop- 
ment in  poultry  is  strong:  and  virulent. 
It  is  quite  resistent  to  ordinary  external 
influences:  common  disinfectants  do  not 
easily  destroy  it,  consequently  a  poultry 
yard  that  has  once  been  infected  may 
remain  a  source  of  infection  for  a  con- 
siderable time  after  tuberculosis  birds 
have  been  removed  from  it.  Heat  kills 
the  germ,  but  low  temperatures  appar- 
ently do  not  affect  it  in  the  least.  Direct 
sunlight  is  effective  as  a  germicide,  but 
only  on  the  surface  of  the  substance  in 
which  it  may  be  contained. 

There  is  no  known  specific  remedy  for 
avian  tuberculosis.  The  logical  method  of 
control  is  to  follow  strict  sanitary  prac- 
tice in  handling  the  yards,  equipment 
and  fowls,  and  to  dispose  of  all  fowls 
which  seem  to  have  symptoms  of  the 
disease.  This  is  a  rather  rigorous  treat- 
ment which  may,  or  may  not,  be  effec- 
tive. As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  one  wants 
to  be  sure  of  eradicating  tuberculosis  by 
following  this  plan,  it  means  disposing 
of  every  bird  in  the  flock,  thoroughly 
cleaning  and  disinfecting  the  quarters 
and  not  using  the  same  quarters  for  at 
least  a  year  before  starting  in  with  new 
stock,  which,  of  course,  should  be  dis- 
ease-free. 

The  use  of  tuberculin  is  part  of  a  more 
sensible  program.  Experienced  poultry- 
men  have  little  difficulty  in  noting  when 
their  flock  has  become  infected  with 
tuberculosis.  The  disease  rarely  affects 
birds  less  than  a  year  old.  Sick  birds 
become  emaciated,  lameness  develops, 
comb  and  shanks  become  pale  and  shriv- 
eled. The  birds  exhibit  an  enormous  ap- 
petite without  making  any  gain,  and 
sooner  or  later  death  results. 

When  tuberculosis  is  known,  or  sus- 
pected, to  be  in  the  flock,  every  bird 
should  be  tested  with  tuberculin.  The 
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injection  of  the  tuberculin  is  simplicity 
itself.  A  single  drop  of  the  tuberculin 
is  injected  in  the  edge  of  the  wattle,  or 
comb,  by  means  of  a  special  syringe. 
Forty-eight  hours  later  the  birds  are  ex- 
amined, and  those  which  react  or  show 
a  swelling  at  the  point  of  injection,  are 
disposed  of.  preferably  by  cremation. 

This  is  not  all  that  is  necessary,  how- 
ever. All  the  equipment  and  quarters 
should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  with  pow- 
erful disinfectants,  and  the  remaining 
birds  removed  to  clean  quarters  and 
kept  there  for  a  year  before  going  back 
to  the  old  place.  This  is  to  give  time 
enough  for  any  germs  that  may  infect 
the  house,  equipment,  or  oil,  to  die  out 
of  their  own  accord.  Of  course,  re- 
stocking should  be  done  only  with  birds 
that  are  known  to  be  free  from  the 
disease. 

If  the  tuberculin  test  is  applied  sys- 
tematically, I  believe  it  will  be  an  effec- 
tive aid  in  controlling  the  disease.  The 
cost  is  very  small,  approximately  one 
cent  per  bird. 


Heretofore  I  have  been  very  reluctant 
to  recommend  the  use  of  the  tuberculin 
because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a 
tuberculin  that  was  really  efficient. 
However  we  have  been  able  to  develop 
in  our  own  laboratory,  with  improved 
methods,  a  type  of  tuberculin,  which  in 
thorough  experiments,  has  been  shown 
to  have  efficiency  as  high  as  99  per  cent. 
Naturally,  real  results  can  be  obtained 
with  it. 

The  losses  which  are  likely  to  accom- 
pany an  invasion  of  mycrobacterium 
tuberculosis  In  a  flock  of  valuable  poul- 
try may  be  so  great  as  to  destroy  all 
the  chances  for  possible  profits.  Any 
poultryman  who  wants  to  insure  the 
health  of  his  flock  against  this  dread 
disease  certainly  should  give  considera- 
tion to  this  newly  developed  control 
method.

A  shrunken  comb  which  is  light  col- 
ored, a  dry  vent,  lack  of  flesh,  and  gen- 
eral unthrifty  appearance,  all  indicate 
loafers.  Layers  usually  have  a  large, 
red,  bright  comb.  The  eye  is  alert.  The 
vent  is  moist.  The  bird  is  in  good  flesh. 
If  the  birds  are  well  bred  and  you  have 
carried  them  this  far,  we  raise  the 
question  whether  the  best  plan  is  not 
to  try  and  so  feed  them  that  they  have 
to  lay.  Non-producers  should  have 
been  disposed  of  weeks  ago.

House  Question 

1.  Why  do  you  advocate  a  poultry  house  20 
feet  deep? 

2.  Is  not  a  house  12  feet  deep  just  as  sat- 
isfactory? 

3.  Don't  you  know  that  the  average  farm- 
er cannot  build  such  a  big  house  as  you  rec- 
ommend? ■ — A.  J.,  Iowa. 

1.  A  deep  house  tends  to  overcome 
the  problem  of  drafts,  and  therefore 
colds,  roup  and  canker.  We  also  be- 
lieve that  they  are  more  reasonable  in 
cost. 

2.  A  house  but  12  feet  deep  is  very 
likely  to  have  drafts  hit  the  birds  when 
they  are  on  the  roost.  Of  course,  a  mus- 
lin front  may  be  used,  and  a  muslin 
curtain  can  be  dropped  in  front  of  the 
roosts  at  night,  but  this  is  far  from  the 
most  satisfactory  thing  in  the  world. 

3.  We  do  not  know  why  the  average 
farmer  cannot  build  the  kind  of  a  house 
we  recommend.  A  house  20x20  feet  will 
house  say  100  fowls.  If  you  build  a 
house  but  12  feet  deep  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  it  about  35  feet  long. 
Whether  the  farmers  can  build  the 
kind  of  a  house  we  advocate  or  not  is 
aside  from  the  question.  It  seems  to  be 
the  best  kind  of  a  house  for  them,  and 
riding  through  the  country  convinces 
one  that  they  are  really  building  this 
type  of  house. 

Scabs  on  Face 

Some  of  my  birds  have  scabs  on  the  face, 
and  I  come  to  you  for  help.  Can  you  suggest 
a  remedy?  I  really  don't  know  how  we  could 
keep  poultry  without  your  excellent  and  help- 
ful little  magazine.  And  no  matter  how  silly 
the  questions,  you  seem  glad  to  answer  them.

The  best  remedy  is  to  apply  carbolated 
vaseline  to  the  affected  spots.  Rub  it  in 
gently  but  thoroughly.  Repeat  as  need- 
ed. Possibly  the  birds  may  need  a  slight 
laxative  to  cleanse  the  system.  One-half 
pound  of  Epsom  salts  to  each  50  hens

food.  Keep  the  house  dry  and  the  litter 
clean  and  dry.

Dark  Combs 

I  have  noticed  that  some  of  my  birds  seem 
to  have  dark  combs.  I  feed  them  well  and 
they  don't  appear  sick,  but  still  I  know  that 
they  should  have  red  combs.  Would  you  sug- 
gest the  cause?  — C.  O.  M.,  Michigan. 

A  dark  comb  may  indicate  a  digestive 
trouble,  such  as  liver  trouble.  In  such 
cases  a  good  laxative  will  often  over- 
come the  problem.  In  some  cases  the 
dark  comb  may  come  because  the  bird 
has  a  growth  in  the  throat  which  make* 
breathing  very  difficult.  Generally  the 
black  comb  is  supposed  to  come  from 
some  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs, 
while  a  purplish  comb  indicates  liver 
trouble.

Kind  of  Soil 

The  soil  about  our  place  is  quite  sandy,  and 
I  wonder  if  this  would  be  a  drawback  to  our 
poultry.  ■ — P.  E.  O. ,  Indiana. 

A  sandy  soil  is  generally  considered 
the  best  for  poultry.  It  provides  good 
drainage  and  overcomes  the  problem  of 
contamination  in  a  large  measure.  Sucli 
soil  is  warmer  than  a  heavy  clay  soil. 
It  would  appear  that  you  had  an  almost 
ideal  location  for  poultry.

Does  It  Pay? 

1.  To  begin  with,  my  hens  appear  over-fat 
and  have  stopped  laying.

1.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
your  birds  have  stopped  laying,  with  the 
feed  you  are  giving  them.

2.  You  cannot  expect  to  get  many 
eggs  without  a  mash.  It  would  seem 
that  your  best  plan  would  be  to  go  to 
town  and  buy  a  good  commercial  feed, 
both  scratch  and  mash.

Why  So  Deep? 

You  always  recommend  that  the  straw  litter 
be  at  least  a  foot  deep.  Please  explain  why  it 
should  be  so  deep.

Perhaps  the  one  big  reason  for  litter 
is  to  give  the  birds  exercise.  The  scratch 
feed  is  kicked  into  the  litter,  and  the 
hens  practice  their  natural  desire  to 
scratch  and  dig  for  the  grain.  This 
working  for  the  grain  induces  exercise 
which  promotes  health.  Hens  were 
made  to  dig  for  every  bit  of  food  they 
get.  If  you  start  serving  it  to  them 
on  a  platter,  it  will  not  be  long  be- 
fore they  will  become  soft,  flabby,  over- 
fat,  and  the  production  of  eggs  will 
drop,  and  disease  will  eventually  carry 
them  off.  When  they  have  to  work  for 
their  feed  they  are  robust,  healthy,  lay 
well,  and  live  long.  Experience  has 
taught  us  that  litter  must  be  fairly  deep 
in  order  to  get  the  best  results.  We 
think  that  one  foot  deep  is  about  right. 
AH  grain  should  be  well  kicked  into  the 
litter.  Of  course,  the  mash  must  be 
gfven  in  hoppers  to  prevent  waste.

I  have  some  White 
Rocks  and  White  Wyandottes,  and  I  can  see 
but  little  difference  between  the  breeds.  Can 
you  tell  me  if  there  is  really  much  difference 
after  all?

Reallj  there  is  quite  a  differ- 
ence between  the  breeds,  and  when  you 
study  them  you  will  readily  see  it.  Both 
are  good  breeds.

Practically  everyone  who  serves  the 
poultrymen  today  seems  to  have  adopted 
the  slogan  of  "we  aim  to  please."  In 
days  gone  by  the  big  idea  was  to  get 
the  money.  A  new  order  of  things  has 
come  into  being,  and  today  the  man  who 
expects  to  stay  in  business  must  give 
full  value  for  every  dollar  he  receives. 
No  longer  can  an  individual  or  firm  hope 
to  measure  his  business  in  dollars  and 
cents  alone.  It  is  the  man  who  gives 
the  most  service  who  finds  his  business 
growing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

When  you  buy  the  modern  mash  hop- 
per you  get  a  great  deal  for  which  you 
do  not  pay.  The  maker  of  this  hopper 
puts  it  out  in  his  poultry  house  and 
proves  to  his  own  satisfaction  that  it 
will  not  clog  nor  give  down  too  much 
mash,  but  that  it  will  provide  just  the 
right  amount.

But  it  takes  a  lot  of  work,  worry  and 
money  to  make  such  a  hatcher  for  you. 

The  makers  of  commercial  feeds  and 
feed  products  are  leaving  no  stone  un- 
turned to  supply  poultrymen  with  a  per- 
fect feed.  They  mix,  remix,  test,  an- 
alyze and  try  every  sort  of  feed  in  the 
hope  of  making  better  feed.

In  our  every  day  duties  we  are  quite 
likely  to  pick  up  a  poultry  book  or 
journal,  read  it  and  lay  it  aside  with 
no  thought  of  the  debt  we  owe  the 
author  and  publisher.

For  this  reason  many  poultry  owners 
do  not  think  of  worming. 

Later  on  diseases  develop,  as  diseases 
are  certain  to  develop  with  birds  whose 
strength  and  vitality  are  constantly  be- 
ing sapped  by  the  parasite  worms.  Egg 
production  drops.  Some  of  the  birds  die. 
The  owner  may  then  think  of  worms 
and  post  and  examine  a  bird  or  two. 
Finding  worms,  he  decided  to  worm  the 
flock. 

This  owner  may  have  waited  too  long. 
The  sick  fowls  may  be  in  no  shape  to  be 
wormed.  The  disease  or  diseases  pres- 
ent should  be  corrected  first;  then  the 
birds  wormed. 

Intestinal  worms  are  living  things 
within  a  living  thing.  It  takes  strong 
medicines  to  get  the  worms.  It  is  so 
easy  to  give  too  big  a  dose,  if  one  does 
not  carefully  follow  directions.  An  over- 
dose is  very  likely  to  get  not  only  the 
worms,  but  also  the  chicken. 

Most  poultry  are  infested  with  worms 
— 85  per  cent  of  the  poultry  population, 
according  to  many  investigations.  These 
worm-infested  fowls  cannot  be  thrifty; 
they  cannot  throw  off  diseases  as  they 
should;  they  cannot  put  on  size  and 
meat  like  normal  birds;  the  layers  can- 
not be  so  industrious;  the  eggs  cannot 
be  so  strongly  fertile.  There  is  but  one 
thing  for  every  poultry  raiser  to  do — 
and  that  is,  worm  the  flock  regularly 
twice  a  year,  and  do  it  before  the  birds 
get  sick  or  begin  to  show  the  bad  effects 
of  the  worms.

The  Cause,  Symptom  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Poultry 
By  F.  Raymond  Benson 


CHAPTER  I. 


Requirements  for  Healthy  Poultry. 


Years  of  study  and  experience  has  convinced  us  that  it  is  far  easier 
to  prevent  disease  in  poultry  than  to  cure  it.  We  realize  that  the  usual 
course  is  to  overlook  the  matter  entirely  until  disease  makes  its  appear- 
ance and  then  make  haste  to  try  and  remedy  the  situation,  but  such  a 
plan  is  often  a  failure.  "When  it  is  too  late  we  begin  to  realize  that  disease 
is  only  an  outward  manifestation  of  a  condition  which  may  have  taken 
weeks  or  months  to  develop,  and  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  a  few 
treatments  will  alter  these  conditions.  A  far  better  plan  would  be  for  us 
to  try  and  anticipate  the  conditions  which  cause  disease,  and  use  our 
skill  to  prevent  serious  consequences  which  always  come  with  disease. 

Disease  in  the  flock  demands  prompt  attention.  When  taken  in  time 
it  is  usually  possible  to  prevent  disease  from  resulting  in  death  to  the 
afflicted  fowl,  but  to  allow  it  to  run  its  natural  course  means  disaster. 
Not  only  will  the  sick  bird  become  worse,  but  probably  death  will  occur 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  even  at  that  the  matter  would  be  sufficiently 
serious  to  merit  our  prompt  attention,  but  almost  all  diseased  birds  are  a 
possible  source  of  spreading  the  disease.  The  other  birds  may  contract 
the  disease  from  the  fowl  already  sick.  In  this  way  the  disease  spreads 
through  the  entire  flock,  and  one  bird  may  be  the  cause  of  absolute  ruin 
of  a  very  fine  flock  of  birds.  For  this  reason  it  is  always  important  to 
watch  any  new  breeding  stock  which  is  purchased  and  brought  to  your 
farm.  When  birds  are  returned  from  shows  it  is  also  advisable  to  keep 
them  away  from  the  flock  for  a  few  days  to  make  sure  that  they  have 
contracted  no  disease  at  the  show  or  in  transit.  When  disease  puts  in 
its  appearance  we  should  act  promptly  and  use  drastic  measures.  To 
delay  means  to  give  the  disease  just  that  much  better  chance  to  become 
deep  seated,  and  it  will  take  longer  to  bring  about  a  remedy.  Not  that 
alone,  the  longer  we  wait  the  more  chance  we  give  the  disease  to  spread, 
and  perhaps  we  may  wake  up  and  find  the  entire  flock  victims  of  the 
disease.    Prompt  measures  are  always  of  the  utmost  importance. 

Knowing  that  prevention  is  the  best  remedy  for  disease,  the  question 
is  just  how  to  go  about  the  matter  of  prevention.  In  a  general  way  a 
healthy  bird  does  not  become  sick.  Sickness  only  comes  when  the  health 
of  the  fowl  is  below  par.  Health  and  sickness  are  opposites,  so  it  would 
seem  reasonable  to  suppose  that  if  sickness  was  to  be  prevented  it  would 
only  be  necessary  to  keep  the  flock  healthy.  However,  this  is  not  as  easy 
a  matter  as  it  may  appear  to  be.  Health  does  not  just  happen,  but  it 
comes  about  because  of  a  combination  of  several  conditions.  For  exam- 
ple, one  of  the  most  urgent  requirements  for  healthy  poultry  is  that  the 
parent  stock  be  healthy,  well  matured  and  vigorous.  To  use  weak,  under- 
sized or  sickly  birds  in  the  breeding  pen  is  one  way  to  thwart  the  ambi- 
tion for  healthy  poultry.  We  believe  that  the  first  requirement  for 
breeding  stock  is  that  it  possess  sufficient  vigor  to  insure  that  the  chicks 
from  the  mating  should  have  a  good  start  in  life.  Many  times  we  do  not 
like  to  dispose  of  a  beautifully  colored  specimen,  but  sometimes  we  find 
to  our  sorrow  that  color  of  plumage  is  of  little  value  unless  the  bird  has 
enough  vigor  to  transmit  it  to  the  progeny.  Color,  shape  or  any  other 
desired  trait  is  of  practically  no  value  unless  the  bird  has  robust  health. 

Healthy  parent  stock  means  strongly  fertile  eggs  which,  if  properly 
incubated,  will  hatch  lively  little  chicks,  jam  full  of  pep  and  vigor.  In 
a  great  many  cases  the  incubator  is  not  properly  operated,  and  the  chicks 
which  manage  to  break  the  shells  are  a  sorry  looking  lot.  Incubators 
are  run  with  smoky  lamps,  improperly  trimmed  wicks,  with  the  result 
that  the  air  is  foul  and  the  developing  germ  in  the  shell  has  a  very  poor 
chance  to  breathe  fresh  air.  Sometimes  the  incubator  is  placed  in  damp, 
foul-smelling  cellars,  and  little,  if  any,  fresh  air  is  admitted  to  the  room. 
Just  because  the  embryo  in  the  shell  can  not  be  seen  is  no  indication  that 
it  does  not  have  definite  needs.  A  close  study  of  incubation  will  convince 
one  that  it  requires  fresh  air  in  abundance. 

Let  us  assume  that  the  chicks  are  well  hatched;  the  next  vital 
problem  is  to  see  that  they  are  properly  reared.  It  is  one  thing  to  hatch 
chicks  and  quite  another  to  see  that  they  are  so  fed  and  cared  for  that 
they  will  thrive  and  grow  and  mature  into  perfect  physical  specimens. 
Baby  chicks  are  somewhat  tender  for  the  first  few  days,  and  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  if  the  chicks  are  properly  started  that  they  are  well  on 
the  road  to  maturity.  It  is  impossible  to  make  up  in  later  months  for 
mistakes  made  during  the  first  few  days.  They  must  be  well  started. 
Not  only  should  the  most  painstaking  care  be  given  to  the  food  that  is 
given  to  the  chicks,  but  they  must  have  exercise.  A  range  in  an  orchard 
makes  an  ideal  place  in  which  to  rear  chicks.  They  can  chase  bugs, 
dig  for  tender  green  shoots  of  grass  and  come  back  to  the  brooder,  tired 
but  just  bubbling  over  with  vigor.    There  is  nothing  like  getting  the

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chicks  close  to  Nature,  to  build  vigor  into  their  bodies.  Vigor  acquired 
during  the  days  of  early  chickhood  will  prove  of  great  value  in  later  days 
when  the  chick  grows  and  developes  into  future  foundation  stock. 

When  the  pullets  go  into  the  laying  house  or  the  breeders  are  taken 
off  the  range  they  should  have  as  much  robust  vigor  packed  into  their 
bodies  as  possible,  but  even  then  they  must  be  properly  handled  in  order 
to  keep  them  healthy  and  free  from  disease.  It  is  a  very  easy  matter  to 
ruin  the  best  birds  by  improper  care. 

There  are  several  requirements  to  keep  birds  healthy,  but  perhaps 
proper  housing  is  about  as  essential  as  any.  A  good  house  should  provide 
sufficient  room  so  that  the  birds  may  not  be  crowded.  They  must  have 
plenty  of  floor  space  in  which  to  scratch  and  work.  "With  the  small 
breeds  four  square  feet  should  be  allowed  per  bird.  With  larger  breeds 
about  four  and  one-half  square  feet  should  be  provided  for  each  bird. 
The  smaller  the  poultry  house,  the  more  important  it  is  that  each  bird 
has  plenty  of  floor  space.  The  house  should  be  so  situated  and  constructed 
as  to  admit  sunshine.  Light  is  needed  to  make  the  house  cheery,  and 
sunshine  is  a  good  means  of  prevention  of  disease.  Few  disease  germs 
can  stand  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun.  The  house  should  also  be  dry  and 
free  from  dampness.  Dampness  may  come  from  condensation  of  moisture 
on  the  walls,  by  improper  construction  of  the  walls  and  floor,  or  because 
of  atmospheric  conditions.  When  dampness  exists  the  cause  must  be 
located  and  the  matter  corrected.  Good  construction  will  do  much  to 
overcome  dampness.  Ventilation  will  also  correct  a  damp  condition  in 
many  poultry  houses.  There  is  another  reason  for  ventilation.  Domes- 
ticated poultry  requires  a  very  large  amount  of  air  to  keep  the  lungs 
working  properly.  Poultry  is  so  made  that  it  requires  more  air  than 
other  animals.  Being  small  in  body  we  are  likely  to  assume  that  the 
requirements  for  air  are  likewise  small,  but  in  such  a  belief  we  are 
exactly  opposite  the  truth.  Poultry  should  have  an  abundance  of  air. 
For  this  reason  the  open  front  poultry  houses  have  proven  quite  popular 
in  many  sections  of  the  country.  Poultry  can  stand  a  rather  low  tem- 
perature provided  the  air  is  dry.  Proper  ventilation  tends  to  prevent 
dampness,  hence  we  see  why  the  open  front  poultry  houses  are  so  popu- 
lar. In  extreme  climates  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  a  ventilator  in  place 
of  the  open  or  semi-open  front.  If  you  go  into  your  poultry  house  at 
night  and  find  a  foul  odor,  you  may  be  sure  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
ventilation.

FALL  POULTRY  NOTES 


In  selecting  stock  to  keep  over,  all 
practical  poultry  keepers  know  how  im- 
portant it  is  that  the  best  be  chosen.  It 
is  a  poor  policy 
to  sell  off  the 
good  ones  and 
keep  the  culls 
just  because 
some  one  offers 
a  good  price. 

Any  one  who 
is  in  the  poul- 
try business  to 
stay  should 
hold  over  a  cer- 
tain number  of 
first-class  birds, 
no  matter  what 
price  is  offered 
for  them,  they 
V.  M.  Conch  are    worth  as 

much  to  the  one  who  raised  them  as 
to  any  one  else,  and  as  long  as  the  best 
is  sold  and  the  common  stock  kept,  the 
breeder  will  never  have  more  than  com- 
mon market  poultry.  Some  sell  their 
best  birds  because  they  are  unable  to 
distinguish  them  from  the  poor  ones, 
while  others  do  so  from  carelessness. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  a  losing  proposition 
to  keep  poultry  at  the  present  time 
without  an  up-to-date  system  in  selec- 
tion and  care  is  adopted.  If  the  owner 
is  unable  to  or  will  not  cull  properly, 
better  employ  a  practical  man  to  do  the 
work,  or  sell  the  hens. 

Inbreeding  of  poultry  is  bad  practice 
unless  followed  in  a  scientific  manner. 
It  is  wrong  and  unprofitable  to  allow 
them  to  breed  promiscuously.  But  an- 
other thing  that  is  worse  than  inbreed- 
ing for  the  utility  poultry  keeper  is 
that  of  keeping  a  lot  of  hens  until  they 
have  become  worthless  as  egg  produc- 
ers. As  a  rule,  three  years  at  the 
longest  should  be  the  limit  of  the  life 
of  a  hen  kept  for  eggs.  Her  first  year 
will  be  the  banner  year  for  laying,  her 
second  year  for  breeding,  and  the  third 
year  may  be  quite  useful  but  not  as 
good  as  the  second,  and  after  that  she 
will  be  a  detriment  to  the  owner  as  far 
as  utility  purposes  are  concerned.  A 
good  many  of  our  most  successful 
poultrymen  dispose  of  most  of  the 
laying  stock  after  the  first  year. 

There  has  been  great  improvement 
along  the  line  of  poultry  raising,  care 
and  egg  production  during  the  past  ten 
years,  yet  on  many  farms  fall  and  win- 
ter eggs  are  a  rarity.  And  as  long  as 
the  main  diet  is  corn,  the  housing  done 
in  a  haphazard  way,  and  the  early 
hatches  of  pullets  are  disposed  of,  just 
so  long  will  this  scarify  continue.  The 
poultryman  who  makes  money  on  his 
hens,  provide  comfortable  quarters,  a 
varied  diet,  and  saves  the  choice  pullets 
from  his  April  and  May  hatches. 

Profits  are  often  lost  in  the  hen  busi- 
ness by  overcrowding.  More  than  once 
fifty  fowls  have  been  seen  cramped  and 
crowded  into  a  hen  house  at  night,  that 
a  practical  poultryman  would  not  think 
of  putting  more  than  twenty-five  in.  No 
profit  will  be  realized  from  the  flock 
when  handled  in  this  manner.  Care  for 
the  hens  in  a  systematic  way  and  they 
will  respond  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
In  most  instances  it  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  poultry  that  a  profit  is  not  made — 
it's  the  owner  or  caretaker.

It  in- 
vades the  ripe  fruit  or  fruit  juices  and  trans- 
forms them  as  it  develops  its  own  life  pro- 
cesses. This  power  of  rapid  multiplication  or 
reaching  out  and  absorbing  from  its  own 
structure  the  most  precious  elements  of  the 
other  plants  is  a  phenomenon  of  uniciue  inter- 
est to  Nature.  This  is  why  yeast  extracts  are 
so  rich  in  such  readily  assimiable  proteins. 
These  proteins  are  the  easily  soluable  consti- 
tuents of  the  grain  which  the  yeast  plant  gath- 
ered for  its  own  life.  Such  extracts  are  rich 
in  organic  salts,  because  the  yeast  plant  had 
the  power  to  take  out  of  the  grain  these  salts 
which  it  required  for  its  own  active,  tremend- 
uously  intensive  life  process.  These  extracts 
contain  the  vitamins — especially  B — that  were 
stored  and  multiplied  for  the  growth  of  the 
yeast  cell. 

Thus  we  can  see  that  the  releasing  of 
these  mineral  salts,  the  increasing  of  the 
protein  content,  etc.,  is  bound  to  make 
any  feed  more  beneficial  and  why  the 
manufacturers  say  it  makes  any  feed 
go  farther. 

Later  on  Mr.  Christian  says: 

Yeast  also  builds  up  fats,  as  well  as  pro- 
teins. It  forms  its  fats  from  the  sugars,  or 
carbohydrates,  of  the  elements  in  which  it 
lives.  It  has  been  found  by  chemists  that 
yeast  contains  a  chemical  substance  called 
lecithin  that  is  very  necessary  in  the  food  of 
growing  children  to  promote  their  bodily 
growth.  So  we  have  to  thank  yeast  for  valu- 
able proteins,  fats,  mineral  salts  and  vitamins 
— but  that  is  not  all. 

Enzymes  of  many  kinds  are  needed  by  the 
human  body  to  split  up  food  elements  into 
simpler  compounds  that  the  body  can  use  in 
building  tissue,  bone  and  nerve.  Yeast  Is  a 
valuable  source  of  these  enzymes  which,  in 
the  body,  digest  starch,  proteins  and  fat.  And 
the  process  by  which  yeast  gathers  up  all 
these  indispensable  elements  from  its  sur- 
roundings  is   called  Fermentation. 

With  our  further  readings  on  vita- 
mins we  begin  to  see  the  great  value  of 
fermentation  and  just  what  it  means 
to  a  food.  It  is  really  a  partial  predi- 
gestion.  Shall  try  and  give  you  more  of 
it  next  month.

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How  To  Get  December  Eggs 


A  contemporary  writer  recently  wrote  an  article  under  the 
title  "Eggs  is  Eggs."  In  reading  it,  the  thought  came  to  us 
that  the  title  could  have  been  improved  by  changing  it  to 
read  "Eggs  Mean  Money,"  or  perhaps  go  a  step 
further  and  say  "Winter  Eggs  Mean  Money." 
How  true  it  is  that  winter  eggs  always  mean 
money.  A  writer  recently  wrote  to  us  and  asked 
why  it  is  that  high  egg  prices  always  come  when 
one  has  few,  if  any,  eggs  to  sell.  Really  he  an- 
swered his  own  question  without  realizing  it. 
Egg  prices  are  governed  by  the  supply  of  strictly 
fresh  eggs.  In  the  spring,  when  natural  condi- 
tions almost  compel  the  hens  to  lay,  the  price 
of  eggs  drop  because  there  is  an  abundant  sup- 
ply. On  the  other  hand,  when  December  comes 
around,  the  conditions  favorable  to  egg  produc- 
tion have  disappeared,  and  the  result  is  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  egg  flow.  With  the  decrease  in 
production  comes  an  increase  in  price.  The  price 
always  goes  down  again  in  the  spring  when  egg 
production  increases. 

The  problem  resolves  itself  into  the  attempt  to 
get  the  hens  to  lay  as  many  eggs  as  possible  when  the  prices 
are  up.  As  expected,  the  profit  is  greatly  increased  when  egg 
prices  are  up. 

What  are  the  conditions  which  make  it  possible  for  the 
hen  to  lay  heavily. 

We  have  answered  this  question  in  the  statement  that 
spring-like  conditions  induce  heavy  production.  The  more 
nearly  we  can  duplicate  these  conditions  the  more  eggs  the 
hens  will  lay. 

Possibly  this  may  appear  as  very  much  of  a  problem,  but 
you  will  be  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  it  appears  more  seri- 
ous than  it  is  in  reality. 

To  begin  with,  the  reader  is  asked  to  think  of  the  hen  as  a 
machine — an  egg  machine,  to  be  exact.  This  machine  has  the 
power  to  make  certain  foods,  grind  them  up,  digest  and  assim- 
ilate them,  and  after  tak- 
ing a  certain  part  to  re- 
pair body  wastes,  the 
balance  is  manufactured 
into  eggs.  Every  manu- 
facturer knows  that  the 
machines  in  his  factory 
are  capable  of  making 
certain  articles,  but  the 
product  is  determined  by 
the  raw  materials.  So  it 
is  with  your  manufactur- 
ing plant.  The  hen  man- 
ufactures eggs  according 
to  the  raw  material 
which  you  furnish  her. 
It  is,  therefore,  evident 
that  with  the  right  kind 
of  materials  and  proper 
care  that  the  hen  will 
lay. 

We  have  already  said 


that  spring-like  conditions  were  necessary  in  order  to  get 
heavy  production.  A  hen  which  is  kept  in  a  cold,  drafty 
house  must  have  considerable  food  to  keep  her  body  warm. 

Nature  steps  in  and  says  that  the  hen  must  first 
keep  her  body  warm.  If  there  is  a  surplus  of  food 
it  may  go  into  the  making  of  eggs.  If  the  hen 
is  kept  in  a  cold  house  there  will  be  no  surplus, 
because  there  is  a  digestive  limit  to  the  capacity 
of  a  hen.  She  can  only  eat  so  much  food.  It  is 
always  cheaper  to  provide  a  warm  poultry  house 
than  to  try  and  keep  poultry  warm  by  feeding 
them  heavily.  Artificial  heat  is  seldom  resorted 
to,  but  the  house  should  be  well  constructed  and 
provide  a  comfortable  home  for  the  hens. 

On  cold  winter  days  the  hens  certainly  appre- 
ciate the  sunshine.  It  not  only  provides  warmth, 
but  it  gives  them  the  ultra-violet  rays  which  are 
so  essential  to  the  health  of  the  birds.  We  are 
just  beginning  to  realize  the  value  of  this  direct 
sunshine,  but  as  the  years  pass  we  will  discover 
that  the  hen  has  the  ability  to  transmit  certain 
characteristics  to  the  egg  only  when  she  is 
allowed  direct  contact  with  sunlight.  It  remains  for  someone 
to  discover  the  ultra-violet  ray  in  the  egg  laid  by  a  hen  ex- 
posed to  sunlight.  Such  a  discovery  would  mean  an  increase 
in  egg  consumption. 

Air  is  too  common  to  have  a  value  placed  upon  it.  A  fault 
of  our  people  is  to  prize  those  things  which  are  difficult  or 
costly  to  obtain.  The  hen  was  intended  to  remain  outdoors. 
We  have  changed  her  mode  of  living  and  we  must  supply 
plenty  of  fresh  air  or  she  will  suffer.  While  the  house 
should  be  warm,  yet  we  must  arrange  for  a  constant  flow 
of  fresh  air  into  the  poultry  house.  The  hen  is  so  constituted 
that  she  requires  more  air  for  her  size  than  any  other  farm 
animal.  While  there  is  such  urgent  need  for  plenty  of  fresh 
air,  drafts  should  be  avoided.  Many  poultrymen  go  to  the 
extreme  and  create  drafts  in  their  desire  to  make  sure  that 
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the  hens  have  plenty  of  fresh  air. 
Drafts  bring  on  colds,  canker  and  roup. 
Any  kind  of  sickness  in  the  flock  is  to 
be  avoided.  It  greatly  lowers  egg  pro- 
duction. 

The  hen  is  a  busy  body  by  instinct. 
She  digs,  scratches  and  roams  here  and 
there  in  her  search  for  food.  When  we 
confine  her  to  a  small  poultry  house  we 
should  try  and  keep  her  active  in  her 
search  for  food,  for  in  no  small  measure 
does  it  affect  her  health.  Exercise  is 
very  essential  for  the  hen  if  she  is  to 
lay  well.  Some  years  ago  the  writer  re- 
calls an  experiment  in  which  it  was 
assumed  that  the  hen  should  not  waste 
her  energy  in  scratching.  Accordingly 
the  hens  were  given  nothing  but  mash 
and  were  teased  to  eat  all  they  wanted. 
The  theory  was  that  all  the  food  should 
go  into  the  making  of  eggs.  Soon  these 
hens  began  to  be  lazy  and  take  on  fat, 
and  it  was  not  long  until  they  broke 
down,  and  the  experiment  proved  a 
failure.  Exercise  tends  to  good  blood 
circulation,  and  that  means  health.  For 
that  reason  all  grain  should  be  given  in 
deep  litter.  If  the  litter  can  be  a  foot 
deep  so  much  the  better.  Litter  should 
be  changed  when  it  becomes  damp  or 
dirty.    Damp  litter  will  retard  laying. 

An  old  adage  says  that  a  hen  lays  as 
well  as  she  is  fed,  and  it  is  quite  true. 
Food  is  the  raw  material  which  the  hen 
converts,  into  eggs.  Of  course,  she  re- 
quires a  certain  amount  of  food  to  re- 
pair body  wastes  and  keep  warm  and 
comfortable.  During  cold  weather  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  heat-forming  foods  such 
as  corn  find  a  very  useful  place  in  the 
ration.  Naturally  the  ration  should  con- 
sist of  as  wide  variety  of  foods  as  possi- 
ble to  conform  to  the  diet  of  the  hen  un- 
der natural  conditions.  This  is  one 
argument  in  favor  of  the  commercial 
feeds.  They  are  always  composed  of 
many  different  grains. 

Animal  protein  as  found  in  meat 
scraps,  freshly  ground  bone  or  milk 
proves  useful  in  getting  high  production. 
One  writer  of  several  years  past  claim- 
ed that  animal  protein  tended  to  de- 
stroy high  egg  production.  We  believe 
that  this  gentleman  made  a  serious  mis- 
take in  that  assumption.  Today  almost 
all  mashes  include  animal  protein.  It 
takes  the  place  of  the  bugs  and  worms 
which  the  hen  would  eat  in  her  normal 
mode  of  living.  From  fifteen  to  twenty 
per  cent  of  meat  scraps  is  often  added 
to  the  mash.  When  freshly  ground  bone 
is  given,  not  over  one-quarter  to  one- 
half  ounce  is  allowed  to  each  mature 
fowl  daily.  Sometimes  this  acts  direct- 
ly upon  the  bowels  and  causes  condi- 
tions approaching  diarrhea,  and  for  that 
reason  the  droppings  should  be  under 
close  observation.  The  amount  of  ground 
bone  should  be  governed  by  the  consist- 
ency of  the  droppings.  When  liquid 
milk  is  given  one  hard  and  fast  rule  can 
be  followed,  but  the  hens  should  be  giv- 
en a  liberal  allowance.  If  dried  butter- 
milk is  used  about  ten  per  cent  is  added 
to  the  regular  mash. 

One  reason  hens  lay  in  the  spring 
more  than  in  the  winter  is  due  to  a  con- 
stant supply  of  fresh  green  food.  This 
supplies  certain  food  elements  much 
needed  by  the  hen,  and  besides  it  acts 
as  a  laxative  and  keeps  the  bowels  in 
good  condition.  Modern  oat  sprouters 
make  it  possible  to  supply  the  hens 
with  plenty  of  green  food  at  any  time 
of  the  year. 

Of  late  a  great  deal  of  interest  has 
developed  because  of  the  surprising  re- 


sults' which  follow  the  use  of  cod  liver 
oil.  It  seems  we  have  hardly  come  to  a 
full  realization  of  its  value.  More  cod 
liver  oil  is  being  used  this  year  than 
ever  before,  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  gets  results.  Cod  liver  oil  does 
not  keep  well,  and  if  one  is  to  secure  the 
full  vitamin  effect  only  a  small  quantity 
of  feed  should  be  mixed  at  a  time.  Some 
of  our  readers  mix  cod  liver  oil  in  the 
charcoal  and  then  mix  the  charcoal  in 
the  mash,  thus  getting  a  more  even  dis- 
tribution of  the  cod  liver  oil. 

A  hen  is  largely  composed  of  water 
and  minerals  and  it  is  only  to  be  ex- 
pected that  enterprising  men  should 
adopt  plans  of  supplying  certain  miner- 
als which  are  lacking  in  the  ordinary 
ration.  An  increasing  amount  of  inter- 
est is  being  shown  in  this  matter  and 
we  predict  it  will  become  a  vital  factor 
in  poultry  feeding.  The  main  idea  is 
to  give  a  perfectly  balanced  ration,  and 
if  minerals  are  needed  to  make  the  bal- 
ance, then  let  us  supply  them. 

When  the  day  is  cold  it  is  well  to  re- 
move the  chill  from  the  drinking  water. 
We  do  not  advocate  giving  hot  water 
as  this  might  injure  them,  but  warm 
water  will  help  to  get  more  December 
eggs. 

A  warm,  moist  mash  also  helps  in  ex- 
tremely cold  weather.  The  mash  should 
not  be  too  wet — just  crumbly.  Do  not 
over  feed  of  it,  but  give  them  only  as 
much  as  they  will  clean  up  at  once. 

On  real  cold  nights  one  can  take 
whole  corn  and  heat  it  in  the  oven  and 
give  a  liberal  feeding  just  before  the 
hens  go  to  roost.  It  is  surprising  how 
they  will  enjoy  this  hot  lunch. 

The  fermented  mash  has  come  to  a 
definite  place  on  many  poultry  farms. 
The  process  of  fermentation  breaks 
down  the  starches  and  renders  the  food 
more  easy  of  digestion.  The  results 
from  its  use  have  been  almost  beyond 
belief  in  many  cases  and  today  a  great 
deal  of  fermented  mash  is  being  used. 
It  should  not  be  used  to  replace  the  dry 
mash  in  the  hoppers,  but  as  a  supple- 
ment to  it.  When  properly  used  it  will 
help  get  December  eggs. 

In  the  limited  space  allowed  us  we 
have  hinted  at  such  things  as  will  en- 
able you  to  secure  a  high  egg  yield  even 
in  the  coldest  weather.  We  have  often 
found  when  every  other  factor  of  feed- 
ing appeared  to  be  correct  that  low  pro- 
duction was  caused  by  insuffiicent  feed. 
Many  poultrymen  underfeed.  If  you  are 
to  get  good  production  you  must  give 
good  feed  and  plenty  of  it.  We  have 
heard  men  say  that  they  could  not  af- 
ford to  give  so  much  feed.  We  claim 
that  this  is  the  wrong  viewpoint.  No- 
body can  afford  to  keep  hens  unless 
they  lay  well.  If  the  ration  is  correctly 
balanced  it  will  make  eggs.  That  being 
true,  the  more  feed  you  can  make  your 
hens  eat  the  more  eggs  they  will  lay, 
within  certain  limits.  We  should  worry 
less  about  our  feed  costs  and  more 
about  high  production.  It's  feed  that 
makes  eggs.  If  the  ration  is  a  good  one 
the  more  the  hens  eat  the  more  eggs 
you  will  get,  and  of  course  the  more 
money  you  will  make  in  December.

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GOOD  TIME  TO  SPROUT  OATS 

One  reason  hens  lay  so  well  in  the 
springtime  is  because  they  get  plenty 
of  sweet,  tender,  juicy  sprouts  of  vege- 
tables. There  are  certain  elements  in 
vegetable  matter  which  act  upon  the 
system  to  put  it  in  a  healthy  condition 
so  it  may  fully  digest  the  food  and  get 
the  use  of  it  in  the  manufacture  of  eggs. 

Not  only  does  green  food  furnish  cer- 
tain food  elements,  but  it  has  a  distinct 
action  upon  the  process  of  elimination, 
and  it  helps  to  keep  the  bowels  clear  of 
poisons.  If  it  served  no  other  purpose 
its  value  would  be  so  important  as  to 
warrant  its  use. 

In  years  gone  by,  poultrymen  were 
likely  to  give  a  great  deal  of  thought  to 
the  problem  of  storing  cabbages,  beets, 
etc.,  for  use  during  the  winter.  This 
plan  is  no  longer  followed.  The  accept- 
ed plan  is  to  sprout  oats  as  needed.  To 
begin  with,  rather  crude  plans  were 
used  to  sprout  oats,  but  now  the  oat 
sprouter  is  an  efficient  part  of  the  equip- 
ment of  every  poultry  plant.  Such  a 
machine  supplies  as  much  sprouted  oats 
as  required,  and  when  they  are  taken 
out  of  the  machine  they  are  tender  and 
juicy,  and  just  as  fresh  as  spring  vege- 
tation. If  you  have  ever  watched  how 
eager  the  hens  are  to  eat  them  you  will 
realize  that  they  make  a  good  feed. 

If  you  are  one  of  the  fellows  who  do 
not  happen  to  be  the  owner  of  an  oat 
sprouter,  it  would  be  well  to  look  into 
the  matter  without  any  delay.  These 
little  machines  are  very  efficient  and 
economical  to  operate,  and  always  keep 
your  flock  supplied  with  the  very  best 
kind  of  green  food.  An  oat  sprouter  is 
as  necessary  as  a  drinking  fountain. 


KEEP  YOUR  EYE  ON 
THE  BIRD 


Some  of  our  readers  have  been  hunt- 
ing ducks  during  the  past  fall.  To  many 
this  proves  to  be  an  opportunity  to 
prove  their  sportsmanship.  Some  hunt- 
ers are  lucky,  and  some  are  not.  In  a 
great  many  cases,  this  so-called  luck  is 
foresight.  Of  course,  one  must  know 
where  ducks  are  before  he  can  bag 
them.  Then  he  must  have  the  right 
kind  of  "shootin'  irons."  All  this  would 
be  useless  if  he  failed  at  the  critical 
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moment  to  keep  his  eye  on  the  bird.  If 
he  failed  to  watch  his  bird  he  would  not 
have  much  luck. 

The  poultry  business  is  a  great  deal 
like  duck  hunting.  Advertising  hatch- 
ing eggs,  baby  chicks  and  breeding 
stock  calls  for  many  things  similar  to 
hunting.  To  begin  with,  you  pick  a 
practical  poultry  journal  in  which  to 
advertise.  This  insures  you  of  a  possi- 
ble market.  You  then  determine  what 
kind  of  an  ad  you  will  use  much  in  the 
same  manner  as  you  pick  your  gun  and 
shells.  And  then  you  keep  everlastingly 
on  the  job  trying  to  land  orders.  You 
keep  your  eye  on  the  prospective  buy- 
er. If  you  stop  advertising  because  you 
have  nothing  to  sell,  you  are  like  the 
hunter  who  takes  his  eyes  off  the  bird 
for  a  moment.  You  probably  miss  the 
shot. 

If  we  could  convince  the  average  ad- 
vertiser of  the  value  of  constant  and 
persistent  advertising,  we  could  not 
accomoda.te  all  the  orders  which  come 
our  way.  The  big,  successful  advertis- 
ers know  that  they  must  keep  hammer- 
ing away  in  order  to  get  the  orders. 

Orders  usually  go  to  the  advertiser 
who  keeps  his  eyes  on  the  prospective 
buyer.    This  is  a  point  to  remember. 


VIGOR  A  VITAL  NEED 


Did  you  ever  visit  a  large  city  and  see 
the  care  taken  with  the  foundation  of 
one  of  the  high  office  buildings?  They 
dig  down  into  the  earth  for  what  appears 
to  be  an  almost  endless  distance,  and 
there  they  construct  a  foundation  which 
is  solid,  firm  and  as  safs  as  a  rock  it- 
self, for  in  a  majority  of  cases  it  rests 
upon  the  bed  rock.  A  building  erected 
upon  such  a  foundation  must  endure. 
When  the  safety  of  so  many  lives  and 
so  much  money  is  involved,  it  requires 
the  utmost  care  to  see  that  the  founda- 
tion is  solid. 

Did  you  ever  think  of  the  poultry 
business  as  a  building?  You  plan  to 
develop  a  poultry  business,  and  its  suc- 
cess rests  upon  the  ability  of  the  birds 
to  lay  and  reproduce  themselves.  The 
most  vital  factor  which  enables  the  hens 
to  lay  is  inherited  vigor.  One  can  breed 
vigor  into  his  flock  in  much  the  same 
way  as  he  breeds  any  other  feature. 
Without  this  vigor,  heavy  consumption 
of  feed,  high  egg  records,  and  good 
hatchable  eggs  are  out  of  the  question. 


Vigor  and  health  are  the  foundation 
stones  upon  which  to  build  greater  egg 
records  and  higher  fertility.  They  are 
as  vital  to  successful  poultry  keeping 
as  the  deep  concrete  foundation  is  to 
the  high  office  building.  In  the  past  we 
have  given  far  too  little  attention  to  the 
matter  of  vigor  and  health,  but  poultry- 
men  have  come  to  a  realization  that  fu- 
ture progress  depends  upon  our  ability 
to  pack  more  vigor  into  the  bodies  of 
our  hens.  Just  yesterday  we  were  talk- 
ing with  a  practical  poultry-man  who 
said  that  he  had  four  distinct  strains  of 
birds  on  his  farm  so  that  he  may  out- 
cross  and  be  sure  of  what  he  has. 

Ventilation,  breeding,  feeding  and'  gen- 
eral care  have  much  to  do  with  the 
health  of  our  birds.  Our  skill  and  en- 
ergy in  developing  this  vigor  may  meas- 
ure the  degree  of  success  which  may 
come  our  way.  This  is  a  matter  off 
which  we  will  hear  more  and  move,  be- 
cause it  is  one  of  the  most  serious  to 
come  before  the  poultrymen  for  eonsidV 
eration. 


THE  VALUE  OF  YOUR 
REPUTATION 


It  has  been  said  that  we  never  miss 
the  water  until  the  well  runs  dry.  In 
too  many  cases  this  is  true.  We  might 
also  say  that  we  never  realize  the  value 
of  our  reputation  until  it  is  put  to  a 
test. 

Recently  we  had  the  opportunity  of 
testing  the  value  of  a  neighbor's  word. 
It  all  came  about  in  an  unexpected 
manner.  We  had  a  business  transac- 
tion with  a  friend.  When  we  completed 
the  deal  we  were  sorry  indeed  to  come 
to  a  realization  that  a  promise  meant 
little  to  some  people.  His  word  meant 
nothing  to  him.  He  was  willing  to  sac- 
rifice his  reputation  for  a  consideration. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  had  a  small 
transaction  a  short  time  ago  with  a 
party  in  a  distant  state.  We  have  never 
seen  this  person,  and  probably  never 
will.  He  values  his  reputation  to  the 
extent  that  he  kept  his  word  to  the 
letter. 

Now  if  you  were  expecting  to  buy  a 
new  cockerel,  which  party  would  you 
be  willing  to  entrust  with  your  order? 
We  all  assume  that  a  party  who  keeps 
his  word  is  more  likely  to  give  us  a 
square  deal.  We  place  the  order  on  the 
basis  of  the  reputation.

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Your  reputation  is  gained  through 
years  of  trials,  but  it  may  be  ruined  by 
just  one  foolish,  selfish  and  inconsider- 
ate act.  One  single  selfish  act  wherein 
we  place  the  dollar  sign  above  the  value 
of  our  honesty  and  we  may  wreck  an 
otherwise  excellent  reputation. 

Man  is  judged  by  his  past  acts.  If 
you  keep  your  word  no  matter  what 
inconveniences  it  may  cause  you,  if  you 
hew  right  to  the  line  of  honesty,  you 
will  gain  a  reputation  the  value  of 
which  cannot  be  measured.  A  good 
reputation  is  one  of  the  most  valued 
things  a  man  may  possess.  Under  no 
•circumstances  should  we  injure  it  by 
foolish  or  selfish  dealing. 


A  GOOD  TONIC  IS  USEFUL. 

Many  poultry  writers  do  not  endorse 
poultry  tonics.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  their  use  is  often  overdone.  It  is 
the  abuse  rather  than  the  use  which 
causes  trouble. 

Perhaps  the  ideal  arrangement  would 
be  to  so  feed  and  care  for  your  birds 
that  they  would  always  be  in  the  prime 
of  health  but  this  is  not  always  pos- 
sible. There  are  many  things  which 
would  be  wonderful  but  they  cannot 
all  come  to  pass.  Even  the  best  flock 
occasionally  gets  out  of  condition.  Pos- 
sibly some  little  item  of  feeding  has 
been  overlooked  or  something  left  un- 
done and  the  result  is  that  the  birds  get 
under  par  physically. 

We  all  know  that  a  hen  must  be  in 
tip  top  physical  condition  if  she  is  to 
make  a  good  breeder  or  layer.  The  aim 
is  to  so  feed  and  care  for  her  so  that 
she  will  be  physically  fit.  Should  she 
get  out  of  condition  it  is  up  to  us  to  get 
her  back  in  shape.  Good  care  is  of  im- 
portance but  often  a  poultry  tonic 
proves  useful.  When  used  as  it  should 
be  it  can  prove  very  helpful  in  putting 
the  organs  of  the  hen's  body  into  good 
working  condition.  It  can  be  a  real  aid 
in  promoting  health  that  its  widest  use 
may  be  in  prevention  of  ill  health  and 
there  is  some  food  for  thought  in  this 
proposition. 

That  it  has  a  place  is  without  ques- 
tion. For  several  years  wg  have  advo- 
cated a  reasonable  use  of  a  good  tonic. 
Just  the  other  day  a  poultryman  said 
to  us,  "Without  your  advice  in  the  mat- 
ter of  using  .  we  might  have 

found  it  necessary  to  quit  the  poultry 
business.  As  it  is  we  are  strong  for 
this  tonic  because  it  helps  us  to  make 
poultry  pay." 

A  reasonable  use  of  a  good  tonic  will 
help  your  birds.  We  endorse  it  first  to 
prevent  ill  health.

Not  Through  Molt. 

I  have  a  few  old  hens  that  are  not  through 
the  molt  yet.  and  I  wonder  if  this  is  a  sign 
that  they  are  going  to  be  heavy  layers. — O.  L. . 
Ohio. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  late  molter  is 
often  a  good  layer,  but  in  this  case  the 
chances  are  that  the  hens  lack  vitality, 
and  are  not  going  through  the  molt  in 
the  usual  manner.  Feed  them  rather 
heavily,  especially  on  feather  forming 
foods.  Be  sure  to  provide  plenty  of  milk 
and  lots  of  green  food. 

Chilled  Chicks. 

Last  spring  I  had  a  lot  of  chicks  get  out  in 
rains  and  get  chilled,  and  I  was  not  able  to 
save  them.  I  would  greatly  appreciate  your 
suggestions  in  such  cases,  and  I  believe  your 
many  other  readers  would  like  to  hear  about 
it. — Mrs.  K.  L. ,  Illinois. 

Of  course,  the  ideal  arrangement 
would  be  to  prevent  the  chicks  getting 
out  in  the  rain,  but  we  know  from  per- 
sonal experience  that  this  is  sometimes 
more  easily  said  than  done.  Chicks 
which  have  become  wet  and  chilled  and 
are  apparently  dead  may  be  wrapped  up 
in  a  wool  cloth  and  placed  near  artifi- 
cial heat,  and  often  they  will  come  back 
to  life.  "We  try  to  place  them  in  an 
oven  in  the  kitchen  stove.  Do  not  over- 
heat them. 

— ? — ?— 
Lice  in  Winter 

I  am  laboring  under  the  impression  that  you 
said  there  would  be  no  lice  in  winter.  I  wish 
you  would  come  out  to  my  coop  and  see  the 
little  rascals.  I  don't  know  how  you  say  that 
there  are  no  winter  lice. — Mrs.  F. ,  Florida. 

We  do  not  recall  having  ever  said  that 
there  would  be  no  lice  in  winter.  If  we 
said  this,  it  was  certainly  a  mistake. 
Lice  are  not  so  active  in  winter  as  when 
the  hot  weather  comes  on.  You  might 
provide  the  old-fashioned  dust  box  or 
try  some  of  the  commercial  lice  reme- 
dies. There  are  so  many  good  lice  kill- 
ers on  the  market  that  it  seems  abso- 
lutely unnecessary  for  one  to  be  both- 
ered with  lice  in  the  poultry  house.  Get 
after  them  and  finish  them  up. 

— ?— ? — 
Cost  to  Exhibit 

Can  you  tell  me  exactly  what  it  will  cost  me 
to  exhibit,  and  show  me  how  I  am  going  to 
make  any  profit  out  of  it? — H.  G.  F. ,  Mis- 
souri. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  tell  you 
just  how  much  it  will  cost  you  to  enter 
your  birds  at  a  show,  because  we  do  not 
know  what  show  you  have  in  mind.  Not 
all  shows  have  the  same  entry  fee.  Then 
if  you  have  to  ship  the  birds  to  the 
show  you  must  figure  in  the  cost  of  the 
express.  It  certainly  costs  money  to  ex- 
hibit birds  at  a  show.  The  way  you 
will  get  your  money  back  is  in  the  form 
of  prizes  and  the  orders  you  will  get  as 
a  result  of  the  exhibit.  If  you  follow  up 
your  winning  with  some  good  advertis- 
ing, it  will  result  in  business  for  you.  A 
win  means  that  you  have  the  quality 
— and  quality  commands  a  high  price. 
Why  sell  birds  for  $5  if  you  can  get  $25? 

A  Northwest  Slope 

My  place  has  a<  northwest  slope  and  I  won- 
der If  you  think  that  is  a  cause  of  my  failure 
to  get  good  results  from  my  chicken  venture. 
I  have  had  considerable  experience  with  poul-

I  realize  that  this  kind  of  a  slope  is  bad —

It  is  rather  difficult  to  say  that  this 
one  thing  is  the  cause  of  your  trouble. 
Possibly  it  is  the  cause.  Perhaps  it  is 
a  factor  which  might  bring  about  other 
causes.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that 
a  slope  of  this  kind  is  not  usually  very 
satisfactory  for  a  poultry  farm.  If  un- 
able to  make  a  success  on  this  place,  we 
suggest  that  you  change  locations.  The 
slope  cannot  be  changed. 

— ?— ?— 
Contaminated  Ground 

I  have  been  raising  chicks  for  a  number  of 
years  on  the  same  ground,  and  each  year  it 
seems  I  have  worse  luck.  Do  you  think  the 
ground  is  contaminated? — Mrs.  I.  L.  B.,  Ar- 
kansas. 

If  the  chicks  have  been  raised  on  the 
ground  and  no  attempt  made  to  over- 
come the  problem  of  contamination, 
there  is  a  good  possibility  that  the 
ground  is  contaminated.  With  small 
houses  such  as  you  have,  it  would  be  an 
easy  matter  to  move  them  to  fresh 
ground  each  year,  and  this  is  certainly 
an  ideal  arrangement  for  the  growing 
of  chicks.  You  cannot  raise  chicks  suc- 
cessfully on  contaminated  ground. 


Vigor  of  December  Chicks 

Last  year  at  this  time  I  bought  some  chicks 
and  they  did  not  show  much  vigor.  I  plan  to 
buy  more  this  year  and  wish  you  would  tell 
me  how  to  get  vigor  into  December  chicks. — 
C.  E.  H..  Vermont. 

Naturally,  to  begin  with,  the  chick 
must  have  the  vigor.  The  problem  then 
is  to  keep  the  chick  vigorous.  Proper 
feeding  and  care  will  be  the  answer  to 
this  question.  The  ration  must  be  well 
balanced,  and  supplemented  with  such 
well  known  items  as  cod  liver  oil,  char- 
coal and  minerals  as  needed.  Good  care

Long  or  Movable  Houses? 

Do  you  think  that  long  or  movable  brooder 
houses  are  the  best?  I  raise  about  a  thou- 
sand chicks  each  year.  I  am  an  ess  farmer. — 
C.  G. ,  Indiana. 

In  your  case,  probably  the  movable 
house  would  be  the  best.  It  can  be 
made  of  such  a  size  so  that  it  may  be 
moved  to  new  ground  each  year,  and 
this  helps  to  prevent  disease.  The  long 
brooder  house  is  used  where  broilers  are 
the  main  item  of  income.

Glass  Substitute  Again 

What  is  your  opinion  of  a  g-ood  grade  of 
glass  substitute  in  the  brooder  house? — Mrs. 
H.  G.  N. ,  Iowa. 

This  is  a  very  good  idea.  More  glass 
substitute  is  being  used  in  brooder 
houses  every  year.  It  is  proving  its 
worth.  As  we  go  about  the  country  we 
are  greatly  surprised  to  see  the  wide- 
spread use  of  it.  By  all  means,  use  it. 
— ?— ?— 
Dishes  for  Milk 

I  am  using  quite  a  lot  of  sour  milk  for  my 
poultry,  but  find  two  problems.  To  begin  with. 
I  wonder  if  metal  dishes  are  alright.  My  sec- 
ond problem  is  that  a  scum  forms  on  the  dish- 
es.— Mrs.   E.   S.,  Kentucky. 

To  begin  with,  we  think  it  is  best  to 
use  an  earthen  dish  to  give  liquid  milk 
in.  When  milk  is  placed  in  a  galvanized 
dish  it  sometimes  causes  trouble.  The 
scum  on  the  pans  of  which  you  write 
must  be  removed.  Eventually,  it  will 
develop  a  mold  which  will  injure  the 
birds.  The  dishes  should  be  cleaned  and 
scalded  every  day.  If  the  milk  is  not 
easily  removed,  use  a  little  scouring 
powder  and  get  it  off.

Leghorn  vs.  American  Breeds 

Is  it  not  true  that  the  Leghorn  is  the  egg 
machine  and  that  the  American  breeds  are 
meat  fowls?  Take  the  Rocks  for  example — 
they  are  not  the  layers  which  they  are  claimed 
to  be.  are  they? — R.  D.,  New  York. 

The  Leghorn  is  an  egg  machine,  but 
we  would  hardly  agree  with  you  that 
the  American  breeds  are  only  meat 
fowls.  They  have  long  been  known  as 
general  purpose  breeds,  laying  well,  and 
providing  a  good  table  fowl.  You  say 
that  the  Rocks  are  not  very  good  lay- 
ers. "We  do  not  admit  this  statement  as 
being  within  the  facts.  Were  you  read- 
ing about  the  various  records  made  by 
high  layers,  you  would  know  that  the 
Rocks  do  lay  well.  As  flocks  they  also 
give  excellent  results. 

— ?— ?— 
A  Dusty  Floor 

The  cement  floor  of  the  room  in  which  we 
keep  our  incubators  is  dusty.  We  cannot 
sprinkle  with  water  all  the  time,  and  ask  your 
advice.  We  often  marvel  at  the  variety  of 
questions  which  are  put  to  you,  and  sometimes 
think  your  patience  must  be  endless — F.  B., 
Illinois. 

One  way  to  overcome  this  problem  is 
to  paint  the  floor,  being  sure  that  it  is 
dry  when  the  work  is  done.  Your  paint 
dealer  will  recommend  a  paint  suitable 
for  this  purpose.  You  might  provide 
linoleum  runners  where  the  most  walk- 
ing is  done,  and  this  will  not  only  add 
to  the  appearance,  but  will  help  in  keep- 
ing the  place  clean. 

Kind  of  Dropping  Board? 

What  kind  of  a  dropping  board  do  you 
recommend?  I  have  tried  tin.  wood  and  com- 
position, and  all  seem  to  have  some  faults,  so 
I  want  your  suggestions.  P.  K.  gets  better 
every  year — Mrs.   J.  W. ,  Texas. 

Yes,  we  have  tried  plaster  board,  roof- 
ing, wood  and  galvanized  iron,  and  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  good  wood 
dropping  board  is  about  the  best.  When 
it  is  cleaned  every  day,  it  lasts  a  long

Portable  Brooder  House 

What  size  portable  brooder  house  do  you 
think  is  best  for  one  to  build?  I  raise  about 
two  batches  of  chicks  and  run  about  400  chicks 
each  time. 

This  kind  of  a  house  could  be  made 
about  10x12  feet  and  serve  your  pur- 
pose very  nicely.  It  can  be  made  on 
runners  so  it  can  be  moved  about  the 
farm.  It  will  pay  you  to  go  to  a  little 
extra  care  to  see  that  it  is  well  con- 
structed, so  that  it  can  be  moved  with- 
out injury.  We  consider  such  a  house 
almost  ideal  for  a  brooder  house. 
Mixed  Chicks 

Each  year  I  have  seen  the  ad  of  mixed 
chicks  for  sale,  and  I  want  to  show  my  igno- 
rance  and  ask  you  to  explain  just  what  is 
meant.  Are  they  really  a  good  buy? — H.  I., 
Michigan. 

Every  hatchery  has  a  few  extra  chicks 
left  for  which  it  has  no  orders.  These 
chicks  are  alright,  only  there  is  just  a 
few  of  the  various  breeds.  Rather  than 
keep  them  over,  they  are  mixed  up  and 
sold  at  low  prices.  The  chicks  are  well 
bred  and  alright,  only  one  is  likely  to 
get  many  different  breeds.  These  chicks 
are  sometimes  purchased  when  one  is 
raising  broilers.

How  Much  Space 

I  am  going  to  build  a  new  poultry  house 
and  would  like  to  know  how  much  space  to 
allow  for  each  bird.     I  refer  to  floor  space.

"We  advocate  four  square  feet  of  floor 
space  to  each  bird.  Time  was  when  we 
thought  that  one  could  get  along  with 
less.  Possibly  it  can  be  done,  but  re- 
sults seem  to  be  much  better  when 
more  space  is  allowed  the  birds.  If  able 
to  do  so  we  expect  to  have  an  article 
on  a  poultry  house  in  the  September 
issue.

This  is  the  reason  that  the  Mid- 
West  and  some  parts  of  the  South  have 
become  important  egg  producing  cen- 
ters. The  matter  of  a  location  is  one 
which  should  be  given  rather  careful 
study.

ROOFS  AND  FLOORS. 


As  all  practical  poultrymen  well  know 
the  roof  is  the  most  costly  part  of  the 
building.  It  must  be  water  tight  and 
strong,  for  heavy  falls  of  snow  and  hard 
winds  will  give  these  large  roofs  a 
severe  test. 

When  considering  the  economy  and 
convenience  side  of  the  question,  the 
shed  roof  style  house  suits  my  require- 
ments best.  The  building  may  be  from 
fourteen  to  twenty  feet  wide,  but  six- 
teen feet  is  a  very  good  width  or  depth, 
with  a  height  of  seven  and  a  half  to 
eight  feet  in  front,  and  four  and  a  half 
or  five  feet  in  the  rear.     .  , 

Then  there  is  the  two  thirds  span  and 
the  even-span  or  gable  roOf,  each  of 
which  are  in  quite  common  use.  With 
a  uniform  floor  space  and  equal  pitch, 
the  amount  of  material  required  is 
about  the  same  for  each  of  the  three 
kinds  of  roof.  With  a  shed  roof  the 
water  is  all  carried  to  the  rear,  which 
does  away  with  one  half  of  the  eave 
troughs  required  for  double  pitch  or 
gable  roof  buldings. 

For  roofing  material  a  good  grade  of 
manufactured  slate-surfaced  roofing  is 
found  best.  This  can  be  had  for  about 
three  dollars  per  roll,  containing  about 
one  hundred  and  eight  square  feet  and 
is  guaranteed  for  seventeen  years. 
Many  shingles  on  the  market  are  of 
poor  quality  and  short  lived;  on  a  roof 
flat  they  last  but  a  short  time,  while 
with  the  prepared  or  roll  roofing  a  roof 
that  is  practically  flat  may  be  covered 
and  made  lasting.  A  shingle  roof  is 
not  as  cool  in  summer  or  as  warm  in 
winter  as  one  covered  with  paper. 

The  floor  is  another  important  part 
of  the  poultry  house  and  the  success 
of  the  owner  depends  much  upon  the 
kind  of  floor  and  the  care  taken  ^f  it. 
Of  the  three  different  kinds,  concrete, 
wood  and  dirt,  the  concrete  has  been 
found  most  satisfactory  for  me.  For  a 
small  or  temporary  building,  the  dirt 
or  wood  floor  will  answer  all  right,  but 
there  are  so  many  advantages  in  the 
cement  bottom,  that  for  anything  ex- 
tensive and  lasting,  I  would  not  even 
consider  any  other  kind.  The  concrete, 
when  properly  made,  makes  a  dry  floor, 
it  is  smooth  and  can  be  easily  cleaned 
and  taken  care  of,  rat  and  mouse  proof 
and  in  the  long  run  is  the  cheapest. 
There  is  one  dis-advanvtage,  but  this  can 
be  easily  overcome,  and  that  is,  the  sur- 
face is  cold  and  hard,  but  a  liberal  use 
of  dry  straw,  which  is  necessary  on 
every  floor,  overcomes  this  objection.

Most  poultrymen  breed  for  one  rea- 
son— egg  production.

Be  careful  about  getting  new  blood, 
merely  for  the  sake  of  introducing  new 
blood  into  your  flock.  Careful  tests 
show  new  blood  at  best  adds  little  to  a 
line  which  is  itself  good. 

Keep  track  of  mating  and  results.  If 
a  mating  brings  especially  good  results, 
hold  on  to  that  group.  You  can  use  it 
several  years,  or  until  you  get  a  better 
combination. 

Your  breeders  should  lay  eggs  that 
are  true  to  type,  full  size  and  free  from 
all  defects.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  you  use  imperfect  eggs. 

To  be  able  to  turn  out  perfect  eggs, 
the  hen  must  have  all  the  essential  raw 
materials  for  their  manufacture.  Crush- 
ed oyster  shell  is  an  integral  part  of 
these  raw  materials.  Keep  a  goodly  sup- 
ply before  your  breeders  at  all  times  for 
eggs  of  high  hatchability.

To  make  hens  lay  their  best  in  the 
winter  you  must,  besides  grain  and 
mash,  give  growing  green  food,  rich 
in  vitamins.  Sprouted  oats  are  best  and 
cost  least.  To  sprout  them  some  device 
is  necessary.

Poultry  Diseases  and  Simple  Remedies 

The  Cause,  Symptom  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Poultry 
By  F.  Raymond  Benson 

CONTINUED  FROM  LAST  MONTH 


In  trying  to  obtain  good  ventilation  there  is  a  danger  of  creat- 
ing a  draft,  and  this  must  be  prevented.  A  shallow  house  is  seldom 
a  success  as  an  open-front  proposition.  The  danger  of  a  draft  decreases 
as  the  depth  of  the  house  increases.  Muslin  can  be  used  to  prevent  a 
direct  draft  in  shallow  houses.  When  a  ventilator  is  used  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  have  the  outlet  close  to  the  floor,  as  this  prevents  a  draft. 
Partitions  on  the  roosts,  about  every  sixteen  to  twenty  feet,  tend  to 
prevent  drafts  on  the  roosts. 

Good  ventilation  will  provide  the  proper  flow  of  fresh  air  and  at  the 
same  time  it  will  take  into  consideration  the  removal  of  dust  stirred  up 
by  the  hens  while  digging  in  the  litter.  A  well  placed  ventilator  will 
draw  the  dust  out  of  the  house  and  may  thereby  help  to  prevent  diseases 
of  the  lungs  and  bronchial  tubes. 

The  house  should  be  easy  to  clean  and  keep  clean.  Dirt,  cob-webs, 
dust  and  refuse  are  often  the  source  of  sickness.  If  the  house  is  so  con- 
structed that  it  is  easy  to  keep  clean,  it  is  more  likely  that  the  matter 
will  not  be  overlooked.  To  put  birds  into  a  dirty  house  is  to  invite  disas- 
ter. It  seems  foolish  to  spend  time  and  money  in  raising  birds,  and  then 
neglect  them  in  the  matter  of  housing. 

As  important  as  housing  is  feeding,  which  is  a  vital  matter  in  keeping 
the  poultry  healthy.  Upon  first  thought  it  might  appear  that  too  much 
stress  was  being  put  upon  feeding,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  we 
compel  our  poultry  to  live  under  unnatural  conditions,  in  an  entirely 
different  manner  from  that  in  which  they  originally  lived.  We  require 
our  hens  to  lay  ten  to  twenty  dozen  egg  in  a  year,  where  perhaps  the 
original  jungle  fowl  did  not  lay  over  two  clutches.  Living  under  the 
strain  of  modern  demands  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  many  of  our 
birds  break  down.  The  strain  is  too  great.  We  must  feed  with  the 
greatest  of  care  in  order  to  keep  the  health  up  to  par. 

A  few  years  ago  we  threw  a  little  grain  to  the  hens,  but  did  not 
consider  whether  it  met  their  requirements.  Gradually  we  began  to 
study  the  effects  of  the  various  feeds,  and  we  began  to  mix  feeds  in  a 
small  way.  Nowdays  the  big  feed  mills  are  taking  the  problem  of  the 
balanced  ration  off  our  shoulders.  They  study  the  problem  with  the 
utmost  care,  and  mix  and  build  a  ration  which  contains  just  the  proper 
ingredients.  All  that  the  poultryman  has  to  do  is  to  see  that  the  birds 
get  the  proper  amount  of  feed.  The  average  poultryman  does  not  realize 
the  wonderful  value  of  the  high-grade  commercial  ration.  If  he  did  the 
sale  of  these  feeds  would  increase  very  rapidly.  We  could  point  you  to 
a  large  number  of  big  farms  on  which  commercial  feeds  are  used 
exclusively.  It  must  pay  them  or  they  would  not  use  it.  Cost  is  not 
the  only  consideration  in  the  buying  of  feeds.  You  want  to  make  sure 
that  it  will  keep  the  fowls  in  the  pink  of  condition.  You  cannot  have 
healthy  poultry  without  giving  them  good  feed. 

Knowing  how  much  to  feed  is  a  great  help.  To  underfeed  is  to 
undermine  the  health  of  the  birds.  They  must  have  sufficient  feed  to 
provide  for  the  bodily  requirements,  and  if  they  are  laying  they  have  got 
to  manufacture  the  eggs  out  of  the  surplus  feed  consumed.  To  overfeed 
will  mean  that  the  fowls  will  become  overfat,  lazy  and  shiftless.  It  is  a 
waste  of  feed  to  fatten  the  birds  unless  they  are  to  go  to  market.  Of 
course,  the  heavy  layer  must  be  in  good  flesh  but  not  overfat. 

Above  all  things,  make  sure  that  the  food  is  clean.  Modern  mash 
hoppers  will  enable  one  to  furnish  the  birds  with  clean  mash  in  abun- 
dance. To  throw  the  mash  on  the  floor  is  not  only  wasteful,  but  it  is  an 
invitation  to  disease. 

Each  year  we  learn  some  new  truth  regarding  the  feeding  of  poultry, 
and  the  wise  poultryman  keeps  alert  to  any  new  developments  which  will 
enable  him  to  keep  his  birds  in  better  health.  The  health  of  your  flock 
depends  in  no  small  measure  upon  the  feeding. 

Good  housing  and  feeding  are  important  in  the  matter  of  promoting 
health  in  the  flock.  One  good  rule  to  remember  is  to  keep  the  birds 
comfortable.  A  hen  can  only  do  her  best  when  she  is  contented  and 
comfortable.  This  does  not  mean  that  she  is  to  be  given  all  the  grain 
she  will  eat,  with  no  active  exercise.  A  hen's  conception  of  contentment 
is  a  full  crop  after  a  day  spent  in  digging  and  scratching.  She  wants 
plenty  to  eat,  but  she  is  willing  to  work  for  it.  Herein  is  a  secret  which 
can  be  worth  thousands  of  dollars  to  every  reader.  Depend  upon  exer- 
cise to  build  up  the  health  of  your  birds,  and  not  the  medicine  bottle. 
Exercise  promotes  good  circulation  of  the  blood,  and  that  tends  to  better 
health.  Hens  like  to  scratch  for  their  food.  Even  small  chicks  will  start 
scratching  at  a  very  tender  age.  The  Creator  gave  them  this  instinct 
and  we  can  make  use  of  it  to  build  up  their  vigor. 
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The  careful  poultryman  will  give  strict  attention  for  the  first  symp- 
toms of  disease.  Every  suspect  should  be  instantly  removed.  To  delay 
may  mean  the  entire  flock  exposed.  No  poultry  plant  is  complete  without 
a  hospital.  All  birds  which  are  suspected  of  having  disease  are  removed 
to  the  hospital.  This  poultry  hospital  should  be  removed  from  the  other 
buildings,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 
Often  a  single  fowl  will  develop  a  disease,  and  by  allowing  her  to  remain 
in  the  poultry  house  the  rest  of  the  flock  may  become  sick.  If  this  bird 
had  been  promptly  removed  to  the  hospital  the  disease  would  not  have 
gone  further,  and  at  most  but  one  bird  would  have  been  lost.  Careless- 
ness in  the  matter  of  sickness  in  the  flock  is  very  costly. 

The  location  of  the  poultry  house,  in  respect  to  soil  drainage,  air 
currents  and  sunshine,  have  much  to  do  with  the  health  of  the  flock.  To 
build  a  poultry  house  on  damp  soil  is  to  insure  a  damp  house.  It  is  a 
difficult  thing  to  so  construct  the  walls  and  floor  as  to  prevent  moisture 
from  coming  up  into  the  house.  Many  people  do  not  realize  that  the 
air  drainage  is  as  important  as  the  soil  drainage.  To  locate  a  house  so 
that  it  will  not  have  sufficient  change  of  air,  or  perhaps  be  so  situated 
that  the  air  will  be  loaded  with  moisture,  means  a  lot  of  trouble.  The 
location  of  the  poultry  house  may  mean  the  difference  between  sickness 
and  health  in  the  flock. 

The  disposal  of  dead  birds  is  one  of  vital  importance.  Every  bird 
which  dies  should  be  burned.  Sometimes  a  fowl  dies  of  a  broken  leg  or 
some  disease  which  is  not  contagious.  To  allow  such  a  dead  bird  to  be 
buried  or  thrown  on  the  manure  pile  is  proof  of  neglect.  It  will  only 
require  a  short  time  to  burn  a  dead  fowl,  and  by  so  doing  you  will  pre- 
vent every  chance  of  further  trouble  from  this  source. 

The  spraying  of  the  poultry  house,  particularly  the  roosts,  with  an 
efficient  germicide  is  a  very  good  plan.  However,  do  not  place  too  much 
faith  in  such  disinfectants.  Efficient  as  they  are,  they  cannot  do  the 
impossible.  While  we  believe  that  every  poultry  house  should  be  disin- 
fected frequently,  yet  we  should  not  depend  upon  that  alone,  but  use 
such  other  means  as  seem  best  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  much  disease  is  carried  about  upon 
the  shoes.  We  go  into  the  poultry  yard  and  get  the  germs  upon  our 
boots  and  shoes,  and  carry  these  germs  from  house  to  house,  or  from 
flock  to  flock.  There  are  two  things  to  do  in  such  a  case.  First,  we  do 
not  think  much  of  visiting  other  poultry  yards.  We  hope  to  live  to  see 
a  "No  Visitors  Allowed"  sign  upon  the  gatepost  of  every  poultry  farm. 
Such  a  plan  may  not  sound  very  neighborly,  but  when  properly  under- 
stood no  one  could  object  to  it.  The  next  best  plan  is  to  have  a  door-mat 
before  every  poultry  house.  This  mat  may  be  made  from  old  sacks. 
Soak  this  mat  with  a  strong  disinfectant  and  ask  each  visitor  to  use  it 
before  entering  the  poultry  house.  Such  a  means  is  not  a  positive  guar- 
antee of  prevention,  but  it  is  a  lot  better  than  nothing.

BALANCE  UP  THE  RATION 


A  hen  cannot  lay  heavily  unless  the 
ration  is  just  about  balanced.  You  fel- 
lows who  run  cars  know  that  when  you 
get  a  tank  full  of  poor  gas  that  the  old 
bus  just  will  not  perk  along  as  it  should. 
Good  gas  makes  all  the  difference  in  the 
world  in  the  way  the  car  runs.  You 
ladies  don't  have  to  worry  about  gaso- 
line, but  you  know  that  in  baking 
cream,  real  cream,  eggs  and  a  good  oven 
makes  things  more  tasty  and  delicious. 
Old,  stone  age  eggs  never  can  take  the 
place  of  good  fresh  eggs,  can  they? 

Well,  Mrs.  Hen  must  have  about  the 
right  kind  of  food  in  the  proper  amounts 
if  she  is  to  hang  up  a  record  as  a  layer. 
Sometimes  when  all  the  fuss  is  being 
made  over  a  wonderful  layer,  we  wonder 
why  they  don't  say  more  about  the  feed. 
A  hen  lays  according  to  the  food  she 
eats. 

Many  of  our  rations  are  just  about  as 
nearly  perfect  as  we  know  how  to  make 
them,  and  yet  often  they  are  weak  in 
the  vitamins  which  are  so  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  the  hen.  Just  a  slight 
change  in  the  ration  will  add  those  es- 
sential vitamins  and  increase  the  flow 
of  eggs.  In  many  rations  all  that  is  re- 
quired is  the  addition  of  cod  liver  oil  to 
the  ration  to  balance  it  and  make  it  an 
ideal  ration.  Thfe  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem seems  so  simple  that  we  are  quite 
likely  to  overlook  the  matter  and  go  on 
feeding  a  ration  which  is  not  quite  what 
it  should  be.  Perhaps  the  very  fact  that 
the  mere  addition  of  cod  liver  oil  to  the 
ration  would  be  the  solution  is  the  very 
reason  we  overlook  it.  It  is  so  simple 
that  we  can  hardly  make  it  seem  possi- 
ble that  it  will  solve  the  trouble. 

Most  of  the  home-mixed  rations  need 
balancing  up.  The  commercial  feeds  are 
very  well  balanced,  but  in  most  of  the 
home-mixed  rations  we  find  that  it 
would  be  to  our  advantage  to  add  cod 
liver  oil,  and  -some  of  the  commercial 
feeds  could  also  have  cod  liver  oil  added 
and  be  a  benefit  to  the  birds.  Cod  liver 
oil  will  not  harm  the  birds  and  it  may 
be  a  great  help  in  promoting  better 
health  and  egg  production.  It  is  worth 
a  trial.

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THE  VALUE  OF  FERMENTATION 


Judge  D.  E.  Hale,  who  probably  did 
more  to  bring  about  the  fermentation  of 
poultry  feeds  than  any  other  one  man  to 
date,  in  speaking  of  his  experiments, 
says: 

We  read  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  what 
Eugene  Christian  said  about  vitamins,  in  his 
book  on  that  subject,  but  when  we  started  we 
did  not  have  the  advantage  of  his  knowledge 
or  know  of  his  books;  wish  we  had.

We  figure 
that  this  fermentation  was  really  a  breaking 
down  process  that  was  really  a  partial  pre- 
digestion  and  reasoned  that  there  must  be  a 
lot  of  value  in  the  ordinary  rations  that  were 
not  being  taken  advantage  of  because  feed 
went  through  a  chicken  in  four  to  six  hours, 
hence  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  sufficient 
fermentation.  Our  experiments,  against  warn- 
ings, with  the  fermented  feeds  have  been  so 
satisfactory  and  results  so  much  better  that 
these  methods  are  now  becoming  quite  general. 

Our  first  experiments  were  on  a  12-hour  fer- 
mentation and  the  results  so  satisfactory  that 
we  then  increased  fermentation  to  24  hours, 
with  still  better  results. 

These  feeding  tests  brought  about  the  analy- 
tical tests  that  showed  the  same  feed  ferment- 
ed for  24  hours  contained  between  9  and  10 
per  cent  more  protein  than  without  fermenta- 
tion— and  Eugene  Christian  ga-ve  the  answer 
as  to  what  brought  about  this  increase  in  pro- 
tein content. 

These  tests  also  showed  that  while  we  got 
more  eggs,  we  also  got  heavier  eggs,  and  that 
the  hens  laid  over  a  longer  period  of  time. 
This  is,  we  a-re  quite  sure,  because  of  this  in- 
creased digestibility  that  gives  a  greater  as- 
similation; makes  any  feed  go  farther,  and 
gives  the  birds  a  chance  to  assimilate  and 
store  up  the  energy  or  vitality  to  carry  on  this 
great  production  over  a'  longer  period.  It  is 
also  bound  to  give  her  a  greater  power  of  re- 
sistance to  disease.

SELECTING  AND  MARKING  BIRDS 

By  V.  M.  Couch 

The  time  to  select  the  breeding  hens 
for  next  season  is  at  the  time  of  the  fall 
culling.  Years  ago  when  the  farmer 
wanted  to  reduce  or  cull  out  some  of 
the  flock,  he  would  take  a  lantern  and 
go  into  the  hen  house  and  pull  fifteen 
or  twenty  hens  off  the  roost,  picking 
the  heaviest  and  perhaps  the  best  in  the 
lot,  because  they  would  bring  more 
money  on  the  market.  But  that  way  of 
culling  is  past  with  successful  poultry 
keepers.  Guesswork  in  culling  invari- 
ably deprives  the  flock  of  a  large  per 
cent  of  the  birds  that  should  be  kept. 

In  selecting  the  breeders,  pick  out  the 
best  appearing  individuals  according  to 
the  ideals  of  the  breed  kept,  the  hens 
that  seem  to  be  the  most  active  and 
best  producers.  Then  place  these  in  a 
separate  pen  from  the  pullets  and  keep 
them  by  themselves  all  winter.  To  place 
them  with  the  pullets  would  be  to  sub- 
ject them  to  forcing  for  laying,  which 
is  almost  sure  to  result  in  infertile  eggs 
and  poor  hatches  in  the  spring.  A  me- 
dium sized  hen,  or  if  either  way,  just 
a  little  under  standard  weight,  -  has 
given  best  results  for  me  as  breeders. 
Fat  hens  are  not  satisfactory  as  breed- 
ers or  layers.  It  is  the  average  hen,  as 
a  rule,  that  is  the  most  satisfactory 
breeder. 

Marking  the  most  promising  birds, 
both  for  breeding  and  laying,  is  an  im- 
portant point.  Through  oversight,  the 
stock,  good  or  bad,  becomes  all  mixed 
up,  and  for  this  reason  the  owner  does 
not  get  the  results  expected. 

Careful  selection  is  also  essential  in 
breeding  exhibition  stock.  The  general 
rules  will  not  work  out  in  each  and 
every  case.  It  has  been  found  that  in 
breeding  animals  of  differnt  kinds  that 
our  best  selections  and  matings  some- 
times produce  quite  inferior  specimens, 
but  as  a  rule  must  be  followed,  other- 
wise many  birds  from  the  season's  pro- 
duct may  have  to  be  discarded  as  culls. 

The  pullets  that  lay  earliest  in  the 
fall  and  steadiest  during  cold  weather 
should  be  marked  with  leg  bands.  The 
size  and  shape  of  the  birds  is  also  of 
importance,  and  if  any  of  the  pullets 
or  cockerels  were  bred  from  choice  stock 
they  should  be  marked  early,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  mistake  in  picking  them 
out.  Punching  the  webs  of  the  feet  of 
baby  chicks  is  a  good  plan.  With  no 
marks  at  all  on  chickens  it  is  a  very 
easy  matter  to  lose  track  of  them  en- 
tirely, and  through  this  neglect  the  use 
of  some  valuable  birds  may  be  lost. 
Some  of  them  may  apparently  be  no  bet- 
ter than  many  others  of  the  flock  when 
matured,  yet  valuable  as  breeders.

BREEDERS  ARE  THE  SEED 


The  breeding  of  poultry  is  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
pursuits  in  which  one  with  a  creative  instinct  can  engage. 
It  opens  up  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  be  a  creator.  It  offers 
a  means  of  expression  of  the  artistic  instincts  in 
the  molding  of  form  and  developing  color  com- 
binations of  plumage.  One  need  not  hesitate  to 
enter  this  work  because  he  feels  that  the  lack  of 
space  will  hinder  him  in  his  proposed  venture. 
Even  the  back  lot  poultryman  has  an  opportunity 
to  improve,  change  and  develop  a  strain  of  fowls. 
Many  of  the  finest  show  specimens  have  come 
from  the  yards  of  the  city  poultryman.  Some- 
times we  are  almost  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
man  with  a  dozen  or  so  birds  is  the  most  favored. 
At  least  he  can  and  will  give  his  birds  individual 
attention. 

With  opportunity  comes  responsibility.  This  is 
true  in  every  line  of  endeavor.  To  just  be  satisfied 
with  poultry  as  you  find  it  is  a  sad  mistake.  To 
have  the  opportunity  put  before  you  and  to  be 
too  shiftless  and  indifferent  to  grasp  it  is  cer- 
tainly a  serious  fault.  Most  everyone  will  try  to 
solve  the  problems  of  breeding,  and  even  though  they  fail, 
they  have  at  least  shown  the  right  spirit. 

At  best  it  is  a  most  complex  problem.  There  are  so  many 
different  sides  of  the  matter  which  demand  our  thought  and 
consideration  that  it  may  seem  confusing.  It  is  quite  appar- 
ent that  improvement  is  of  the  utmost  need.  Poultry  does  not 
stand  still.  It  either  improves  or  goes  backward.  We  have 
heard  poultrymen  say  that  their  birds  showed  no  improve- 
ment, but  they  would  be  the  last  one  to  admit  that  their 
birds  were  going  backwards.  The  real  basic  value  of  poultry 
depends  upon  improvement. 

If  that  is  the  case 
what  are  the  funda- 
mental  principles 
upon  which  the  im- 
provement rests? 

1.  Perhaps  the 
first  need  is  that  we 
adopt  an  ideal  or 
standard  towards 
which  we  intend  to 
breed.  If  we  make 
this  ideal  conform 
to  our  present  at- 
tainments there  will 
be  little  if  any  need 
to  strive  for  im- 
provement. Because 
of  this,  it  is  always 
well  for  us  to  place 
this  ideal  some- 
what in  advance  of 
our  present  birds. 
It  is  for  this  reason 
that  our  Standard 
of  Perfection  is  re- 
vised occasionally — 
and    the  individual 
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standards  advanced  and  made  more  difficult  of  attainment. 
We  sometimes  grumble  and  say  that  one  cannot  breed  to  the 
Standard,  but  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  remember  that  the 
greatest  progress  in  poultry  breeding  comes  when 
we  recognize  that  we  are  face  to  face  with  the 
most  difficult  problem.  Therefore  it  is  wise  to 
adopt  a  standard  which  will  cause  us  much 
thought  and  effort  to  attain. 

2.  The  next  breeding  principle  is  to  use  only 
those  birds  in  our  breeding  problems  which 
closely  conform  to  this  standard.  It  would  be 
useless  to  set  up  this  standard  or  ideal  and  then 
make  no  effort  to  reach  it.  For  that  reason  we 
should  use  every  care  to  eliminate  every  bird  as 
a  breeder  which  does  not  come  fairly  close  to 
meeting  our  requirements.  We  realize  that  this 
is  a  most  urgent  demand.  It  requires  a  constant 
fight  to  acquire  and  maintain  a  desired  ideal. 

3.  It  is  not  enough  that  we  use  birds  which 
closely  approach  the  ideals  of  our  standards.  We 
must  go  a  step  further  and  study  the  individual 
tendency.  Every  fowl  has  hidden  within  itself 

certain  tendencies.  We  must  try  to  know  what  these  tenden- 
cies are,  the  better  to  enable  us  to  intelligently  make  our 
matings.  We  might  wish  that  there  was  no  such  problems, 
but  it  is  this  very  tendency  toward  variation  which  makes 
improvement  possible.  It  also  adds  to  the  anticipated  result. 
We  all  know  that  there  is  as  much  or  more  in  anticipation 
as  in  realization. 

4.  Several  years  ago  the  writer  purchased  a  cock  bird  in 
a  distant  state.  He  had  many  prizes  to  his  credit.  When  he 
reached  our  place  he  certainly  looked  his  part.  After  he  had 
been  in  our  yards  for  a  year  he  was  ragged  looking  and  made 

a  bad  appearance. 
We  thought  that 
perhaps  we  did  not 
know  how  to  care 
for  him  properly.  A 
poultry  judge  ex- 
plained the  matter 
by  saying  that  en- 
vironment often 
changed  the  appear- 
ance of  a  bird.  Cli- 
mate, feed,  housing 
and  care  all  have  a 
part  in  the  making 
or  unmaking  of  a 
bird.  This  old  cock 
bird  of  which  we* 
have  spoken  was 
not  much  to  look  at, 
but  he  made  an  ex- 
cellent breeder.  Aft- 
er this  experience 
we  have  always  con- 
sidered the  environ- 
ment as  one  of  the 
fundamental  factors

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INCUBATOR  PROBLEMS 

The  Relation  of  High  Albumen  Eggs  and  Hardened  Yolks  to  Evaporation 
By  C.  T.  Patterson,  Springfield,  Missouri 


The  jelly-like  bunch  of  gluey  albumen 
left  in  some  egg  shells  after  the  chicks 
have  hatched  indicates  a  surplus  of 
albumen  which  has  prompted  the  ex- 
pression, "High  Albumen  Eggs." 

There  are  some  eggs  which  contain  a 
small  per  cent  more  albumen  than  oth- 
ers, but  not  the  per  cent  this  surplus 
albumen  would  indicate.  "We  find,  too, 
that  through  the  handling  of  the  pro- 
cesses of  incubation  we  can  get  the 
embryo  to  use  all  the  albumen  or  by 
handling  them  indifferently  will  have 
albumen  enough  left  to  cause  the  chick 
to  be  gummy  or  sticky  and  stick  to  the 
shell. 

About  the  same  time  the  chick  hatch- 
es it  incloses  or  includes  in  its  body  the 
unused  yolk  food  to  be  used  after  it 
hatches  and  before  it  is  strong  enough 
to  secure  and  digest  food  from  other 
sources. 

Frequently  we  find  that  this  yolk 
food  is  in  a  condition  it  cannot  be  used 
and  where  the  yolk  content  is  thickened 
it  is  called  "Hardened  Yolk." 

The  results  of  our  experimental  work 
in  incubation  have  shown  that  many 
High  Albumen  Eggs  and  Hardened 
Yolks  are  the  results  of  the  same  cause 
and  are  closely  associated  together. 

During  the  first  few  days  of  incuba- 
tion we  find  the  embryo  inside  a  sack 
called  amnion. 

This  sack  is  filled  with  water  so  the 
chick  is  developed  in  a  sack  of  water 
during  the  first  half  of  its  life  in  the 
egg.  At  first  this  sack  is  very  small  and 
contains  only  a  very  small  quantity  of 
water,  but  as  the  embryo  grows,  the 
sack  enlarges  and  more  water  is  re- 
quired. 

The  next  question  is,  where  does  it 
get  the  water?  It  is  taken  out  of  the 
albumen.  This  leaves  the  albumen  in  a 
thick  or  condensed  condition. 

On  the  tenth  day,  as  an  example,  we 
find  the  egg  content  divided  into  three 
principal  parts  or  sacks;  the  upper  part 
of  the  egg  is  a  sack  containing  the 
embryo  and  water;  the  lower  part  con- 
tains condensed  albumen  and  interme- 
diate is  the  yolk  sack. 

This  condition  exists  till  the  eleventh 
day,  when  the  gates  open  between 
these  sacks  so  the  water  can  pass  into 
the  albumen  sack  and  then  into  the 
yolk  sack.  These  sacks  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustration. 

The  yolk  sack  contains  the  septa  in 
the  folds  of  the  yolk  sack,  which  is  the 
digestive  system  used  by  the  chick 
while  it  is  in  the  egg  and  gets  the  food 
from  the  contents  of  the  yolk  sack. 

A  certain  per  cent  of  water  is  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  digestion  and  ab- 
sorption of  food.  An  egg  contains  a  cer- 
tain per  cent  of  water,  which,  if  prop- 
erly handled,  will  be  correct  for  the 
embryo's  use,  so  if  this  water  is  lost 
there  is  no  way  of  supplying  more 
water  to  the  embryo. 

With  these  points  in  mind  we  are 
ready  to  study  the  results  of  certain 
conditions.  Suppose  that  during  the  first 
ten  days  the  evaporation  has  been  too 
much  so  there  is  not  enough  water  left 


in  the  water  sack  to  properly  dilute  the 
albumen  and  yolk.  In  this  case  the  albu- 
men sacrifices  its  needs  and  permits  the 
water  to  pass  on  to  the  yolk  sack.  This 
leaves  a  jelly-like  bunch  of  albumen 
which  cannot  be  used,  so  is  therefore 
left  unused  in  the  shell  when  the  chick 
hatches.  Such  eggs  apparently  have  an 
excess  of  albumen,  but  this  is  only  due 
to  the  reduction  of  water  through  ex- 
cessive evaporation  during  the  first  half 
of  the  incubation  period.  It  is  also  pos- 


sible to  rob  the  yolk  of  its  water,  so 
after  the  chick  hatches  it  cannot  use 
the  yolk  food.  Under  these  conditions 
the  yolk  material  becomes  thickened  or 
hardened,  and  as  the  yolk  material  is 
not  used,  it  is  called  "Hardened  Yolks." 

In  the  first  case  the  embryo  is  de- 
prived of  its  nourishment  while  in  the 
egg,  and  in  the  second  case  it  is  de- 
prived of  its  food  after  it  is  out  of  the 
shell,  but  the  causes  were  during  the

If  11  has  evaporated  too  much  14  is  left  as  the  jelly-like  bunch  of  glue,  and  if  too  much 
evaporation  occurs  No.  7  is  left  too  dry  to  be  digested,  so  is  called  hardened  yolk.

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LOCATION  OF  POULTRY  HOUSE 


It  is  out  of  season  to  build  or  locate  a 
poultry  house,  but  it  is  a  good  time  to 
consider  the  matter.  The  ideal  location 
for  a  hen  house  is  on  a  southern  or 
eastern  slope.  On  a  southern  or  eastern 
slope  the  snow 
thaws  more  read- 
ily and  the 
ground  dries  out 
and  warms  up 
much  more 
quickly  than  on 
northern  or 
western  slope. 
Locating  a  poul- 
try house  too 
near  the  base  of 
a  slope  is  a  mis- 
take, because  of 
the  damp  air 
currents  found 
there.  Small  por- 
table houses  may 
be  moved  to  an

orchard  or  grain  field  where  there  are 
insects  and  waste  grain  that  will  be 
opicked  up  by  the  hens.  Both  old  and 
young  stock  do  well  in  such  places— 
they  make  valuable  use  of  the  wasted 
grain  and  protect  crops  from  insect  life 
to  quite  an  extent.  While  fowls  can  be 
kept  almost  anywhere  and  everywhere, 
they  do  best  in  congenial  locations.  Soil 
conditions  and  the  arrangement  and 
construction  of  the  buildings  have  much 
to  do  with  the  health,  thrift  and  profit 
of  the  flock. 

In  locating  a  poultry  house,  choose  a 
soil  that  is  light  enough  to  provide 
good  natural  drainage,  yet  heavy 
enough  to  grow  grass.  A  dry  porous  soil 
such  as  a  sandy  or  gravely  loam,  is  pre- 
ferable to  a  heavy  clay  soil,  because  it 
is  more  easily  kept  sanitary.  A  purely 
sandy  soil  is  not  desirable,  as  it  will  not 
support  plant  and  insect  life,  which 
poultry  should  have  in  the  runs.  Under- 
drainage  may  be  resorted  to  if  it  is  im- 
possible to  locate  a  naturally  dry  soil. 
The  soil  in  the  yards  should  be  rich 
enough  so  that  small  fruits  and  or- 
chards may  be  successfully  grown. 
Good  land  can  be  purchased  at  low 
enough  price  now  so  that  poultrymen 
need  not  confine  the  poultry  to  small 
areas.  Crops  can  be  alternated  with 
poultry  and  the  land  made  to  pay  a 
profit  on  both  crops,  and  cropping  land 
in  this  way  is  very  important,  as  the 
soil  will  be  kept  well  purified,  prevent- 
ing diseases  resulting  from  poisonous 
grounds,  and  especially  with  young 
growing  stock.  Low,  heavy,  clayey  soils 
that  flood  with  water  during  heavy 
rains  in  spring  and  fall  is  the  least  de- 
sirable of  all  locations  for  a  poultry 
plant. 

Poultry  houses  should  be  located  so 
that  they  will  receive  the  greatest 
amount  of  sunshine  possible  into  all 
parts  of  the  house.  Providing  suitable 
windbreak  or  locating  the  house  where 
natural  windbreak  exists  are  also  an 
important  consideration.  One  important 
thing  about  the  hen  house  is  comfort, 
and  windbreaks  will  help  to  bring  about 
this  condition.  And  shade  is  as  impor- 
tant in  the  summer  as  protection  from 
the  cold  winds  in  winter.  In  or  near  an 
orchard  is  an  ideal  location  for  the 
poultry  house — it  answers  both  for 
shade  in  warm  weather  and  breaks  some 
wind  in  the  winter — V.  M.  Couch. 


FEED  OATS  BETWEEN  GERMINA- 
ED  AND  SPROUTED  STAGE 

Variety  is  the  spice  of  life.  Variety  in 
the  feeding  ration  for  the  fowls  also 
adds  greatly  to  their  well  being,  com- 
fort and  usefulness. 

Oats  germinated  and  partly  sprouted 
— about  an  inch  long,  which  can  be  ac- 
complished in  just  a  few  days  with  a 
modern  sprouter,  is  then  in  the  "milk 
stage,"  is  very  palatable,  full  of  suc- 
culency,  easily  digested  and  still  con- 
tains a  great  deal  of  the  nutritious  food 
value  and  egg-making  materials  for 
which  raw  oats  are  so  well  known.  It 
also  then  contains  enough  diastase — 
fermentation  fluid — to  act  favorably 
upon  the  starch  of  other  food.  It  keeps 


the  system  in  fine  shape  for  the  proper 
assimilation  of  other  rations. 

Fowls  are  very  fond  of  it.  It  is  one 
of  the  cheapest  known  feeds.  Give  fowls 
about  a  cubic  inch  per  hen  per  day.  It's 
a  big  meal.  They  eat  then  a  little  less 
of  the  higher  priced  food  articles — 
thereby  effecting  a  saving  in  the  annual 
feed  cost. 

For  early  chicks  that  are  a  week  old, 
grow  into  longer  sprouts;  they  are  rich 
in  vitamin  "A"  contents  and  stimulate 
chick  growths.  The  sprouts  can  be  clip- 
ped from  five  to  eight  times  before  they 
quit  growing.  Balance  can  be  given  to 
matured  stock.  Excellent  and  cheap  way 
to  grow  green  feed  for  chicks,  poults, 
ducklings  and  goslings.  — E.  H.

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PLANNING  THE  YEAR'S  WORK 


There  is  no  better  time  to  plan  your 
poultry  activities  for  the  coming-  year 
than  now.  Start  the  year  right,  keep 
going  in  the  right  manner,  and  finish 
up  in  the  right  way,  if  you  want  maxi- 
mum success  from  your  poultry.  Don't 
overlook  the  scientific  side  of  the  busi- 
ness. You  must  have  a  knowledge  of  the 
scientific  principles  to  the  many  prob- 
lems of  feeding,  breeding  and  manage- 
ment— and  most  important  of  all, 
APPLY  them. 

Here  are  four  guideposts  to  success- 
ful poultry  farming.  With  the  proper 
management  in  each  of  these  depart- 
ments, you  can  put  your  business  on 
a  better  paying  basis. 

Housing. 

Whatever  type  of  poultry  hour^e  you 
may  have,  be  sure  there  is  sufficient 
room  for  every  bird  in  your  flock. 
Crowding  your  hens  in  an  undersized 
house  will  materially  retard  egg  produc- 
tion. An  ideal  poultry  house  is  one  that 
meets  the  following  specifications.  It 
must  be  dry  and  airy,  bright  or  cheer- 
ful, convenient,  simple,  durable,  and 
must  permit  plenty  of  sunlight  and  be 
free  from  all  drafts.  Under  these  condi- 
tions, poultry  will  function  to  their 
utmost. 

Feeding. 

Health  is  the  most  desirable  charac- 
teristic of  any  flock.  The  health  of  your 
birds  depends  upon  nutrition  or  proper 
feeding.  For  maximum  health  and  thus 
for  consistently  high  production,  the 
ration  must  contain  all  the  essentials 
for  the  complete  development"  of  every 
function  and  process  of  the  birds — -pro- 
teins, fats,  minerals  and  water. 
Breeding. 

On  this  problem  of  renewing  your 
flock  rests  your  success  or  failure  with 
poultry.  It  is  most  complex,  but  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  the  poultryman's  oppor- 
tunity to  make  more  money  from  his 
flock.  Exercise  judgment  and  care  in 
picking  your  breeders — use  purebred, 
healthy  stock — birds  that  are  fully  de- 
veloped and  have  made  a  good  record 
as  egg  producers.  Make  sure  the  breed- 
ers have  the  characteristics  that  you 
want  to  see  in  the  chicks.  Finally,  use 
eggs  that  are  perfect  and  uniform  as 
to  size,  shape  and  color,  with  good,  firm, 
smooth  shells. 

Culling. 

A  hen  must  lay  close  to  six  dozen 
eggs  before  she  pays  for  her  feed.  The 
hen  that  is  capable  of  exceeding  this 
mark  is  the  kind  that  pays.  Any  hen 
•  that  falls  short  of  the  six  dozen  mark 
should  be  disposed  of — and  the  sooner 
the  better.  Culling  is  an  all  year  'round 
job — not  just  one  grand  clean-up.  Elim- 
inate the  weaklings,  low  egg  producers, 
early  molters,  and  use  your  cockerels  to 
best  advantage.  Sell  the  culled  birds  if 
they  are  in  fair  or  good  flesh.  By  so  do- 
ing, they  are  at  once  turned  into  money. 

The  wise  poultry  raiser  does  not  ex- 
pect a  high  egg  yield  without  furnish- 
ing his  flock  with  egg  producing  mate- 
rial. A  balanced  ration  and  water  alone 
are  not  enough.  You  must  also  supply 
the  shell  material.  The  best  and  easiest 
way  of  doing  this  is  to  keep  a  generous 
supply  of  crushed  oyster  shell  before 
the  bii'ds  all  the  time. 


Evaporation  starts  in  eggs,  and  they 
grow  lighter  in  weight  as  they  grow 
older.

WHAT  OF  1929? 


When  we  come  to  the  New  Year  it  is 
quite  proper  that  we  give  some  thought 
to  the  problems  which  confront  us,  and 
to  try  and  anticipate  how  much  of  suc- 
cess will  come  our  way. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of 
the  best  poultrymen  have  had  in  many 
ways.  The  early  spring  chicks  did  not 
do  especially  well,  due  to  weather  con- 
ditions. Later  chicks  did  well.  Egg 
prices  have  been  quite  satisfactory, 
taken  as  a  whole. 
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The  coming  year  will  see  a  more 
urgent  demand  for  better  quality  chicks. 
The  day  of  the  inferior  baby  chick  is 
fast  passing.  Better  chicks  are  coming, 
partly  because  the  buyer  of  chicks  is 
demanding  them,  but  the  improvement 
is  largely  due  to  the  organized  hatcher- 
ies. They  are  making  certain  demands 
upon  themselves  which  will  broaden  the 
ultimate  demand  for  their  product. 
When  the  poultrymen  can  buy  better 
chicks  than  they  can  hatch  at  home, 
and  find  the  cost  of  these  chicks  will  be 
lower  than  home-hatched  chicks,  they 
are  going  to  buy  hatchery  chicks.  The 
demand  for  better  chicks  will  stimulate 
new  interest  in  Standard  bred  stock. 
Naturally  the  Standard  of  Perfection 
will  govern  the  selection  of  breeders 
more  and  more.  Eventually  this  condi- 
tion must  reflect  back  to  the  poultry- 
man  who  has  breeding  stock  or  hatch- 
ing eggs  to  sell,  and  help  him  in  finding 
a  market.  The  future  looks  more  prom- 
ising. 

The  interest  in  the  production  of  high- 
grade  table  eggs  is  on  the  increase. 
Hundreds  of  our  readers  will  enter  this 
field  during  the  coming  year.  More  at- 
tention is  being  given  to  the  quality  of 
the  egg,  but  possibly  the  most  interest 
will  develop  around  the  size  of  the  egg. 
Hens  laying  large  eggs  are  going  to  be 
in  good  demand. 

The  hustler  and  thinker  is  going  to 
make  good  in  1929.  No  two  ways  about 
that. 


SIZE  OF  EGG  COUNTS 


Gradually  there  is  a  growing  interest 
in  the  proposition  to  increase  the  size  of 
table  eggs.  Some  claim  that  eggs  will  be 
sold  by  weight,  and  if  such  a  condition 
does  come  to  pass,  it  will  be  quite  essen- 
tial to  have  hens  that  lay  large  eggs.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  take  the  position 
that  eggs  will  be  sold  by  grade,  and 
naturally  the  large  eggs  will  command 
the  highest  price.  No  matter  how  you 
figure  it,  you  must  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  large  eggs  are  worth  more 
money. 

The  buying  public  is  being  educated 
to  demand  high-grade  eggs,  and  one  of 
the  requirements  of  the  best  eggs  is 
that  they  weigh  not  less  than  24  ounces 
to  the  dozen.  The  larger  the  egg  the 
more  the  purchaser  is  supposed  to  pay. 

Some  claim  that  it  does  not  cost  any 


more  to  produce  a  large  egg.  This  is 
certainly  far  from  the  facts.  The  large 
egg  may  weigh  from  six  to  ten  ounces 
more  per  dozen  than  the  small  egg. 
Eggs  are  made  from  grain,  and  the  larg- 
er the  egg  the  more  grain  it  takes  to 
produce  it. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  when 
poultrymen  are  mating  their  breeding 
pens,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  bring  this 
matter  to  their  attention.  The  size  of 
the  egg  is  governed  in  a  very  large 
measure  through  the  breeding.  It  is  es- 
pecially urgent  that  only  fair-sized  eggs 
be  incubated.  Hens  which  lay  small 
eggs  sV.ould  be  taken  from  the  breeding 
pen.  Males  whose  mothers  laid  small 
eggs  should  not  be  used  as  breeders. 

Let  us  put  our  shoulder  to  this  mat- 
ter and  produce  some  really  large  eggsr 
and  then  let  us  demand  a  price  adequate 
to  cover  the  extra  cost  to  produce  them. 
We  believe  that  the  public  is  ready  for 
a  larger  egg.  It  is  up  to  us  to  see  that 
they  get  it. 


GET  THAT  AD  RUNNING 

Some  years  ago  we  saw  the  statement 
that  if  a  business  was  not  worth  adver- 
tising it  should  be  advertised  for  sale. 
There  is  much  truth  in  this  statement. 
Many  people  fail  to  grasp  the  real  mean- 
ing of  advertising.  Perhaps  its  first  duty 
is  to  make  sales,  but  in  many  instances 
the  matter  of  sales  is  the  result  of 
creating  good  will  among  these  who 
read  the  advertisements.

House  Is  Damp 

I  am  having  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with 
my  poultry  house  being  damp.  Could  it  be 
possible  that  the  moisture  comes  up  through 
the  cement  walls?  The  ground  about  is  damp. 
— G.  M. ,  Alabama. 

A  poultry  house  which  is  built  on 
low,  damp  ground  may  be  damp  owing 
to  the  moisture  coming  up  through  the 
cement  wall.  The  wall  acts  somewhat 
like  a  wick.  "We  would  suggest  that  you 
clean  out  the  house  and  sweep  the  walls 
and  floor  clean.  Then  when  it  is  dry, 
paint  with  asphalt  paint  and  give  it  time 
to  soak  in  again  before  putting  the 
chickens  back  in  the  house.  We  have 
known  of  cases  where  barn  paint  was 
used  quite  successfully,  but  we  rather 
believe  the  asphalt  paint  is  the  best. 
Put  it  on  thin.

Hens  Don't  Lay 

I  went  into  the  chicken  business  against 
the  advice  of  my  family,  and  now  they  laugh 
at  me  because  my  hens  don't  lay.  They  look 
well,  combs  are  red,  there  is  a  spread  of 
three  fingers  between  the  pelvic  bones,  and 
yet  no  eggs.  Please  suggest  something  and 
help  out  an  interested  reader. — H.  S.  B.,  New 
York. 

Possibly  the  hens  are  just  a  little  out 
of  condition  and  need  a  little  tonic,  or  it 
might  be  that  some  fresh  ground  bone 
would  start  them  laying.  Be  sure  that 
the  bone  is  fresh.  If  you  have  a  bone 
grinder  you  can  grind  bones  as  the  hens 
need  them.  We  don't  think  you  need  to 
worry.  A  little  extra  care  and  the  hens 
will  lay.

How  to  Advertise 

I  have  some  dandy  birds  and  have  tried 
each  year  to  sell  the  hatching  eggs  through 
my  local  newspaper,  but  it  never  seems  to 
sell  many  eggs  for  me.  How  can  I  best  ad- 
vertise them?— D.  B.  O. ,  Florida. 

One  of  the  best  means  of  selling 
hatching  eggs  is  to  carry  a  small  classi- 
fied ad  in  the  poultry  journals.  The 
readers  of  such  journals  are  interested, 
where  with  a  newspaper  but  a  very 
small  number  will  ever  read  the  ad. 
Such  an  ad  should  start  not  later  than 
this,  the  January  issue,  and  continue 
until  the  end  of. the  season.  Neat  letter 
heads  will  help  you  make  a  good  impres- 
sion upon  the  prospective  customer.  It 
will  cost  a  little  to  advertise,  but  gener- 
ally the  returns  are  so  satisfactory  that 
you  soon  forget  the  initial  outlay. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  for  Chicks 

Do  you  think  that  cod  liver  oil  is  of  any 
real  help  In  the  growing  of  chicks? — A  Read- 
er, Iowa. 

We  are  much  surprised  at  this  ques- 
tion. We  have  often  emphasized  the 
need  of  cod  liver  oil  for  growing  chicks 
and  was  under  the  impression  that 
everyone  realized  this  need.  By  all 
means  use  cod  liver  oil  in  feeding  baby 
chicks.  It  is  very  essential.

Minorcas  as  Layers 

Do  you  consider  the  Minorca  a-s  a  good 
layer?  I  have  them,  and  they  seem  to  lay  a 
very  large  egg,  but  I  don't  get  as  many  as 
I  should. — Mrs.  J.  D.  F.,  Oklahoma. 

We  presume  that  you  refer  to  the 
Black  Minorca,  but  you  did  not  state 
the  variety  kept.  Yes,  they  are  good 
layers.  We  kept  a  pen  of  them  right 
alongside  of  a  pen  of  Reds,  and  one  of 
Leghorns,  and  we  saw  but  very  little 


difference  in  the  egg  yield  between  the 

Minorcas  and  Leghorns.  They  lay  a  very 

large  egg,  and  we  always  found  a  good 

demand  for  the  eggs.  We  do  not  think 

the  trouble  is  with  the  breed,  but  with 

your  feeding.  Possibly  you  do  not  feed 

enough.  Give  them  plenty  of  feed  of 

the  right  kind  and  you  will  not  have  to 

worry  about  the  egg  yield. 



When  to  Hatch  Rocks 

I  am  just  getting  started  with  White  Rocks 
and  want  to  know  when  to  hatch  them.  I 
must  use  hens  to  do  the  hatching.— D.  S.  H., 
Michigan. 

In  your  section  they  can  be  hatched 
in  March  or  early  April.  Of  course, 
when  you  depend  upon  the  hen  to  do 
the  hatching  she  may  fool  you  a  little. 
Why  not  buy  an  incubator  and  fool  the 
hen?  Those  living  farther  south  can 
hatch  Rocks  a  little  earlier.

Roup 

My  birds  have  the  roup.  I  have  tried  kero- 
sene and  all  the  home  remedies  I  know"  of, 
and  the  birds  get  worse  every  day.  What 
would  you  suggest?  My  birds  have  the  roup 
every  year  and  I  can't  guess  where  they  get 
it. — Mrs.  O.  M.  T.,  Nebraska-. 

We  would  suggest  that  you  try  some 
of  the  roup  remedies  advertised  in 
POULTRY  KEEPER.  They  are  reliable 
and  will  give  good  results.  Home-made 
remedies  are  not  very  satisfactory,  as 
a  general  rule.  Roup  does  not  come  by 
accident,  but  is  the  result  of  lack  of 
care  or  caution.  By  all  means  look  to 
sanitation,  ventilation  and  general  care 
and  try  to  prevent  it  coming  every 
year.  There  is  something  wrong  and 
you  should  locate  it.

Feeding  Questions 

1.  My  chickens  have  free  range  and  recent- 
ly they  come  for  their  feed  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  If  I  do  not  feed 
them  they  fly  up  to  roost.  What  can  I  do 
with  them? 

2.  I'm  feeding  my  chickens  chops  and 
shelled  corn  and  keep  oyster  shells  before  them 
all  the  time.  A  laying  mash  is  also  given. 
Is  this  a  good  ration  to  make  hens  lay? — Mrs. 
G.  M. ,  Arkansas. 

1.  Are  these  birds  in  good  condition 
and  laying?  If  they  are,  it  may  indicate 
that  the  mash  is  very  good  and  they  do 
not  require  the  grain.  If  they  are  rather 
thin  "it  may  be  necessary  to  give  them 
grain.  Generally  when  hens  are  required 
to  roost  in  a  house  and  grain  is  scatter- 
ed in  the  litter  they  will  start  digging 
for  it. 

2.  A  good  laying  mash  should  be  be- 
fore the  hens  all  the  time,  unless  they 
overeat  of  it.  The  scratch  should  be  well 
balanced.  We  do  not  like  the  grain  you 
give.  Equal  parts  of  wheat,  oats  and 
cracked  corn  would  be  better.  Of  course, 
oyster  shells,  grit  and  water  should  al- 
ways be  on  hand,  so  that  they  can  have 
what  they  want.

1.  The  Jersey  Black  Giants  are 
large.  The  cock  weighs  13  pounds  when 
mature.  The  Brahma  cock  weighs  12 
pounds. 

2.  This  is  a  very  difficult  question  to 
answer.  Very  much  depends  upon  the 
poultryman  knowing  how  to  feed  birds. 

3.  Just  what  do  you  mean  by  market 
birds?  Do  you  mean  broilers  or  matured 
birds?  Large  breeds  should  be  hatched 
early,  say  March.  We  have  hatched 
them  in  February  and  had  excellent  re- 
sults.

Glass  Substitute  Warm 

Is  glass  substitute  warmer  than  glass? —

What  Green  Feed 

What  kind  of  green  feed  do  you  consider 
the  best  and  easiest  to  get  at  this  time  of 
the  year? — Mrs.  L.  M.  N. ,  Minnesota. 

Sprouted  oats  are  about  as  good  green 
food  as  anything,  and  with  a  sprouter 
you  can  control  the  amount  produced, 
so  that  it  seems  to  be  the  ideal  arrange- 
ment. Just  the  other  day  we  were  visit- 
ing a  hatchery  where  a  few  hens  were 
kept  and  we  noticed  a  sprouter  run- 
ning, and  we  asked  what  was  thought 
of  this  kind  of  green  food.  "It's  the  best 
green  food  we  have  found,  and  we  run 
that  sprouter  the  entire  year."  That 
shows  what  was  thought  of  this  form 
of  green  food.

In  looking  over  POULTRY  KEEPER  I  no- 
ticed where  a  fellow  was  in  trouble  with  his 
pullets  going  into  a  neck  molt.  Perhaps  I  can 
give  a  suggestion  that  might  help  him.  Last 
spring  some  of  my  pullets  showed  signs  of  a 
neck  molt,  and  I  made  up  my  mind  that  they 
needed  to  be  pepped  up  or  all  would  be  molt- 
ing. I  went  to  the  butcher  and  bought  one- 
half  pound  of  pig  liver  (not  beef)  for  each 
100  hens.  I  ground  it  up  as  fine  as  I  could 
and  poured  water  over  it  and  stirred  it  well. 
Then  I  took  about  lYt  quarts  of  laying  mash 
for  each  100  hens  and  mixed  enough  ground 
liver  and  water  to  make  a  crumbly  mash.  I 
did  this  for  three  days.  Then  I  missed  three 
days.  I  kept  to  this  plan  until  I  have  given 
the  liver  nine  days.  It  checked  the  molting 
and  the  pullets,  laid  well  up  to  the  middle  of 
October. — W.  B.   J.,  Illinois.

Try  it  and  make  a  report  to  the  editor.

Fresh  Ground  Bone 

I  see  you  recommend  fresh  ground  bone  to 
make  the  hens  lay.  Will  you  explain  about 
how  much  to  feed  and  how  to  feed  it?  I  have 
a  bone  grinder  and  will  use  it  if  I  can  get  the 
eggs. — A.  E.  T.,  Ohio. 

From  1-4  to  1-2  ounce  per  hen  daily 
will  be  plenty.  If  the  droppings  become 
rather  soft  you  can  reduce  the  amount 
given.  Generally  we  like  to  feed  it  in  a 
shallow  pan  rather  than  to  mix  it  in  the 
mash.  Fresh  ground  bone  is  a  big  help 
to  get  winter  eggs,  and  any  of  our

incubation  period.  In  the  first  case  we 
might  say  it  is  making  the  chick  strong 
while  in  the  shell,  and  in  the  second 
case  it  is  keeping  it  strong  after  it 
hatches. 

Correct  evaporation  is  very  necessary 
to  the  mechanics  of  hatching,  i.  e.,  mak- 
ing the  air  cell  the  correct  size  is  Very 
necessary  to  the  chick  in  getting  out  of 
the  shell.  The  correct  amount  of  evap- 
oration, however,  may  be  secured  at 
any  time  during  the  incubation  period, 
whether  it  be  regular  or  gradual  during 
the  time  or  an  excess  part  of  the  time 
and  restricted  the  rest  of  the  time. 

The  results  reported  from  the  use  of 
Moisture  Guides  in  all  parts  of  the 
earth  indicate  that   better   hatches  of 


better  chicks  are  secured  where  the 
evaporation  is  regular  during  the  en- 
tire period  instead  of  in  irregular 
groups  or  periods.

which  determine  evaporation,  which  are 
temperature,  relative  humidity,  air 
movement  and  air  pressure  or  altitude. 

Measuring  these  separately  as  tem- 
perature with  a  thermometer,  relative 
humidity  with  a  wet  bulb  thermometer 
or  hygrometer,  air  movement  with  an 
amemometer  and  air  pressure  with  a 
barometer  and  trying  to  judge  by  either 
one  separately,  or  combining  all  to- 
gether, are  failures,  but  measuring 
evaporation  itself  in  parallel  with  the 
eggs  is  scientifically  accurate,  as  it  com- 
bines all  of  nature's  laws. 

The  Incubator  Moisture  Guide,  which 
has  come  into  general  use  during  the 
last  three  or  four  years,  was  at  first 
thought  to  show  its  greatest  value  in 
determining  the  size  of  the  air  cell, 
which  is  of  mechanical  importance  to 
the  chick  in  getting  out  of  the  shell, 
but  a  check  on  more  than  50,000  guides 
in  use  indicates  that  its  greatest  value 
is  in  limiting '  the  quantity  of  surplus 
albumen  and  hardened  yolks  in  chicks. 

The  difference  in  shell  texture  does, 
of  course,  make  a  difference,  as  well  as 
the  ages  of  the  egg  when  incubated,  for 
the  thin  shell  and  the  one  already  evap- 
orated when  incubation  began  could  not 
be  shown  by  the  moisture  guide. 

There  are  other  causes  for  albumen 
being  left  in  the  shell  at  hatching  time, 
as  well  as  other  causes  for  hardened 
yolks,  such  as  too  much  heat,  but  incor- 
rect evaporation  is  one  of  the  principal 
causes,  a  cause  for  which  man  is  re- 
sponsible, and  one  that  is  easy  to  con- 
trol. 

Some  are  successful  in  removing  the 
yolk  material  about  the  second  or  third 
day  after  the  chick  hatches  if  it  has 
been  thickened  by  excessive  evapora- 
tion, but  this  requires  individual  treat- 
ment of  each  chick,  and  the  chick  is 
weakened  to  begin  with,  for  it  hasn't 
used  this  nourishment. 

It  is  far  better  to  build  a  substantial 
chick  in  the  first  place  than  to  build  a 
defective  chick  and  then  try  to  repair 
it  or  make  it  over.  In  hatching  our  own 
chicks  or  in  buying  chicks  we  should 
be  sure  that  evaporation  during  the  in- 
cubation has  been  correct  so  the  chicks 
will  not  die  at  from  three  to  ten  days 
of  age  due  to  incubation  defects  which 
are  easily  controlled. 


BONE  AND  MEAT  FOR  EGGS 


There  is  no  kind  of  food  that  will  an- 
swer for  summer  unless  it  be  free  from 
fat  or  starch.  If  the  flock  is  confined, 
food  must  be  provided,  and  then  a  pro- 
portion of  grain  may  be  allowed;  but  if 
the  hens  are  on  the  range  they  should 
be  given  no  food.  There  is  one  kind  of 
food  that  will  make  hens  lay,  and  that  is 
lean  meat.  And  it  may  be  allowed  that 
those  who  use  bone-cutters,  and  can 
secure  fresh  bone  from  the  butchers, 
can  provide  the  cheapest  and  best  food 
that  can  be  given.  A  pound  a  day  for  a 
dozen  hens  is  ample.  It  costs  but  a 
small  sum  for  a  cutter,  compared  with 
the  saving  of  food,  and  though  operat- 
ing a  bone-cutter  demands  labor  (as  a 
bone  is  not  easily  reduced),  the  gain  is 
more  than  the  expenditure.  We  prob- 
ably refer  to  this  summer  feeding  very 
often,  but  the  tendency  is  to  feed  too 
much,  and  it  is  difficult  to  convince 
poultrymen  of  the  fact.  Meat  stands 
first  of  all  egg-producing  foods,  and  is 
the  cheapest  in  proportion  to  results  ob- 
tained.— Poultry  News.

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BREEDERS  ARE  THE  SEED 

(Continued  from  Page  3) 
affecting"  the  improvement  of  our  flock. 
As    important    as    it    is    to    adopt  a 
standard   or  an   ideal   towards  which 
you    will    everlastingly    strive,    it  is 
equally  important  to  adopt    a  breed- 
ing  plan.    If  a   carpenter  began  the 
construction    of    a    house    without  a 
plan,  we  would  call  him  foolish.  To  at- 
tempt the  breeding  of  poultry  by  the 
hit  -  and  -  miss    method    is  absolutely 
wrong.  It  is  one  of  the  causes  for  failure  ' 
in  the  business.    To   adopt   a   definite  I 
plan  and  to  strain  every  nerve  in  one 
line  of  endeavor  is  most  certain  of  sat-  ! 
isfactory    results.    Poultrymen    seldom  J 
fail  who  have  a  well  organized  plan  of 
breeding.  All  of  their  effort  goes  to- 
wards the  completion  of  this  plan. 

Poultry  breeding  consists  of  either 
natural  or  artificial  selection.  Under 
normal  conditions  the  birds  mated  in 
the  natural  order  of  things.  A  hen  in 
the  wild  state  would  lay  a  clutch  of  eggs 
and  then  incubate  them.  Her  laying  sea- 
son was  in  the  spring  and  summer 
when  weather  conditions  favored  incu- 
bation. Natural  selection  did  not  pro- 
mote high  egg  records.  By  controlling 
selection  man  has  been  able  to  so  alter 
and  improve  the  hen  that  she  will  lay 
most  all  the  year,  and  hens  are  now 
known  to  lay  300  eggs  in  a  single  year 
where  perhaps  she  may  not  have  laid 
over  30  eggs  under  the  old  method  of 
natural  selection.  By  the  control  of  mat- 
ing or  selection  the  poultryman  has 
been  able  to  greatly  improve  her  per- 
formance. Were  it  not  for  artificial  se- 
lection this  would  not  have  been  pos- 
sible. 

One  factor  which  the  poultryman 
must  learn  is  to  intensify  certain  de- 
sirable qualities.  Let  us  suppose  that 
you  breed  Single  Comb  White  Leghorns 
and  you  find  that  a  certain  hen  has  a 
wonderful  comb.  For  the  sake  of  argu- 
ment, we  will  suppose  that  you  have  a 
cock  bird  with  an  excellent  comb.  When 
these  birds  are  mated  the  progeny 
shows  excellent  comb  formation.  You 
will  realize  that  here  is  a  mating  which 
is  intensifying  a  desirable  quality  and 
such  a  mating  should  be  continued.  Or 
perhaps  you  breed  Barred  Plymouth  i 
Rocks  and  have  a  hen  which  made  a  ! 
record  of  235  eggs  in  her  pullet  year. 
The  next  spring  she  was  mated  to  a 
male  which  came  from  high  producers. 
The  pullets  from  this  mating  laid  from 
250  to  295  eggs  during  their  pullet  year. 
Again  it  is  quite  evident  that  you  have 
intensified  the  capacity  to  lay.  This  mat- 
ing should  be  continued.  As  long  as  you 
are  making  improvement  you  know  you 
are  on  the  right  trail.  It  is  when  the 
results  are  in  the  other  direction  that 
you  know  something  is  wrong. 

Yesterday  we  drove  into  a  farm  yard 
and  in  looking  at  the  White  Leghorns 
which  were  running  at  will,  we  noted 
black  in  the  tail  feathers  of  many  of 
the  birds.  Some  of  the  pullets  showed 
decidedly  pinched  tails.  We  would  elim- 
inate such  birds  with  utter  disregard  for 
their  other  good  points.  This  brings 
to  mind  that  which  it  is  necessary  to 
try  and  intensify  the  good  points,  it  may 
be  just  as  essential  to  eliminate  the  bad 
ones. 

Under  all  our  endeavor  to  improve 
our  birds  we  must  build  the  foundation 
of  health  and  vigor.  No  outstanding  suc-

health  in  his  birds  and  gave  it  the  prop- 
er place.  You  may  have  the  most  won- 
derful flock  in  the  world,  but  unless 
they  have  sufficient  vigor  to  reproduce 
themselves,  of  what  value  are  they? 
Vigor  is  the  most  essential  factor  in  the 
breeding  of  poultry.  It  is  so  indispensi- 
ble  in  any  breeding  program  that  we 
cannot  conceive  of  it  being  ignored.  Yet 
many  would-be  poultrymen  think  we 
over-emphasize  the  matter.  If  you  could 
see  the  failures  and  disappointments 
which  come  because  due  attention  is  not 
given  to  the  vigor  of  the  breeders,  you 
would  agree  with  us  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  urgent  needs  of  the  day.  We,  as 
poultrymen,  have  given  too  little  atten- 
tion to  this  matter  during  the  past.  It 
is  only  through  a  sheer  piece  of  good 
fortune  that  we  have  not  all  failed.  The 
future  demands  more  and  more  atten- 
tion to  the  health  and  vigor  of  our 
breeders. 

The  most  satisfactory  improvement  is 
that  which  comes  steady  and  sure,  and 
is  the  result  of  a  well-thought-out  plan. 
Occasionally  we  try  some  short  cut  in 
our  scheme  of  breeding  with  the  hope 
of  reaching  success  more  quickly.  Some- 
times this  is  a  real  help,  often  it  results 
in  improvement  of  a  fleeting  character. 
Real,  lasting  and  permanent  improve- 
ment does  not  come  in  a  day.  It  is  all 
the  more  permanent  because  it  comes 
slowly.  Stop  for  a  moment  and  consider 
the  number  of  years  that  have  passed 
since  man  began  his  efforts  to  increase 
egg  production.  True  that  we  have 
made  progress,  but  who  is  ready  to  say 
that  we  have  reached  our  goal.  It  has 
taken  brains,  time  and  energy  without 
measure  to  accomplish  what  has  been 
done.  We  have  made  lasting  progress. 

We  have  said  that  Breeders  are  the 
Seed  and  have  given  you  a  few  thoughts 
which  we  hope  will  stimulate  your  in- 
terest in  the  proposition.  If  the  breed- 
ing stock  is  of  such  vital  importance, 
what  about  the  actual  selection  of  the 
individual  breeds?  In  picking  out  the 
breeders  which  will  be  the  parents  of 
future  generations  we  very  much  like 
a  bird  which  is  wide  across  the  back. 
We  like  to  see  the  keel  rather  long  and 
the  abdomen  fairly  full.  Such  a  bird  has 
a  wide  cavity  for  the  reproductive  or- 
gans and  digestive  machinery,  two  very 
essential  factors  in  a  good  breeder.  We 
pick  a  bird  with  a  rather  large  frame 
with  legs  set  well  apart.  Look  at  the 
head  points,  as  they  indicate  a  great 
deal.  Select  the  bird  having  a  wide 
skull,  short  beak,  bright  eye  and  alert 
expression.  We  like  a  friendly  bird  and 
one  which  sings  as  she  works.  By  all 
means  select  the  busy  hen,  one  which  is 
willing  to  scratch  for  the  grain. 

We  insist  that  the  bird  be  typical  in 
shape  for  the  breed  which  it  represents, 
and  of  as  good  color  as  possible. 

To  the  beginner  this  may  all  sound 
rather  confusing,  but  experience  comes 
with  practice  and  patience.  In  time  you 
will  be  able  to  face  these  problems  and 
be  certain  that  you  can  solve  them. 
If  a  thing  is  worth  doing  it  is  worth 
doing  well.  Knowing  this,  we  should 
keep  up  our  courage  and  stick  to  the 
job  until  we  have  solved  the  problem.

Greene,  Sayville,  N.  Y.,  Chairman,  Ed- 
ward T.  Robinson,  L.  T.  Inkelaar,  Geo. 
Berry  and  W.  E.  Farver.  This  commit- 
tee will  study  over  the  proposed  stan- 
dard and  report  its  findings.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Club  can  soon  adopt  a 
standard. 


Mr.  George  Berry,  who  operates  a 
hatchery  at  Atchison,  Kansas,  is  a  real 
booster  for  Lakenvelders.  He  is  making 
a  very  liberal  offer  to  all  his  customers 
who  buy  Lakenvelder  chicks  from  his 
hatchery.  Mr.  Berry  believes  that  the 
Lakenvelder  has  a  future,  and  he  is  not 
afraid  to  back  it  to  the  limit. 


Mr.  F.  J.  Starks,  an  artist,  is  drawing 
an  emblem  for  the  Club.  "While  Mr. 
Starks  is  not  a  member  of  the  Club,  yet 
he  has  been  most  generous.  We  hope  to 
have  his  application  before  this  appears 
In  print.  We  believe  he  is  also  preparing 
an  emblem  for  the  Campine  Club. 


There  appears  to  be  many  different 
ways  of  pronouncing  the  word  Laken- 
velder. Some  call  it  Lockenvelder  while 
others  lean  to  Lackenvelder,  and  still 
others  to  Lakenvelder.  President  Koch 
has  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of 
Edward  T.  Robinson,  Lexington,  Va., 
Chairman,  H.  Van  Order,  Ralph  C. 
Greene,  George  Berry  and  W.  E.  Farver 
to  study  over  this  matter  and  make  a 
report  as  soon  as  possible.  It  seems  that 
we  should  all  adopt  one  way  of  pro- 
nouncing the  word,  and  we  hope  to 
have  the  matter  settled  very  soon. 


The  secretary  is  at  work  gathering 
data  upon  the  requirements  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Standard  of  Perfection.  If 
we  can  get  the  breed  into  the  Standard 
we  believe  Lakenvelders  will  be  very 
much  more  popular.  We  hope  and  ex- 
pect to  have  the  help  of  every  member 
in  this  matter. 


We  plan  to  have  a  publicity  commit- 
tee very  shortly  which  will  work  with 
the  secretary  in  carrying  information 
relative  to  the  breed  to  the  poultry  pub- 
lic. We  believe  so  much  in  printers  ink 
that  we  expect  to  use  it  in  promoting 
the  breed.  This  committee  has  not  been 
appointed  as  yet. 


The  state  of  Kansas  still  holds  the 
lead  in  number  of  members.  New  York 
is  a  close  second.  Ohio  has  dropped  be- 
hind, but  we  hope  it  will  come  to  the 
front  again. 


As  soon  as  the  standard  is  adopted 
we  expect  to  give  it  to  the  poultry  press 
so  as  to  help  all  Lakenvelder  breeders, 
whether  members  or  not,  to  breed  better 
birds.  One  of  the  outstanding  needs  is 
for  better  birds. 


Remember  that  shape  should  have 
due  consideration  in  making  your  mat- 
ings.  While  we  have  no  standard  as  yet, 
still  we  all  know  an  inferior  bird  when 
we  see  it.  Use  only  the  best.  Quality  is 
very  essential  right  now.

Poultry  Diseases  and  Simple  Remedies 

The  Cause,  Symptom  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Poultry 
By  F.  Raymond  Benson 

CONTINUED  FROM  LAST  MONTH 


CHAPTER  II. 


THE  SKIN 


Chicken  Pox 

This  disease,  more  commonly  known  as  sore  head,  affects  ordinary  fowls, 

turkeys,  pigeons,  but  more  rarely  geese.    It  is  not  necessarily  fatal, 

but  the  danger  is  that  it  may  develop  into  more  serious  trouble. 

Cause — Chicken  pox  is  caused  by  a  virus  and  is  a  strictly  infectious 
disease,  and  never  develops  as  a  result  of  exposure  to  dampness  and 
drafts,  although  these  conditions  favor  its  spread  and  may  increase  its 
malignancy.  Perhaps  it  is  for  this  reason  that  the  southern  part  of  the 
United  States  is  so  greatly  bothered  with  the  disease.  It  is  introducted 
into  the  flock  by  infected  birds.  Sometimes  these  birds  are  purchased  from 
other  flocks  in  which  the  disease  exists,  or  it  may  be  birds  from  the  home 
flock  are  sent  to  a  poultry  show  and  there  exposed  to  sick  fowls.  In  rare 
cases  pigeons  or  other  wild  birds  may  fly  from  one  yard  to  another  and 
carry  the  disease. 

Symptoms — The  disease  usually  makes  its  appearance  in  the  form  of 
small  red  pimples  on  the  comb,  face  or  wattles,  somewhat  like  those 
caused  by  bites  of  mosquitoes.  These  warts  or  nodules  vary  in  size  from 
a  pin  head  to  a  pea,  and  sometimes  larger.  Later  in  the  progress  of  the 
disease,  these  nodules  may  ulcerate  on  the  surface.  The  nodules  begin 
as  small  red  or  reddish-gray  growths  with  a  shiny  surface,  but  the  color 
changes  to  yellowish,  brownish  or  even  a  dark  brown,  and  the  surface 
becomes  uneven  in  appearance.  The  affected  parts  may  become  covered 
with  hard,  dry  crusts.  The  severity  of  the  disease  is  increased  by 
diptheritic  internal  condition. 

Treatment — Thoroughly  rub  the  affected  parts  with  the  following 
preparation:  Oil  thyme,  30  drops;  oil  eucalyptus,  30  drops;  menthol 
crystals,  10  grains,  and  parafine  oil,  2  ounces.  If  the  crusts  are  hard 
it  may  be  necessary  to  soften  them  with  soap  and  water,  applying  above 
preparation  after  the  crusts  have  been  removed. 

Carbolated  vaseline  is  sometimes  used  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfac- 
tion. The  bowels  should  be  kept  active  by  the  use  of  a  laxative,  such 
as  epsom  salts  or  castor  oil.  A  nourishing  ration  should  be  provided  with 
a  liberal  allowance  of  green  food. 

Maintain  sanitary  condition  by  the  use  of  a  good  disinfectant. 
Chicken  Pox  virus  is  very  resistant  to  the  action  of  disinfectants,  and 
this  means  that  the  process  must  be  very  thorough  in  order  to  gain  the 
desired  results. 


Eczema 

This  disease  is  often  confused  with  Favus,  but  manifests  itself  in  the 
skin,  and  is  due  to  constitutional  causes.  It  may  appear  on  any  part 
of  the  skin,  but  the  usual  seat  of  the  disease  is  the  wattles. 

Cause — The  disease,  being  constitutional,  is  not  contagious  and  is 
not  spread  by  contact  from  bird  to  bird.  A  highly  nitrogenous  ration, 
lack  of  excretion,  or  closely  inbred  birds  appear  to  be  the  cause. 

Symptoms — It  usually  appears  on  the  wattles  first  in  the  form  of  fine 
white  points.  These  continue  to  increase  in  size  and  number.  Eventu- 
ally several  "points"  unite,  the  skin  bursts,  the  fluid  runs  out  and  dries 
on  the  surface,  forming  a  crust.  Fowls  with  eczema  present  a  tirod 
appearance,  and  a  loss  of  appetite. 

Treatment — Apply  tar  ointment,  which  is  made  by  melting  one  pound 
of  petrolatum,  two  ounces  of  yellow  beeswax,  and  stir  in  one-half  pound 
of  tar.  Change  m-ethod  of  feeding,  giving  a  balanced  ration.  Make  sure 
that  plenty  of  green  food  is  provided. 


Fish  Skin 

Many  times  this  disease  has  been  thought  to  be  scaly  leg,  as  it  presents 
a  like  appearance.  However,  there  is  no  parasite  life  as  in  scaly 
leg. 

Cause — It  is  thought  that  a  bad  functional  action  or  disturbance  is 
the  cause.  It  is  not  contagious,  but  it  appears  that  heredity  may  play 
a  part  in  its  appearance. 

Symptoms — A  very  rough,  dry,  scaly  appearance  of  the  shanks,  and 
even  between  the  toes  distinguishes  this  disease.  There  is  some  irritation 
of  the  surface,  and  the  birds  pick  and  scratch  the  parts,  thereby  in- 
creasing the  difficulty. 
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Treatment — Local  treatment  is  all  that  can  be  recommended.  Rub 
the  affected  parts  with  carbolated  vaseline.  Continue  the  treatment 
until  the  trouble  is  corrected.    Changes  in  ration  appear  of  no  value. 


Wind  Puff 

While  many  claim  that  this  is  not  a  disease,  yet  in  some  cases  it  proves 
very  bothersome.  It  appears  in  both  old  and  young  birds,  often 
appearing  after  caponizing  a  cockerel. 

Cause — So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  the  cause  is  un- 
known. 

Symptoms — It  is  a  gathering  of  wind  under  the  skin,  from  whence 
it  takes  its  name.   Little  chicks  will  sometimes  puff  up  to  an  enormous  size. 

Treatment — Puncture  the  skin  with  a  large  needle  and  let  the  air 
escape.  If,  after  several  treatments,  the  air  continues  to  gather,  you  can 
take  a  small  pair  of  shears  and  clip  out  some  of  the  skin.  Dip  needle 
in  an  antiseptic.    Apply  carbolated  vaseline  to  the  wound. 


CHAPTER  III. 


LEGS  AND  FEET 


Bumble  Foot 

This  is  a  term  applied  to  a  swelling  of  the  foot,  and  being  an  inflamed 
condition,  involving  the  tissues  lying  beneath  the  skin,  it  causes 
pain.  Owing  to  the~fact  that  the  fowl  is  compelled  to  use  the  foot, 
the  tissues  become  irritated,  and  pus  may  be  present. 
Cause — A  bruise,  caused  by  jumping  from  high  roosts,  may  be  the 
cause.  Splinters,  bits  of  glass,  thorns,  etc.,  or  infection  getting  into  a 
puncture  often  sets  up  an  inflammation. 

Symptoms — The  bird  will  limp  slightly  at  first,  but  as  the  disease 
advances  it  will  walk  with  greater  difficulty.  In  the  last  stages  it  may 
not  be  able  to  use  the  foot  at  all.  The  swelling  will  increase  as  the  dis- 
ease progresses. 

Treatment — If  the  trouble  comes  from  a  bruise  it  is  possible  to  paint 
the  affected  parts  with  iodine  every  day  for  a  week.  In  case  the  swelling 
is  caused  by  a  sliver,  it  must  be  removed.  Should  the  swelling  become 
large  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  an  incision  and  clean  out  the  pus. 
The  interior  of  the  abcess  is  soaked  with  a  five  per  cent  solution  of  car- 
bolic acid,  and  the  foot  bandaged.  The  bird  should  be  put  in  a  small 
coop,  well  bedded  with  clean,  dry  straw.    Disinfect  the  wound  daily. 


Leg  Weakness 

This  term  is  popularly  used  to  designate  any  condition  in  which  birds 
find  it  impossible  to  support  themselves,  upon  their  legs.  It  may 
occur  in  young  or  old  stock. 

Cause — One  cause  of  leg  weakness  in  chicks  is  food  deficiencies. 
Overheating  or  underheating  of  the  brooder,  keeping  the  chicks  on  bare 
board  floors  are  other  causes.  In  older  fowls  lameness  sometimes  appears 
in  tuberculosis,  scaly  legs,  bumble  foot,  worms  and  rheumatism.  Overfat 
fowls  or  birds  forced  for  heavy  egg  production  sometimes  go  lame. 

Symptoms — Leg  weakness  is  easily  distinguished  because  the  bird  is 
lame  and  unable  to  walk  without  apparent  pain. 

Treatment; — It  is  not  possible  to  successfully  treat  a  fowl  for  leg 
weakness  without  knowing  the  cause.  It  is  usually  a  symptom  of  some 
disease,  rather  than  a  disease  itself. 


Rheumatism 

All  species  of  fowls,  and  especially  chickens,  are  subject  to  rheumatism. 
It  may  affect  one  or  more  birds  at  a  time,  and  while  the  disease 
itself  is  not  usually  fatal,  yet  it  is  weU  to  act  promptly  upon  its 
discovery. 

Cause — It  may  appear  in  any  part  of  the  body,  but  it  is  quite  likely 
to  oecur  in  the  hock  joint.  Exposure  to  cold,  damp,  chilling  winds  ag- 
gravates this  disorder.  Over  feeding  of  heavy  feeds,  such  as  meat  and 
corn,  and  underfeeding  of  green  food  may  tend  to  bring  on  the  disease. 
Damp,  dark  and  poorly  ventilated  poultry  houses  are  causes  of  rheuma- 
tism. 

Symptoms — The  first  symptom  is  usually  a  jerky  gait  and  a  tendency 
for  the  bird  to  squat  upon  the  floor.  The  muscles  contract  and  draw  the 
legs  out  of  the  regular  position.  Trying  to  straighten  them  will  cause 
the  bird  great  pain.  The  joints  will  swell  and  there  is  likely  to  be  a  high 
temperature. 

Treatment — The  development  of  one  or  more  cases  of  rheumatism  in 
the  flock  should  be  a  warning  to  improve  ventilation  of  the  poultry 
house,  correct  drainage  about  the  premises  and  properly  feed  the  birds. 
Attention  to  the  matter  will  prevent  other  cases;  however,  it  is  not 
contagious. 

Individual  birds  should  be  given  a  liberal  amount  of  green  food. 
Medical  treatment  may  begin  with  a  dose  of  epsom  salts  of  20  to  30 
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How  To  Make  a 

Brooder  At  Home 

A  14-year-old  boy  can  make,  in  an 
hour,  a  brooder  that  will  raise  husky, 
healthy  chicks.  The  materials  needed 
are  a  shoebox,  one-sixth  yard  of  oil- 
cloth, a  handful  of  nails  and  a  Putnam 
Brooder  Heater.

grains.  The  following  day  add  30  to  40  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  to 
the  quart  of  drinking  water.  Salicylic  acid  is  sometimes  given  in  2% 
grain  doses.  The  joints  may  be  rubbed  with  either  witch  hazel  or  cam- 
phorated ointment. 

Broken  Shanks 

Broken  shanks  or  fractures  are  a  rather  common  occurance,  especially 
where  the  birds  are  allowed  to  run  with  large  animals,  or  where  they 
have  access  to  public  highways. 

Cause — It  is  hardly  necessary  to  mention  the  cause. 

Symptoms — Every  case  of  lameness  should  be  investigated  for  a 
possible  fracture.  In  bad  cases  the  leg  may  hang  limp.  One  should 
either  attempt  to  help  the  fowl  or  kill  it  and  put  it  out  of  its  misery. 

Treatment — In  simple  fractures  the  bones  should  be  placed  in  as  nearly 
the  normal  position  as  possible.  If  the  break  occurs  on  a  feathered  part, 
the  feathers  should  be  removed.  Next  apply  a  thin  layer  of  cotton, 
carefully  holding  the  fractured  parts  in  proper  position.  Then  apply 
three  thin,  narrow  splints  of  wood  of  the  proper  length,  and  so  place 
them  that  they  will  not  chafe  the  leg  or  injure  the  skin.  Now  apply  a 
one-inch  cotton  bandage.  If  the  bandage  is  soaked  in  glue  it  will  be  held 
in  place,  or  adhesive  tape  may  be  used  around  the  bandage.  In  applying  • 
the  bandage,  remember  that  recovery  depends  upon  circulation,  and 
therefore  it  must  not  be  interfered  with  any  more  than  necessary.  After 
14  days  carefully  remove  the  bandage,  but  do  not  allow  the  bird  its  free- 
dom until  fully  recovered. 

While  the  leg  is  in  splints  the  fowl  should  be  confined  to  a  dry  coop, 
well  bedded  with  clean  straw.  Feed  nourishing  feed  and  try  to  keep  the 
bird  in  good  health. 

For  little  chicks  the  best  splints  are  tooth  picks,  and  for  older  chicks 
matches  will  serve  very  well.    Mature  birds  must  have  stronger  splints. 

Scaly  Legs 

To  anyone  who  has  never  seen  a  case  of  scaly  leg,  the  name  itself  would 
give  an  idea  as  to  the  disease.  It  is  very  contagious,  but  not  neces- 
sarily fatal.  It  is  disgusting  and  annoying  to  have  your  birds  with 
such  dirty,  filthy-looking  legs. 

Cause — The  trouble  comes  because  of  irritation  of  a  parasite  which 
burrows  beneath  the  scales  on  the  shanks.  A  minute  quantity  of  straw- 
colored  fluid  oozes  from  the  injured  places  and  dries.  A  gradual  accumu- 
lation of  the  scab  material  continues  until  a  large  area  is  visible.  Scaly 
leg  usually  occurs  where  filth  is  present.  It  is  the  direct  result  of  im- 
proper care. 

Symptoms — In  some  cases  scaly  leg  and  fish  skin  are  thought  to  be 
the  same.  However,  scaly  leg  is  caused  by  a  parasite.  Several  cases  of 
rough  legs  in  a  flock  indicates  scaly  legs.  At  first  the  legs  are  a  little 
rough,  but  as  the  disease  progresses  the  scales  are  pushed  apart  and  the 
dirt  accumulates  until  the  legs  become  much  enlarged. 

Treatment — When  first  observed,  prompt  and  energetic  measures 
should  be  adopted  to  eradicate  the  disease.  It  is  well  to  isolate  the 
affected  birds  to  prevent  a  spread  of  the  contagion.  The  scaly  legs 
should  be  soaked  in  soapy  warm  water.  Many  of  the  scabs  can  be  re- 
moved by  scrubbing  thoroughly  with  a  small  brush.  Clean  under  the 
scales  with  a  toothpick.  Wipe  and  dry  the  shanks.  Now  take  %  cup  of 
lard  and  melt  it.  To  this  add  3  teaspoonsful  of  sulphur,  6  drops  of  car- 
bolic acid,  and  mix  thoroughly.  Rub  this  ointment  on  the  affected  parts- 
and  bandage.  Let  the  bandage  remain  on  two  days,  when  you  can  remove 
and  apply  again.    Continue  until  the  disease  responds. 

Another  good  remedy  is  to  dissolve  naphthalene  flakes  in  kerosene 
and  dip  the  entire  shank.  Use  all  the  naphthalene  that  the  kerosene  will 
dissolve.  Be  careful  not  to  get  any  of  this  solution  on  the  skin,  for  It 
may  blister.  It  is  best  to  treat  the  bird  in  the  morning.  Use  as  many 
treatments  as  required.  Do  not  bandage.  After  scales  are  loosened 
apply  carbolated  vaseline. 

Dropsy  of  the  Feet 

This  is  not  a  common  ailment,  but  nevertheless  it  is  a  troublesome 
disease  when  it  makes  its  appearance. 

Cause — It  may  be  due  to  a  gouty  condition  or  to  a  sluggish  circula- 
tion. Sometimes  a  tumor  or  congested  liver  tends  to  bring  on  the 
trouble.    Freezing  may  also  cause  a  dropsical  condition. 

Symptoms — Rapid  swelling  of  the  toes  should  always  be  investigated 
promptly.    The  feet  appear  to  be  puffy,  of  abnormal  size  and  soft. 

Treatment; — Give  the  affected  fowl  one  teaspoonful  of  warm  castor 
oil.  Avoid  stimulating  foods.  Give  an  abundance  of  vegetable  and  green 
food.  As  soon  as  the  swelling  is  reduced  induce  exercise  to  stimulate  the 
functions  of  the  entire  body. 

Cramp 

Cramp  is  an  affliction  of  young  chicks,  often  being  confused  with  leg 

weakness.    It  usually  occurs  in  chicks  while  in  the  brooder. 

Cause — Overheated  brooders,  crowding,  lack  of  exercise,  too  rapid 
growth  of  bones,  or  weakness  of  muscular  system  may  be  the  cause. 

Symptoms — The  legs  appear  cramped  and  useless.  The  body  may 
be  oversize,  and  the  muscles  small  and  underdeveloped. 

Treatment — Of  course,  treatment  must  be  governed  by  the  cause.  In 
a  general  way  keep  the  heat  more  uniform,  feed  a  well  balanced  ration, 
and  keep  the  little  chicks  exercising. 
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Gout 

Goat  is  an  inflammation  of  the  joints  and  is  quite  likely  to  attack  old 
birds.  It  incapacitates  the  fowl  in  time,  and  therefore  should  be 
given  treatment  at  an  early  stage  of  the  disease. 

Cause — -The  cause  is  an  excess  of  uric  acid  in  and  around  the  joints. 
This  condition  may  be  due  to  too  heavy  feeding  of  animal  protein,  chronic 
poisoning,  or  impaired  action  of  the  kidneys. 

Symptoms — In  early  stages  extreme  tenderness  is  noticed  and  the 
fowl  will  stand  on  one  leg  and  then  the  other.  The  bird  mopes  around 
and  stays  away  from  the  balance  of  the  flock.  As  the  disease  progresses 
the  bird  becomes  quite  lame  and  moves  only  when  necessary.  The 
swellings  are  irregular  in  shape  and  hard  to  the  touch.  The  joints  be- 
come stiff.  Gradually  the  feathers  become  rough,  and  the  comb  looks 
pale. 

Treatment — Correct  the  feeding.  Give  from  20  to  30  grains  of  epsom 
salts,  and  the  following  day  put  30  to  40  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda 
to  the  quart  of  drinking  water.  Two  and  one-half  grains  of  salicylic 
acid  can  be  given  each  day.  Local  applications  are  of  little  value,  but 
extract  of  witch  hazel  or  camphorated  ointment  are  useful. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
THE  HEAD,  THROAT  AND  NASAL  PASSAGES 

Roup 

In  every  day  experience  diseases  are  not  always  as  easy  to  recognize  as 
one  might  be  led  to  suppose.  Many  times  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
just  what  symptoms  belong  to  one  disease  and  which  may  indicate 
another  disease.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  say  where  one  disease 
leaves  off  and  another  begins.  Roup  is  one  of  these  diseases  which 
are  not  easy  to  diagnose.  Doubtless  it  kills  thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  fowls  every  year,  and  yet  every  cold  or  disease  of  the  throat 
and  head  is  not  roup.  Every  case  of  frothy  eyes  and  a  running 
discharge  from  the  nostrils  does  not  indicate  roup.  However,  roup 
is  a  serious  disease.  Oases  may  appear  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but 
most  cases  make  their  appearance  during  the  cold,  damp  and  dark 
days  of  fall  or  winter. 

Cause — This  disease  is  often  brought  into  the  flock  by  infected  birds. 
Sometimes  it  comes  through  birds  which  are  purchased  from  flocks 
where  the  disease  exists.  Frequently  pigeons  or  other  birds  may  bring 
the  germs  of  the  disease. 

The  discharge  from  the  nostrils  or  saliva  carry  the  contagion,  and 
thus  contaminates  the  drinking  water  and  feeding  hoppers  so  that  the 
entire  flock  is  exposed  to  the  disease.  The  germs  are  easily  carried  on 
the  shoes  of  attendants  or  feet  of  animals,  and  for  this  reason  it  is 
considered  a  highly  contagious  disease. 

Exposure  to  cold,  dampness  or  drafts  appear  to  aid  in  the  develop- 
ment of  roup  and  should  therefore  be  avoided. 

Symptoms — The  symptoms  develop  in  from  2  to  5  days  after  infec- 
tion. At  first  the  bird  will  appear  to  have  a  slight  cold.  There  will  be 
a  dryness  and  inflammation  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  followed  by  frothi- 
ness  and  bubbles  in  the  corners  of  the  eyes,  sneezing  and  a  thin,  sticky 
discharge  from  the  nostrils.  The  symptoms  develop  more  rapidly  now. 
The  bird  shows  prostration  and  the  discharge  from  the  nostrils  becomes 
darker  in  color  and  has  an  offensive  odor.  One  of  the  outstanding  means 
of  determining  the  disease  is  the  "roup  smell."  The  inflammation  which 
begins  in  the  nasal  passages,  extends  to  the  eyes,  causing  much  swelling, 
ulceration,  and  loss  of  sight  may  result.  The  accumulation  of  mucus  in 
the  nostrils  may  completely  obstruct  these  passages.  In  advanced  cases 
the  birds  appear  in  a  semi-conscious  condition.  Their  strength  is  rapidly 
wasted,  and  many  die  within  a  week  or  ten  days. 

Treatment — Prevention  is  by  far  more  satisfactory  than  to  attempt 
to  check  the  disease  once  it  has  become  established.  If  the  disease  Is 
well  advanced,  we  suggest  that  the  sick  birds  be  killed  and  burned.  If 
the  disease  is  taken  in  its  early  stages  treatment  may  be  successful. 
Remove  sick  birds  to  a  dry,  warm  and  well  ventilated  room,  free  from 
drafts.  The  affected  mucous  membrane  should  be  treated  by  applying 
an  antiseptic  solution.  A  small  syringe,  oil  can  or  medicine  dropper  can 
be  very  useful  to  apply  the  treatment.  Wash  the  mouth,  nostrils  and 
eyes  with  warm  water  containing  one  teaspoonful  of  salt  to  a  quart  of 
water.  Use  cotton  swab  and  apply  gently  but  thoroughly.  The  follow- 
ing remedies  may  be  found  suitable  for  treatment.  Boric  acid  one  ounce 
and  water  one  quart.  Apply  this  solution  to  affected  parts,  treating 
twice  or  three  times  daily.  Another  remedy  consists  of  permangante  of 
potash  one  dram  and  water  one  pint.  This  should  be  thoroughly  applied 
to  the  sections  showing  disease.  In  bad  cases  it  is  well  to  immerse  the 
entire  head  in  this  solution.  Treat  twice  daily.  This  is  a  poison  and 
should  be  kept  away  from  children.  An  old  remedy  but  one  which  has 
given  good  results  is  one  ounce  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  and  three  ounces 
of  water.  Apply  freely  to  the  inflamation.  Wash  off  and  apply  sweet 
oil.

You  invite  comments  on  the  question  of  egg 
weight.  The  Vineland  Poultry  Association  is 
substantially  selling  eggs  by  weight,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Eggs  weighing  17  to  19  oz. ,  average  18  oz. 
or  1  %  lbs.  to  doz.  called  No.  4. 

Eggs  weighing  19  to  21  oz..  average  20  oz. 
or  1%  lbs.  to  doz.  called  No.  3. 

Eggs  weighing  21  to  23  oz.,  average  22  oz. 
or  1%  lbs.  to  doz.  called  No.  2. 

Eggs  weighing  23  to  25  oz.,  average  24  oz. 
or  1%  lbs.  to  doz.  called  No.  1. 

I  received  today  for 

No.  1  or  Extras.  71c. 
No.  2  or  Mediums.  50c. 
No.  3  or  Pullets.  39c. 
No.  4  or  PeeWees.  30c. 

On  extras  a  premium  of  2c  is  paid  all  year. 
We  are  pushing  to  get  pay  for  overweight, 
which  is  not  recognized.  A  case  of  24  oz. 
eggs  weigh  net  45  lbs.  Many  cases  from  here 
of  No.  1  weigh  5  0  lbs.  or  more.  During  the 
month  of  May  it  was  estimated  that  20.000 
cases  went  out  with  an  average  of  5  lbs.  over- 
weight. Poultrymen  lost  about  $26,000  on 
this  alone.  I  have  a  bunch  of  600  breeders 
and  seldom  get  an  egg  smaller  than  25  oz.  and 
many  up  to  32  oz.  The  fellow  who  has  a 
bunch  of  pullets  and  can  just  skin  by  on  24 
oz.  eggs  gets  as  much  as  I  do.  His  case  of 
eggs  will  weigh  45  lbs.  and  maybe  mine  will 
weigh  5  3  lbs. 

Grading  and  selling  by  the  Vineland  stand- 
ard of  grading  is  alright  except  for  over- 
weight. We  estimate  that  it  means  millions 
of  dollars  for  poultrymen.

It  certainly  seems  that  the  producer 

should  be  paid  more  for  extra  weight 

eggs.  Our  readers  can  help  remedy  this 

situation  by  boosting  the  increase  for 

heavy    eggs.    Doubtless    we  have  not 

heard  the  last  of  this  question.

I  live  on  the  main  road  between  Buffalo 
and  Cleveland,  and  sell  all  my  eggs  at  my 
door.  Have  been  getting  6  5c  since  the  seventh 
of  November.  People  seem  glad  to  buy  fresh 
eggs,  and  they  usually  remark  about  the  large 
size.

November  is  always  an  interesting 
month  for  the  poultry  raiser.  Pullets 
are  just  beginning  to  produce  eggs,  and 
others  are  finishing  their  first  year  of 
laying. 

Start  keeping  records  of  production 
and  cost  of  the  pullets  just  coming  into 
their  own,  and  study  the  past  perform- 
ances of  the  other  egg  layers.  The  poul- 
tryman  who  keeps  records  is  in  a  better 
position  to  locate  the  weak  spots  and 
eliminate  them. 

Don't  make  the  mistake  of  holding 
back  your  pullets  from  laying  too  soon. 
There  is  little  danger  of  this  if  you  have 
fed  them  a  proper  ration  of  proteins, 
minerals  and  vitamins,  given  them  plen- 
ty of  water,  and  housed  them  comfort- 
ably. You  need  not  fear  that  a  pullet 
is  laying  too  quickly  if  she  has  the 
frame,  weight  and  development,  and  is 
in  good  condition.  The  bird  that  breaks 
down  is  the  one  that  begins  to  lay  be- 
fore she  is  fully  developed. 

It  has  been  the  experience  of  pouliry- 
men  and  experts  that  as  the  length  of 
time  required  to  bring  pullets  into  lay- 
ing-is increased,  their  egg  production 
ability  is  increased.  Therefore,  the 
sooner  the  pullet  begins  to  produce,  pro- 
viding her  physical  condition  permits  it, 
the  more  profit  she  will  bring  to  the 
poultry  raiser. 

Keep  feeding  your  pullets  for  all 
round  general  health.  One  of  the  things 
that  makes  sturdy  hens  is  oyster  shell. 
Its  chief  value,  of  course,  is  in  furnish- 
ing shell  material  to  coat  the  egg,  but 
it  is  an  important  factor,  too,  in  build- 
ing strong  boned,  large  framed  chickens. 

Culling  is  a  year  round  job.  In  early 
November,  however,  it  is  well  to  go  over 
your  flock  to  weed  out  the  unproduc- 
tive hens.  It  is  needless  expense  to 
carry  such  birds  through  the  winter 
months.  Better  cash  in  on  them  now, 
and  save  yourself  money. 

The  cold,  wet  months  are  coming  on. 
Don't  worry  about  keeping  the  birds 
warm,  but  whatever  the  cost,  keep 
them  dry.  Don't  let  them  out  in  the 
wet  snow  and  slush,  or  damp  litter. 
This  retards  egg  production  consider- 
ably.

COCCIDIOSIS,  WHITE  DIARRHOEA, 
WORMS  AND  FERMENTATION 


Many  different  scientific  poultry  rais- 
ers are  working  along  constructive  lines. 
Over  at  Joplin,  Mo.,  lives  Dr.  C.  S.  Tis- 
dale,  a  man  with  degrees  of  D.  M.  and 
M.  D.,  and  a  man  who  has  always  been 
a  student  of  poultry  culture  as  a  hobby. 
The  doctor  advances  a  new  theory  that 
seems  well  worth  serious  consideration. 
He  claims  that  we  never  heard  of  coc- 
cidiosis,  white  diarrhoea  or  intestinal 
worms  in  poultry  until  the  advent  of 
forcing  with  mash  feeds  and  keeping 
chicks  in  large  broods,  and  as  we  think 
back,  he  is  about  right. 

His  theory  is  that  mash  feeds  do  not 
stay  in  the  crop  as  long  as  hard  grains 
do,  hence  do  not  get  enough  of  the  pre- 
liminary salivary  digestive  juices  before 
being  passed  on  to  the  stomach  and 
gizzard.  The  result  is  that  when  this 
partially  digested  mash  gets  coming  too 
fast,  it  causes  a  putrefaction  to  set  in. 
This  irritates  the  digestive  tract  and 
also  overloads  the  kidneys,  which  are 
not  able  to  eliminate  in  the  normal 
manner,  hence  we  find  the  milky  white 
stool  that  takes  as  its  name  white  diar- 
rhoea. When  examined  under  a  micro- 
scope, the  doctor  says  we  find  the 
health  normal  "colon  bacilous"  in  a  per- 
verted form.  He  states  also  that  coc- 
cidiosis  will  come  from  these  digestive 
disturbances,  plus  piling  or  packing  in 
the  brooder.  This  piling  up  causes  a  lack 
of  oxydization  in  those  that  are  covered 
and  we  have  what  we  call  a  smothered 
chick.  This  crowding  causes  a  traum- 
atism or  internal  hemorrhage,  hence 
the  bloddy  droppings  that  go  with  coc- 
cidiosis.  He  also  claims  that  worms 
will  live,  hatch  or  stay  only  in  an  un- 
healthy digestive  tract.  That  sounds  rea- 
sonable, too.  He  claims  that  where  the 
fe«d  is  fermented,  this  increased  diges- 
tibility removes  the  cause  of  the  putre- 
faction and  vthe  trouble  thus  easily 
cleaned  up. 

Whether  the  doctor's  theory  is  right 
or  not,  we  do  not  know  of  many  cases 
where  coccidiosis,  white  diarrhoea,  or 
something  just  as  bad  and  killing  chicks 
fast,  was  cleaned  up  within  a  short  time 
by  removing  all  other  feed,  and  feeding 
nothing  but  a  fermented  mash  three 
times  a  day.  We  have  been  looking  for 
and  have  yet  to  find  a  case  of  worms 
where  the  birds  were  getting  their  yeast 
mash,  and  particularly  a  fermented 
mash. 

These  new  things  being  brought  out 
may  not  be  100  per  cent  correct,  but  it 
doesn't  cost  much  to  try  them  out,  and 
it  is  often  the  simple  treatments  that 
do  the  work.

may  be,  unless  they  are  properly  fed 
you  will  be  disappointed  with  the  egg 
yield.  Even  the  best  bred  hen  cannot 
lay  unless  she  is  given  a  ration  which 
is  well  balanced.

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CLOVER  AN  EGG  PRODUCER 


Clover  is  as  much  an  egg  producer  as 
it  is  a  producer  of  milk.  It  is  rich  in 
nitrogen  and  mineral  matter.  Having  a 
high  nutritive  ratio,  it  is  equal  to  bar- 
ley, and  almost  as  high  as  wheat.  Its 
action  is  to  extend  the  food  ration,  re- 
duce the  too  concentrated  grain  food, 
and  prevent  the  accumulation  of  inter- 
nal fat.  The  second  crop  (or  "rowen") 
clover  is  the  best.  Clover  should  be  cut 
when  in  full  blossom.  Let  it  grow  until 
the  first  blossoms  begin  to  turn  brown.

The  Aylesbury  duck  comes  from  the 
"Vale  of  Aylesbury,  from  which  fact  it 
derives  its  name.  It  is  the  market  duck 
of  England.  It  has  a  long  body,  deep 
keel,  and  legs  placed  a  little  behind  the 
center  of  the  body. 

'  The  Pekin  is  Chinese,  and  is  the 
most  popular  market  duck  in  America. 
Its  legs  are  set  far  back,  giving  an  up- 
right carriage. 

While  the  Indian  Runner  is  not  a 
popular  market  duck  on  account  of  its 
small  size,  its  flesh  is  tender  and  pala- 
table, and  its  foraging  habits  give  it  a 
game  quality  that  will  make  it  in  de- 
mand with  epicures,  as  soon  as  it  is 
properly  introduced  to  good  livers  in 
the  cities. 


COW  PEAS  FOR  EGGS 


Cow  Peas  are  not  only  relished  by 
hens,  but  they  are  an  excellent  egg  ra- 
tion. After  matured,  the  peas  should  be 
harvested  and  stored  in  a  dry  loft.  As 
needed  they  are  thrown,  vines  and  all, 
on  the  scratching-shed  floor,  where  the 
hens  will  busy  themselves  scratching 
over  and  searching  for  the  peas. 

After  a  few  days  it  will  be  noticed 
the  egg  supply  has  very  visibly  in- 
creased, and  within  a  few  weeks  will 
almost  double  the  crop  from  an  equal 
number  of  hens  kept  in  separate  quar- 
ters and  fed  on  other  grains.  The  hens 
like  the  small  branches  and  leaves,  and 
will  eat  every  particle  except  the  hard, 
stiff  stems. 

The  writer  has  noticed  that  when  be- 
ing fed  cow  peas  as  above,  the  general 
health  of  the  fowls  is  excellent,  and  it 
remains  so  during  the  year. 


After  a  pullet  has  laid  her  first  egg 
her  flesh  starts  to  toughen,  and  is  not 
so  tender  as  it  was  before  she  started 
to  lay.

ABOUT  EGGS  AND  OTHER 
MATTERS 


The  duck  lays  about  96  eggs  in  a 
season. 

The  hen  lays  108  eggs  a  year  on  an 
average. 

The  goose  lays  about  36  eggs  in  a 
season. 

The  guinea  lays  about  96  eggs  in  a 
season. 

The  turkey  seldom  lays  more  than  24 
eggs  in  a  season. 

The  larger  the  breed  the  darker  the 
color  of  egg  laid. 

A  good  hen  in  a  year  should  lay  about 
five  times  her  weight  in  eggs. 

Nearly  80%  of  the  individuals  of  the 
flock  never  lay  a  double-yolked  egg. 

Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  weight  of  the 
guinea  hen  egg  is  in  the  shell. 

Dirty  eggs  may  be  cleaned  with  a 
cloth  that  is  greasy  with  lard  or  butter. 

The  flesh  of  the  cockerel  starts  to 
toughen  when  spurs  begin  to  harden. 

The  goose  is  the  cleanest  fowl  alive. 

The  goose  averages  20  goslings  in  a 
season. 

Ducks  can  be  successfully  bred  from 
four  to  five  years.

Roup  is  a  disease  which  has  long 
been  known,  and  yet  it  appears  to  con- 
tinue its  visits  to  the  flocks  of  the  coun- 
try with  too  much  regularity.  Not  every 
case  of  frothy  eyes  and  discharge  from 
the  nostrils  indicates  roup.  However, 
roup  is  a  very  serious  disease.  Cases 
may  appear  at  any  time  of  the  year, 
but  most  cases  make  their  appearance 
during  the  cold,  damp  and  dark  days 
of  winter. 

Exposure  to  drafts,  dampness  and 
cold  appear  to  supply  a  fertile  field  for 
its  development.  In  many  cases  the  dis- 
charge from  the  nostrils  contaminates 
the  drinking  water  and  feeding  hoppers. 
In  a  short  time  the  entire  flock  is  ex- 
posed and  sick.  The  germs  may  be  car- 
ried on  the  shoes.  It  is  highly  con- 
tagious. 

The  "roup  smell"  is  one  of  the  best 
means  of  distinguishing  the  disease. 

Prevention  and  sanitation  are  of  the 
utmost  importance.  Treatment  is  always 
necessary  if  the  disease  is  to  be  check- 
ed. There  are  many  commercial  roup 
remedies  in  use  today  which  give  excel- 
lent results.  In  many  cases  vaccination 
is  being  adopted  as  a  means  of  check- 
ing the  progress  of  the  disease,  and  re- 
ports indicate  that  it  is  highly  effective. 

Whatever  form  of  treatment  you  may 
adopt  it  should  be  prompt.  To  treat  roup 
as  a  light  matter  and  let  it  get  a  good 
start  in  the  flock  is  to  invite  disaster. 
Remember,  it  is  a  difficult  disease  to 
check  and  only  the  very  best  treatment 
should  be  resorted  to.  To  experiment 
with  some  quack  remedy  that  a  neigh- 
bor tells  you  about  may  be  the  worst 
thing  you  can  do.  This  is  something 
which  should  not  be  experimented  with. 
It  is  too  serious  a  proposition.  Just  the 
moment  you  find  roup  among  the  birds, 
act  at  once,  and  keep  right  on  the  job. 
The  disease  is  not  hopeless,  but  it  does 
require  the  most  urgent  attention. 


PIN  MONEY  FROM  CHICKEN  YARD 


The  high  cost  of  land  is  often  a  limit- 
ing factor  in  deciding  on  the  size  for 
poultry  yards.  If  other  income  can  be 
obtained  from  the  ground,  at  the  same 
time,  a  larger  yard  might  occasionally 
be  provided. 

I  have  numerous  clumps  of  iris  plant- 
ed next  to  the  fence;  named  and  un- 
named varieties.  When  the  rhizomes  are 
first  set,  they  must  be  fully  protected, 
or  the  chickens  will  faithfully  keep 
them  scratched  up.  Brush  might  be  ef- 
fective. It  is  handier  for  me  to  place, 
over  the  root,  a  small  rock  or  piece  of 
brick,  too  large  for  the  chickens  to. 
move.  It  should  be  left  there  for  several 
weeks,  possibly  all  season.  The  chick- 
ens enjoy  the  shade  of  the  clumps,  and 
the  iris  thrive  on  the  nearby  scratching. 
Cannas  do  equally  well  in  a  chicken 
yard,  and  afford  considerably  more 
shade. 

Our  local  florist  and  nurseryman  sells 
many  plant  assortments,  and  needs 
large  quantities  of  the  less  expensive 
varieties  of  iris  for  these.  It  is  more 
profitable  for  him  to  raise  the  rarer 
kinds,  which  sell  singly,  and  buy  my 
increase  for  the  assortments.  The  whole- 
sale price  is  l%c  a  rhizome.  Not  much, 
but  decidedly  better  than  throwing  the 
thinnings  over  the  fence;  and  I  have 
the  satisfaction  of  their  beauty.

Yeast  in  Mash 

I  read  a  great  deal  about  the  use  of  yeast 
in  the  mash.  I  want  to  ask  you  if  it  is 
necessary  to  ferment  the  mash,  or  can  it  be 
fed  in  the  unfermented  state. — L.  K.  G., 
Missouri. 

We  believe  that  the  fermenting  breaks 
up  the  starches  and  gives  better  results. 
However,  here  is  an  instance  that  just 
happened  to  us  in  early  December.  We 
had  a  test  pen  of  six  Barred  Rock  pul- 
lets. They  had  just  come  in  from  the 
farm,  and  for  some  reason  did  not  lay. 
We  began  giving  them  some  yeast  in 
the  dry  mash,  and  in  less  than  a  week 
they  began  to  lay.  Now  we  do  not  say 
that  you  can  make  all  your  birds  lay 
within  a  week  by  giving  yeast,  but  we 
certainly  satisfied  ourselves  that  it 
helped  the  birds  to  get  into  laying  con- 
dition. Perhaps  if  we  had  fermented  the 
mash  it  would  have  been  better,  but  we 
waited  to  test  out  just  the  idea  of  feed- 
ing the  mash  dry.

During  the  past  summer  we  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  taking  several  short 
trips  by  auto.  As  we  passed  the  farm 
houses  along  the  road  we  have  taken  a 
great  deal  of  pains  to  notice  just  what 
kind  of  a  poultry  house  was  in  use.

Well,  when  one  thinks  of  the  many 
good  reasons  for  the  use  of  glass  substi- 
tute it  is  not  unusual  that  it  should  be 
gaining  in  favor.  Nothing  gains  favor 
year  after  year  unless  it  has  real  merit, 
and  this  fact  alone  is  sufficient  to  con- 
vince that  glass  substitute  has  some- 
thing in  its  favor,  something  which  al- 
most compels  poultrymeri  to  adopt  it. 

Many  poultrymen  have  reasoned  that 
if  glass  substitute  was  good  for  poultry 
houses  that  it  was  equally  good  in  the 
dairy  barn,  the  hog  house  and  the  horse 
barn.  We  have  noticed  a  growing  use 
of  it  in  the  general  farm  buildings.  Not 
a  few  dwellings  are  trying  it  out.  On  the 
sun  porch  it  serves  in  an  ideal  way.  It 
provides  a  soft  mellow  light,  filled  with 
the  health-giving  element  of  the  ultra- 
violet ray,  and  yet  it  overcomes  the 
glare  of  direct  sunlight.  Its  scope  is  not 
limited  to  poultry  houses  by  any  means. 
It  can  be  used  almost  anywhere  that 
glass  has  been  used.  We  predict  a  much 
wider  use  during  the  coming  year. 

One  of  the  best  forms  of  advertising 
is  through  a  satisfied  customer.

An  article  which  we  wrote  some  years 
ago  made  the  statement  that  bugs, 
worms  and  insects  were  a  part  of  the 
normal  diet  of  the  laying  hen.  Very 
soon  after  the  article  appeared,  a  re'ader 
in  a  distant  state  wrote  us  and  asked 
whether  we  were  trying  to  boost  some 
sort  of  a  bug  factory. 

Of  course,  we  took  this  letter  as  a 
sort  of  a  joke,  as  it  was  intended  to  be, 
but  after  all  there  is  a  serious  side  to 
the  matter.  When  you  have  about  500 
hens  and  they  are  laying  a  dozen  or  so 
eggs  a  day,  it  is  not  much  of  a  joke. 

If  a  bug  factory 
could  start  those  hens  laying  we  are 
willing  to  guess  you  would  buy  one. 

Well,  we  are  not  boosting  a  bug  fac- 
tory. So  far  as  we  know,  no  such  fac- 
tory exists.  However,  the  need  for  bugs 
and  insects  is  just  as  necessary  as  ever. 
The  hen  needs  bugs  because  it  supplies

animal  protein.  Meat  and  bone  fill  just 
such  a  need.  The  trouble  with  bones  is 
that  hens  cannot  eat  them  until  they 
are  ground  up.  When  properly  ground, 
bones  make  an  ideal  food  to  stimulate 
egg  production. 

As  luck  will  have  it,  poultrymen  can 
purchase  a  bone  grinder  of  the  capacity 
to  fit  the  flock,  and  after  feeding  fresh- 
ly ground  bone  for  a  few  days  the  egg 
flow  will  greatly  increase. 

To  complain  about  low  production  in- 
dicates a  lack  of  understanding  on  how 
to  feed.  Give  the  hens  a  better  ration — 
feed  liberally  on  freshly  ground  bones 
and  the  eggs  must  come.  Be  sure  that 
the  bones  are  fresh  and  clean. 

If  you  do  not  happen  to  to  own  a  bone 
grinder,  we  suggest  that  you  buy  one 
now  and  begin  getting  winter  eggs. 


WHY  FEED  WORMS'? 


Everyone  who  goes  into  the  poultry 
business  does  so  because  he  hopes  to 
secure  a  profit  from  his  hens.  His 
health  may  make  outdoor  work  neces- 
sary, but  he  hopes  to  make  his  hens 
lay  so  that  they  will  be  self-supporting 
and  leave  him  a  profit.  Possibly  you 
may  go  into  it  as  a  vocation,  and  of 
course  you  expect  to  make  it  pay.  Even 
if  you  go  in  for  the  exhibition  side  of 
it,  you  need  the  thrill  of  a  profit  to  lend 
encouragement. 

Everywhere  people  are  asking  for 
profits  from  poultry. 

It  appears  that  everything  should  be 
done  to  promote  profit. 

When  birds  become  wormy  you  are 
striking  right  at  the  heart  of  your  prof- 
its. A  wormy  hen  cannot  do  her  best 
for  you.  She  falls  off  in  egg  production, 
loses  flesh,  and  may  become  so  thin  that 
she  may  die.  All  because  of  worms.  And 
yet  you  say  you  are  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness to  make  money.  When  you  allow 
your  hens  to  become  wormy,  you  are 
doing  the  very  thing  to  reduce  the 
profits. 

You  cannot  feed  worms  and  make 
money.  This  fact  is  established. 

There  are  so  many  good  worm  reme- 
dies offered  today  that  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  excuse  for  allowing 
the  hens  to  become  unthrifty  and 
wormy. 

Worms  are  causing  an  unbelievable 
loss  every  year,  and  poultrymen  owe  it 
to  themselves  to  wake  up  and  check  it. 
There  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for 
wormy  hens  these  days.

Indications  for  1929  are  more  favor- 
able than  possibly  any  season  in  the 
history  of  the  baby  chick  industry  for 
large  demand  of  baby  chicks.  Coming 
out  of  the  flood  in  1927  and  the  adverse 
feed  and  poultry  conditions  of  1928  with 
a  grain  crop  promising  more  economical 
feeds,  and  it  in  abundance,  is  the  major 
reason  for  our  digest. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  much  has  to  do  with  the  in- 
telligence of  the  hatcheryman  exercised 
in  the  setting  of  eggs.  A  number  of 
hatcheries  do  not  use  intelligence  in 
setting,  but  blindly  fill  their  machines, 
irrespective  of  demand  or  outlet  for  his 
production. 

The  yearly  increasing  egg  capacity  of 
the  commercial  hatchery  is  going  to  in- 
fluence demand  throughout  North  Am- 
erica. The  problem  is  deserving  of  much 
thought. 

The  season  each  year  for  large  pro- 
duction will  be  shortened,  and  should 
be.  Chicks  should  not  be  hatched  out  of 
season  only  for  meat  food. 

Each  year  is  going  to  claim  its  toll  in 
failing  hatcheries  so  long  as  they  fail 
to  maintain  prices  with  a  legitimate 
profit.  The  price  butcher  must  get  out 
of  the  business.  Know  Your  Business. 
Do  not  sell  under  cost  of  production 
with  added  profit.  This  is  a  good  busi- 
ness and  insures  a  lasting  industry. — 
P.  F.  Clardy. 


TELLING  SEX  OF  GUINEAS 


There  is  practically  no  difference  in 
the  appearance  of  male  and  female 
guinea  fowls.  The  male  has  a  deeper 
and  richer  color  on  the  neck,  the  body 
is  more  compact,  the  head  is  somewhat 
coarser,  and  he  usually  sports  a  large 
helmet. 

The  wattles  are  larger  and  stand  out 
wider  than  those  of  the  female,  some- 
what hiding  a  portion  of  the  beak.  They 
are  of  a  brilliant  red  color.  The  wattles 
of  the  female  are  more  pendulous. 

The  male  gives  a  one-syllable  shriek, 
similar  to  "tick-tick,"  almost  resembling 
a  scream.  The  female,  is  a  more  loud 
voice,  gives  that  well-known  call,  dif- 
ferently translated  as  "Come  back,  come 
back,"  or  "Buckwheat,  buckwheat,"  or 
"Potrack,  potrack,"  or  "Come  back, 
potrack." 

The  male  has  more  size  than  the  fe- 
male, and  possesses  a  more  aggressive 
spirit.  He  has  a  more  stately  carriage, 
has  a  habit  of  arching  his  back,  is  more 
mincing  in  his  gait,  as  though  running 
or  walking  on  his  tip-toes. 

He  is  constantly  on  the  watch,  and  is 
the  first  to  give  warning  of  approaching 
danger.

Unless  good 
chicks  can  be  produced,  there  can  be  no  hope  of  maintaining 
the  present  quality  of  flocks,  not  to  mention 
making  any  improvement.  It  should  be  under- 
stood that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important 
problems  which  the  poultryman  has  to  face. 

In  most  sections  the  matings  have  been  made 
by  this  time  of  the  year.  However,  we  may,  by  a 
little  study,  be  able  to  so  select  and  care  for  the 
hatching  eggs  that  the  results  may  be  much 
improved. 

Possibly,  if  we  gave  some  attention  to  the 
formation  of  the  egg,  we  might  better  under- 
stand the  proposition.  Clustered  closely  in  the 
hen's  ovary  are  numerous  minute  eggs,  or  possi- 
bly we  should  say  the  beginning  of  eggs.  Each  of 
these  little  globules  are  enclosed  in  a  thin,  trans- 
parent membrane,  called  the  ovisac.  These  little 
globules  are  yolks,  and  as  they  grow  and  develop, 
they  finally  enlarge  to  the  point  where  they  burst 
the  ovisac,  which  has  been  holding  them,  and 
drop  into  the  mouth  of  the  oviduct.  Now  the  yolk  carrying 
the  female  germ  is  surrounded  by  another  thin  membrane 
which  is  known  as  the  yolk-sac.  The  next  time  you  open  up  a 
hen  which  has  been  laying,  an  examination  will  reveal  this 
to  you.  It  will  be  instructive  to  make  such  an  examination. 

The  oviduct  during  the  breeding  season  will  vary  somewhat 
in  size,  but  it  will  usually  be  at  least  one-half  inch  in  diame- 
ter. In  the  adult  hen  it  will  be  from  twenty  to  thirty  inches 
in  length.  The  oviduct  serves  as  a  passage  to  convey  the  egg 
from  the  ovary  to  cloaca,  connecting  with  the  vent.  During 
the  passage  the  egg  is  completed.  The  mucous  inner  linings 
of  the  oviduct  se- 
crete the  albumen  VM 
which  is  placed 
around  the  yolk. 
Two  curious,  whit- 
ish cords  of  thick, 
twisted  albumen  ex- 
tending from  oppo- 
site sides  of  the  egg 
hold  the  yolk  float- 
ing midway  of  the 
egg.  The  germ  cell 
is  always  on  top  of 
the  yolk.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  egg, 
the  addition  of  the 
shell,  and  Its  pas- 
sage into  the  cloaca 
is  but  a  matter  of 
time.  Eventually  the 
egg  is  expelled 
from  the  body,  and 
we  say  the  hen  has 
laid  another  egg. 
This  is  a  very  brief 
description  of  the 
process,  and  if  you  ,j,f 
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have  read  between  the  Mnes,  you  begin  to  realize  that  the 
structure  of  the  egg  make  ■<  it  extremely  delicate.  It  requires 
no  great  imagination    to   b  y    that  it  is  easily  affected  by 
influences,  many  of  which  we  have  under  our 
oontrol. 

What,  then,  are  ome  of  the  requirements  for 
good  hatchable  eggs 

To  begin  with,  we  believe  that  good  eggs  come 
from  good  hens.  Old,  worn-out  hens  do  not  lay 
the  best  eggs.  Hens  which  are  lazy  and  overfat 
cannot  lay  eggs  which  hatch  large,  lively  and 
vigorous  chicks.  Undernourished  hens  are  not 
likely  to  lay  at  all,  but  should  they  lay,  the  eggs 
will  not  hatch  well  and  the  chicks  will  not  live 
long.  To  use  immature  pullets  in  the  breeding 
yards  is  a  very  common  fault.  Such  birds  seldom 
make  satisfactory  breeders.  Strong,  healthy  hens, 
which  are  well  housed  and  properly  fed,  produce 
the  best  hatching  eggs.  Poultrymen  can  well 
afford  to  give  this  matter  more  consideration. 

Liet  us  assume  that  our  breeders  are  the  very 
best.  How  about  the  actual  collecting,  handling, 
and  selection  of  the  hatching  eggs? 

On  many  farms  the  collection  of  the  eggs  is  a  neglected 
part  of  the  work.  In  cold  weather  ,eggs  should  be  gathered 
two  or  three  times  each  day.  A  chilled  egg  may  not  hatch. 
We  know  poultrymen  who  gather  eggs  every  hour  in  cold 
weather.  Frequent  gathering  helps  avoid  broken  and  dirty 
eggs.  The  loss  from  broken  eggs  runs  into  a  very  large  sum 
every  year.  While  good  nesting  material  will  help  in  the 
problem,  yet  frequent  gathering  is  also  quite  necessary- 
Dirty  eggs  can  quite  largely  be  avoided  by  putting  poultry 
netting  over  the  dropping  boards  and  under  the  roosts.  This 

prevents  the  hens 
from  scratching  in 
the  droppings.  An- 
other reason  for  fre- 
quent gathering  of 
eggs  is  that  it  will 
help  overcome  dead 
germs.  If  the  eggs- 
are  allowed  to  stay 
in  the  nests,  each 
hen  that  lays  will 
warm  the  eggs.  The 
process  of  incuba- 
tion may  thus  be 
started.  When  the 
egg  cools  the  germ 
dies,  and  then  we 
blame  everything 
from  the  incubator 
to  the  feed.  Our  own 
neglect  is  often  the 
cause  of  dead 
germs. 

Shaking  or  exces- 
sive jarring  of  the 
eggs  should  be

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Why  Chicks  Will  or  Will  Not  Eat  When  First  Hatched. 
Why  Normal  Chicks  Are  Not  Killed  By  Early  Feeding.

These  chicks  were  properly  ted  by  the  incubator,  for  they  Would  not  eat  until  the  yolk 
food  in  their  body  was  used. 

They  had  feed  and  water  before  them  all  the  time  after  about  twelve  hours  after 
hatching. 

The  ess  shell,  the  place  where  the  chicken  broke  its  way  out,  refusing  to  eat.  and  the 
plump,  firm  appearance  of  their  feet,  all  indicate  that  the  incubator  was  correct  and  the 
chicks  were  normal. 


The  normal  chick,  when  hatched,  is 
supplied  with  yolk  or  egg  food  in  its 
body  to  supply  it  with  nourishment  for 
two  or  three  days,  and  if  the  chick  ie 
using  this  nourishment,  it  has  no  appe- 
tite, and  will  positively  refuse  to  eat, 
and  just  sit  around  quietly,  contented 
and  happy.  On  the  other  hand,  the  chick 
may  have  ever  so  much  yolk  or  egg  food 
in  its  body,  but  if  it  cannot  use  it,  the 
chick  will  be  hungry  and  will  eat.  This 
fact,  however,  indicates  that  there  is 
something  wrong  and  that  the  trouble 
was  farther  back — or  before  the  chick 
hatched. 

We  might  say  that  if  a  chick  refuses 
to  eat  when  one  or  two  days  old,  it  is 
normal,  but  if  .it  will  eat  when  less  than 
a  day  old  it  is  not  normal. 

The  question  may  be  asked  here — 
"How  can  a  Chick  have  Yolk  Food  in  its 
Body  and  not  be  able  to  use  it?" 

While  the  embryo  is  small  and  devel- 
oping inside  the  egg  it  was  necessary 
for  the  yolk  or  egg  food  to  be  digested 
before  it  could  be  used.  There  was, 
therefore,  a  temporary  digestive  system 
provided  to  be  used  until  the  yolk  food 
is  used  up  and  the  permanent  digestive 
system  is  ready  for  use. 

A  very  fine  comparison  can.  be  made 
here  between  the  temporary  digestive 
system  and  the  temporary  breathing 
system.  The  temporary  lungs,  consisting 
of  a  layer  of  blood  vessels  just  inside  the 
shell  membrane  (called  allantois)  is  used 
to  supply  oxygen  till  the  lungs  can  be 
used.  The  temporary  digestive  system 
eonsists  of  thickened  wrinkles  or  folds 
In  the  membrance  surrounding  the  yolk 
or  yolk  sack.  The  allantois,  or  tempor- 
ary lungs,  is  discarded  at  the  time  the 
chick  leaves  the  shell,  while  the  tem- 
porary digestive  system  continues  its 
use  till  the  yolk  or  egg  food  has  been 
used,  which  is  two  or  three  days  after 
the  chick  hatches. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  here  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  yolk  food  to  be  used 
by  this  temporary  or  embryonic  diges- 
tive system,  for  it  cannot  enter  the  di- 
gestive part  of  the  permanent  digestive 
system.  It  is  absorbed,  however,  by  the 
last  portion  of  the  permanent  system.  It 
should  be  further  noted  at  this  point 
that  the  yolk  material  cannot  be  chang- 
ed after  it  enters  the  chick's  body.  To 
illustrate,  if  too  much  water  has  been 
removed  by  evaporation,  or  it  has  been 
thickened  by  heat,  it  cannot  be  thinned 
by  water,  for  there  is  no  way  to  get 
water  into  the  yolk  after  it  has  once 
entered  the  chick's  body. 

We  should  also  note  that  should 
there  be  a  shortage  of  water,  the  effects 
are  observed  at  the  last,  rather  than  at 
the  first.  We  are  now  ready  to  study  the 
first  three  days  after  hatching. 

If  the  chick  has  a  good  supply  of  yolk 
or  egg  food  when  it  hatches,  and  the 
temporary  digestive  system  is  function- 
ing properly,  the  chick  is  properly 
nourished,  so  it  has  no  appetite,  and 
mountains  of  feed  and  rivers  of  water 
would  not  tempt  it  to  eat  or  drink. 

Should  the  yolk  food  be  thickened  by 
excessive  heat  or  evaporation  or  if  the 


temporary  digestive  system  ceases  to 
function,  due  to  chilling,  then  the  chick 
is  not  nourished,  so  will  eat  with  a  rav- 
enous appetite  and  drink  to  excess. 

As  the  chick  is  intended  to  be  nour- 
ished for  two  or  three  days  after  it 
hatches,  its  permanent  digestive  system 
is  not  fully  developed  when  it  hatches 
and  should  be  nourished  and  developed 
for  two  or  three  days  before  it  is  put 
to  work. 

If  the  yolk  or  egg  food  cannot  be  used 
after  the  chick  hatches  the  chick  is  not 
nourished,  will  have  an  appetite,  and 
will  eat  and  drink,  although  it  cannot 
digest  the  food  it  eats. 

In  this  case  the  chick  would  have 
both  digestive  systems  filled  with  food 
but  could  not  use  either  one,  so  would 
likely  starve  to  death,  and  a  diagnosis 


of  the  case  would  read,  "Fed  too 
Young,"  while  the  real  cause  was  back 
in  the  incubator  or  breeding  yards. 

After  handling  and  observing  thou- 
sands of  chicks  each  year  for  the  last 
thirty  years,  I  am  frank  to  say  that  I 
have  never  seen  a  normal  chick  that  I 
thought  was  killed  by  early  feeding. 

I  have  seen  chicks,  however,  which 
were  injured  in  incubation  so  the  yolk 
could  not  be  used,  that  where  they  were 
kept  away  from  feed  till  the  permanent 
digestive  system  was  complete,  they 
could  digest  feed  evm  though  the  yolk 
was  in  the  body;  so  if  the  chicks  were 
not  normal  it  is  a  good  plan  not  to  feed 
till  they  were  two  or  three  days  old  to 
give  time  for  the  organs  to  mature 
rather  than  to  wait  till  yolk  disappears.

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Make  Your  Hens  Lay  Winter  Eggs 

For  Profit 


While  better  feeding,  breeding,  hous- 
ing and  general  management  methods 
have  increased  poultry  efficiency,  there 
remains  further  chance  for  profit  for 
the  man  who  can  put  a  larger  percent- 
age of  his  eggs  on  the  market  during 
the  months  of  September,  October,  No- 
vember, December  and  January. 

The  drift  of  egg  production  is  toward 
more  fall  and  winter  eggs,  but  a  study 
of  the  market  prices  for  the  past  seven 
years  indicates  that  the  supply  during 
this  period  hasn't  been  large  enough  to 
affect  prices  seriously. 

The  accompanying  chart,  made  up  of 
the  average  egg  price  by  months  for 
seven  years,  1921  to  1927  inclusive, 
shows  how  the  value  of  "Fresh  Firsts" 
have  moved  on  the  New  York  market. 
November  is  the  high  average  month, 
but  there  was  little  to  choose  between  it 
and  January  and  December,  while  rec- 
ords of  income  and  production  show 
that  September  and  October  were  on  a 
par  when  it  came  to  actual  profit. 
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Fresh  Firsts  at  WewYork 

The  peak  month  has  moved  back  from 
December  to  November.  This  change  in- 
dicates the  efforts  that  have  been  made 
to  increase  winter  production. 

In  the  seven  years  covered  by  the 
graph,  I  found  the  high  periods  of  each 
individual  year  about  equally  divided 
between  November,  December  and  Jan- 
uary, and  the  lowest  months  in  the 
summer,  as  indicated.  After  the  down- 
ward price  movement,  which  starts  be- 
fore the  first  of  the  year,  due  to  in- 
creased market  receipts,  the  storage  of 
eggs  begins,  reaching  its  height  in  April 
and  usually  ending  in  June,  when  the 
prices  begin  to  show  new  life.  At  this 
time  eggs  are  scarce  and  the  movement 
out  of  storage  opens,  reaching  its  height 
in  October. 

The  importance  of  this  knowledge  to 
farmers,  especially  those  in  the  Middle 
West,  where  the  bulk  of  the  eggs  come 
from,  is  obvious.  Iowa,  for  instance, 
ships  twelve  times  as  many  eggs  during 
the  spring  as  it  does  in  the  winter.  Cali- 
fornia and  New  Jersey,  on  the  other 
hand,  ship  respectively  twice  and  four 
times  as  many  spring  eggs. 

While  climate  has  a  good  deal  to  do 
with  winter  egg  production,  yet  if  pro- 
duction during  these  months  was  stress- 
ed by  Middle  West  growers,  no  doubt 
some  good  would  come  of  their  efforts. 

"Fresh-Gathered  Firsts,"  the  eggs  cov- 
ered in  the  graph,  come  mainly  from  the 
Middle  West.  They  are  worth  less  mon- 


ey than  the  top  grades  of  the  far  West- 
ern and  Eastern  eggs  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall,  because  of  the  difference 
in  quality  during  the  heated  period,  due 
to  indifferent  grading  and  because  users 
of  this  grade  run  to  storage  eggs  to 
some  extent  when  prices  go  up.  "Stor- 
age Packed  Firsts"  run  higher,  owing 
to  the  more  careful  grading  and  packing 
essential  to  eggs  placed  in  storage. 

While  September  and  October  don't 
hit  the  high  mark  on  the  chart,  eggs 
produced  in  these  months,  with  Novem- 
ber, December  and  January,  have  a  rel- 
atively higher  value  than  those  market- 


ed during  the  rest  of  the  year.  The 
tendency  is  for  September  and  October 
to  be  better  than  December  and  Janu- 
ary. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
in  studies  made  in  New  Jersey  and  Mis- 
souri, found  some  interesting  records. 
In  New  Jersey,  for  instance,  the  flocks 
under  observation  laid  22  per  cent  of 
their  production  during  this  period,  but 
they  brought  in  almost  one-third  of  the 
whole  year's  income.  In  Missouri  30  per 
cent  of  the  eggs  were  laid  during  these 
five  months  and  the  value  comprised  39 
per  cent  of  the  annual  profit — T.  J.  D., 
Marketing  Editor  of  Farm  &  Fireside.

HATCH  LARGE  BREEDS 
EARLY 

One  gTeat  fault  with  many  poultry- 
men  is  that  they  do  not  hatch  early 
enough.  Of  course,  we  refer  to  those 
having  the  larger  breeds.  With  the 
smaller  breeds  like  the  Anconas,  one 
should  not  hatch  so  early,  but  when 
one  has  the  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyandot- 
tes  or  any  like  breed,  he  must  hatch 
rather  early  if  he  hopes  to  get  winter 
eggs  from  the  pullets. 

Just  today  we  have  a  letter  from  a 
reader  and  friend  who  has  excellent 
Barred  Rocks.  Instead  of  hatching 
them  so  that  they  would  have  sufficient 
time  to  mature,  he  was  rather  tardy 
about  the  matter,  with  the  result  that 
the  pullets  did  not  weigh  over  4  Ms  lbs. 
when  cold  weather  appeared.  He  was 
getting  no  eggs — and  that  was  not  the 
worst  of  it,  no  eggs  were  in  prospect. 
Consequently  he  did  the  natural  thing 
of  writing  and  asking  what  could  be 
done.  Had  he  done  the  hatching  at  the 
proper  time  these  pullets  would  have 
been  well  matured  and  laying.  If  you 
want  early  eggs  you  must  have  early 
pullets.  The  birds  must  have  plenty  of 
time  to  mature. 

Several  years  ago  when  the  writer 
was  experimenting  with  Rhode  Island 
Reds  he  hatched  out  a  setting  real  early 
in  February.  While  all  of  the  chicks 
turned  out  to  be  cockerels  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two,  these  pullets  developed 
quickly  and  proved  to  be  exceptional 
layers.  Some  of  our  friends  said  that 
they  would  go  into  a  fall  molt,  but  such 
was  not  the  case.  Fact  is  that  we  never 
had  much  trouble  with  fall  molt  in 
American  breeds.  Those  two  pullets  laid 
well,  and  we  used  one  as  a  breeder,  and 
she  proved  very  useful. 

We  do  not  advocate  hatching  the 
American  breeds  in  February.  Here  in 
Northern  Illinois  we  like  to  get  them 
out  in  March  if  possible.  If  we  allow 
them  seven  months  in  which  to  mature, 
and  that  should  be  sufficient,  they  will 
lay  by  the  middle  of  October. 

KEEP  BREEDERS  IN  GOOD 
FLESH 

It  is  a  mistake  to  let  the  breeders  get 
too  fat  or  too  skinny.  There  is  a  happy 
medium  which  is  ideal. 

We  havi  visited  poultry  yards  where 
there  was  a  complaint  that  the  fertility 
was  running  low,  when  all  that  was  the 
trouble   was  that  the  hens  were  half 
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starved.  The  wonder  was  that  they 
would  lay  at  all.  When  one  of  these 
hens  was  picked  up  their  breast  bone 
was  very  prominent.  Such  hens  seldom 
lay  very  many  eggs,  and  very  few  of 
them  are  hatchable. 

Quite  the  opposite  is  the  flock  of  over- 
fat  hess.  Their  owner  is  a  heavy  feeder 
and  the  hens  'are  too  fat.  Possibly  some 
of  them  become  egg  bound,  and  occa- 
sionally one  dies  on  the  roost  at  night 
due  to  apoplexy.  Overfat  h-;ns  do  not 
lay  well  and  their  eggs  seldom  show 
high  hatchability. 

The  hen  which  lays  the  best  and 
whose  eggs  show  the  highest  fertility 
is  the  hen  which  is  in  good  flesh  and 
not  overfat.  Such  a  hen  is  active  enough 
to  take  sufficient  exercise  to  keep  the 
blood  circulating  so  that  she  will  be  in 
good  health.  Being  full  of  pep,  she  will 
not  become  overfat.  If  a  hen  is  too  lean 
and  you  begin  feeding  her  rather 
heavy  in  order  to  get  heavy  production, 
the  chances  are  that  she  will  turn  this 
feed  into  meeting  her  body  require- 
ments. Remember  that  eggs  come  be- 
cause the  hen  has  a  surplus  of  food. 
Her  own  body  must  be  kept  in  repair 
before  an  egg  is  laid. 

In  the  most  general  sense,  we  say 
tl.-at  mash  makes  eggs  and  grain  keeps 
the  body  in  repair.  When  the  hens  are 
just  a  little  below  normal  it  is  well  to 
increase  the  amount  of  grain.  If  the 
feeds  are  properly  mixed  they  will  al- 
ways leave  the  mash  to  scratch  for 
grain.  If  the  birds  overeat  of  the  mash, 
close  the  hopper  during  the  morning. 
But  above  all  things,  keep  them  in  good 
flesh. 


SANITARY  MEASURES 
ESSENTIAL 


Poultry  in  its  naural  state  was  subject 
to  the  law  of  the  survival  of  the  fit.  In 
its  wild  state  only  the  vigorous  birds 
could  survive  the  changes  in  the  weath- 
er, not  to  mention  the  attacks  of  wild 
animals  of  various  kinds.  Because  of  its 
mode  of  living  and  the  very  fact  that 
only  the  most  vigorous  became  the  par- 
ents of  future  generations,  weakness 
and  sickness  was  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Poultry  was  never  intended  to  live  in 
weather-tight  poultry  houses.  When 
man  stepped  in  and  began  to  improve 
upon  Nature,  we  find  poultry  becoming 


subject  to  all  manner  of  ills.  The  close, 
stuffy,  ill-ventilated  poultry  house  wag 
not  at  all  in  keeping  with  the  normal 
life  of  the  birds.  They  had  sp-nt  per- 
haps thousands  of  years  out  in  tr.'  open 
and  their  lungs  were  accustomed  to 
plenty  of  fresh  air.  It  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at  that  diseases  of  the  organs  of 
respiration  are  common  today. 

And  our  modern  plan  of  allowing  a 
hen  just  so  many  square  feet  in  which 
she  may  live  has  not  only  reduced  her 
exercise,  but  it  has  brought  about  the 
most  urgent  need  for  sanitary  measures; 
Crowding  so  many  birds  into  a  house 
increases  the  danger  from  disease.  Only 
:,'hen  the  most  strict  attention  is  given 
to  keeping  everything  clean  can  poultry 
be  kept  healthy  and  do  its  best. 

Not  only  should  the  dropping  boards 
be  cleaned  every  day,  but  the  litter 
should  be  replaced  as  it  becomes  ■flirty 
The  cobwebs  should  be  swept  down 
from  the  walls  and  the  nesting  material 
changed  as  needed.  In  many  cases  a 
good  disinfectant  is  used  as  a  spray  arvi 
when  thoroughly  done  it  proves  very 
effective.  Some  poultrymen  are  using  a 
strong  solution  of  lye  to  clean  the 
roosts  and  other  parts  of  the  house,  and 
it  proves  very  efficient. 

Sanitary  measures  should  be  enf oreed 
in  every  poultry  plant. 


BIG  EGG  ORDERS  AHEAD 

The  big  season  is  just  ahead.  Poul- 
trymen are  cleaning  up  their  incubators 
and  getting  the  dust  off  the  brooders  in 
anticipation  of  a  big  season.  Malve  no 
mistake  about  it.  Every  indication 
points  to  a  big  season.  The  fact  is  that 
unless  all  signs  fail  it  will  be  the  big- 
gest year  poultrymen  have  ever  seen. 

The  fellow  who  has  a  flock  of  well- 
bred  birds  from  which  he  will  save 
hatching  eggs  is  a  lucky  man.  With  a 
little  careful  advertising  he  will  fip.d  it 
possible  to  turn  these  eggs  into  cash. 
Of  course  the  quality  must  be  right, 
the  price  reasonable,  and  some  money 
put  into  advertising.  You  can  hardy 
expect  to  sell  hatching  eggs  unless  you 
tell  people  what  you  have  to  sell,  and 
the  best  way  to  tell  them  is  through  the 
medium  of  the  printed  ad.

Shells  for  Hens 

I  read  Bomewhere  that  it  was  not  good  to 
feed  old  egg  shells  to  laying  hens.  Is  that 
true? — Mrs.   L.  C,  Michigan. 

Eg-g  shells  may  be  given  to  poultry, 
but  we  like  to  put  them  in  the  oven  and 
heat  them  so  that  they  will  crush  eas- 
ily. They  are  then  crushed  up  fine.  We 
have  often  mixed  them  in  with  a  moist 
mash  or  table  scraps.  If  the  shells  are 
merely  thrown  into  the  yards  without 
breaking  them  up,  it  may  tend  to  teach 
the  hens  to  eat  eggs.  Do  not  overlook 
the  fact  that  oyster  shells  are  needed, 
even  if  egg  shells  are  given  to  the  hens.

Laving  Season  for  Ducks 

I  am  keeping  a  few  ducks  this  year,  and 
would  like  to  know  about  when  their  laying 
season  is.  We  sure  like  your  paper.  It  is  the 
most  practical  and  useful  poultry  journal  pub- 
lished— M.  D. ,  Ohio. 

Usually  ducks  start  to  lay  m  Febru- 
ary or  March.  In  some  cases  they  may 
start  in  January,  but  this  is  not  usual. 
Ducks  will  generally  lay  until  about  the 
first  of  July.  The  best  egg  yield  comes 
in  April  and  May.

What  Is  Leggy? 

I  was  reading  over  what  a  writer  said 
about  some  birds  at  a  certain  show,  and  he 
sa'id  they  were  -'leggy."

This  term  is  used  to  indicate  birds 
having  too  long  legs  or  birds  standing 
too  high.

Value  of  Droppings 

I  find  that  I  have  quite  a  few  poultry  drop- 
pings, and  I  wonder  if  you  could  tell  me 
where  I  could  dispose  of  them. — Mrs.  S.  H. 
G..  Indiana. 

If  you  will  put  them  in  a  barrel  and 
keep  them  dry  and  go  to  your  florist 
he  will  probably  be  glad  to  take  them. 
We  are  not  able  to  tell  you  just  what 
the  price  should  be,  but  he  will  pay  you 
a  reasonable  price. 

If  you  have  a  lawn,  garden  or  some 
flowers,  you  can  use  some  of  them  to 
good  advantage.  One  year  the  writer 
wanted  to  see  what  he  could  do  in  grow- 
ing tomatoes,  so  he  took  a  No.  3  tin  can 
like  pumpkin  comes  in,  and  punched 
holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  can.  This  can 
was  put  down  in  the  ground  fairly  close 
to  the  tomato  vines.  Poultry  droppings 
were  put  in  a  pail  and  water  poured 
over  them.  The  resulting  liquid  was  put 
in  the  sunken  can  about  once  each  day 
during  the  dry  spell  in  the  summer. 
Now  don't  think  we  did  not  have  some 
wonderful  tomatoes  that  year?  This  is 
but  one  way  you  can  use  the  droppings. 
Another  year  we  spread  them  lightly 
over  the  lawn,  and  it  made  a  world  of 
difference  in  the  way  the  grass  grew. 
Just  at  present  we  are  piling  the  drop- 


pings and  the  old  dirty  litter  in  a  pile 
which  we  call  a  compost  heap.  Next 
spring  this  will  make  excellent  fertilizer 
for  the  home  garden. 

Fence  for  Ducks 

Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  inform  a  reader 
just  how  high  a  fence  is  needed  for  ducks?- — 
Mrs.  R.  W.  L. .  Tennessee. 

For  young  ducks  it  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  have  a  -fence  over  18  inches 
high,  but  it  should  be  of  one  inch  mesh. 
If  you  refer  to  mature  ducks,  we  be- 
lieve that  we  would  erect  a  two  foot 
fence  of  two-inch  mesh. 

We  are  delighted  to  see  the  interest 
taken  in  ducks.  We  hope  to  prepare  an 
article  having  to  do  with  this  subject, 
and  ask  our  readers  to  ask  for  it.

Why  Not  Mongrels? 

I  have  been  watching  what  you  said  about 
high  bred  birds  and  just  common  mongrels." 
Now  I  have  always  been  keeping  mongrels, 
and  while  I  don't  know  what  they  pay  me. 
yet  I  want  to  ask  you  frankly  just  what  you 
have  against  the  mongrels?  Don't  you  honestly 
think  they  pay? — T.  P..  Illinois. 

Well.  Mr.  P.  has  raised  a  question 
which  has  been  answered  many  times. 
Suppose  we  take  the  matter  of  the  eggs 
which  the  mongrels  lay.  Do  they  run 
any  where  near  uniform  in  shape,  size 
or  color?  Of  course  not.  Then  when  you 
come  to  grade  them  and  get  them  ready 
for  market,  you  find  that  most  of  the 
eggs  have  to  sell  at  a  rather  low  price. 
If  standard  bred  birds  are  kept,  the  mat- 
ter of  grading  them  is  much  more  easy, 
and  besides  most  of  them  run  uniform. 
There  will  be  small  loss  from  this 
source.  When  you  wish  to  kill  and  dress 
the  birds  for  the  market  you  will  find 
just  as  much  variation  in  the  carcass. 
There  is  another  side  of  which  we  have 
said  very  little,  but  it  has  a  bearing.  We 
believe  that  almost  any  man  will  have 
a  pride  in  highly  bred  stock.  With  pride 
goes  interest,  and  with  interest  comes 
attention.  The  better  the  bird,  the  more

It  sometimes  happens 
that  the  birds  have  been  given  consid- 
erable green  food  which  will  make  the 
egg  yolk  dark.  We  all  know  that  green 
food  promotes  health  in  the  birds.  Good 
health  is  one  requirement  for  good  fer- 
tility so  that  it  happens  that  dark  yolks 
may  hatch  very  well. 

We  hope  this  will  settle  the  argument 
but  we  hope  that  you  will  not  argue 
with  the  good  lady  again.  You  may  get 
the  worst  of  it  next  time.

what  you  have,  and  if  they  are  inter- 
ested you  stand  a  good  chance  of  get- 
ting an  order.  Advertising  may  consist 
of  a  catalog,  sign  board  or  the  use  of 
space  in  a  magazine  which  circulates 
among  those  people  who  are  interested 
in  what  we  have  to  sell.  There  are  two 
kinds  of  advertising  space  used  in  the 
ordinary  poultry  journal.  We  speak  of 
the  display  space  when  we  use  black- 
face type  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  read- 
er. This  space  is  sold  at  a  certain  rate 
per  line  or  inch.  Classified  ads  are  all 
set  in  uniform  size  type,  but  each  ad  is 
placed  under  the  proper  heading.  Such 
ads  are  sold  at  so  much  per  word.  This 
last-named  advertising  is  very  popular 
and  creates  a  lot  of  orders. 

This  is  almost  the  last  call  to  place 
your  orders  for  advertising  if  you  expect 
to  get  orders  for  hatching  eggs.  With  a 
heavy  demand  it  seems  that  the  returns 
should  be  very  satisfactory  this  year. 
Prompt  action  will  insure  you  getting  a 
part  of  this  business. 


WHY  DO  WE  FAIL? 

A  short  time  ago  the  writer  stood  be- 
fore a  battery  of  large  hatching  ma- 
chines talking  with  a  hatcheryman. 

"Why  is  it,"  he  asked,  "that  such  a 
large  number  of  poultrymen  fail?" 

Here  was  a  suggestion  for  an  editor- 
ial which  we  hope  will  stimulate  some 
thought  among  our  readers. 

To  begin  with  we  do  not  believe  that 
many  real  poultrymen  fail.  It  is  true 
that  some  who  think  they  are  poultry- 
men  fail,  but  not  so  many  of  the  honest- 
to-goodness  poultrymen  fail.  A  real  poul- 
tryman  knows  his  job.  This  kind  of  a 
man  seldom  fails. 

In  the  year  of  1927  there  were  23,146 
business  failures  in  this  country.  Brad- 
street,  an  authority  upon  the  matter, 
says  that  40  per  cent  of  the  failures 
were  due  to  incompetence  and  inexperi- 
ence. If  such  a  large  number  of  business 
failures  were  due  to  a  lack  of  knowl- 
edge, is  it  not  reasonable  to  assume  that 
a  like  proportion  of  poultry  ventures  go 
on  the  rocks  for  a  similar  cause? 

Conditions  in  every  business  are 
changing  very  rapidly.  One  must  be 
able  to  adapt  himself  to  these  ever  shift- 
ing circumstances.  It  requires  skill  to 
anticipate  what  will  arise  in  the  months 
to  come.  To  the  best  informed  the  con- 
ditions do  not  appear  fickle,  but  are  the 
result  of  well  ordered  causes. 

We  face  keen  competition  in  the  fu- 
ture. Competition  may  be  the  life  of 
trade,  but  it  is  the  death  of  many  trad-

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SELECTION  AND  CARE  OF 
HATCHING  EGGS 

(Continued  from  Page  3) 
avoided.  It  is  quite  easy  to  rupture 
the  internal  membranes  of  the  egg 
by  rough  handling.  The  basket  or 
pail  in  which  the  eggs  are  to  be 
carried  to  the  house  should  be  strong 
and  have  some  straw  or  other  soft  ma- 
terial in  the  bottom  to  act  as  a  cushion. 

Hatching  eggs  should  be  fresh.  The 
best  hatches  come  from  eggs  which  are 
from  two  to  five  days  old.  Eggs  which 
are  a  week  old  appear  to  begin  to  lose 
their  power  of  hatching.  When  eggs  are 
more  than  two  weeks  old,  a  poor  hatch 
is  usually  the  result.  When  eggs  are 
three  weeks  old  they  have  just  about 
reached  the  age  limit.  Eggs  of  this  age 
seldom  hatch  well,  and  often  the  chicks 
seem  to  be  lacking  in  what  is  known  as 
livabllity. 

There  is  one  phase  of  this  matter  that 
is  not  generally  understood  by  poultry- 
men.  Occasionally  a  hen,  due  to  a  dis- 
eased condition  of  the  oviduct  or  an 
overfat  condition,  may  retain  the  egg 
within  her  body  beyond  the  normal 
length  of  time.  The  heat  from  the  body 
seems  to  start  the  process  of  incubation. 
Then,  when  the  egg  is  laid,  it  becomes 
cool  and  the  germ  dies.  Of  course,  such 
eggs  will  never  hatch.  We  have  talked 
with  men  who  doubted  that  such  a  con- 
dition could  exist.  We  recall  having  a 
Rhode  Island  Red  hen  that  laid  such 
eggs  with  quite  a  bit  of  regularity.  We 
were  never  able  to  get  a  good  hatchable 
egg  from  this  hen  in  the  three  years 
time  during  which  we  kept  her.  It  is  not 
our  intention  to  lead  you  to  believe  that 
this  condition  is  common,  but  it  may 
exist. 

What  about  the  actual  selection  of 
hatching  eggs? 

To  begin  with,  the  hands  should  be 
clean.  Oil  or  grease  in  any  form  will 
render  useless  the  best  egg.  When  the 
eggs  are  gathered,  carry  them  to  the 
house  or  basement  and  carefully  inspect 
every  egg.  Hatching  eggs  should  be  uni- 
form in  type,  shape,  color  and  size.  A 
iittle  practice  will  enable  you  to  do  this 
work  very  well.  You  should  get  an  ideal 
in  your  mind.  Select  a  standard  by 
which  you  may  judge  every  egg.  Unless 
an  egg  can  meet  your  requirements, 
discard  it  and  send  it  to  market.  Discard 
all  cracked  eggs,  as  they  will  be  useless. 
Dirty  eggs  must  be  put  aside.  Never 
wash  eggs  which  are  to  be  incubated. 
There  is  a  coating  on  the  shell  which 
washing  removes.  A  poor  hatch  follows 
its  removal.  Poor-shaped  eggs  are  a 
most  common  thing.  We  have  heard  it 
said  that  certain  shaped  eggs  would  j 
hatch  cockerels.  We  find  no  cause  to  be- 
lieve this  is  true.  Eggs  which  are  too 
long  or  too  round  should  not  be  saved. 
Eggs  with  rough  shells  are  also  sent  to 
market.  Thin  or  irregular  shells  indicate 
that  such  eggs  are  not  good  hatching 
eggs.  Perhaps  many  make  the  mistake 
of  thinking  that  extra  large  eggs  are 
most  desirable.  While  the  eggs  should 
be  of  good  size,  yet  this  does  not  mean 
that  they  should  be  oversize.  In  fact, 
there  is  a  danger  of  selecting  too  large 
as  well  as  too  small  eggs.  Abnormally 
sized  eggs  are  not  desired. 

"What  about  keeping  the  eggs  until 
wanted  for  incubation,"  you  ask. 

We  have  already  indicated  that  the 
eggs  should  be  new  laid.  Do  not  keep 
them  too  long.  It  is  well  to  store  them 
in  a  room  of  about  50  degrees  F.  As  the 
embryo  may  begin  to  develop  at  70  de-

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grees  P,  the  reason  for  the  low  temper- 
ature is  quite  evident.  The  room  should 
be  well  ventilated,  but  the  air  should 
not  be  so  dry  as  to  cause  rapid  enlarge- 
ment of  the  air  cells  in  the  eggs.  The 
eggs  can  be  placed  on  trays,  but  it  is 
just  as  well  if  they  do  not  touch  each 
other.  The  tendency  is  for  the  germ  cell 
to  float  near  the  top,  and  unless  the  eggs 
are  turned  each  day  it  may  actually  ac- 
complish it.  Ever  notice  that  a  hen  left 
to  herself  will  turn  the  eggs  about  every 
day?  Unless  the  eggs  are  turned,  the 
germ  cell  may  settle  in  such  a  position 
as  to  affect  the  hatchability.  Many  poor 
hatches  come  from  improper  storage  of 
hatching  eggs.  The  writer  has  seen  eggs 
kept  in  a  foul-smelling  basement  which 
was  nearly  freezing,  and  once  we  saw 
eggs  stored  in  a  pantry  where  the  tem- 
perature was  close  to  80  degrees.  Is  it 
to  be  wondered  at  that  eggs  do  not 
hatch  well  when  cared  for  in  this  man- 
ner? One  time  a  man  complained  of  a 
very  poor  hatch.  Investigation  revealed 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  cleaning  and  filling  the  lamp  which 
heated  the  incubator,  and  then  turning 
the  eggs.  Of  course,  there  was  more  or 
less  kerosene  on  his  hands,  and  the  eggs 
were  given  a  good  coat  of  oil  by  the  end 
of  three  weeks.  This  man  said  the  in- 
cubator was  a  failure.  We  suggested 
that  he  turn  the  eggs  before  he  filled 
the  lamp,  and  his  hatches  ran  up  to 
80  per  cent,  and  he  never  knew  that  the 
poor  hatches  were  due  to  his  own  care- 
lessness. 

What  are  some  of  the  causes  of  in- 
fertility? 

We  hesitate  to  begin  an  answer  to 
this,  for  it  is  almost  an  endless  subject. 
Too  many  females  to  each  male  is  a 
frequent  cause.  The  number  of  females 
in  a  pen  depends  upon  the  breed,  age, 
time  of  year,  and  other  conditions.  Oc- 
casionally one  finds  a  male  which  is 
sterile,  but  this  is  not  frequent.  Another 
cause  of  infertile  eggs  is  insufficient 
time  between  mating  and  time  of  incu- 
bation of  the  eggs.  Eggs  may  become 
fertile  within  a  week  or  ten  days  after 
the  mating  is  made,  but  if  possible  allow 
two  weeks  or  more.  A  very  common 
cause  of  infertile  eggs  is  weakened 
breeding  stock.  This  may  come  about 
because  of  disease  or  forcing  for  heavy 
egg  production.  Heavy  laying  puts  a 
strain  upon  hens  and  may  affect  the 
fertility.  Breeders  should  never,  be 
forced  for  heavy  production.  Lack  of 
exercise  which  causes  the  hens  to  take 
on  excessive  fat  may  result  in  poor 
hatches.  Exercise  is  very  essential.  Plen- 
ty of  green  food  and  the  proper  amount 
of  animal  protein  also  helps  to  promote 
good  hatchable  eggs.  If  the  weather  is 
inclined  to  be  dark  and  cloudy,  the  addi- 
tion of  cod  liver  oil  to  the  ration  will 
help  the  hens  to  produce  better  eggs. 
The  fermented  mash  is  also  an  aid  to 
the  production  of  hatchable  eggs. 

In  cases  where  the  eggs  appears  fer- 
tile but  the  germ  dies,  the  egg  must  be 
removed  from  the  incubator  at  the  first 
test. 

Many  germs  die  because  they  lack 
vitality.  We  have  always  contended  that 
a  weak  hen  could  not  lay  an  egg  with 
a  strong  germ.  Even  if  the  germ  was 
alright  at  the  time  the  egg  was  laid, 
improper  handling  may  so  weaken  it  as 
to  render  it  useless.  Eggs  which  are 
kept  too  long  may  weaken  the  germ. 
Dead  germs  may  be  due  to  many  differ- 
ent causes,  some  of  which  are  within 
the  scope  of  incubator,  but  we  cannot 
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discuss  them  all  at  this  time.  Our  space 
is  limited,  but  we  must  conclude  our 
little  talk  to  you.  We  feel  that  this  mat- 
ter of  handling  the  eggs  is  of  such  vital 
importance  that  we  want  to  urge  every 
reader  to  give  it  the  most  careful 
thought  and  study.  Every  hope  of  prog- 
ress rests  upon  the  hatching  of  good 
chicks.  We  feel  certain  that  when  you 
realize  its  real  value  that  you  will  be 
willing  to  give  it  serious  consideration. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  be  re- 
warded according  to  your  interest,  and 
that  you  will  hatch  a  large  number  of 
excellent  chicks  in  1929. 


PLAN  A  GARDEN 

A  very  large  number  of  our  readers 
have  sufficient  space  so  that  they  can 
have  a  garden  this  spring.  It  is  high 
time  to  get  out  your  pencil  and  plan 
your  garden.  If  you  make  a  drawing  of 
the  plot  of  ground  available  you  will  be 
surprised  to  see  how  much  you  can  pack 
into  a  small  garden. 

Of  course,  every  garden  should  have 
the  usual  vegetables.  If  you  have  a  little 
extra  space  you  can  plant  some  fruit 
— and  probably  strawberries  are  the 
most  popular.  While  many  prefer  to 
plant  the  strawberries  in  late  summer 
or  early  fall,  yet  the  best  ones  we  ever 
grew  were  from  plants  which  were  set 
out  in  the  spring.  If  you  place  your 
order  now,  the  plants  will  be  shipped  to 
you  at  the  proper  time  for  planting. 

Poultry  manure  should  not  be  applied 
too  liberally  to  the  garden.  When  used 
with  judgment  it  proves  a  most  excel- 
lent fertilizer.  Put  some  around  the 
rhubarb  and  work  it  into  the  soil,  and 
see  if  you  do  not  have  fresh  rhubarb 
early  this  year,  if  you  wish  to  hurry  it, 
place  a  box  over  the  plant,  and  put  a 
cover  of  glass  substitute  over  the  box 
at  night  or  when  the  weather  is  cold. 
We  almost  always  have  fresh  rhubarb 
from  a  week  or  two  ahead  of  our  neigh- 
bors, and  this  is  the  plan  we  follow. 

In  making  plans  for  a  garden,  do  not 
overlook  the  needs  of  your  birds.  A 
large  number  are  planting  chicken  let- 
tuce this  year,  and  it  will  do  a  great 
deal  to  solve  the  green  feed  problem. 
All  who  have  used  it  speak  very  highly 
of  it.  We  suggest  that  you  include  it  in 
your  garden  this  year. 

Poultry  and  a  garden  seem  to  go  well 
together.  Of  course,  if  the  birds  are 
allowed  to  live  in  the  garden  you  will 
not  have  much  garden.  Poultry  should 
be  confined  to  yards.

Poultry  Diseases  and  Simple  Remedies 

The  Cause,  Symptom  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Poultry 
By  F.  Raymond  Benson 

CONTINUED  FROM  LAST  MONTH 


CHAPTER  IV. 


THE  HEAD,  THROAT  AND  NASAL  PASSAGES 


Croup 

Croup  is  an  inflammation  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  windpipe.  There 
is  no  germ  present  as  in  roup. 

Cause — It  may  result  from  colds  or  Inhalation  of  irritating  dust  or 
vapor.  . 

Symptoms — The  symptoms  are  much  the  same  as  with  a  cold,  only 
the  bird  breathes  with  gTeat  difficulty.  The  neck  is  often  stretched  far 
out  from  the  body,  with  the  mouth  open  in  an  effort  to  breathe.  The 
comb,  face  and  wattles  may  appear  purplish.  Examination  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  windpipe  and  back  portion  of  the  throat  will  reveal  much 
inflammation  and  perhaps  some  swelling. 

Treatment — If  the  bird  is  breathing  with  much  difficulty,  wring  out  a 
woolen  cloth  in  cold  water  and  wrap  about  the  throat.  Swab  the  affected 
parts  with  a  solution  of  permangante  of  potash,  one  dram  and  water 
one  pint. 


Common  Colds 

In  the  fall  and  winter,  even  fowls  having  the  best  of  care  are  sometimes 
liable  to  contract  colds.    If  taken  in  time  no  serious  trouble  will 
develop,  but  if  neglected  the  in  flammed  membrane  provides  a  very 
favorable  condition  for  the  development  of  roup  germs. 
Cause — Exposure  to  cold,  damp,  chilly  winds  frequently  result  in 
colds.    Drafts  in  the  poultry  house,  lack  of  ventilation,  coddling  of  the 
birds,  exposure  in  shipping  coops,  dusty  houses  and  sudden  atmospheric 
changes  may  cause  colds. 

Symptoms — Sneezing,  bubbles  in  the  corners  of  the  eyes,  discharge 
from  the  nostrils  or  eyes  all  indicate  colds.  There  is  no  bad  odor  present 
in  the  breath  as  in  roup. 

Treatment — The  disease  may  be  easily  controlled  if  taken  early. 
Remove  the  cause.  Usually  all  that  is  required  is  to  place  the  patient 
under  favorable  conditions  and  the  recovery  will  be  rapid.  Twenty  drops 
of  spirits  of  camphor  dropped  on  sugar  and  then  dissolved  in  a  pint  of 
drinking  water  is  an  old  remedy.  In  more  advanced  stages  one  grain 
of  quinine  night  and  morning  proves  very  effective. 


Diptheria 

This  is  another  very  contagious  disease  prevalent  especially  daring  the 
winter. 

Cause — The  disease  may  be  introduced  into  the  flock  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  described  for  roup.  It  does  not  develop  as  a  result  of 
dampness,  colds  or  drafts  alone,  although  these  conditions  seem  to  favor 
its  spread. 

Symptoms — Diptheria  often  appears  suddenly.  Fowls  become  ill  very 
quickly,  have  no  appetite,  and  appear  dumpish.  Fever  is  present.  The 
throat  is  red  and  inflamed,  later  small  white  specks  appear.  These 
patches  grow  together,  and  extend  down  into  the  windpipe.  The  bird 
dies  of  suffocation.    There  is  a  different  odor  than  when  roup  is  present. 

The  period  between  exposure  and  appearance  of  the  first  symptoms 
varies  from  3  to  15  days.  The  duration  of  the  disease  is  sometimes  2  or 
3  days  in  acute  cases,  but  chronic  cases  sometimes  continue  for  some 
weeks. 

Treatment — Make  a  solution  by  dissolving  2  drams  of  common  salt 
in  a  quart  of  warm  water  and  apply  with  a  soft  brush  or  swab.  Gently 
rub  the  false  membranes  until  they  are  loosened  from  the  underlying 
tissues.  In  some  cases  this  is  difficult  without  causing  bleeding.  After 
the  false  membranes  are  removed,  dip  a  swab  in  tincture  of  iodine  and 
apply  gently.  A  five  per  cent  solution  of  carbolic  acid  is  also  useful  in 
some  cases.  Another  remedy  is  one  dram  of  permangante  of  potash  in 
one  pint  of  water.    Apply  to  affected  parts. 

Disinfect  the  premises  carefully. 

In  severe  cases,  the  best  rule  is  to  kill  and  burn  the  sick  fowls.  Treat- 
ment at  best  requires  a  great  deal  of  patience. 


Canker 

This  is  a  disease  that  may  appear  at  any  season  of  the  year,  but  usually 
occurs  during  fall  and  winter  months,  especially  when  the  birds  are 
in  close  confinement.  A  peculiar  feature  of  this  disease  is  that  it  may 
attack  the  most  vigorous  birds. 
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Cause — It  appears  that  scratching,  fighting  or  any  cause  of  laceration 
of  the  mucous  membrane  is  often  followed  by  canker.  The  disease  is 
frequently  found  among  fowls  which  are  compelled  to  scratch  in  musty 
or  moldy  litter,  or  given  moldy  or  spoiled  grain. 

Symptoms — The  first  symptoms  noticed  are  small  whitish  or  yellow- 
ish ulcers,  or  a  cheesy  growth  on  the  roof  of  the  mouth,  the  side  of  the 
tongue,  and  sometimes  at  the  opening  of  the  windpipe.  These  growths 
are  tough,  but  can  be  removed  with  a  blunt  instrument. 

Treatment — Place  bird  in  a  dry  coop  and  keep  away  from  other  birds. 
Equal  parts  of  burnt  alum  and  boric  acid  applied  to  the  canker  sores 
may  be  effective.  Apply  by  blowing  through  straw  or  glass  tube.  Treat 
three  times  daily.  Pulverized  camphor,  boric  acid  and  sub-nitrate  of 
bismuth  equal  parts  may  be  applied  in  the  same  manner. 


Pip 

Years  ago  this  was  considered  as  a  disease,  but  today  it  is  generally 
thought  of  as  a  symptom  of  a  disease. 

Cause — It  is  caused  by  rapid  breathing  through  the  mouth  instead 
of  through  the  nostrils. 

Symptoms — The  tip  of  the  tongue  becomes  hard  and  dry. 

Treatment — Study  the  case  and  remove  the  cause.  Generally  this 
will  be  all  that  will  be  necessary.  If  treatment  appears  necessary,  paint 
the  tongue  with  glycerine,  twice  daily. 


Influenza 

Older  people  know  how  contagious  "epizootic,"  grippe,  and  influenza  is 

in  the  human  race,  and  it  is  much  the  same  with  poultry. 

Cause — Generally  appears  in  the  winter  or  fall,  and  believed  to  be 
fostered  by  bad  sanitation. 

Symptoms — Watery  eyes,  and  much  sneezing  appear  first.  The  fowl 
Is  dumpish,  feverish,  and  drinks  water  frequently.  Throat  and  mouth 
inflammed  and  contains  frothy  mucus.  Breath  may  have  bad  odor,  and 
there  is  no  "roup  smell."    Greenish,  watery  diarrhea  may  be  present. 

Treatment — One  grain  quinine  night  and  morning  will  prove  useful. 
Cleanse  the  mouth  and  nostrils  with  a  solution  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen 
one  ounce  and  water  three  ounces.    Prompt  treatment  is  very  essential. 


Conjunctivitis 

This  is  an  inflammation  of  the  mucous  membrane  lining  the  front  part 
of  the  eyeball. 

Cause — Dusty,  dirty  or  moldy  litter  seems  to  encourage  this  disease. 
It  may  be  caused  by  any  foreign  body  which  gets  into  the  eye.  The 
disease  is  quite  common  in  small  chicks. 

Symptoms — The  first  symptom  noticed  is  that  the  eye  is  closed  most 
of  the  time.  The  lids  adhere  to  each  other.  You  will  see  the  bird  picking 
or  scratching  the  eye  with  its  toes.  There  often  appears  a  cheesy  growth 
about  the  eye. 

Treatment — The  eye  should  be  bathed  with  a  solution  made  with  15 
grains  of  boric  acid  in  one  ounce  of  water.  It  is  well  to  treat  several  times 
daily. 


Gapes 

Gapes  is  one  of  the  oldest  known  poultry  diseases.  Perhaps  no  other 
disease  has  caused  more  interest,  and  justly  so,  because  of  the  large 
loss  that  came  from  this  disease.  For  many  years  the  cause  was  in 
doubt,  but  when  it  was  discovered  that  it  was  a  parasitic  disease 
caused  by  the  presence  of  worms  hi  the  windpipe,  then  progress  was 
made  towards  a  remedy.  Gapes  prove  very  troublesome  in  some  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  It  usually  attacks  chicks  when  they  are  from 
one  to  four  weeks  old. 

Cause — As  we  have  suggested,  it  is  caused  by  a  small  parasitic  red 
worm  which  attacks  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  windpipe.  These  worms 
suck  the  blood  of  the  chick  and  thus  greatly  weaken  the  bird.  Death 
may  result  from  debility  and  loss  of  blood,  or  a  large  number  of  the  worms 
may  cause  inflammation  and  obstruction  of  the  windpipe,  and  suffocation 
may  bring  about  death.  The  female  worm  does  not  lay  eggs  singly  but 
a  large  number  develop  within  her  body  while  she  is  in  the  windpipe  of 
the  chick.  When  the  female  worm  is  thrown  out  of  the  throat  of  the 
chick  while  sneezing  or  swallowed,  passing  through  the  intestines,  the 
eggs  are  scattered  about  the  premises.  Thus  the  ground  becomes  infested. 
This  explains  why  ground  upon  which  chicks  are  grown  year  after  year 
may  carry  infection. 

Symptoms — Frequent  coughing  or  sneezing  will  be  the  first  symptom 
noticed.  There  may  be  a  whistling  sound  and  more  labored  effort.  Very 
soon  the  birds  begin  to  gape,  extending  the  neck  and  opening  the  beak. 
As  the  number  of  the  worms  increase  the  chick  becomes  weaker. 

Treatment — The  yard  and  the  houses  should  be  thoroughly  disinfect- 
ed. Remove  all  chicks  to  new  ground  if  possible.  Much  reliance  is 
placed  on  prevention.  Sometimes  it  is  advisable  to  try  and  extract  the 
worms.  A  small  quill  feather  stripped  of  all  its  web  except  a  small  tuft 
at  the  end  is  used  dry  or  moistened  with  oil  of  turpentine  or  kerosene.

An  old-fashioned  extractor  is  made  from  a  hair  taken  from  the  tail  of  a 
horse.  Bend  it  in  the  middle,  forming  a  loop.  This  may  be  put  down  the 
throat,  given  a  twist  or  two,  and  then  withdrawn.  If  any  worms  adhere 
to  it,  drop  them  into  a  basin  of  water,  and  later  burn  them.  Rearing 
chicks  on  fresh  ground  each  year  is  a  very  effective  means  of  control. 
Turkeys  are  said  to  be  a  source  of  infection,  and  for  that  reason  should 
not  be  allowed  to  run  with  chicks. 


Apoplexy 

As  a  general  thing  this  disease  attacks  the  bird  very  suddenly,  and  death 
conies  almost  before  you  are  aware  that  anything  is  wrong.  Fat  hens 
which  drop  off  the  roosts  and  are  found  next  morning  are  generally 
victims  of  apoplexy. 

Cause — The  immediate  cause  of  apoplexy  is  a  ruptured  blood  vessel 
of  the  brain.  This  condition  may  be  due  to  weakened  artery  walls,  or 
from  too  high  blood  pressure.  An  overfat  condition  of  the  bird  apparently 
favors  this  disease.  Straining  to  lay  an  abnormally  large  egg,  excessive 
fright  or  undue  exertion  may  bring  on  an  attack. 

Symptoms — This  disease  usually  attacks  the  birds  which  appear 
healthy.    There  are  few  premonitory  symptoms. 

Treatment — Death  usually  comes  quickly  and  no  treatment  will  prove 
helpful.  Sometimes  cold  water  or  ice  may  be  applied  to  the  head.  Apply 
ammonia  vapor  to  the  nostrils.  If  internal  treatment  is  possible  give  30 
grains  of  epsom  salts. 


Congestion  of  the  Brain 

Not  a  very  common  disease,  and  yet  it  may  prove  very  bothersome. 

Cause — Excessive  heat  in  hot  summer  weather,  absorption  of  poison- 
ous subtsances,  irritation  due  to  worms  or  injury  to  the  head  as  by  a 
blow,  may  bring  on  this  condition. 

Symptoms — The  birds  appear  to  be  dizzy,  and  may  fall  over  on  their 
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sides.  In  a  few  minutes  they  may  recover  and  have  another  attack. 
The  bird  staggers  while  trying  to  walk,  and  may  appear  drowsy. 

Treatment — Place  bird  in  comfortable  quarters.  Give  the  adult  fowl 
30  grains  of  epsom  salts,  dissolved  in  warm  water.  Try  and  locate  the 
cause  and  remove  it. 


Limberneck 

This  disease  gets  its  name  from  the  evident  paralysis  of  the  muscles  of 
the  neck  which  makes  it  impossible  for  the  bird  to  raise  its  head 
from  the  ground.  It  is  an  indication  of  a  diseased  condition  rather 
than  a  distinct  disease  in  itself. 

Cause — In  the  majority  of  cases  this  trouble  comes  from  an  intestinal 
irritation.  Acute  indigestion  caused  by  eating  spoiled  feed  or  putrid  meat 
is  a  frequent  cause. 

Symptoms — The  bird  will  stand  in  a  stupid  position  with  no  energy 
to  move  around.  The  neck  will  be  limber  and  the  head  will  hang  nearly 
to  the  ground  in  some  instances. 

Treatment — Give  30  grains  of  epsom  salts  or  one  teaspoonful  of  castor 
oil.  Provide  charcoal  in  hoppers  before  the  birds.  Try  and  locate  the 
cause  of  the  trouble. 


Black  Rot 

This  disease  makes  itself   evident   by   imperfect   circulation  of  blood 
through  the  comb. 

Cause — Damp,  dark  and  poorly  ventilated  poultry  houses  are  some- 
times factors  which  seem  to  encourage  the  disease.  In  other  cases  some 
derangement  of  the  liver  appears  to  be  the  cause. 

Symptoms — The  points  of  the  comb  take  on  a  dark  or  purplish  hue. 
Later  this  spreads  to  the  entire  comb,  and  the  color  changes  to  black. 
The  bird  shows  little  desire  for  exercise,  and  there  is  nearly  a  complete 
loss  of  appetite.    A  looseness  of  the  bowels  is  usually  another  symptom. 

Treatment — In  advanced  stages  the  disease  does  not  readily  yield  to 
treatment.  Paint  the  comb  twice  daily  with  a  lotion  made  of  water  one 
ounce,  glycerine  y2  ounce  and  carbolic  acid  crystals  one  grain.  Give 
more  green  food  and  keep  the  birds  in  a  clean,  dry,  sunny  house.  Fresh 
air  is  very  essential. 


Favus 

With  more  attention  which  is  being  given  to  sanitation  during  the  past 
few  years,  this  disease  has  not  caused  as  much  trouble  as  in  years 
gone  by.  It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  a  very  contagious 
disease,  and  once  brought  into  a  flock  it  will  require  drastic  treatment 
to  eradicate  it. 

Cause — This  disease  is  caused  by  a  fungus  and  is  transmitted  from 
fowl  to  fowl  by  simple  contact. 

Symptoms— It  begins  with  the  formation  of  grayish-white  spots  on 
the  comb,  ear  lobes  or  wattles.  These  spots  inciease  in  number  and  size 
and  may  join  together  until  the  whole  surface  is  covered.  The  affected 
parts  are  eventually  covered  with  dry,  scaly,  dirty-white  crusts  with  an 
irregular  surface.  When  confined  to  the  bare  parts  of  the  head  the 
disease  yields  to  treatment,  but  when  it  invades  the  feathered  parts  of 
the  skin  it  almost  invariably  continues  to  advance  until  the  bird  becomes 
so  weak  it  dies. 

Treatment — Carbolated  vaseline  rubbed  on  the  affected  parts  is  most 
useful  in  simple  cases.  Olive  oil  containing  two  per  cent  of  carbolic  acid 
is  often  effective.  An  ointment  made  of  two  parts  carbolated  vaseline 
and  one  part  of  sulphur  can  be  applied  to  the  affected  parts.  If  the 
disease  does  not  yield  to  one  of  these  remedies  it  is  best  to  kill  the  bird. 


Fungoid 

While  this  is  not  a  very  common  disease,  still  it  is  a  difficult  proposition 
to  handle.  It  is  sometimes  mistaken  for  Favus  and  while  it  is  very 
contagious  it  generally  appears  in  flocks  low  in  vitality  or  fed  on 
rations  rich  in  starches. 

Cause — This  is  a  local  disease  in  most  cases  and  seems  to  concentrate 
its  whole  force  on  the  comb  and  wattles.  Doubtless  improper  rations  and 
anything  which  tends  to  lower  the  vigor  is  a  factor  in  the  disease. 

Symptoms— The  first  indication  is  the  appearance  of  small  shot-like 
substances  under  the  skin.  In  a  few  days  these  shot-like  bodies  soften, 
flatten  and  break  through  the  skin,  and  discharge  a  watery,  straw-colored 
fluid.  In  about  three  days  there  appear  more  of  these  shot-like  bodies 
beside  the  old  ulcers  or  openings.  These  follow  the  course  of  the  first. 
Crop  after  crop  appear.  The  discharge  will  dry  on  the  surface.  The 
bird  will  do  some  scratching,  causing  more  irritation  and  often  bleeding. 

Treatment — Long  continued  cases  do  not  warrant  treatment.  Wash 
affected  parts  frequently  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  crystals  five 
grains  to  a  pint  of  water.  It  may  be  necessary  to  tie  the  legs  together 
to  prevent  scratching  at  the  sores.

Frozen  Comb 

In  the  colder  sections  of  the  country  there  is  more  or  less  trouble  from 
frozen  or  frosted  combs  and  wattles.  With  fowls  having  large  combs 
this  cannot  be  entirely  eliminated,  but  we  believe  that  the  number  of 
frosted  combs  could  be  materially  reduced  by  providing  plenty  of 
ventilation  and  keeping  the  poultry  house  dry.  Birds  provided  with 
plenty  of  fresh  air  can  stand  more  cold  than  those  in  tightly  closed 
houses. 

Cause — Low  vitality,  which  means  poor  circulation  of  the  blood, 
is  one  cause.  Lack  of  food  is  another  cause.  When  the  drinking  dishes 
permit  the  wattles  to  become  wet  they  will  freeze  easily.  A  damp,  poorly 
ventilated  poultry  house  usually  has  a  good  crop  of  frosted  combs. 

Symptoms — Practically  everyone  can  recognize  a  frozen  comb.  When 
you  can  find  a  purple  comb  you  have  an  advanced  stage,  and  treatment 
is  often  useless. 

Treatment — In  simple  frost  bite  a  few  applications  of  carbolated 
vaseline  will  be  all  that  will  be  needed.  If  the  comb  is  badly  frozen, 
place  the  bird  in  a  room  in  which  the  temperature  is  slightly  above 
freezing.  Hold  snow  or  ice  to  the  frozen  parts.  After  circulation  is 
restored,  apply  twice  daily  an  ointment  made  of  six  tablespoonsful  of 
vaseline,  two  tablespoonsful  of  glycerine  and  one  tablespoonful  of  turpen- 
tine. 


CHAPTER  V. 


THE  CROP,  LIVER  AND  INTESTINES 


Enteritis 

This  is  a  rather  common  disease  among  poultry,  and  one  often  taken 
for  cholera. 

Cause — This  is  caused  by  a  disordered  state  of  the  digestive  organs 
which  favor  the  development  in  large  numbers  of  certain  varieties  of 
bacteria  in  the  intestinal  tract.  Uncleanliness,  foul  drinking  water  and 
putrid  meat  are  all  predisposing  causes. 

Symptoms — The  bird  appears  inactive  and  dumpish.  The  comb  at 
first  is  pale  and  later  becomes  dark  and  purplish.  Greenish  diarrhea, 
which  becomes  bloody,  is  present.  The  fowl  may  die  in  a  few  days  or 
linger  for  two  or  three  weeks.    The  comb  is  always  dark  at  death. 

Treatment — Isolate  all  sick  birds.  Give  strict  attention  to  sanitary 
measures.  Give  sick  bird  one  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil,  then  follow  with 
%  to  one  grain  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  two  grains  of  subnitrate  of 
bismuth  in  a  little  water  three  times  daily. 


Common  Diarrhea 

Simple  diarrhea  is  an  inflammation  of  the  digestive  organs. 

Cause— Climate  changes,  lack  of  shade  in  hot  weather,  improper 
food,  crowding,  vermin,  uncleanliness,  are  all  possible  causes. 

Symptoms—The  excrement  may  be  whitish,  greenish  or  yellowish 
and  watery.

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Treatment — The  only  needed  treatment  in  many  cases  is  to  remove 
the  cause.  In  some  cases  it  will  be  well  to  give  each  fowl  one  teaspoonful 
of  castor  oil. 


Dysentery 


This  is  usually  considered  a  neglected  case  of  diarrhea  or  perhaps  a 
chronic  case. 

Cause — The  causes  which  bring  on  common  diarrhea  may  be  the 
cause  of  Dysentery  if  neglected. 

Symptoms — Lack  of  appetite,  great  weakness  and  watery  discharge 
from  the  bowels  which  may  show  streaks  of  blood. 

Treatment — Give  a  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil.  Boiled  rice  makes  an 
excellent  food.  Br-ead  and  scalded  milk  may  be  given.  Feed  on  nourish- 
ing food.    Recovery  is  rather  slow. 


Bacillary  White  Diarrhea 

There  are  several  different  kinds  of  white  diarrhea  as  manifested  in 
baby  chicks.  One  form  is  especially  dangerous  because  of  its  con- 
tagious nature  and  high  death  rate.  This  is  caused  by  an  organism 
called  bacterium  pullorum.  Perhaps  this  is  the  most  dreaded  disease 
of  baby  chicks,  and  the  losses  are  wide  spread,  indicating  that  the 
disease  is  found  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 

Cause — There  are  many  ways  by  which  this  organism  may  gain  a 
foothold  in  the  chicks.  Ovaries  of  laying  hens,  diseased  but  still  function- 
ing, may  be  infested  with  the  germ.  Conditions  which  favor  hatching 
also  favor  the  multiplication  of  the  germs.  Thus  we  see  that  the  chick 
may  be  surrounded  by  a  source  of  possible  infection  in  the  incubator  or 
brooder.  Contaminated  food,  litter,  ground  or  drinking  dishes  may  cause 
trouble.  Chicks  are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  during  the  first  48 
hours,  but  after  the  third  day  they  seem  to  offer  much  resistance  to  the 
disease. 

Symptoms — In  acute  types  the  chicks  are  drowsy  and  look  dejected. 
The  wings  droop  and  the  chicks  may  peep  much  of  the  time.  The 
abdomen  is  prominent  behind,  indicating  an  unabsorbed  yolk.  A  whitish 
or  whitish-brown,  frothy  diarrhea  develops  which  adheres  to  the  vent 
fluff.  This  is  the  familiar  "pasting  up  behind"  which  is  a  well-known 
symptom.  Excrement  continues  to  accumulate  and  dry  about  the  vent, 
and  death  results. 

Treatment — All  white  diarrhea  is  not  caused  by  this  particular  germ. 
A  bachteriological  examination  is  the  only  definite  means  of  distinguishing 
between  different  forms.  In  Bacillary  "White  Diarrhea  medical  treatment 
is  of  slight  value.  Sour  milk  or  buttermilk  is  of  value.  One-third  tea- 
spoonful of  crude  catechu  added  to  each  gallon  of  drinking  water  is 
sometimes  effective.  One  ounce  of  permanganate  of  potash  to  each  four 
gallons  of  drinking  water  is  another  remedy.

HOW  TO  HANDLE  A  GOOSE 


In  handling  a  goose,  it  should  be 
taken  by  the  neck,  and  when  lifted  from 
the  ground  the  body  should  be  turned 
with  the  back  toward  the  person  hand- 
ling it.  In  that  position  it  cannot  strike, 
and  will  remain  quiet.  Partly  support 
the  body  by  seizing  the  first  joint  of  the 
wing  with  one  hand.  If  the  goose  is 
held  facing  one,  it  will  strike  hard  blows 
with  its  wings  or  scratch  with  its  feet. 


MEAT  OF  BEST  MARKET  FOWLS 


To  give  satisfaction,  the  bones  must 
be  small  and  the  meat  thick,  and  the 
meat  must  be  properly  disposed  upon 
the  fowl.  The  majority  of  poultry  eaters 
prefer  white  meat  to  dark,  and  conse- 
quently the  fowl  with  the  greatest 
amount  of  breast  meat  is  most  in  de- 
mand. The  best  market  fowls  have  this 
white  meat  not  only  on  the  breast,  but 
also  well  back  between  the  legs.  Much 
of  the  market  poultry  fails  to  be  thick 
meated  in  these  points,  and  this  is  a 
vital  defect-. 
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HowToMakea 

Brooder  At  Home 

A  14-year-old  boy  can  make,  in  an 
hour,  a  brooder  that  will  raise  husky, 
healthy  chicks.  The  materials  needed 
are  a  shoebox,  one-sixth  yard  of  oil- 
cloth, a  handful  of  nails  and  a  Putnam 
Brooder  Heater.

IS  IT  PROFITABLE  TO  GROW  FRUIT 
IN  THE  POULTRY  YARD? 


This  question  has  been  asked  and 
answered  many  times,  and  generally  in 
favor  of  the  combination.  But  here  is 
an  exception,  the  opinion  and  experience 
given  by  Mr.  J.  K.  Ellis,  an  Orange 
county,  N.  Y.,  poultryman  and  farmer. 
He  says  "that  setting  fruit  trees  in 
poultry  yards  depends  upon  two 
things,  the  kind  of  trees  and  the  kind 
of  yards.  Not  all  fruit  trees  will  thrive 
in  all  kinds  of  yards  where  poultry  is 
kept.  Some  fruit  trees  will  not  do  well 
in  any  kind  of  yards.  The  poultry  yard 
so  small  that  it  is  made  a  desert  spot 
will  not  allow  any  kind  of  fruit  trees  to 
do  well.  The  yard  that  is  so  large  that 
the  hens  do  not  kill  all  vegetation  in 
it  may  allow  some  fruit  trees  to  do  fair- 
ly well  in  it.  Peach  trees  will  not  flou- 
rish in  a  yard.  Quince  trees  run  out  in 
yards.  Apricots  do  the  same.  Some  pear 
trees  will  endure  the  poultry  yard  con- 
dition, but  their  fruits  will  not  be  fine, 
at  least  this  is  my  experience.  One  early 
pear  tree  standing  for  years  in  a  yard 
bore  light  crops  of  small,  poorly  colored 
pears.  Some  Flemish  Beauty  pear  trees 
in  a  yard  bear  small  fruits  coated  with 
black,  rough,  cracked  skin  that  hoks 
like  bark.  A  Bartlett  pear  tree  in  an- 
other yard  is  a  failure.  Apple  trees  ap- 
pear to  endure  yard  conditions  as  well, 
or  better,  than  any  other  trees,  but 
even  they  are  not,  so  far  as  my  experi- 
ence goes,  a  success." 

The  above  experience  is  considerably 
different  from  my  own,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  lack  of  proper  spraying, 
conditions  of  the  soil,  etc.,  has  more  to 
do  with  this  failure  than  the  presence 
of  poultry  in  the  yards  surrounding  the 
trees.  Practically  all  fruit  growers  now 
advise  cultivation  in  the  orchard,  and 
allowing  that  the  soil  fertility  and  other 
conditions  are  favorable,  why  should 
poultry  running  and  scratching  about 
the  trees  be  detrimental  to  their  thrift?

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the  best 
way  for  a  chick  to  start  is  to  begin  eat- 
ing gradually  and  increase  as  the  yolk 
decreases,  instead  of  not  eating  for  a 
long  period  and  then  eating  all  it  wants 
at  one  time. 

After  trying  all  methods  of  feeding 
that  have  ever  been  recommended,  I 
prefer  to  place  feed  and  water  within 
reach  of  the  chicks  at  from  24  to  48 
hours  old,  and  let  them  have  access  to 
feed  from  then  on. 

The  chick  will  not  eat  before  its  sys- 
tem demands  nourishment,  and  if  feed 
is  within  its  reach  regularly  it  will  not 
overeat. 

The  expression,  "Do  not  feed  for  — 
hours,"  is  being  overworked  and  to  the 
detriment  of  many  helpless  little  chicks. 
In  the  same  class  with  weakening  the 
baby  chick  by  not  feeding  soon  enough 
is  a  lack  of  eating  and  drinking  space 
where  the  more  husky  chicks  can  get 
all  they  want,  but  crowd  the  weaker 
ones  away.  Such  conditions  cause  an  un- 
even brood,  some  being  large  and 
strong,  while  others  are  small  and 
weak. 

The  whole  problem  is  based  on  nour- 
ishment. When  the  chick  is  properly 
nourished,  regardless  of  the  source,  it 
will  not  overeat,  but  if  it  is  not  properly 
nourished  there  is  danger.  We  might 
say  that  the  first  two  or  three  days  after 
hatching  the  chick  is  fed  by  the  incuba- 
tor and  the  nourishment  of  the  chick, 
the  use  of  the  yolk,  and  the  chick's  ap- 
petite all  indicate  the  efficiency  of  the 
incubator  as  a  feeder. 

To  supply  the  normal  or  natural  chick 
with  feed  before  it  has  used  all  the  yolk 
or  egg  food  so  it  can  have  a  continuous 
supply  of  nourishment  is  the  same 
problem  we  have  in  supplying  the  hen 
with  a  continuous  supply  of  mash  be- 
fore her  all  the  time,  and  it  will  not 
overeat  any  more  than  the  hen  will. 
The  chick  with  yolk  that  cannot  be 
used,  caused  by  incubation  or  breeding 
etock,  would  be  like  the  hen  that  is 
starved,  she  might  overeat  if  she  had 
the  opportunity. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  chicks  which 
die  with  a  full  yolk  and  a  full  crop,  die 
because  of  a  trouble  started  long  before 
It  ate  any  feed,  and  that  it  was  not  the 
early  feeding  that  killed  the  chick.

Mr.  C.  V.  Nichol,  owner  of  the  Nich- 
ol's  Poultry  Farm,  Monmouth,  Illinois, 
has  sold  the  hatchery  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Iowa,  to  Albert  Miller.  Mr.  Nichols  has 
opened  a  branch  hatchery  at  Aledo, 
Illinois,  and  that,  together  with  the 
plant  at  Monmouth,  will  receive  all  his 
attention.  Mr.  Nichol's  eldest  son  is 
manager  of  both  hatcheries. 


In  the  Feed  Hopper,  which  is  pub- 
lished by  the  Northwestern  Yeast  Co., 
1750  N.  Ashland  Ave.,  Dept.  N,  Chicago, 
Illinois,  we  find  some  figures  which 
prove  very  interesting.  For  example  the 
flock  average  per  bird  in  their  egg  lay- 
ing contest  was  163  eggs  per  bird.  The 
total  cash  reecipts  for  eggs  for  the  year 
was  $2,603.93.  This  means  that  each  bird 
brought  them  in  about  $8.68.  The  cost 
of  feed  per  bird  for  the  year  was  $2.26 
and  a  fraction.  This  leaves  a  net  profit 
per  bird  of  $6.41.  The  writer  has  been  to 
this  contest  many  times  and  is  con- 
vinced that  it  is  showing  a  way  to  great- 
er profits  in  the  poultry  business.  When 
one  can  make  over  six  dollars  per  hen 
for  a  year  it  shows  that  there  is  money 
in  poultry  when  properly  cared  for.

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BETTER  BROODING  METHODS 


A  problem  which  confronts  many  at  this  time  of  year  is 
that  of  brooding.  It  may  be  your  first  year  in  the  poultry 
business  or  you  may  have  faced  the  problem  several  times. 
In  any  event,  one  must  be  able  to  brood  his 
chicks  in  an  approved  manner,  or  he  must  fail 
in  the  business. 

Just  what  is  brooding? 

The  chick,  just  previous  to  hatching,  has  ab- 
sorbed the  yolk.  This  means  that  no  food  will  be 
required  for  some  48  hours  or  longer.  About  all 
that  the  chick  will  want  and  need  is  heat  and 
rest.  If  the  proper  amount  of  heat  is  provided 
the  chicks  will  be  comfortable,  and  such  a  chick 
will  sleep  much  of  the  time  for  the  first  few  days. 
Heat  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  good  brood- 
ing. Some  have  called  it  the  basis  upon  which  all 
successful  brooding  rests.  The  chick  needs  to 
sleep  and  rest  and  assimilate  the  absorbed  yolk. 
Good  brooding  will  provide  conditions  which  favor 
this  process.  Proper  brooding  will  provide  condi- 
tions which  will  enable  the  chick  to  follow  the 
usual  course  and  gradually  emerge  from  the  first 
few  days  with  plenty  of  vigor  and  health.  We  wonder  if 
chicks  do  not  oftentimes  develop  symptoms  of  disease  which 
are  largely  due  to  improper  brooding.  It  is  easily  seen  that 
good  brooding  is  vital  to  success. 

Possibly  the  first  need  in  good  brooding  is  to  have  a  good 
brooder  house.  There  are  several  types  of  such  houses,  but 
in  general  they  may  be  classified  as  the  continuous  and  colony 
type.  The  long  or  continuous  brooder  house  is  very  useful 
where  broilers  are  produced,  as  it  reduces  labor  costs.  It  is 
divided  into  pens,  and  each  unit  or  pen  has  a  hover.  Usually 
such  a  house  is  heated  from  one  central  heating  plant.  The 
house  is  from  14  to  20  feet  deep  and  as  long  as  required.  The 
colony  brooder  house  is  very  popular.  Much  interest  is  being 
taken  in  the  new  round  houses.  These  have  much  to  com- 
mend them.  They  are  reasonable  of  cost,  avoid  cold  corners, 
provide  plenty  of  sun- 
shine, and  are  easy  to 
keep  clean.  Some  are 
made  of  metal,  while 
others  are  of  wood 
construction.  Each 
year  we  note  a  grow- 
ing use  of  this  type 
house,  and  poultry- 
men  are  warm  in 
their  praise  of  its 
good  features.  They 
may  be  obtained  in 
various  sizes  suited 
to  any  size  flock.  One 
feature  often  over- 
looked is  that  they 
may  be  used  as  a  gen- 
eral utility  house 
after  the  brooding  is 
over,  such  as  to 
house  surplus  cock- 
erels while  being  fat- 
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tened.  The  old  style  brooder  house  is  face  to  face  with  a  real 
competitor  in  the  round  colony  brooder  house.  The  old  style 
house  is  usually  built  about  10x12  feet  with  a  shed  roof  and 
facing  the  south.  Such  a  house  will  do  for  about 
500  chicks.  We  generally  allow  one  square  foot  of 
floor  space  to  each  four  chicks.  This  must  be 
governed  by  local  conditions.  Glass  substitute  is 
being  used  more  and  more  in  brooder  houses.  It 
admits  the  ultra-violet  rays,  so  essential  to  suc- 
cussful  growth.  The  square  house  has  but  one 
side  to  the  sun.  The  round  house  may  have  a 
window  to  the  southeast,  south  and  one  to  the 
southwest.  If  the  sun  is  of  any  value,  and  we 
know  it  is,  such  an  arrangement  is  very  advan- 
tageous. The  wise  poultryman  is  using  more  and 
more  glass  substitute.  Realizing  the  value  of  sun- 
shine it  should  not  be  necessary  to  urge  you  to 
place  the  brooder  house  where  it  will  have  plenty 
of  direct  sunlight. 

Some  poultrymen  plan  to  have  very  early 
chicks,  but  find  trouble  in  keeping  up  the  tem- 
perature of  the  house.  In  such  cases  it  may  be 
found  advisable  to  insulate  the  house.  Poultry  house  insula- 
tion has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory  in  past  years.  How- 
ever, a  material  is  now  on  the  market  which  makes  it  possi- 
ble to  keep  out  much  cold.  Naturally  a  saving  in  fuel  is 
experienced  and  the  chicks  will  be  much  more  comfortable. 

Now  that  you  have  the  brooder  house,  the  question  is 
what  kind  of  a  brooder  to  use.  There  are  so  many  kinds  that 
one  is  almost  at  a  loss  which  one  to  select.  Some  prefer  the 
coal  heater,  others  cling  to  the  oil  burner,  and  now  the 
electric  brooder  is  gaining  friends.  All  three  types  are  quite 
satisfactory.  It  is  true  that  in  some  sections  one  kind  may 
be  operated  more  cheaply  than  the  others.  Electric  current 
may  be  very  high  in  your  city.  On  the  other  hand  some  elec- 
tric companies  are  making  a  special  rate  on  current  used  for 
incubators  and  brooders.  We  can  hardly  recommend  any  one 
 ___   :  ,  style  as  being  super- 
ior for  the  reason 
that  local  conditions 
govern  the  operating 
expense. 

Whatever  kind  of 
heater  you  may  adopt 
make  sure  that  it  is 
of  sufficient  capacity. 
We  would  rather  have 
one  a  little  too  large 
than  too  small.  A  cold 
snap  might  make  this 
extra  capacity  very 
useful,  and  the  first 
cost  is  of  no  consid- 
eration at  such  time. 

Place  the  heater 
just  a  little  to  the 
rear  of  the  center  of 
the  house.  If  you've 
a  coal  burner  be  sure

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CLEVER  KNOWS  HIS  HENS 

G.  S.  VICKERS,  Editor  Poultry  Department  Farm  and  Fireside,  takes  you 
to  see  a  fellow  whose  1250  hens  laid  203, 750  eggs  last  year 


ARE  you  going-  to  make  160  eggs 
a  hen  this  year?"  I  asked  Leland 
Clever,  as  we  stood  watching  a 
batch  of  chicken  mash  being  run 
through  the  grinder. 

"Well,"  he  says,  "I  don't  know  yet; 
this  is  pretty  early  to  tell,  but  they 
are  going  good  now  and  have  been 
since  last  fall,  and  unless  something 
goes  wrong  this  summer  we  ought  to 
without  much  trouble. 

I  was  interested,  because  I  had 
watched  Clever  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  is  one  of  the  best  poultry- 
men  that  we  knew  anything  about  in 
the  state.  Here  is  the  average  pro- 
duction of  his  flock,  from  records  on 
file  at  the  Ohio  State  University  Ex- 
tension Department:

Clever  lives  just  a  few  miles  out  of 
Mansfield,  Ohio.  He  keeps  White  Leg- 
horns. He  starts  out  each  fall  with 
about  1,500  layers.  He  sells  his  eggs 
on  the  Pittsburgh  market  except  dur- 
ing the  spring,  when  he  uses  part  of 
them  in  the  small  hatchery  which  he 
runs. 

And  he  is  not  only  getting  the  eggs 
but  is  making  the  profits  that  go 
with  high  egg  production.  With  no 
fancy  houses  or  equipment,  all  home- 
made, he  has  utilized  his  equipment 
to  the  best  advantage. 

He  and  his  wife  have  been  expand- 
ing each  year  and  have  added  to 
their  houses  and  equipment  accord- 
ingly. They  have  all  the  equipment 
really  necessary  to  get  results  and  at 
the  same  time  have  kept  down  their 
investment.  You  might  even  be  dis- 
appointed in  the  looks  of  their  hous- 
es, particularly  the  brooder  house, 
but  they  raise  the  chicks. 

"Eight  years  ago,"  he  told  me,  "we 
were  paying  $600  a  year  interest 
charges.  Since  that  time  we  have 
paid  for  our  farm,  have  a  $7,000  in- 
vestment in  chickens  and  equipment, 
have  a  car,  a  truck  and  a  tractor, 
and  have  limed  all  the  farm  once. 
Just  about  all  of  this  came  out  of  the 
chickens,  too." 

I  looked  up  his  records.  He  keeps 
accurate  cost-account  records  in  co- 
operation with  the  county  agent  and 
Ohio  State  University  Extension  De- 
partment and  has  for  a  number  of 
years.  In  1923  he  had  a  labor  income 
of  $2,486.92  with  817  birds.  Every 
year  since  he  has  increased  the  size 
of  his  flocks  and  every  year  his  labor 
income  has  increased.  In  1926  with 
1,341  birds  his  labor  income  was  $3,- 
807.75.  In  1927  he  put  in  a  small 
hatchery,  selling  23,000  chicks,  and 
his  labor  income  on  the  hatchery  and 
1,250  birds  was  $6,919.69.  This  spring 
he  sold  26,000  chicks. 

He  is  not  strictly  a  commercial 
poultryman.  In  addition  to  his  chick- 
ens he  farms  90  acres,  growing  corn, 
oats,  wheat,  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover. 
The  county  agent  tells  me  he  is  one

His  farm  is  near  Mansfield,  Ohio.  His  Whit* 
Leghorn  flock,  under  strict  records,  haa  aver- 
aged 150  eggs  or  better  for  every  hen  every 
year  since  1914.

of  the  best  farmers  in  the  county, 
foo.  Just  a  day  or  two  before  I  was 
there  he  had  been  out  telling  Clever 
he  ought  to  enter  one  of  his  corn- 
fields in  the  100-bushel  corn  club. 
And  they  don't  tell  them  to  enter  un- 
less they  figure  they  have  a  good 
chance  of  making  it. 

He  has  a  mighty  fine  partner  in 
Mrs.  Clever.  A  couple  of  years  ago 
he  fell  out  of  a  tree  and  broke  his 
leg  badly,  which  put  him  out  of  com- 
mission for  quite  a  while.  Mrs.  Clev- 
er pitched  right  in  and  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  getting  things  done. 
How  well  she  did  it  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  their  egg  production 
for  that  year  held  right  up  to  their 
160-egg  level.  I  culled  and  certified 
their  flock  a  number  of  times,  and 
she  was  always  out  with  us  taking 
the  birds  as  we  caught  and  handled 
them  and  treating  them  for  lice. 

Four  years  ago  they  had  their  flock 
certified  for  the  first  time.  This  means 
that  every  year  the  flock  is  culled 
by  the  Ohio  Poultry  Improvement 
Association.  The  hens  approved  are 
then  mated  with  pedigreed  males 
coming  from  trapnested  hens  with 
official  records  of  200  eggs  or  better. 
Nothing  but  hens  are  used  for 
breeders. 

The  quality  of  the  Clever  flock  is 
apparently  well  known  in  the  com- 
munity. This  spring  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clever  sold  all  but  500  of  their  26,000 
chicks  locally.  This  part  of  the  busi- 
ness is  partly  responsible  for  the 
large  labor  income  in  1927.  Clever  is 
orthodox  in  his  methods  and  prac- 
tices. He  follows  pretty  closely  the 
findings  of  the  state  university  and 
experiment  station. 

He  raises  about  4,000  chicks  every 
year,  and  this  gives  him  enough  pul- 
lets that  he  can  select  them  closely 
when  they  go  into  winter  quarters. 
He  also  sells  some  pullets  every  year. 

Chicks  are  brooded  in  colony  hous- 
es with  coal  brooders.  Each  year 
these  houses  are  moved  to  clean  pas- 
ture so  that  the  chicks  are  on  new 
ground  every  spring.  I  was  on  his 
place  three  years  ago  and  he  had  his 
chicks  on  a  clover  and  alfalfa  field 
west  of  the  barn.  Chicks  had  not 
been  on  this  range  again  until  this 
spring,  and  in  the  meantime  the  field 
had  been  cropped. 

He  rotates  his  chick  ranges  so  that 
they  get  on  the  same  ground  only 
every  third  year.  He  rarely  has  trou- 
ble with  diseases  and  parasites  which 
result  from  infected  soil  or  range. 

A  simple  all-mash  chick  ration  of 
the  following  formula  is  used:  Corn 
meal,  72  lbs.;  middlings,  20;  meat 
scrap,  7;  salt,  1;  and  nothing  to  drink 
but  milk.  He  has  only  one  man  to 
help  with  the  work  and  consequently 
was  quick  to  accept  the  labor-saving 
all-mash  system  of  feeding  chicks. 
He  credits  his  fine  results  in  rearing 
chicks  to  good  ranges  and  lots  of 
milk. 

We  walked  down  through  the  long 
(Continued  on  Page  40) 
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Carl  Buergler  of  Indiana  bought  his  Farrow

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EVOLUTION  OF  SCRATCHING  SHED 


By  Michael  K.  Boyer 


Some  40  years  agro — probably  a  little 
farther  back  than  that — the  late  Uncle 
Isaac  Felch  watched  a  flock  of  fowls 
standing  out  in  the  rain,  huddling  to- 
gether in  groups.  It  was  a  cold,  dreary 
late  fall  day,  and  the  fowls  seemed  to 
have  no  place  to  go.  They  were  a  sorry 
lot,  soaked  to  the  skin.  True,  they  could 
have  gone  to  shelter  in  their  nearby 
house,  but  there  seemed  to  be  no  in- 
ducement indoors,  or  the  rain  dampened 
the  hens'  ambition. 

Be  it  as  it  may,  those  hens  looked  like 
drowned  rats,  and  Felch  said  to  him- 
self, "something  must  be  done.  Why  not 
a  lean-to  shed  attached  to  the  house, 
where  the  fowls  could  run  under  and 
get  out  of  the  storm,  and  where  they 
could  be  fed?" 

The  more  he  thought  of  it,  the  more 
practical  it  appeared  to  him,  and  a 
lean-to  shed  was  erected.  The  time  of 
my  visit  was  about  35  years  ago,  and  it 
was  with  pride  that  Mr.  Felch  pointed 
to  the  original  shed,  the  first  one  in 
poultry  history. 

Then  he  showed  me  his  improved 
building  with  the  laying  and  roosting 
room  and  scratching  shed  all  combined, 
all  under  the  same  roof,  the  later  meas- 
uring 15x15  feet,  and  the  former  10x13 
— there  being  a  two-foot  projection  to 
afford  more  working  space  in  the  shed. 

"When  I  returned  home  from  my  visit 
I  remodeled  one  of  my  own  houses, 
tearing  out  the  fronts  of  the  two  middle 
pens.  These  houses  were  constructed  in 
units  of  four  pens  each.  So  instead  of 
having  four  flocks  in  a.  house,  I  gave 
up  the  space  to  two. 

Later  on,  however,  I  found  it  to  be  a 
mistake  to  locate  the  scratching  rooms 
in  the  center  of  the  building,  and  there- 
fore in  the  subsequent  buildings  I  had 
the  roosting  pens  placed  in  the  center. 
This  arrangement  also  better  protected 
the  birds  at  night  while  on  the  roost. 

In  the  original  house  I  fastened  the 
curtains  to  the  front  of  the  house  with 
carriage  buttons.  This  worked  all  right 
until  after  a,  spell  of  rain,  when  the 
muslin  shrunk,  and  we  had  a  deuce  of 
a  time  to  button  up  the  curtains  again. 
After  that  we  tacked  the  muslin  on  a 
frame  which  worked  by  hinges. 

Mr.  Felch  left  his  front  open,  but  the 
disadvantage  of  that  was  that  during 
storms  the  rain  or  snow  would  beat  in 
and  the  litter  became  damp  or  water 
soaked. 

It  remained  for  A.  F.  Hunter  to  fur- 
ther improve  matters.  Mr.  Hunter  at 
the  time  was  editor  of  Farm-Poultry,  a 
magazine  published  in  Boston,  and 
owned  and  operated  a  poultry  farm  at 
South  Natick,  near  Boston. 

Mr.  Hunter  added  considerable  im- 
provement to  the  plans  of  Mr.  Felch 
and  my  own.  He  argued  the  hens  needed 
more  space  to  work  in  than  they  did  to 
sleep  or  lay,  and  consequently  he  made 
his  scratching  room  10x10  feet,  and  the 
roosting  part  but  8x10  feet.  In  each  sec- 
tion he  quartered  35  to  40  Mediterran- 
ean birds,  or  25  to  30  of  the  American 
class. 

In  my  poultry  house  there  was  an 
alleyway,  but  Mr.  Hunter  claimed  that 


alleyways  meant  a  waste  of  valuable 
space,  and  later-on  experience  proved 
this  to  be  so. 

While  scratching  sheds  are  still  large- 
ly in  use,  the  present  day  idea  is  gain- 
ing to  have  larger  pens  and  having  the 
scratching,  laying  and  roosting  done  all 
in  one  room.  Joseph  Tolman,  also  of 
Massachusetts,  was  the  first  to  suggest 


the  one-room  idea.  He  reversed  the  usual 
shape  of  poultry  houses  by  making  his 
deeper  from  front  to  rear  than  wide. 

George  A.  Cosgrove,  who  was  among 
the  first  to  endorse  the  Tolman  open- 
front  house,  after  having  inspected  the 
original  model,  said  it  was  a  house  10 
or  12  feet  wide,  measuring  16  feet  from 
front  to  rear.  The  peak  of  the  roof  was

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seven  feet  high,  and  about  six  feet  hor- 
izontally from  the  rear  wall,  which  was 
six  feet  high,  thus  giving  about  one  foot 
of  slope  to  the  roof  of  the  back  part. 

From  this  peak,  there  was  a  long 
slope  toward  the  front,  which  was  four 
feet  high.  The  roosts  were  near  the  rear 
wall  and  up  so  high,  so  t'.iat  the  fowls, 
when  on  the  roost,  were  higher  than  the 
eaves  at  the  front.  The  idea  was  that 
warm  air  banks  up  against  the  roof 
continually,  and  only  slowly  escapes  at 
the  front. 

The  roof  and  sides,  also  the  back, 
were  made  very  tight,  so  that  little  or 
no  air  escaped  except  at  the  front. 
There  was  a  tight-fitting  door  on  one 
side,  and  a  window  directly  opposite  on 
the  other  side.  In  summer  it  is  intended 
that  these  shall  be  open.  This  window 
and  door  were  about  five  feet  from  the 
back.  The  front  was  entirely  open  to 
the  weather,  wire  netting  keeping  the 
fowls  in. 

When  these  houses  were  first  de- 
scribed, people  said:  "Why  the  snow 
and  rain  will  drive  in  and  wet  the 
whole  floor."  But  it  did  riot,  and  the 
reason  was  there  was  no  way  for  the 
air  inside  the  house  to  escape. 

One  cannot  blow  into  a  small-necked 
bottle,  but  it  is  possible  to  blow  air  in  a 
fruit  jar,  because  the  air  inside  it  es- 
capes (unless  one's  mouth  is  big  enough 
to  cover  the  whole  top).  The  principle 
of  the  open-front  house  is  the  same. 

In  larger  houses  of  this  kind  it  is  well 
to  board  up  part  of  the  front  at  each 
end,  making  them  "bottle"-shaped. 

In  long  continuous  houses  it  is  neces- 
sary to  put  in  tight  partitions,  not  more 
than  20  feet  apart. 

The  fact  cannot  be  disputed  that  open- 
front  houses  keep  the  fowls  in  better 
health,  and  there  will  be  better  egg  pro- 
duction, than  when  kept  in  closed  quar- 
ters. Besides,  there  will  be  less  frosted 
combs  and  wattles. 

These  facts  being  true  is  what  caused, 
first,  the  general  adoption  of  scratching 
sheds,  which  afterwards  was  improved 
by  the  Tolman  system.  There  is  no  bet- 
ter method  for  ventilation.

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CHANGING  BREEDS  TOO 
FREQUENTLY 


It  is  a  peculiar  thing-,  but  very  often 
when  one  meets  with  failure,  he  does 
not  find  the  real  cause.  Frequently  the 
birds  must  take  the  blame,  and  not  in- 
frequently the  particular  breed  with 
which  the  man  has  been  working  is 
considered  the  cause  of  all  the  trouble. 
Now,  the  writer  does  not  say  that  there 
are  no  misfit  breeds.  In  some  cases,  the 
poultryman  may  have  the  wrong  breed. 
However,  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
breed  is  not  to  be  blamed.  There  is  very 
much  more  in  the  man  behind  the  breed 
than  in  the  breed.  Some  poultrymen 
will  take  almost  any  breed  and  make  a 
success,  while  others  meet  with  much 
trouble  with  all  breeds. 

Just  because  a  breed  does  not  seem  to 
respond  as  had  been  hoped  is  no  excuse 
to  change  breeds.  Often  a  breed  does 
not  do  its  best  because  the  poultryman 
does  not  understand  it.  It  takes  consid- 
erable study  to  master  a  breed.  Unless 
one  knows  all  the  peculiar  features  of  a 
breed  it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  the  results  must  be  more  or  less 
uncertain.  The  outstanding  successes  in 
poultrydom  are  the  men  who  have 
spent  years  with  a  breed.  These  men 
have  given  the  breed  intensive  study 
until  they  know  just  how  to  handle 
them  to  get  the  best  results.  You  can- 
not master  a  breed  in  a  day,  week  or 
year.  It  takes  a  long  time  to  thoroughly 
understand  a  breed.  Most  poultrymen 
have  spent  the  best  part  of  a  life  time 
learning  about  the  breed. 

Remember  that  every  time  you 
change  breeds  that  you  face  a  new 
problem.  You  must  learn  about  the  new 
breed.  This  is  a  decided  setback.  It  is 
almost  like  learning  a  new  ■  trade  or 
occupation. 

To  begin  with,  you  should  be  quite 
deliberate  about  the  selection  of  a  breed. 
Make  sure  that  it  will  meet  your  re- 
quirements. Then  stick  to  it.  Have  faith 
in  your  judgment.  Do  not  be  influenced 
by  every  fancy  or  whim,  but  stick  to  the 
breed  because  you  know  that  it  is  a  good 
breed  and  suited  to  your  needs.  If  you 
are  not  getting  the  results  which  you 
have  a  right  to  expect,  study  yourself 
a  littlo  and  see  if  you  cannot  change 
some  of  your  ideas  to  good  advantage. 


We  do  not  wish  the  reader  to  believe 
that  there  is  never  a  time  when  it  would 
be  well  to  change  breeds.  Conditions  do 
arise  when  it  is  very  essential  to  have  a 
different  breed.  However,  we  believe 
that  many  are  too  likely  to  change 
breeds  when  all  that  is  needed  is  more 
study  and  better  care  of  the  breed  at 
hand.

For  the  sake  of  illustration,  we  will 
suppose  that  Billy  J  has  a  nice  flock  of 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks.  Now,  Billy  has 
been  doing  some  advertising,  and  the 
orders  are  coming  in.  Billy  has  been 
watching  his  egg  production,  and  he 
finds  that  his  best  birds  are  producing 
about  ten  settings  a  week.  In  checking 
over  his  orders,  he  finds  that  he  can 
just  manage  to  take  care  of  them  nice- 
ly. Then  one  day  the  unexpected  hap- 
pens. Billy  gets  an  order  for  500  eggs. 
The  cash  comes  with  the  order  and  de- 
livery must  be  made  within  ten  days. 
Now,  Billy  has  access  to  a  farm  flock 
from  which  he  could  fill  this  order.  But 
the  purchaser  distinctly  said  that  the 
eggs  must  be  from  the  best  birds.  Here 
was  a  chance  for  Billy  to  be  tested,  but 
he  was  a  square  man.  He  knew  that  the 
farm  flock  was  not  of  the  quality  want- 
ed. Anyway,  the  man  had  ordered  a  cer- 
tain quality  and  Billy  knew  that  it  paid 
to  sell  only  the  best  quality,  so  he  did 
the  only  thing  possible  under  the  condi- 
tions, he  returned  the  money.  While  the 
would-be  purchaser  was  disappointed, 
yet  he  admired  Billy  for  his  honesty. 

It  takes  some  nerve  to  turn  down  an 
order  for  500  eggs,  but  of  course  it  was 
the  right  thing  to  do. 

It  pays  to  keep  up  the  quality. 

Give  the  purchaser  the  quality  that 
he  wants,  and  he  will  come  back  again. 
He  will  probably  turn  other  customers 
your  way.  Give  him  one  raw  deal  and 
he  will  not  only  stay  away  from  you, 
but  he  will  broadcast  what  he  thinks  of 
your  way  of  doing  business.  If  he  gets 
good  quality  he  will  help  you  advertise, 
but  remember  that  he  is  just  as  free  to 
advertise  poor  quality. 

We  do  not  believe  that  it  pays  to  sell 
poor  quality  at  any  price.  Remember 
that  the  customer  soon  forgets  the 
price,  but  the  quality  lingers  in  his  mind 
for  a  long  time. 

It  pays  to  sell  high  quality 


Prosperity  appears  to  be  smiling  upon 
the  poultryman  and  farmer.  We  know 
that  some  particular  classes  of  farmers 
have  been  facing  rather  difficult  times, 
but  the  average  farmer  is  in  a  very 
much  improved  position.  Unless  a  calam- 
ity, which  is  unseen  at  this  time,  comes 
the  farmers  are  going  to  have  a  good 
year.  The  outlook  is  highly  favorable. 

The  poultryman  is  concerned  in  the 
agricultural  outlook  because  anything 
which  affects  the  incomes  of  the  farm- 
ers has  an  effect  upon  the  poultry  busi- 
ness. When  the  farmers  have  money  to 
spend,  it  means  they  will  buy  more 
baby  chicks,  hatching  eggs,  poultry 
equipment  and  appliances,  and  natural- 
ly this  means  an  increased  business. 
For  selfish  reasons  alone  the  poultry- 
man  is  deeply  interested  to  see  that  the 
farmer  has  an  increased  income.  Per- 
haps at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the 
world  have  farmers  lived  on  such  a  high 
level  and  enjoyed  as  many  luxuries  as 
they  do  in  the  United  States  today.  A 
short  time  ago  we  were  in  a  farm  home 
which  impressed  us  in  this  respect.  The 
kitchen  was  equipped  with  a  modern 
gas  stove,  kitchen  cabinet  and  a  very 
complete  line  of  cooking  utensils.  The 
home  was  lighted  by  an  efficient  gas 
system  and  heat  was  generated  by  a 
heater  of  the  latest  type  and  best  de- 
sign. We  saw  a  fine  radio  on  a  table  in 
the  corner  of  the  living  room.  As  we 
stepped  from  the  house,  the  family  car 
stood  before  the  door,  and  it  cost  con- 
siderably over  $1,000,  when  new.  The 
brooder  house,  which  next  claimed  our 
attention,  was  new,  round  and  of  metal. 
The  baby  chicks  came  from  a  well 
known  hatchery.  There  was  a  very  fine 
equipment  in  the  poultry  house. 

As  we  turned  our  car  down  the  road 
we  thought  of  all  we  had  seen.  And  this 
farmer  was  only  an  average  farmer. 

Facing  such  a  condition,  do  you  feel 
it  is  anytime  to  be  discouraged?  As  we 
have  already  said,  some  special  lines  of 
farming  need  adjustment.  It  will  come. 
But,  generally  speaking,  the  farmers 
are  spending  more  money  than  ever  be- 
fore. Frankly,  we  believe  that  the  poul- 
try business  faces  the  greatest  oppor- 
tunity in  years.  It  seems  as  if  there  is 
plenty  of  business  for  the  fellow  who 
goes  out  after  it.

Cod  Liver  Oil  for  Chicks 

Do  you  think  that  cod  liver  oil  is  good  for 
young  chicks?  We  rely  a  great  deal  upon  your 
judgment  and  know  that  you  will  be  honest  in 
your  reply. — Mrs.  J.  E.  T..  Michigan. 

Cod  liver  oil,  if  it  is  high  grade,  sup- 
plies so  many  essential  elements  and 
vitamins  that  we  consider  it  most  use- 
ful in  the  ration  of  all  chicks.  It  has 
often  been  called  bottled  sunshine,  and 
you  know  the  value  of  sunshine.  Well, 
cod  liver  oil  is  just  as  necessary.  By  all 
means  use  cod  liver  oil  in  the  rations  of 


all  poultry. 

Trap  the  Breeders 

I  have  been  reading  about  trap  nests  and 
fully  agree  with  you.  but  I  do  not  have  the 
time  to  trap  nest  the  birds  all  the  year.  Now 
I  want  to  know  if  you  think  it  a  good  plan  to 
trap  the  breeders. — H.  A..  Ohio. 

Well,  of  course,  it  would  be  a  good 
plan  to  trap  nest  the  birds  all  the  year, 
but  if  you  cannot  do  that  you  can  at 
least  trap  them  during  the  breeding  sea- 
son, and  then  you  will  know  the  par- 
ents of  your  birds.  We  realize  that 
everyone  cannot  trapnest  their  birds  all 
the  year.  It  is  a  big  job  and  takes  a  lot 
of  time.  But  if  you  can  trap  them  dur- 
ing the  breeding  season  it  would  be  bet- 
ter than  not  at  all. 

To  Buy  or  to  Hatch 

I  am  confronted  with  a  problem  which  I 
know  you  can  solve,  and  I  am  going  to  place 
the  facts  before  you  and  ask  your  judgment. 
I  have  an  incubator — an  old  one.  but  a  well- 
known  make.  I  am  quite  green  about  its  oper- 
ation. Now,  under  these  circumstances  would 
it  not  be  cheaper  to  buy  baby  chicks  than  to 
attempt  to  hatch  them?  I  forgot  to  tell  you 
that  I  will  have  to  buy  the  hatching  eggs. 

I  am  just  getting  started  with  my  poultry 
business,  but  I  can  see  that  your  paper  is  a 
gold  mine  of  useful  information.  Tou  should 
have  a  circulation  of  over  five  hundred  thou- 
sand copies  every  month. — A.  S.  P..  Vermont. 

We  believe  that  it  would  be  best  for 
you  to  buy  the  chicks,  at  least  for  this 
year.  It  will  be  cheaper  for  you,  and 
doubtless  you  will  find  it  far  more  satis- 
factory in  every  way.  More  and  more 
poultrymen  are  buying  chicks.  It  en- 
ables them  to  count  their  chicks  before 

they  are  hatched.

It  has  been  said  that  on  over-fat  hen 
may  lay  such  eggs,  but  we  are  inclined 
to  think  that  the  part  of  the  oviduct 
which  deposits  the  shell  on  the  egg  just 
before  it  is  expelled  is  diseased.  "We 
know  of  no  remedy,  and  do  not  believe 
that  it  would  pay  you  to  try  and  correct 
it.  Better  dispose  of  the  hen.  It  may 
bother  you  a  little  to  locate  the  hen 
which  lays  it  unless  you  are  trapnesting 
the  birds.  If  you  have  but  a  small  flock 

you  c£.n  probably  locate  the  hen  easily.

Dressing  Ducks 

Just  how  ao  you  dress  ducks  for  market? — ■ 
P.  T. .  Missouri. 

The  best  way  to  solve  this  problem 
is  to  try  and  dress  all  poultry,  as  your 
particular  market  demands.  Generally 
the  feathers  are  removed  and  the  head 
and  feet  are  left  on.  We  recommend  that 
you  find  out  what  your  local  .market  de- 
mands. Everything  should  be  done  to 
see  that  the  bird  makes  a  good  appear- 
ance when  ready  for  market.  The  ap- 
pearance makes  a  great  difference  in 
the  sale.

Wry  Tail 

A  neighbor  was  over  to  see  my  flock  yester- 
day, and  he  said  that  one  of  my  hens  had  a 
wry  tail.  I  was  just  a  little  proud  and  did  not 
let  on  that  I  did  not  know  what  a  wry  tail  is. 
Now  will  you  help  correct  my  ignorance?  I 
shall  be  greatly  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  do 
this  favor  for  me.

A  wry  tail  is  a  tail  which  is  carried 
permanently  to  one  side.  It  is  not  a 
good  plan  to  use  such  a  bird  as  a  breed- 
er. There  is  no  remedy  for  this  condi- 
tion.

The  word  prepotency  is  often  applied 
to  cockerels  and  refers  to  their  ability 
to  transmit  certain  desirable  traits  to 
their  offspring.  It  is  not  enough  that 
they  possess  these  traits — they  must  be 
able  to  pass  them  on  to  future  genera- 
tions.

It  is.  Sometimes  it  is  called  the  stem 
of  the  feather.

Shipping  Eggs 

I  wish  to  commend  your  stand  that  it  is 
usually  best  to  try  to  dispose  of  eggs  in  the 
local  market  rather  than  to  ship  them  great 
distances.  I  have  tried  both  and  find  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  I  am  money  ahead  to  sell 
at  home  at  a  reasonable  figure.  I  am  now 
working  up  a  good  private  egg  trade  and  this 
looks  very  promising. 

What  do  you  think  of  stamping  the  date  on 
the  eggs? — S.  B.,  Nebraska. 

There  are  instances  when  it  pays  to 
ship  eggs  to  a  distant  market.  Perhaps 
there  are  more  cases  when  it  does  not 
pay.  If  you  have  a  good  private  egg 
trade  at  home  we  believe  it  will  be 
better. 

Not  many  are  stamping  the  date  on 
the  egg.  You  might  have  a  seal  to  put 
on  the  box  and  stamp  the  date  on  seal.

A  Latent  Defect

A  latent  defect  is  one  which  may  not 
appear  in  a  bird,  but  it  may  crop  out  in 
future  generations.

EDITORIAL

REPEAT  ORDERS  ADD  TO 
PROFITS 

It  costs  money  to  get  a  customer.  If 
you  are  selling  hatching  eggs,  baby 
chicks  or  breeding  stock,  you  will  find, 
if  you  conduct  your  business  in  a  busi- 
ness-like manner,  that  it  costs  a  certain 
sum  to  obtain  each  customer. 

If  this  customer  is  given  the  right 
kind  of  service  and  his  order  filled  to 
his  satisfaction,  he  will  probably  re- 
order at  some  future  time.  It  is  always 
cheaper  to  get  repeat  orders  than  to  get 
new  customers.  If  you  can  get  a  large 
number  of  repeat  orders  you  are  going 
to  add  considerably  to  your  profits.  If 
you  depend  wholly  upon  new  customers 
you  will  soon  find  that  the  cost  of  con- 
ducting your  business  will  mount  so 
high  that  it  may  force  you  out  of 
business. 

If  repeat  orders  are  so  essential,  just 
what  can  be  done  to  increase  them? 

To  begin  with,  you  should  try  to  give 
your  customers  a  good  measure  of  sat- 
isfaction. Some  even  go  so  far  as  to  say 
that  there  is  no  sale  until  the  customer 
is  satisfied.  We  believe  that  it  would  be 
better  to  make  no  sale  unless  the  cus- 
tomer is  satisfied. 

Along  with  the  sale  you  should  give 
service.  It  is  not  enough  that  the  cus- 
tomer must  be  satisfied,  you  should 
show  your  interest  in  him  by  trying  to 
help  him  make  a  success.  Just  what 
this  service  will  be  depends  upon  what 
you  are  selling.  It  may  be  that  your 
advice  can  help  the  customer  to  solve 
many  a  problem.  No  man  will  fail  to  re- 
spond to  your  interest  and  service. 

Friends  are  just  about  the  most  valu- 
able asset  a  man  can  have.  To  have 
friends,  be  one.  Be  a  friend  to  your  cus- 
tomers. Treat  them  right — just  as  if 
they  were  your  best  friends — they  soon 
will  be  if  you  treat  them  right. 

The  man  who  is  so  greedy  that  all 
he  can  see  is  the  dollar  sign  has  our 
pity.  He  needs  a  larger  vision  of  his 
duty.  Of  course,  customers  always  go 
where  they  can  get  what  they  want.  If 
you  supply  them— you  get  the  orders. 
Repeat  orders  always  go  hand  in  hand 
with  satisfaction. 


KEEP  UP  SIZE  AND  WEIGHT 


There  is  such  a  thing  as  going  crazy 
on  a  subject.  In  our  efforts  to  gain 
heavy  egg  production  we  may  carry  the 
matter  too  far.  We  may  over-reach  our- 
selves; we  may  become  unwise,  if  not 
insane,  upon  the  subject. 

Heavy  production  is  a  commendable 
goal,  but  when  carried  to  the  extreme 
it  may  result  in  disaster.  Some  poultry- 
men  think  only  of  production  when  mak- 
ing their  matings.  The  size  of  the  bird 
is  of  no  consideration  to  them.  When 
we  come  to  the  place  where  we  sacrifice 
the  size  and  weight  of  our  breeders  for 
a  few  extra  eggs,  we  are  face  to  face 
with  trouble.  A  bird  must  have  size, 
weight  and  substance  in  order  to  pro- 
duce the  kind  of  chicks  which  we  want. 
A  small,  undersized  bird  does  not  pro- 
duce large,  healthy  chicks.  Don't  try  to 
fool  yourself  upon  this  point.  If  you  are 
to  keep  up  the  race  for  greater  produc- 
tion you  must  have  a  bird  of  good  size 
and  weight. 

Of  course,  one  must  take  into  consid- 
eration the  breed  with  which  he  is  work 
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ing.  One  could  hardly  expect  a  Leghorn 
to  show  the  size  of  a  Wyandotte.  But 
an  undersized  Leghorn  is  equally  bad  as 
a  small  Wyandotte. 

We  have  heard  fanciers  say  that  a 
bird  is  likely  to  become  coarse  if  bred 
too  large.  This  may  be  true.  We  do  not 
argue  for  a  big,  oversize  lubber  of  a 
bird.  We  want  one  of  sufficient  size  so 
that  it  will  possess  enough  vigor  to 
keep  the  breed  intact.  There  is  a  danger 
in  breeding  too  large  a  bird.  There  is  a 
heppy  medium  which  the  breeder 
should  try  and  attain.  Generally  speak- 
ing, we  believe  that  there  is  more  dan- 
ger in  the  undersized  bird  than  in  the 
large  one. 


GLASS   SUBSTITUTE   EASY  TO 
INSTALL  AND  KEEP  CLEAN. 


Many  people  do  not  realize  how  easy 
it  is  to  install  glass  substitute.  You 
simply  take  a  pair  of  shears  and  cut  a 
piece  a  little  larger  than  the  opening, 
and  then  tack  it  in  place.  Some  make  a 
frame  and  tack  the  glass  substitute  on 
the  frame,  and  then  slip  the  frame  into 
place.  Others  tack  it  over  the  entire 
opening.  At  best  it  is  not  a  very  particu- 
lar job,  one  which  requires  but  little 
skill.  You  can  place  it  yourself,  even 
though  you  are  not  a  carpenter.  There 
is  no  danger  of  breaking  it  while  tack- 
ing it  in  place,  and  there  is  no  danger 
of  getting  cut  as  when  glass  is  used. 

Some  have  wondered  how  it  can  be 
kept  clean.  A  light  brushing  with  a 
small  broom  is  about  all  that  will  be 
necessary.  If  one  watches  the  matter  of 
dusty  litter  in  the  house,  a  very  large 
part  of  the  problem  is  solved.

Can  you  tell  me  how  the  Leghorns  rank  as 
layers?  I  have  been  told  that  they  were  won- 
derful egg  machines,  but  mine  don't  seem  to 
lay  very  well — W.  B.  H.,  Illinois. 

The  Leghorns  are  good  layers.  You 
will  find  the  White  variety  on  most  of 
the  commercial  egg  farms.  They  also 
win  at  many  of  the  Egg  Laying  Con- 
tests. If  your  flock  is  not  laying  we  sug- 
gest that  you  look  to  the  housing,  feed- 
ing and  general  care  of  them.  They 
should  lay.  They  will  lay  if  you  manage 
them  right.

Tankage  or  Meat  Scraps 

I  have  been  feeding  tankage,  and  some  of 
my  customers  say  that  the  flavor  of  the  eggs 
is  not  as  good  as  when  I  was  feeding  meat 
scraps.  Do  you  believe  this  could  be  true? —

This  might  be  true.  We  never  recom- 
mend tankage  because  often  it  does  not 
seem  fit  for  poultry  food.  Meat  scraps 
will  serve  a  lot  better,  and  while  it  may 
cost  more,  it  is  worth  it

Infertile  Eggs 

I  always  test  out  my  eggs  before  I  begin 
shipping  them,  and  this  year  they  are  not 
strongly  fertile.  Can  you  offer  a  possible  sug- 
gestion as  to  the  cause? — A  Reader.  Texas. 

Infertile  eggs  may  come  from  several 
causes.  Possibly  you  forced  the  hens  for 
eggs  during  the  winter.  Maybe  they  are 
overfat.  Sometimes  the  birds  are  close- 
ly inbred  or  there  is  not  a  sufficient 
number  of  males.  Improper  rations  and 
a  lack  of  exercise  are  possible  causes. 
Sometimes  the  method  of  handling  the 
eggs  just  previous  to  incubation  may 
render  them  useless.  Then  the  incuba- 
tor may  not  be  working  just  exactly 
right. 

Cock  or  Cockerel? 

What  is  the  difference  between  a  cock  and 
a  cockerel?  I  know  you  will  think  I  am  ig- 
norant and  I  am.  Maybe  others  are  just  aa 
dumb. — Pou4tryman.  Ohio. 

A  cockerel  is  a  male  bird  under  one 
year  of  age.  A  cock  bird  is  a  male  over 
one  year  of  age. 

We  are  glad  to  answer  your  ques- 
tions.

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BETTER  BROODING  METHODS 

(Continued  from  Page  3) 
Shat  the  smoke  pipe  is  so  placed  that 
there  is  no  possible  danger  of  any 
fumes  getting  into  the  house,  and  al- 
ways remember  that  there  is  a  fire  dan- 
ger in  every  heating  plant.  We  like  the 
Idea  of  placing  sand  around  the  heater. 
It  may  prevent  a  fire. 

If  you  use  an  oil  heater  it  is  well  to 
keep  a  box  of  sand  in  the  brooder 
house.  Sand  makes  an  excellent  medium 
to  fight  fire,  especially  an  oil  fire. 

Around  the  heater,  about  two  feet 
out,  is  placed  a  chick  retaining  ring. 
This  may  be  of  any  material,  such  as 
cloth,  strawboard  or  tin.  We  prefer  tin. 
It  should  be  about  18  inches  high  and 
is  placed  in  a  circle  about  the  heater. 
We  like  the  tin  because  it  will  not 
break  or  burn,  and  also  because  it  pre- 
vents floor  drafts.  Chicks  will  be  kept 
close  to  the  heat  the  first  few  days  by 
such  a  ring.  Gradually  the  ring  is 
moved  out  away  from  the  heater,  and 
eventually  it  is  done  away  with. 

Now  for  the  operation  of  the  brooder. 
Along  about  the  18th  day  get  the  brood- 
er heater  in  operation.  Make  sure  It  is 
working  alright.  The  chicks  should  re- 
main in  the  incubator  after  hatching 
until  they  are  dry  and  fluffy.  Let  them 
get  up  on  .their  feet.  When  they  be- 
come little  balls  of  down  they  are  ready 
to  transfer  to  the  brooder.  Many  a  good 
chick  has  been  ruined  right  at  this 
point.  Unless  done  right,  the  chicks  may 
be  chilled,  and  such  chicks  are  practi- 
cally worthless.  The  chances  are  that  a 
chilled  chick  will  develop  digestive  and 
bowel  trouble.  They  seldom  grow.  Most 
of  them  die  within  a  few  days.  Here  is 
our  plan.  Take  a  market  basket  and 
put  a  warm  cloth  on  the  bottom  and 
around  the  sides.  Put  the  chicks  in  the 
basket  and  cover  them  with  another 
warm  cloth.  Take  them  to  the  brooder 
at  once.  Place  them  under  the  ho.ver 
and  watch  them  to  make  sure  they  are 
warm  enough.  In  a  few  moments  they 
will  settle  down  and  give  that  contented 
chirp  so  well  known  to  poultrymen.  If 
they  are  restless  they  may  not  be  warm 
enough. 

Many  feel  that  it  is  best  to  regulate 
the  heat  under  the  hover  by  a  ther- 
mometer. This  is  possible.  However, 
conditions  vary  so  largely  that  we  find 
it  difficult  to  set  down  a  hard  and  fast 
rule.  It  has  been  customary  to  have 
the  temperature  100  degrees  at  the  edge 
of  the  hover  and  two  inches  above  the 
floor.  This  temperature  is  maintained 
for  the  first  week.  The  second  week  the 
temperature  is  reduced  to  95  degrees. 
The  third  week  it  is  again  lowered  to 
92  degrees.  Prom  then  on  it  is  a  grad- 
ual process.  Our  plan  has  been  some- 
what less  scientific  and  exact,  but  pos- 
sibly the  results  have  been  as  satisfac- 
tory. Our  rule  is  to  let  the  chicks  de- 
termine the  amount  of  heat  necessary. 
To  begin  with,  they  do  not  have  any 
idea  where  the  heat  comes  from.  They 
soon  learn  this,  and  observation  will 
show  you  that  when  they  are  warm  and 
comfortable  they  will  work  out  towards 
the  chick  retaining  ring.  They  will  drop 
down  and  sleep.  One  can  see  that  they 
are  comfortable.  They  will  probably 
give  the  contented  chirp  of  which  we 
have  spoken.  This  means  that  they  are 
very  much  satisfied  with  everything. 
When  they  are  in  pain  they  give  a  sort 
of  cheep,  cheep  sound  which  indicates 
that  something  is  wrong.  Watch  their 
actions.  When  they  begin  erowding  to-

wards  the  source  of  heat,  they  are  cold 
When  they  pile  up  they  are  cold. 

The  poultryman  should  visit  thf 
brooder  house  frequently  during-  the 
first  few  days  to  see  that  everything  Is 
alright.  If  anything  is  wrong  you  should 
be  there  to  attend  to  it.  The  last  thing 
at  night,  go  out  and  see  how  the  chicks 
are.  If  they  are  asleep  and  quiet  they 
probably  have  enough  heat.  The  advan- 
tage of  the  round  heater  is  that  wheD 
they  get  too  warm  they  can  push  out 
away  from  the  heat,  and  when  they  are 
cold  they  can  crowd  in  towards  it.  I» 
a  way  they  determine  just  how  much 
heat  they  want. 

Sunshine  is  vital  to  the  growth  of 
chicks.  Provide  plenty  of  sunshine.  It 
not  only  is  a  destroyer  of  germs,  but  It 
promotes  growth.  While  the  chicks  will 
obtain  some  heat  from  the  sun,  yet  it  is 
the  ultra-violet  rays  which  prove  of  the 
most  benefit.  Sunshine  which  comes 
through  ordinary  glass  has  these  rays 
filtered  out.  The  chicks  should  be  kept 
under  glass  substitute  or  in  the  direct 
sunlight.  Cod  liver  oil  in  the  ration  also 
helps  in  this  matter. 

A  growing  chick  needs  plenty  of 
fresh  air.  Every  brooder  house  should 
have  some  provision  for  ventilation.  If 
the  lungs  of  the  growing  chicks  are  to 
expand  and  grow  they  must  have  fresh 
air.  It  would  be  bad  enough  to  keep  the 
chicks  in  the  house  and  admit  no  fresh 
air,  but  many  heaters  throw  off  fumes 
which  add  to  the  trouble.  When  you  go 
into  a  brooder  house  the  air  should  be 
fresh  smelling.  A  foul  odor  means  it  is 
time  to  get  in  fresh  air.  In  some  of  the 
modern  round  colony  houses  the  win- 
dows furnish  ventilation.  The  upper 
sash  is  hinged  at  the  bottom  and  the 
top  swings  in.  Metal  sides  are  provided 
so  that  the  incoming  air  is  forced  up- 
ward. Other  houses  are  provided  with 
a  regular  ventilating  flue.  While  chicks 
require  plenty  of  fresh  air,  yet  they 
should  not  be  required  to  stay  in  a 
draft.  Poultrymen  are  quite  likely  to 
overlook  this  matter  of  fresh  air. 

While  we  do  not  feel  that  the  problem 
of  feeding  comes  within  the  scope  of 
this  article,  yet  it  should  be  considered 
very  vital  to  the  success  of  rearing 
chicks.  The  hoppers,  water  fountain  and 
other  equipment  should  be  arranged  as 
to  be  convenient.  Where  large  numbers 
of  chicks  are  being  brooded  it  is  often 
convenient  to  have  the  mash  hoppers  of 
sufficient  size  so  that  they  need  not  be 
filled  more  frequently  than  once  or 
twice  a  week.  If  the  mash  is  properly 
balanced  the  chicks  will  not  overeat. 
The  water  fountains  should  be  large 
enough  so  that  the  little  fellows  may 
always  have  plenty  of  fresh,  clean  wat- 
er. The  fountain  should  be  so  construct- 
ed that  it  can  be  thoroughly  cleaned. 
We  like  to  scald  the  water  fountains 
occasionally.  We  think  it  does  them 
good. 

If  you  are  giving  the  chicks  liquid  or 
semi-liquid  milk,  do  not  use  a  uetal 
dish.  An  earthen  or  granite  dish  is  bet- 
ter. Thoroughly  clean  such  dishes  every 
day.  A  mold  may  form  on  the  dish, 
which  is  sometimes  fatal  to  the  chicks. 

Cleanliness  in  and  about  the  brooder 
house  is  necessary  if  the  chicks  are  to 
grow  and  thrive.  The  litter  may  need 
changing,  the  cobwebs  swept  down  off 
the  walls,  and  everything  kept  as  clean 
as  possible.  Germs  of  disease  have  a 
faculty  of  finding  a  foothold  in  dirt  and 
filth.  The  solution  is  evident. 
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As  you  go  about  the  work  of  caring 
for  the  growing  chicks,  train  your  eye 
to  watch  for  any  symptoms  of  disease. 
Generally  it  is  the  best  plan  to  dispose 
of  unthrifty  chicks.  Long  beaks,  round 
bodies  and  no  desire  to  scamper  abouf 
with  the  rest  of  the  chicks  indicates  ts. 
chick  of  low  vitality.  We  do  not  believe 
it  pays  to  waste  time  trying  to  raise 
such  chicks.  We  believe  in  culling 
chicks.  Begin  with  them  as  soon  as  they 
are  out  of  the  shell  and  keep  it  up  as 
Song  as  they  live. 

As  a  chick  is  no  better  than  its  hatch- 
ing, so  a  hen  is  no  better  than  its  brood- 
ing. We  hope  your  birds  will  be  so 
hatched  and  brooded  that  you  will  have 
the  best  bunch  of  pullets  that  ever  went 
into  your  winter  laying  house. 


CHICKS  NEED  COD  LIVER  OIL 


The  growth  and  development  of  the 
chick  depends  upon  the  food  which  it 
receives.  Of  course,  other  things  af- 
fect its  growth,  but  generally  speaking 
a  chick  is  as  good  as  its  food  and  no 
better.  Food  is  the  very  foundation  of 
the  life  of  the  bird. 

The  average  growing  ration,  while 
well  balanced,  may  be  lacking  in  vita- 
mins which  are  so  essential  to  the 
growth  of  the  bird.  Vitamin  A  is  con- 
sidered necessary  to  the  proper  growth 
of  the  chick.  Many  times  when  the 
chick  does  not  grow  as  it  should,  the 
cause  may  be  traced  to  the  ration 
which  lacks  this  vitamin.  So  it  is  with 
rickets  in  young  stock.  This  disease 
comes  because  vitamin  D  is  lacking. 
When  this  vitamin  is  supplied  in  proper 
amounts  the  disease  disappears. 

It  seems  that  the  only  real  problem  is 
to  locate  something  in  whicli  these  vita- 
rn/ns  appear  and  include  it  in  the  ra- 
tion. Cod  liver  oil  is  very  strong  in  vita- 
min A  and  D,  and  therefore  when  given 
to  chicks  it  helps  to  promote  growth 
and  keep  the  chicks  in  good  health.  The 
remedy  is  a  rather  simple  proposition 
after  all. 

Some  hrst  hand  experiences  may 
prove  interesting.  Last  spring  we  had 
an  urgent  call  from  a  poultry  keeper 
whose  chicks  were  not  making  proper 
growth.  Everything  appeared  alright,  so 
we  suggested  the  use  of  cod  liver  oil. 
The  gentlemen  accepted  our  ideas  with 
much  reluctance.  Much  to  his  surprise 
the  chicks  began  to  grow,  and  they  did 
so  well  that  now  he  is  a  great  booster 
for  cod  liver  oil.  Another  case  comes  to 
mind  of  a  lady  in  Iowa  who  was  having 
trouble  with  her  chicks  having  leg 
weakness.  We  suggested  the  use  of  cod 
Liver  oil  and  the  chicks  soon  were  well. 

We  do  not  wish  to  give  you  the  im- 
pression that  cod  liver  oil  is  a  cure  all. 
It  is  not.  It  is  a  medium  of  supplying 
certain  elements  which  are  needed  to 
make  the  chick  grow  and  keep  in  good 
health.  When  used  as  it  should  be  it 
can  be  of  great  value  in  the  ration  of 
the  growing  chicks.

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POULTRY  DISEASES  AND 
SIMPLE  REMEDIES 

The  Cause,  Symptom  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  of  Poultry 
By  F.  Raymond  Benson 

CONTINUED  FROM  LAST  MONTH 


THE  CROP,  LIVER,  AND  INTESTINES 


Cholera 

Most  of  the  so-called  cases  of  Cholera  are  really  some  other  disease. 

Cause — A  germ  which  multiplies  very  rapidly  is  the  cause  of  Cholera. 
Infected  birds  give  off  great  numbers  of  these  germs  in  the  droppings, 
hence  the  rapid  spread  of  the  disease. 

Symptoms — Birds  often  die  in  12  hours  after  first  symptoms  are 
noticed.  First  indication  is  a  yellowish  coloration  of  the  droppings. 
Brownish  or  greenish  diarrhea  follows.  The  bird  becomes  droopy,  has  a 
fever,  and  there  is  great  thirst.  The  bird  becomes  too  weak  to  stand. 
The  comb  and  wattles  turn  a  dark  bluish  red. 

Treatment — The  disease  is  of  so  dangerous  a  character  that  treat- 
ment is  hardly  to  be  considered.  The  aim  should  be  towards  prevention 
and  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  most  strict  sanitary  measures  should 
be  employed. 


Coccidiosis 

This  disease  is  most  frequently  found  in  chicks  from  four  to  fifteen 

weeks  of  age. 

Cause — An  organism  of  microscopic  size  causes  this  disease.  Trans- 
mission of  the  infection  comes  through  contaminated  feed,  water,  or 
ground. 

Symptoms — No  symptoms  are  noticed  at  first.  The  disease  runs  a 
rapid  course.  The  chicks  appear  drowsy,  are  weak,  and  blood  is  often 
passed  in  the  droppings.  Wings  Jiang  down  and  chicks  often  chirp. 
They  appear  to  sway  back  and  forth,  and  they  fall  over  with  the  least 
pressure. 

Treatment — Medical  treatment  is  of  questionable  value.  One  ounce 
of  permangante  of  potash  to  each  four  gallons  of  drinking  water  is 
sometimes  used.  Another  treatment  consists  of  one-third  teaspoonful 
of  crude  catechu  in  each  gallon  of  water.  Sour  milk  or  buttermilk  Is 
useful  in  preventing  the  disease.  Disinfect  the  premises  with  a  five  per 
cent  solution  of  a  good  coal  tar  disinfectant. 


LIVER 


Blackhead 

This  is  a  disease  which  is  confined  principally  to  turkeys. 

Cause — This  disease  can  be  traced  to  a  germ  which  is  found  in  con- 
taminated ground. 

Symptoms — Weakness,  hanging  wings  and  inactive  appearance  are 
noticed.  Diarrhea  will  be  of  greenish-yellow  color.  Extreme  prostration 
follows.    A  peculiar  discoloration  of  the  head  follows. 

Treatment — Since  treatment  of  the  diseased  birds  has  not  proved  en- 
tirely successful,  prevention  appears  to  be  the  best  plan.  Raise  the 
turkeys  on  clean  ground,  from  stock  known  to  be  free  from  the  disease. 
Use  every  care  to  prevent  the  disease.  Sour  milk  or  buttermilk  will 
prove  useful  in  the  ration. 


Congestion  of  the  Liver 

Congestion  of  the  liver  is  an  accumulation  of  an  abnormal  amount  of 
blood  in  that  organ. 

Cause — Improper  feeding,  such  as  over-feeding  or  lack  of  exercise  is 
considered  contributory  causes. 

Symptoms — A  lack  of  color  in  the  comb  is  noted,  while  in  the  last 
stages  the  comb  will  get  dark.  A  watery  diarrhea  of  yellowish  color  Is 
present.    The  bird  shows  no  inclination  to  eat. 

Treatment — Correct  feeding  will  remedy  most  cases.  A  teaspoonful 
of  castor  oil  to  each  fowl  will  be  about  all  the  treatment  required.  Give 
plenty  of  green  food. 


Inflammation  of  the  Liver 

Much  the  same  as  Congestion  of  the  Liver. 

Cause — The  wrong  kind  of  food,  condiments  or  spices  may  bring  on 
this  trouble. 

Symptoms — Y£fi°w  diarrhea  occurs  and  there  is  great  thirst.  Tender- 
ness over  the  liver  *s  noticed.  Sometimes  the  skin  will  show  a  yellow 
hue. 

Treatment — A  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil  is  indicated.  One-half  grain 
of  calomel  repeated  in  six  hours  may  prove  useful.  Bread  soaked  in  milk 
will  be  a  good  food  for  a  few  days. 
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Hypertrophy  of  the  Liver 

As  the  name  indicates,  this  is  a  greatly  enlarged  liver,  and  often  appears 
in  old  hens. 

Cause — Too  much  feed,  too  little  exercise,  and  old  age  are  frequent 
causes. 

Symptoms — The  bird  becomes  lazy,  and  the  comb  turns  dark  in  color. 

Treatment — Change  ration.  Induce  exercise.  Give  more  green  food. 
Add  one-half  teaspoonful  of  powdered  muriate  of  ammonia  to  every  quart 
of  drinking  water. 


Constipation 

A  very  common  ailment  of  poultry. 

Cause — Insufficient  exercise,  lack  of  green  food  or  improper  food  may 
be  considered  causes. 

Symptoms — Unduly  hard  or  dry  droppings  or  difficulty  in  passing 
same  may  indicate  this  disease.  This  condition  accompanies  many  dis- 
eases. 

Treatment — Castor  oil  in  teaspoonful  doses  is  considered  a  good 
laxative.   Thirty  grains  of  epsom  salts  is  another  remedy. 


INTERNAL 
Round  Worms 

This  worm  receives  its  name  from  its  shape  in  contradistinction  to  the 
flat  tape  worm. 

Cause — The  eggs  deposited  by  the  worms  are  passed  in  the  droppings 
and  often  taken  in  through  the  feed  and  water. 

Symptoms — A  general  unthrifty  appearance,  loss  of  weight,  pale 
comb  and  slight  diarrhea  may  indicate  worms. 

Treatment — For  100  birds  steep  one  pound  of  finely  chopped  tobacco 
stems  for  two  hours  in  enough  water  to  cover  them.  Mix  the  stems 
and  liquid  with  one-half  the  usual  amount  of  mash.  Two  hours  after 
give  one-fourth  the  usual  amount  of  mash  mixed  with  water  and  one 
pound  of  epsom  salts,  dissolving  the  salts  in  the  water.  The  day  previous 
withhold  all  feed,  giving  water  only.    Repeat  treatment  in  ten  days. 


Tape  Worms 

Tape  worms  are  flat,  segmented  worms  which  inhabit  the  intestinal  tract 
of  all  species  of  birds. 

Cause — Each  segment  is  capable  of  reproduction,  and  for  this  reason 
it  is  highly  essential  to  prevent  infection. 

Symptoms — Reduction  of  egg  production,  loss  in  weight,  and  an  un- 
thrifty appearance  may  indicate  this  trouble. 

Treatment — Give  each  fowl  one  teaspoonful  of  epsom  salts  dissolved 
in  warm  water.  Follow  with  %  teaspoonful  of  turpentine.  Another 
remedy  is  to  mix  one  tablespoonful  of  concentrated  lye  with  four  quarts 
of  scratch  feed.  Give  water  as  soon  as  grain  has  been  eaten.  Repeat 
treatment  in  24  hours  and  again  in  48  hours.  Fast  bird  for  12  hours 
previous  to  treatment. 


CROP 


Inflammation  of  the  Crop 

A  condition  well  known  to  every  poultry  keeper. 

Cause — Irregular  feeding,  improper  feed,  some  foreign  substance 
such  as  feathers,  dry  grass,  lime,  etc.,  may  be  the  cause.  Condiments 
to  stimulate  heavy  production  may  cause  the  mucous  lining  of  the  crop 
to  become  inflamed. 

Symptoms — A  loss  of  appetite  is  noticed.  The  bird  becomes  dull  and 
may  repeatedly  stretch  the  neck.  Swallowing  becomes  difficult.  The 
crop  is  soft  and  tender.    Gas  may  form  on  the  crop. 

Treatment — If  the  contents  of  the  crop  are  soft,  hold  the  head  down 
and  gently  press  the  mass  out  through  the  mouth.  Then  introduce  water 
into  the  crop.    Flaxseed  tea  and  a  simple  diet  are  recommended. 


Impacted  Crop 

Frequently  called  crop  bound. 

Cause — Low  vitality  is  a  contributory  cause.  May  accompany  acute 
diseases  such  as  cholera.  Dead  grass,  shavings,  straw  and  such  sub- 
stances may  become  matted  together  in  the  form  of  a  ball,  and  obstruct 
the  crop. 

Symptoms — The  crop  is  enlarged  and  hard.  This  condition  seldom 
disappears  without  treatment.    The  bird  is  dull  and  does  not  eat. 

Treatment — In  simple  cases  give  the  fowl  one  teaspoonful  of  sweet 
oil  and  gently  massage  the  contents.  Suspend  the  fowl  head  downward 
and  work  contents  out  through  the  mouth.  Repeat  until  crop  is  empty. 
Now  allow  bird  to  drink  water  to  which  20  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda 
has  been  added  to  the  quart  of  water. 

In  some  cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  an  incision  in  the  front 
of  the  crop  and  remove  contents.  Then  wash  out  the  crop.  Sew  up  the 
opening.

Pendulous  Crop 

While  not  a  dangerous  disease,  yet  it  presents  an  annoying  sight. 

Cause — Due  to  a  weakening  and  stretching  of  the  crop  walls.  In- 
judicious feeding,  inflammation  of  the  crop  or  worms  may  bring  on  this 
trouble. 

Symptoms — A  large,  flabby  crop  is  recognized  by  everyone. 

Treatment — Incurable  except  by  an  operation  which  consists  in  cut- 
ting out  a  piece  of  the  crop  wall.  It  is  seldom  considered  worth  the 
bother. 


Sour  Crop 

A  condition  which  usually  accompanies  another  disease  such  as  indiges- 
tion, inflammation  of  the  crop,  etc. 

Cause — Improper  feeding,  lack  of  grit,  indigestible  material  in  the 
ration,  and  lack  of  exercise  may  cause  the  trouble. 

Symptoms — Crop  appears  soft  and  full  of  a  slimy  liquid  which  has  a 
sour,  offensive  odor. 

Treatment — In  most  cases  %  teaspoonful  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  % 
teaspoonf ul  of  sugar  and  3  tablespoonsf ul  of  water  will  be  sufficient  treat- 
ment.   Repeat  treatment  twice  daily. 


Indigestion 

This  disease  usually  affects  the  whole  digestive  system. 

Cause — Overfeeding  or  improper  feed  is  a  frequent  cause. 

Symptoms — Loss  of  appetite,  unthrifty  appearance  and  indifference 
indicate  this  trouble.    The  disease  is  seldom  of  a  serious  nature. 

Treatment — Correct  the  diet  and  ordinary  cases  will  soon  correct 
themselves. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


LUNGS 
Bronchitis 

This  disease  is  an  inflammation  of  the  membrane  lining  of  the  bronchial 
tubes. 

Cause — Sudden  changes  in  the  weather,  dampness,  dust  and  anything 
which  will  irritate  the  bronchial  membrane  may  bring  on  the  disease. 

Symptoms — The  well-known  rattling  or  whistling  in  the  throat  is  an 
indication  of  the  trouble.    The  rattling  increases  as  the  mucus  increases. 

Treatment — A  tablespoonful  of  castor  oil  to  which  5  to  10  drops  of 
turpentine  have  been  added  may  be  given.  Give  one  grain  of  quinine 
night  and  morning.    Chronic  cases  seldom  respond  to  treatment. 


Pneumonia 

This  is  a  catarrhal  inflammation  of  the  lining  of  the  air  cells  of  the 
lungs. 

Cause — Bronchitis  often  terminates  in  pneumonia. 

Symptoms — The  bird  acts  dumpish  and  does  not  eat.  The  comb  be- 
comes dark.  There  may  be  a  bloody  discharge  from  the  mouth.  Thirst 
and  constipation  usually  accompany  the  disease.  Breathing  is  rapid  and 
painful. 

Treatment — Except  in  very  valuable  fowls  treatment  is  impractical. 
The  bird  must  be  kept  quiet  and  warm.  Two  drops  of  spirits  of  camphor 
on  a  little  sugar  in  a  teaspoonful  of  warm  milk  may  be  given  hourly. 
The  outcome  is  always  doubtful. 


Aspergillosis 


This  is  a  form  of  pneumonia  but  is  caused  by  a  fungus.    The  organism 
is  somewhat  like  green  mold.    It  is  often  called  brooder  pneumonia. 

Cause — Moldy  hay,  straw  or  chaff  and  moldy  feed  may  bring  on  the 
disease.    Warmth  and  moisture  favor  its  development. 

Symptoms — The  first  symptom  is  accelerated  breathing  and  perhaps 
what  appears  to  be  a  slight  cold.  Soon  there  is  a  rattling  of  mucus. 
Fever  and  thirst  follow.  Difficulty  in  breathing  increases,  there  is  de- 
pression and  eventually  suffocation. 

Treatment — Successful  treatment  is  rare.  It  is  better  to  try  and 
prevent  the  trouble.    Have  clean  houses,  clean  litter,  and  clean  food. 


Tuberculosis 

Not  as  common  a  disease  as  some  suppose,  but  one  of  the  most  destruct- 
ful  to  which  poultry  is  subject. 

Cause — A  germ  is  the  cause  of  this  disease.  This  germ  may  be  car- 
ried on  the  shoes.  Birds  and  small  animals  may  be  the  medium  of  spread- 
ing the  contagion.  Weak  birds,  especially  old  birds,  are  most  subject  to 
the  disease. 

Symptoms — There  are  no  well  marked  initial  symptoms.  Extreme 
loss  of  weight  or  "going  light"  is  to  be  considered  with  suspicion.  The 
muscles  waste  away.    The  bird  is  dull,  sleepy,  inactive,  and  diarrhea  may 
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be  present.  A  post-mortem  examination  shows  grayish-white  or  yellow- 
ish colored  tumors  of  various  sizes  in  the  liver,  spleen  and  intestines. 
When  cut  these  tumors  appear  to  have  a  cheesy  interior. 

Treatment — All  birds  that  die  of  this  disease  and  those  known  to  be 
afflicted  with  it  should  be  killed  and  burned.  Treatment:  should  not  be 
attempted.  No  birds  from  an  infected  flock  should  be  sold  for  breeders. 
Get  rid  of  the  old  birds.  Disinfect  the  premises.  Direct  sunlight  will 
kill  the  germs  within  a  few  hours.    The  need  of  sunlit»it  is  evident. 

This  disease  is  dangerous  and  demands  urgent  attention.  Prompt 
and  drastic  measures  should  be  adopted. 


CHAPTER  VII. 


ABDOMEN  AND  EGG  ORGANS 


Egg  Bound 

This  indicates  that  for  some  reason  the  hen  is  unable  to  lay  an  egg  in 
the  usual  manner. 

Cause — An  overfat  condition  of  an  old  hen  is  usually  found  in  this 
trouble. 

Symptoms — The  hen  will  go  on  the  nest  and  strain  violently  to  pass 
the  egg.  She  does  not  eat,  her  tail  feathers  are  lowered,  and  the  bird 
looks  miserable. 

Treatment — In  mild  cases  inject  a  tablespoonful  of  sweet  oil.  Give 
the  hen  a  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil.  If  the  egg  is  not  passed  in  a  few 
hours,  hold  vent  in  steam  arising  from  a  dish  of  boiling  water.  Con- 
tinue treatment  for  about  20  to  30  minutes. 


Inflammation  of  the  Egg  Passage 

Often  occurs  in  Egg  Bound. 

Cause — Stimulating  condiments  and  medicines  or  anything  which 
irritates  the  passage. 

Symptoms — "Wings  will  droop,  feathers  are  ruffled,  the  vent  will  be 
red,  and  there  is  likely  to  be  a  fever. 

Treatment — If  a  broken  egg  is  the  cause,  grease  the  finger  and  gently 
remove  it.  Injections  of  olive  oil  will  help.  Two  grains  of  bicarbonate  of 
soda  and  20  grains  of  epsom  salts  can  be  put  in  the  drinking  water. 


Soft  Shelled  Eggs 

This  is  a  symptom  of  a  disease. 

Cause — Lack  of  oyster  shells,  too  much  fat  forming  foods,  such  as 
corn,  not  enough  exercise,  too  little  green  food,  and  sometimes  worms, 
may  bring  about  this  condition. 

Symptoms — There  is  no  outward  symptom,  but  the  shell  of  the  egg 
is  very  thin  and  soft. 

Treatment — Medical  treatment  is  not  considered  necessary.  Locate 
the  immediate  cause  and  remove  it. 


Peritonitis 

Thin  is  an  inflammation  of  the  membrane  covering  the  organs  of  the 
abdomen. 

Cause — It  usually  originates  from  an  inflamed  condition  of  some 
organ.    An  outward  blow  sometimes  starts  the  trouble. 

Symptoms — Fever  runs  high  in  this  disease.  The  bird  is  uneasy, 
becomes  weak,  and  falls  on  its  side,  with  legs  drawn  up  close  to  the 
body.    Breathing  is  difficult  and  there  is  no  appetite. 

Treatment — Medical  treatment  is  useless.  Such  cases  seldom  recover. 
Warm  milk  is  about  the  only  nourishment  that  can  be  given. 


Break  Down 

Breakdown  is  confined  to  old  hens. 

Cause — Too  much  fattening  food,  too  little  green  food,  and  too  little 
exercise  tend  to  bring  on  this  trouble.

Symptoms — The  "baggy  condition"  in  which  the  abdomen  may  drag 
on  the  ground  is  easily  recognized. 

Treatment — Dispose  of  the  affected  birds  and  try  to  prevent  future 
cases  by  a  better  balanced  ration. 


Dropsy 

Is  an  accumulation  of  liquid  in  the  abdominal  cavity. 

Cause — Dropsy  may  be  present  in  diseases  of  the  liver,  kidneys  or 
heart.  It  may  also  accompany  enteritis,  tuberculosis  or  other  debilitating 
diseases. 

Symptoms — The  abdomen  will  appear  distended.  Shaking  the  fowl 
will  cause  the  sound  of  liquid. 

Treatment — Temporary  relief  may  be  given  by  passing  a  needle 
through  the  abdominal  wall,  being  careful  to  avoid  any  vital  organ. 
Treatment  is  usually  useless.

Vent  Gleet 

Vent  Gleet  is  an  infections  veneral  disease  of  poultry. 

Cause — It  often  is  first  noticed  in  a  hen,  and  is  spread  by  copulation. 

Symptom — There  is  inflammation  of  the  cloaca  and  vent.  The  skin 
around  the  vent  is  swollen  and  red.  There  is  a  milky  discharge  which 
forms  crusts  on  or  near  the  vent.    There  is  a  very  offensive  odor. 

Treatment — The  disease  is  very  resistant  to  treatment.  It  is  the  best 
plan  to  destroy  the  bird.  The  parts  may  be  washed  in  a  five  per  cent 
solution  of  carbolic  acid.  Another  treatment  is  to  inject  a  one  per  cent 
solution  of  sulphate  of  iron  three  times  daily. 


Prolapse  of  the  Oviduct 

This  is  sometimes  known  as  Eversion  and  is  confined  to  old  hens. 

Cause — Stimulating  feed,  aggravated  constipation  and  the  laying  of 
large  eggs  predisposes  to  this  condition. 

Symptoms — The  hen  may  appear  to  be  straining  as  though  to  pass 
droppings.  The  mucous  membrane  protrudes  through  the  anus.  Inflam- 
mation sets  in  and  infection  may  develop  in  neglected  cases. 

Treatment — Wash  the  parts  in  a  good  antiseptic.  Apply  carbolated 
vaseline  and  gently  press  back  into  position.  Feed  on  a  light  food  for  a 
few  days. 


Tumors 

Tumors  of  various  kinds  affect  poultry.   They  may  appear  in  any  part  of 
the  body,  but  occur  most  frequently  in  the  abdomen. 

Cause — An  injury  sometimes  is  blamed  for  this  condition  and  aborted 
formative  eggs  are  also  frequent  causes. 

Symptoms — The  bird  may  appear  to  stand  upright.  A  large  growth, 
movable  or  stationary,  can  be  felt. 

Treatment — The  outcome  of  any  treatment  is  so  uncertain  that  it  is 
seldom  worth  the  bother. 


CHAPTER  VIIL 


PARASITES 


Lice 

It  has  been  said  that  there  are  over  30  species  of  external  parasites  which 

infest  fowls.    There  are  at  least  seven  species  of  lice. 

Cause — Lack  of  attention  to  the  matter  often  results  in  a  rather 
alarming  condition.  Lice  breed  very  rapidly.  Unhindered  reproduction 
of  a  single  pair  will  reach  the  staggering  number  of  l^o.OOO  individual 
lice  in  the  third  generation,  which  may  mature  in  eight  weeks.  This 
indicates  how  important  it  is  to  check  them. 

Symptoms — Dumpishness,  loss  of  appetite,  falling  off  in  egg  produc- 
tion should  be  sufficient  cause  for  an  investigation. 

Treatment — Sodium  fluoride  is  a  good  remedy.  Apply  one  pinch  of 
this  powder  next  to  the  skin  under  the  head,  one  on  the  neck,  two  on 
the  back,  one  on  the  breast,  one  below  the  vent,  one  on  the  tail,  one  on 
each  thigh,  and  one  under  each  wing.  A  dip  may  be  made  by  using  one 
ounce  of  sodium  fluoride  to  each  gallon  of  water.  Dipping  should  only  be 
done  on  very  warm  days. 

Cleanliness  is  insurance  against  lice. 


Mites 

The  common  red  mite  is  more  or  less  dormant  in  the  North  during  the 
winter,  but  it  is  active  in  the  South  during  the  entire  year. 
Cause — The  mite  breeds  in  the  cracks  and  dark  corners  of  the  poul- 
try house.  They  are  found  where  filth  is  allowed  to  accumulate.  They 
suck  the  blood  from  the  hens  at  night  and  retreat  to  the  cracks  during 
the  day. 

Symptoms — Unthrifty  hens  with  a  pale  comb  indicate  mites.  Hens 
often  become  so  weak  that  they  drop  off  the  roost  and  are  found  dead  in 
the  morning.  Examine  the  underside  of  the  roosts.  Remember  a  fasting 
mite  is  white,  while  the  red  comes  from  blood  which  is  sucked  from  the 
birds. 

Treatments — Mites  dislike  oil.  Take  the  oil  you  drain  from  the  crank 
case  of  your  automobile  and  add  five  per  cent  of  crude  carbolic  acid. 
Paint  the  roosts  with  this  preparation  and  repeat  at  frequent  intervals. 


Fleas 

Fleas  are  seldom  met  with  in  the  North,  but  in  the  South  considerable 
trouble  is  sometimes  experienced  from  this  source. 
Cause — Dogs,  cats  and  rats  are  said  to  carry  fleas.    Sandy  sections 

have  the  most  trouble. 

Symptoms — The  first  signs  are  usually  noticed  by  the  fleas  getting 

on  persons  who  enter  the  poultry  house.    They  harass  the  fowls  day  and 

night.    Fowls  may  become  greatly  emaciated  and  finally  die. 
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Treatment — Dip  the  fowls  in  a  solution  made  from  one  ounce  of  so- 
dium fluoride  to  one  gallon  of  water.  Rub  carbolated  vaseline  on  comb 
and  wattles.    Clean  up  the  premises  and  use  a  good  disinfectant. 


Depluming  Mite 

There  are  certain  mites  which  live  upon  and  destroy  the  feathers. 

Cause — A  small  parasite  that  burrows  under  the  surface  of  the  skin 
and  eats  the  life  out  of  the  feathers. 

Symptoms — The  feathers  appear  to  be  cut  off  near  the  skin  and  they 
drop  off.    There  may  be  inflammation  of  the  skin. 

Treatment — Apply  carbolated  vaseline  to  the  skin  after  removing  the 
feathers  from  quite  a  patch.  If  this  fails  to  check  the  trouble,  mix  one 
part  of  the  sulphur  with  two  parts  of  carbolated  vaseline  and  apply. 


CHAPTER  IX. 


HABITS 
Feather  Eating 

Every  poultryman  has  had  trouble  with  his  birds  pulling  and  eating 
feathers,  and  knows  how  provoking  it  is. 

Cause — A  lack  of  animal  protein  in  the  ration  may  bring  on  a  desire 
for  meat  food,  which  the  blood  at  the  base  of  the  quill  satisfies.  Idleness 
is  another  cause.  Over-crowding  is  frequently  another  reason  for  the 
birds  to  get  started  in  this  habit. 

Symptoms — Bare  spots  on  the  neck  are  to  be  considered  suspicious 
evidence  worthy  of  investigation.  Observe  the  birds  from  time  to  time 
and  you  are  likely  to  catch  them  in  the  act. 

Treatment; — A  balanced  ration,  more  exercise,  and  plenty  of  range 
usually  prevents  or  overcomes  this  trouble.  If  they  persist  in  the  vice 
it  is  well  to  send  them  to  market. 

Toe  Picking 

A  trouble  frequent  among  baby  chicks. 

Cause — Chicks  often  pick  at  food  stuck  to  the  foot  and  wound  the 
skin.  The  taste  of  blood  causes  them  to  continue.  They  may  also  pick 
at  the  vent  and  disembowel  a  chick  in  a  short  time. 

Symptoms — Observation  will  prove  to  the  poultryman  that  the  vice 
is  started. 

Treatment — Remove  all  wounded  chicks  as  soon  as  discovered.  Keep 
the  chicks  busy.  Hang  up  vegtables  for  them  to  pick  at.  Provide  plenty 
of  litter  so  that  their  toes  will  sink  almost  out  of  sight.

Everyone  recognizes  the  truth  of  the 
old  adage,  "An  Ounce  of  Prevention  Is 
Worth  a  Pound  of  Cure."

FEEDING  NOTES 


V.  M.  Couch 


In  many  ways  the  prepared  poultry 
feeds  are  the  best,  because  they  are 
always  ready,  and  the  chickens  and 
fowls  will  get  regularly  a  uniform  grain 
food.  Frequently  when  home  -  mixed 
feeds  are  used,  the  hens  are  dependent 
upon  whatever  the  farmer  happens  to 
have  handy,  so 
that  one  week 
they  are  likely  to 
get  too  much  of 
one  kind  of  feed 
and  not  enough 
of  another,  while 
the  f  o  1 1  o  w  i  n  g 
week  the  situa- 
tion may  be  just 
the  reverse.  Pre- 
pared or  com- 
mercial feeds 
seem  expensive, 
and  are  to  the 
man  who  has 
time  to  plan 
things  i  n  ad- 
vance for  the 
poultry,  giving  some  study  and  thought 
to  their  proper  feeding.  But  better 
stand  the  expense  of  prepared  poultry 
foods  than  reduce  the  efficiency  of 
your  hens  to  a  losing  point.  There  is 
generally  a  sufficiency  of  all  kinds  of 
feed  on  the  farm,  but  when  it  is  to  be 
collected  from  various  sources  and 
mixed  into  the  proper  kind  of  a  ration, 
that  is  quite  another  thing. 

Many  factors  enter  into  egg  produc- 
tion and  much  experimenting  has  been 
done  to  determine  the  result  of  feeding 
various  foods.  Even  Mrs.  Biddy  is  not 
allowed  to  loaf  on  the  job  nowadays.  If 
she  does,  a  production  expert  is  called 
in  to  see  what  the  trouble  is,  for  the  day 
is  passed  when  the  number  of  eggs  she 
lays  is  ascribed  to  luck. 

To  determine  the  effect  of  certain 
foods  on  egg  production,  the  following 
test  has  been  made,  six  pens  of  pullets, 
containing  thirty  birds  each,  were  used 
in  the  experiment.  The  object  of  the 
test  was  to  learn  what  combination  of 
simple  rations,  composed  of  feeds  gen- 
erally available  on  farms  throughout 
the  country  would  give  the  most  econ- 
omical egg  production.  Some  of  the  pens 
were  kept  on  free  range,  while  all  of 
the  confined  birds  had  large  yardage. 
The  hens  on  free  range  were  given  farm 
conditions  as  nearly  normal  as  possible. 
Scratch  feed  was  given  twice  a  day, 
early  in  the  morning  and  late  in  the 
afternoon,  and  a  dry  mash  was  kept 
before  the  birds  all  the  time. 

All  of  the  experiments  were  carried 
through  for  more  than  a  year,  and  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  wide-reach- 
ing importances  to  the  general  farmer 
proved  the  value  of  feeding  meat 
scrap  or  other  products  of  this  nature 
to  the  farm  flock.  The  experimental 
flocks  which  were  on  free  range  were 
given  a  mash  of  corn  meal,  bran  and 
middling,  and  a  scratch  mixture  of 
wheat,  oats  and  corn,  and  with  abso- 
lutely free  range  on  land  where  there 
was  a  good  chance  to  pick  up  bugs  and 
worms,  and  get  plenty  of  green  food, 
the  birds  were  able  to  add  much  variety 


to  their  diet.  The  other  pens  were  given 
the  same  ration,  but  with  one  pound  of 
commercial  meat  scrap  added  to  every 
four  pounds  of  the  mash,  and  here  is 
the  result,  the  flock  which  had  no  meat 
scrap  laid  on  an  average  of  94  eggs 
each  during  the  year,  and  the  pens 
which  received  the  meat'  scrap  averaged 
from  140  to  150  eggs  each. 

Meat  scraps  cost  more  than  grain 
food,  but  even  at  the  higher  price  it 
produces  eggs  several  cents  a  dozen 
cheaper  than  when  no  meat  food  is 
given.  Skim  milk  will  give  as  good  re- 
sults in  increasing  egg  production  dur- 
ing the  winter  as  meat  scrap,  but  if  the 
poultry  keeper  does  not  have  the  milk 
to  feed,  it  will  pay  him  to  buy  commer- 
cial meat  scrap  or  tankage  for  the  flock.

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SIGNS  OF  PHYSICAL  CONDITION 


The  physical  condition  of  a  fowl  is  in- 
dicated by  its  actions.  If  the  bird  is  in- 
active and  "dopey,"  more  apt  to  squat 
than  to  stand,  and  does  not  scratch  nor 
forage  actively,  we  know  it  is  physically 
weak.  Such  birds  are  frequently  found 
roosting  during  the  day — they  are  last 
to  get  off  the  perch  in  the  morning,  and 
the  first  to  go  to  it  at  night. 

Fowls  in  good  health  are  noisy  as  well 
as  active.  The  cock  is  frequently  and 
loudly  crowing,  while  the  hen  is  en- 
gaged in  merry  song  or  joyful  cackle 
over  the  appearance  of  a  new  egg.  This 
is  reliable  evidence  of  strength. 

One  of  the  surest  indications  of  physi- 
cal vigor  on  the  part  of  the  male  is  the 
gallantry  he  shows  the  ladies  of  his 
harem.  He  is  so  generous  and  consider- 
ate, offering  them  the  tenderest  morsels 
to  eat. 

The  comb  and  wattles  of  a  strong 
fowl  are  bright  red,  and  medium  (not 
too  large)  in  size.  The  health  certificate 
of  a  fowl  is  carried  on  its  head. 

The  eye  shows,  unmistakably,  condi- 
tions of  health  and  disease.  It  is  bright, 
clear  and  round,  and  stands  out  prom- 
inently in  fowls  which  are  enjoying  good 
health.  The  lids  do  not  droop.  When 
eyelids  resemble  those  of  snake  or  tur- 
tle, it  indicates  a  lack  of  sufficient  vigor 
to  keep  them  open. 

Vigor  is  indicated  in  the  size  of  the 
tail,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  car- 
ried. The  bird  possesses  a  strong  consti- 
tution when  it  has  a  full  development 
of  the  tail  feathers,  and  normally  car- 
ries them  erect.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
fowl  of  the  same  breed  having  a  weak 
constitution,  is  likely  to  have  less  de- 
veloped tail  feathers,  and  these  either 
dropped  or  carried  on  one  side. 

The  breast  of  a  bird  that  has  good 
muscular  development  will  be  round  and 
full,  and  the  keel  bone  well  covered  with 
meat.  The  shanks,  too,  indicate  strength 
when  they  are  large  and  plump  as  com- 
pared with  the  thin  shanks  of  the  bird 
of  low  vitality. 

We  have  reliable  indications  of  con- 
stitutional vigor  in  the  quantity,  bril- 
liancy and  nature  of  the  plumage.  When 
the  fowl  is  low  in  vitality,  the  feathers 
grow  very  slowly,  and  apt  to  be  ruffled 
and  dull.  This  is  quite  in  contrast  with 
the  bright,  smooth,  fully-developed, 
close-fitting  plumage  of  the  fowl  in  full 
vigor.  Fowls  lacking  vigor  do  not  have 
the  necessary  surplus  fat  in  their  bod- 
ies to  supply  the  gland  at  the  base  of 
the  tail.  It  is  this  gland  that  furnishes 
the  material  to  oil  the  plumage. 

Vigor  is  also  indicated  by  the  appe- 
tite. A  strong,  vigorous  bird  will  con- 
sume large  quantities  of  food.  When 
suitable  food  is  available  in  such  a  fowl 
there  will,  as  a  rule,  be  found  a  full 
crop. 

Health  and  physical  vigor  may  be 
safely  determined  by  the  shape  of  the 
body.  Bodies  that  are  deep,  thick  and 
compact,  with  large  fluff,  indicate  great- 
er vigor  than  slender,  long-jointed  and 
more  delicate  bodies  of  the  same  variety. 

The  various  parts  of  a  fowl  furnish 
safe  guides  in  selecting  fowls  on  the 
basis  of  vigor.  There  is  an  interesting 
correlation  between  these  parts.  For  in- 
stance, if  we  find  a  bird  having  a  thin, 
long  head  and  beak;  a  long,  thin  neck; 
a  long,  slender  body;  long,  thin  legs, 
and  long,  thin  toes,  we  know  its  vitality 
is  low.  Of  the  physical  strong,  the  re- 
verse is  true. 


The  head  of  the  physical  strong  will 
be  medium  to  large,  broad  and  short. 
There  will  be  a  "crowheaded"  appear- 
ance to  the  weak  fowl,  the  head  being 
thin,  long  and  flat,  and  the  beak  will 
also  be  long  and  flat.

CLEVER  KNOWS  HIS  HENS 

(Continued  from  Page  4) 
laying  house.  He  showed  me  a  bunch  of 
pullets  in  one  pen  that  he  thought  were 
doing  real  well. 

"They  don't  look  very  good,  but  that 
bunch  of  pullets  were  hatched  last  year 
in  early  March,  started  laying  in  July, 
were  up  to  50  per  cent  production  in 
September  and  have  never  been  below 
that  since,"  he  said. 

"What  ration  are  you  giving  your  lay- 
ers now?"  I  asked. 

"Oh,  just  about  the  same  ration  we 
have  used  ever  since  we  have  known 
you,  except  that  we  make  a  few  addi- 
tions in  the  winter  now.  We  haven't 
found  any  reason  to  change. 

"This  is  our  winter  mash:  Corn  meal, 
400  pounds;  meat  scrap,  100;  ground 
oats,  100;  bran,  100;  middlings,  100;  oil 
meal,  25;  cod  liver  oil,  12;  cod  liver 
meal,  12;  phosphorus  (a  mineral  prod- 
uct), 25;  and  nothing  to  drink  but  milk. 

"In  the  summer  we  reduce  the  corn 
meal  to  200  and  leave  out  the  oil  meal, 
cod  liver  oil  and  cod  liver  meal,  but  oth- 
erwise it  is  the  same. 

"For  scratch  feed  we  use  corn,  wheat 
and  oats  in  various  mixtures,  the 
amounts  of  each  depending  on  prices. 
For  green  feed  we  use  clover  and  alfal- 
fa hay,  feeding  it  in  racks  along  the 
walls." 

"You  don't  use  all  mash  for  your  lay- 
ers then?"  I  asked. 

"No.  I  can't  seem  to  Keep  them  up  in 
flesh  on  all  mash.  I  tried  it  but  am  now 
using  both  grain  and  mash.  I  have 
changed  my  method  of  feeding  grain 
a  little  though.  Now  I  am  feeding  grain 
only  in  the  evening,  giving  none  at  all 
in  the  morning. 

"Both  my  young  stock  and  layers  are 
given  nothing  to  drink  but  milk  all  the 
year  round.  The  only  water  they  get  is 
when  it  rains  while  they  are  on  range. 

"Last  year  we  fed  19,000  gallons  of 
skim-milk  and  will  feed  as  much  or 
more  this  year.  I  don't  believe  there  is 
anything  so  good  to  keep  up  summer 
production." 

Lights  are  used  on  the  pullets  from 
late  October  or  early  November  until 
April.  With  the  hens  a  little  different 
system  is  used. 

"We  used  the  lights  on  our  hens  last 
year  with  fine  results,"  he  told  me.  "We 
culled  the  hens  every  week  during  July 
and  the  first  half  of  August  because  we 
had  a  good  market  in  Mansfield.  Then 
about  the  middle  of  August  we  started 
the  lights  a  while  in  the  morning,  and 
later  on  used  them  awhile  in  the  eve- 
ning also.  We  didn't  cull  the  hens  again 
after  the  lights  were  started  because 
there  were  practically  no  culls.  The  egg 
production  on  these  hens  never  dropped 
below  50  per  cent  until  we  stopped  the 
lights  in  December.  We  started  the 
lights  on  them  again  in  February." 

Together  with  several  other  poultry- 
men  in  the  county,  Clever  markets  his 
eggs  in  Pittsburgh,  selling  to  a  chain  of 
restaurants.  He  gets  a  premium  over 
market  quotations.  The  eggs  are  shipped 
by  parcel  post  regularly. 

"Well,  are  you  going  to  expand  next 
year?"  I  asked  as  I  was  ready  to  leave. 

"No,  I  guess  we're  through  expanding 
for  a  while,  so  far  as  the  chicken  busi- 
ness is  concerned.  We  got  our  debt  clear- 
ed off  and  now  we're  goixg  to  remodel 
our  home,  landscape  the  grounds,  and 
resurface  the  road."

POULTRY  AT  ILLINOIS  FAIRS 

Address  of  A.  D.  Smith,  on  Poultry- 
Exhibitions  and  Demonstrations,  before 
the  Illinois  Association  of  Agricultural 
Fairs  Convention,  January  10,  1929,  at 
Jacksonville,  Illinois. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  back  for  the  third  time  to  speak  to 
you.  I  take  it  you  men  are  more  interested 
in  horse  racing  and  other  forms  to  be  used 
as  drawing  attractions  at  your  fairs  than  you 
are  in  chickens.  In  looking  up  the  amount  of 
money  appropriated  to  Mr.  Stanard's  office 
for  poultry  premiums  during  the  past  four 
years  we  find  it  is  close  to  $100,000.  That  is 
a  staggering  amount  compared  to  what  you 
formerly  got.  but  it  is  not  a  bit  too  large, 
considering  the  value  of  poultry  and  poultry 
products  in  this  state.  A  very  conservative  es- 
timate of  the  value  of  poultry  and  poultry 
products  in  this  state  will  reach  right  close 
to  $100,000,000.  I  believe  every  bit  of  money 
appropriated  by  the  state  fostering  an  agri- 
cultural pursuit  that  is  worth  close  to  $100,- 
000.000  to  the  state  ought  to  be  fostered.  I  be- 
lieve I  am  right  in  saying  that  if  you  will  use 
a  little  additional  money  in  the  way  of  pre- 
miums at  your  fairs,  and  co-operate  with  us, 
that  we  can  make  your  poultry  exhibits  at- 
tractive and  your  exhibit  will  draw  just  as 
many  people  as  any  other  branch  that  you 
have  in  your  fair,  with  the  exception  of  possi- 
bly your  horse  and  auto  races. 

Three  years  ago  the  accredited  hatchery 
system  was  started  in  the  state  of  Illinois, 
and  we  then  inspected  and  mated  about  2.300 
farm  flocks.  This  was  done  by  men  in  the 
Division  of  Poultry  Husbandry  for  the  pur- 
pose of  mating  these  birds  so  they  would  pro- 
duce high-class  specimens  both  in  their  pro- 
duction qualities  and  standard  quality  for  ex- 
hibition purposes.  We  have  just  practically 
finished  the  year's  work,  and  instead  of  in- 
specting 2,300  flocks,  we  have  a  total  of  48,- 
000  flocks  in  this  state.  We  are  fostering  a 
movement  with  the  agricultural  teachers  and 
their  junior  classes,  and  if  you  want  to  have 
"Dad"  and  "Mom"  interested  why  can't  you 
get  a  first-class  junior  poultry  exhibit  and 
junior  poultry  judging  contest  at  your  fair. 

Prior  to  the  last  couple  of  years,  your 
housing  facilities  for  poultry  have  been  worth 
practically  nothing.  I  have  been  to  a  good 
many  county  fairs  where  the  poultry  was  put 
under  the  grandstand,  or  back  of  the  grand- 
stand, or  generally  in  a  tent.  I  believe  if  you 
co-operate  with  the  agricultural  teachers  and 
Farm  Advisers  and  give  the  poultry  people  a 
suitable  building  your  poultry  exhibit  will,  by 
proper  work  and  proper  help  outrank  any 
other  exhibit  you  have  in  total  number  of  en- 
tries. You  won't  have  to  hire  a  string  man  to 
show  40  or  50  specimens.  Exhibits  will  come 
from  within  your  county.  Pay  the  juniors  a 
nice  premium  from  your  fair.  You  will  be  sur- 
prised the  advertising  you  will  get  out  of  it 
and  the  good  feeling  you  will  have  spread  over 
your  county. 

The  average  poultry  breeder  only  having  30 
or  40  birds  on  the  place  can  check  up  produc- 
tion by  use  of  the  trapnest.  and  the  farmer's 
wife  can't  do  it.  The  next  best  thing  is  the 
culling  demonstration,  properly  handled.  We 
feel  we  are  capable  of  being  able  to  instinct 
the  farmer's  wife  so  she  can  eradicate  that 
loafing,  non-producing  hen  on  her  place,  and 
save  money.  By  proper  mating  she  can  have 
standard  bred  birds  that  any  hatchery  will  be 
glad  to  contract  for.  thereby  making  her  a 
nice  profit.  . 

We  can't  turn  around  but  what  our  Divi- 
sion is  helping  somebody.  We  are  helping  the 
individual  flock  owner,  the  hatcheryman  and 
the  farmer  flock  owner.  We  want  help  from 
you  fellows  in  putting  on  a  real  poultry  show 
at  your  fair.  Put  your  premiums  up  so  they 
will  be  inviting  both  to  the  junior  and  adult 
who  desire  to  enter  some  birds  and  make  your 
building  attractive  and  put  on  a  suitable  cull- 
ing demonstration,  and  I  can  assure  you  as 
long  as  I  have  anything  to  do  with  it  we  will 
be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  you  to  the  ex- 
tent of  our  ability.
